I  [FREQUENTLY  letters  have  been  re- 

r~  ceived  at  this  office  regarding  the 
1—1  matter  of  inoculation  against  distem- 
per. They  have  particularly  referred  to  the 
Laidlaw  Dunkin  method  which  was,  of  course, 
developed  in  England.  Our  readers  will  recall 
articles  for  some  years  past  in  this  section, 
requesting  financial  help  for  this  very  deserv- 
ing cause — namely,  the  fight  to  learn  as  much 
as  possible  about  distemper  and  to  develop 
methods  of  combating  the  disease. 

A  large  sum  of  money  was  collected  in 
America,  largely  through  the  untiring  efforts 
of  that  great  Boston  dog  lover,  Charles  Tyler; 
and  this,  with  substantial  English  contribu- 
tions, has  financed  a  most  successful  under- 
taking. Dr.  Edwin  R.  Blarney  of  New  York 
City,  the  official  veterinary  of  the  American 
Kennel  Club  and  one  of  the  most  able  men  in 
his  profession,  believes  very  firmly  in  inocula- 
tion by  the  Laidlaw  Dunkin  method.  He  em- 
phasizes, as  do  all  familiar  with  the  treatment, 
the  necessity  for  exactly  follow  ing  directions. 

The  official  statement  of  Doctor  Pyle,  of  the 
Lederle  Laboratories,  says  that  90  per  cent  of 
the  cases  treated  for  the  prevention  of  distem- 
per have  failed  to  contract  the  disease.  Of 
the  remaining  10  per  cent  a  large  number  of 
the  failures  were  due  to  wrong  administration. 

I  fully  appreciate  the  responsibility  which  a 
positive  position  on  this  matter  entails,  yet 
I  endorse  the  treatment  in  the  strongest  possi- 
ble terms.  In  years  past  I  have  seen  many 
beautiful  young  dogs  waste  away  and  die. 
All  medical  aid  seemed  useless.  I  urge  you — 
all  of  you  who  own  dogs — to  take  your  pets  to 
a  first-class  veterinary  and  have  them  ino- 
culated and,  while  the  treatment  is  in  progress, 
handle  them  as  sick  dogs.  Keep  them  well 
fed,  quiet,  dry,  and  out  of  drafts. 

I  here  is  another  matter  which  quite  fre- 
quently comes  to  my  attention.  Some  one 
wants  to  buy  two  puppies,  suited  to  breed  to 
one  another  when  they  mature.  This  discus- 
sion, of  course,  is  quite  elementary.  If  it  is 
merely  the  aim  of  the  prospective  purchaser 
to  produce  puppies,  any  sound  dog  and  bitch 
can  do  that;  but  if  the  person  wishes  to  breed 
young  dogs  of  which  he  may  be  proud,  the 
matter  requires  more  thought.  Every  dog  and 
every  bitch  that  ever  lived  had  certain  ana- 
tomical faults.  In  breeding  it  is  most  desirable 
that  sire  and  dam  do  not  both  possess  the 
same  fault.  Since  it  is  impossible  to  appreciate 
precisely  the  bodily  form  that  the  puppy  will 
possess  on  maturity,  it  is  also  impossible  to 
tell  what  faults  it  will  have. 

Start  with  a  bitch  puppy  and,  when  she 
reaches  maturity,  pay  a  stud  fee  to  an  eligible 
stud  dog.  Most  breeders  are  anxious  to  help 
the  novice.  They  will  gladly  tell  him  the  faults 
of  his  bitch  and  recommend  a  suitable  partner. 
Always,  if  possible,  go  back  to  the  kennel  from 
which  the  bitch  was  acquired  for  breeding  in- 
formation. Finally,  bear  in  mind  that  the  best 
producing  sires  in  the  world  cannot  be  counted 
on  to  produce  from  certain  bitches  as  well 
as  another  animal  of  slightly  less  quality 
which  is  better  suited.  Stud  fees  for  one  bitch 
do  not  amount  to  as  much  as  keeping  a  male, 
and  increased  prestige  and  value  is  gained 
from  using  a  well-known  stud  dog.

AS  WE  write,  fall  is  with  us — those 
crisp  autumn  days  when  riding  is  a 
real  joy.  Whether  to  hounds  or  in 
more  peaceful  and  less  hazardous  pursuits, 
by  all  means  try  to  enjoy  this  pleasant  form 
of  exercise. 

There  have  been  some  excellent  horse  shows 
this  year.  These  events  have  long  been  most 
colorful  and  instructive.  Did  you  make  the 
effort  this  year  to  go  to  some  and,  if  you 
are  a  novice,  learn  some  of  the  manners  and 
curves  that  go  to  make  the  horse  superior 
to  the  "plug"? 

A  rather  remarkable  example  of  the  progress 
made  by  dairy  cattle  breeders  in  the  last  few 
decades  is  the  production  record  of  the  Hol- 
stein  Carnation  Walker  Inka.  This  animal 
was  bred  and  is  owned  by  the  Carnation  Milk 
Company.  She  finished  a  yearly  record  of 
30,443.6  pounds  of  milk  and  1,002.8  pounds 
of  butterfat — more  than  fifteen  tons,  or  3,540 
gallons  of  milk — and  during  half  of  the  test  the 
animal  was  seriously  handicapped  by  a  severe 
injury  to  the  top  joint  of  her  right  front  leg! 
In  fact  so  serious  was  this  injury  that  she  was 
known  among  her  owners  as  "the  three-legged 
cow",  lying  down  all  the  time  except  while 
being  milked.  It  did  not  affect  her  production, 
however,  as  in  thirteen  official  test  periods 
made  during  the  year,  she  remained  close  to 
her  average  of  83  pounds  daily.  Her  lowest 
d;iily  fat  production  was  2.3  pounds,  and  for 
four  and  a  half  months  she  ran  more  than 
3  pounds  daily. 

The  last  of  the  living  recorded  Century 
Holstein  sires  is  dead.  He  sired  156  sons  and 
222  daughters.  His  female  progeny  are  scat- 
tered throughout  seventeen  states  and  his 
sons  are  in  almost  every  state.  He  sired  106 
daughters  which  have  already  successfully 
completed  advanced  registry  tests.  This  won- 
derful bull.  King  Segis  Alcartra  Prilly,  weighed 
2,600  pounds  in  breeding  condition,  and  was 
not  only  a  grand  champion  himself  but  a  sire 
of  many  winners.  The  loss  of  this  great  animal 
will  be  keenly  felt  by  the  owners  of  the  Pabst 
Farms  at  Oconomowoc,  Wis.,  who  have  owned 
him  for  the  past  eight  years. 

Some  time  ago  there  was  started  a  discussion, 
among  dairy  cattle  people,  as  to  the  desir- 
ability of  the  herd  test  as  distinct  from  in- 
dividual production  records.  When  the  smoke 
of  argument  clears  from  time  to  time,  the 
matter  seems  to  boil  itself  down  to  the  ques- 
tion of  forcing  the  animal  involved.  In  other 
words,  by  specialized  feeding  on  certain  types 
of  food,  an  animal  can  be  made  to  produce  in 
excess  of  her  normal  yield.  If  this  practice  is 
indulged  in,  the  future  value  of  the  animal  is 
impaired  and  she  may  even  fail  to  fulfill  her 
biological  mission  in  life.  This  sort  of  testing 
is  of  very  questionable  value  and  certainly  is  to 
be  discouraged.  However,  it  does  seem  to  be  on 
the  decline. 

An  interesting  test  has  just  been  completed 
by  the  herd  of  sixteen  purebred  Jerseys  owned 
by  J.  N.  Martin,  of  New  Providence,  Iowa. 
These  cows  averaged  482.34  pounds  of  butter- 
fat  for  the  yearly  period,  making  the  second 
highest  average  of  all  the  tested  Jersey  herds 
in  America  entered  in  the  official  production 
tests  of  the  Herd  Improvement  Registry  of 
The  American  Jersey  Cattle  Club.  The  herd 
holding  the  record  for.  an  average  of  567.8 
pounds  of  fat  on  twice-a-day  milking  is  owned 
by  J.  W.  Coppini,  of  Kerndale,  Cal.

I  I  HE  usual  conception  of 
!  I  Christmas  is  one  of  ice  and 
I  I  snow,  of  sleigh  bells  jing- 
ling and  the  air  full  of  flying  flakes. 
Most  of  us  forget  that  Christmas, 
for  countless  thousands  in  the  South, 
is  a  day  of  balmy,  soft  air  if  not  of 
positive  heat.  Below  the  equator  the 
seasons  are  reversed  and,  with  this 
idea  in  mind,  the  leading  article  in 
the  Christmas  number  of  Coun  try 
Life  is  about  Africa  and  by  no  less 
a  person  than  Martin  Johnson,  the 
famous  explorer.  Now,  somehow 
many  of  us  conceive  of  Africa  as 
being  a  wild  land  where  none  of  the 
average  creature  comforts  can  be 
obtained.  How  wrong  this  idea  is 
you'll  never  guess  until  you  read 
Mr.  Johnson's  story,  which  he  aptly 
entitles,  "Country  Life  in  Africa." 

But  this  is  only  a  start  for  the 
number,  telling  about  which  makes 
us  feel  like  a  village  postmaster. 
The  reason  we  feel  like  a  village 
postmaster  is  because  we  have 
a  friend  who  recently  bought  a 
summer  cottage  in  a  quaint  little 
hamlet  in  the  province  of  New 
Brunswick.  One  day  our  friend, 
whom  we  will  call  Miss  Johnson 
because  that  really  happens  to  be 
her  name,  approached  the  dingy 
delivery  window  of  the  village  post 
office  and  inquired  if  there  was  any 
mail  for  her.  With  deliberate  and 
grimy  hand  the  postmaster  gath- 
ered up  a  pile  of  letters  and  postal 
cards  which  he  raised  to  his  face 
and  scrutinized  intently.  At  length, 
without  looking  up,  he  uttered 
these  words:  "Yes,  I  think  there's 
something."  (A  pause.)  "Miss 
Lillian  Johnson,"  he  slowly  de- 
ciphered. (He's  trying  to  be  sure  it's 
my  name,  she  thought.)  "It's  from 
your  sister,  Miss  Johnson.  .  .  .  Says 
she  can't  come  this  week.  .  .  ." 
(sympathetically;  then  triumphant) 
.  .  .  "but  will  be  along  next  Sat- 
urday." And  he  handed  her  her 
packet  of  letters  topped  by  a  pos- 
tal card.

masters  as  Kerr  Eby,  Morgan 
Dennis,  and  R.  W.  Woiceske. 
There's  a  group  of  photographs  of 
Mr.  Eby's  house  also,  because  it 
was  carefully  remodeled  from  a 
century-old  farmhouse  into  its 
present  dignified  self.  And  there's 
a  ranch  house  from  the  Pacific 
Coast,  done  in  the  architect's  best 
manner  and  the  landscape  archi- 
tect's, too.

mentation  and  an  emphasis  on  line  and  form  have  produced 
a  certain  austerity,  this  is  counterbalanced  by  the  play  of 
textures,  surfaces,  and  shapes  produced  by  using  natural  and 
synthetic  materials  in  untraditional  ways — metals,  woods,  tex- 
tiles, glass,  brought  together  for  ornamental  and  utilitarian 
purposes  in  designs  which  imply  an  underlying  sense  of  then 
intrinsic  qualities. 

In  emphasizing  the  architectural  skeleton  in  the  design  of  a 
room,  we  are  freeing  ourselves  from  traditional  items  which  we 
used  to  regard  as  necessities.  Architecturally  planned  rooms 
with  built-in  furniture  have  eliminated  the  need  for  many 
pieces  of  movable  furniture. 

We  have  become  space-conscious.  In  a  contemporary  room 
we  think  in  terms  of  space;  it  is  a  definite  part  of  the  design. 
By  space  we  do  not  mean  merely  blank  space,  but  definite 
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The  bedroom  shown  above 
was  designed  by  Poiret,  the 
celebrated  French  coutur- 
ier. Its  unconventional  use 
of  colors,  no  less  than  the 
unusual  design  of  the  fur- 
niture, might  well  classify 
it  as  a  modern  room  of  the 
extreme  type.  The  dressing 
table  is  an  ingenious  item, 
as  the  chair  fits  quite  snugly 
under  it  when'.not  being  used 


There  are  many  unusual  fea- 
tures in  this  smart  boudoir 
designed  by  Miss  Gheen  for 
Airs.  Edgar  Stillman.  Note- 
worthy are  the  circular  book- 
case set  in  the  wall,  the  mir-

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In  contrast  to  the  bedroom 
on  the  opposite  page,  the

The 
cushions  of  different  col- 
ors, the  rug,  and  the  fur 
cover  on  the  divan  con- 
trast strikingly  with  the 
darkness  of  the  furniture 


Fabrics  with  geometric  de- 
signs play  an  important 
and  useful  role  in  the 
newest  decoration.  In  the 
residence  of  L.  Stuart 
Wing,  Esq.,  the  decora- 
tors, Diane  Tate  and 
Marian  Hall,  make  fab- 
ric the  dominant  note  in 
their  decorating  scheme 
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That  the  combining  of  old  possessions  with  new  ideas  can  be  successfully  ac- 
complished is  here  proved,  for  although  the  furniture  in  this  room  consists  of 
antiques,  the  decorator,  Pierre  Dutel,  has  imparted  to  it  a  note  of  modern- 
ity by  the  use  of  color.  Other  views  of  this  room  are  shown  on  page  62 


space-forms  on  walls  or  floor,  balanced  by  mass  and  achieved 
by  the  use  of  color,  which  serves  to  break  up,  to  emphasize, 
and  to  harmonize  space. 

There  is  a  type  of  room  which  has  to  meet  the  requireme  nts 
of  constantly  changing  occupants — as  for  example,  the  hotel 
lobby,  the  foyer  of  an  apartment  house,  a  waiting  room,  or 
the  guest  room  in  a  private  house.  These  are  not  precisely 
rooms  to  be  lived  in.  They  present  an  opportunity  less  for 
reflection  of  a  personal  taste  than  for  the  solution  of  an  in- 
telligently met  problem.  How  shall  success  be  achieved? 

The  designer  will  first  imagine  himself  in  the  position  of  the 
occupants  of,  for  example,  the  entrance  hall  of  an  apartment 
hotel.  The  callers  are  transient.  They  sit  for  a  short  time, 
mostly  unoccupied,  their  minds  on  their  appointments;  in- 
active, and  unless  completely  absorbed  in  thought,  grateful 
for  whatever  diversion  their  surroundings  may  afford.  Here 
is  an  opportunity  to  offer  mental  stimulant  and  amusement. 
The  function  of  this  particular  space  is  to  attract  the  interest 
of  passing  visitors,  to  make  them  comfortable,  and  to  provide 
them  with  diversion. 

A  reception  room  is  a  better  place  in  which  to  enjoy  pictures 
than  is  a  museum.  In  a  museum,  even  if  one  has  gone  in  with- 


out compulsion,  one  has  .1  feeling  of  being  taken  by  the  nape 
of  the  neck  and  told  that  one  must  look;  and.  having  looked, 
one  must  enjoy;  and,  having  done  tins,  one  is  supposed  to 
give  an  opinion.  How  pleasant  it  would  be,  by  contrast,  to 
meet  a  picture  casually  as  one  would  an  unexpected  acquain- 
tance; then,  having  exchanged  a  pleasant  greeting,  to  continue 
on  one's  way. 

It  one  would  really  like  to  enjoy  pictures  and  cannot 
afford  the  money  to  buy  them  or  the  time  to  see  them  in 
galleries  and  museums,  it  would  be  delightful  to  meet  them 
around  town  in  odd  places  where  one  has  occasionally  to  sit 
and  wait.  They  might  give  us  so  much  pleasure  that  the} 
would  teach  us  to  enjoy  waiting!  Discovering  pictures  and 
decorations  in  such  a  setting  makes  us  realize  that  this  type 
of  interior  is  a  logical  field  for  adventurous  and  imaginative 
schemes. 

Let  us  take  another  example  of  a  somewhat  impersonal 
room,  a  guest  room  in  a  private  house.  Too  often  this  room  is 
merely  a  repository  for  the  oddments  which  are  not  wanted 
elsewhere,  or  else  it  appears  to  be  the  scene  of  a  wild  decorat- 
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Dignity  and  the  beauty  of  well  selected  and  well  placed  furniture  are  the 
keynotes  in  this  charming  living  room  that  was  decorated  by  Helen  Novak. 
The  mirror  reaching  from  floor  to  ceiling,  with  its  graceful  drapery,  introduces 
a  distinctly  modern  note  that  is  not  out  of  harmony  with  the  rest  of  the  room 


ing  orgy.  Amusing  stunts  perhaps  have  been  tried  out  here 
on  the  principle  that  no  one  minds  because  no  one  lives  in  the 
apartment  very  long.  So  the  wallpaper  patterns  leap  about  the 
room,  the  lighting  is  inadequate,  and  the  chairs  are  apt  to 
be  fragile  ornaments  of  doubtful  comfort. 

There  is  a  happy  medium  between  the  overdone  room  and — 
if  one  may  use  a  culinary  expression — the  underdone  room. 
The  former  will  be  fussy  and  elaborate  and  contain  unneces- 
sary accessories;  the  latter  will  be  a  barren  waste  and  will  lack 
important  details.  A  room  which  has  comfortable  furniture, 
is  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated,  and  artistically  combines 
these  essential  features  with  the  quality  of  simplicity,  will 
produce  the  restful  atmosphere  which  is  essential  for  the  per- 
fect guest  nil  mi. 

In  analyzing  a  room  these  are  some  of  the  questions  we  shall 
ask:  Is  it  practical?  Is  it  livable?  Is  it  pleasing?  Is  everything 
in  it  best  suited  to  the  use  for  which  it  was  meant? 


Simple  in  treatment,  restful  in  feeling, 
and  modern  in  execution  is  this  hallway 
decorated  by  Pierre  Dutel.

We  have,  unfortunately,  seen  too  many  modern  rooms 
which  have  relied  on  tricky  arrangements,  bizarre  effects,  and 
a  meaningless  conglomeration  of  queer  design.  Although  such 
creations  startle  the  suburbanite,  they  cannot  bear  searching 
analysis.  To  be  really  good  they  must  be  architecturally  sound; 
they  must  be  harmonious.  The  lighting,  the  furniture,  and 
the  decorations  must  bear  perfect  relation  to  the  whole. 

An  interior  which  has  been  planned  with  an  understanding 
of  its  requirements  and  which  has  been  inspired  by  a  practical 
idea,  will  not  fail  to  be  satisfying  from  the  practical  and  the 
artistic  points  of  view.  It  will  be  suitable  to  its  uses;  it  will  be 
beautiful.  In  other  words,  it  will  offer  a  good  excuse  for  its 
existence.  To  achieve  this,  no  particular  style  need  be  im- 
posed; it  might  be  Provincial,  it  might  be  Colonial,  or  Con- 
temporary, or  a  free  admixture.  That  style  which  is  the  most 
honest  solution  of  the  problem  will  be  the  most  satisfactory 
to  all  concerned,  and  will  strike  the  truest  decorating  note.

Some  reflections  on  American  designs 


Helen  §pimckeing 

□T  IS  not  surprising  that  glass  should 
be  a  little  slow  to  reflect  modern  ten- 
dencies, for  it  has  been  reluctant  to 
yield  itself  to  mechanical  consequence. 
Table  glass  is  a  department,  however,  in 
which  progress  is  evident  and  emphatic. 
New  contours  and  designs,  together  with 
subtle  color,  have  transformed  it  into  ex- 
traordinary interest.  Visualize  a  beautiful 
dinner  table  completely  set  in  radiant  glass 
reflecting  the  soft  light  of  candles.  Next 
realize  that  cream  soup  from  a  glass  service,  hot  food  from 
glass  dinner  plates,  and  coffee  drunk  from  glass  cups  is  rap- 
idly becoming  a  customary  matter  in  our  daily  life. 

Many  variations  of  form  and  design  appear  in  this  new 
tableware.  Of  first  importance  is  a  fine  modern,  mechanistic  de- 
sign. Round-bellied  and  square-footed  glasses  will  bear,  as 
their  decoration,  simple  bands  of  gold  or  black.  This  same

design  appears  in  black  or  gold  on  crystal 
or  in  gold  on  lustrous  black  glass.  It  is 
nor,  however,  carried  in  a  full  dinner-ware 
assortment. 

Quite  in  keeping  with  the  modern  em- 
phasis on  simplicity  is  the  use  of  little  or 
no  design.  This  is  a  severe  test  for  any 
glass,  since  it  reveals  the  full  intrinsic 
quality  of  the  "metal"  itself  and  places 
the  burden  of  beauty  on  essential  texture 
alone.  (Metal  is  the  term  used  in  the  glass 
factory  when  speaking  of  glass  as  a  material.)  For  those 
who  prefer  them,  there  are  also  the  usual  conservative,  con- 
ventional patterns  which  add  traditional  design  to  modern 
product.  There  is  also  the  lure  of  delicate  color.  One  ma\ 
purchase  a  dinner-ware  assortment  of  glass  just  as  it  is  pos- 
sible to  do  with  china,  or  one  may  buy  what  one  wants  to  in 
"open  stock,"  from  hors  d'oeuvre  to  demi-tasse.

Color  in  modern  glass  has  yet  to  rival  that  of  the  Early 
American  glassmakers  in  mellow  richness  but  there  is  a 
delicate  beauty  in  some  of  our  modern  tints  that  is  very 
lovelv.  There  are  soft  azure  blues,  spring-like  greens,  rose 
with  the  tint  of  a  freshly  bloomed  rambler,  amber,  and 
topaz,  a  jewel-like  color  deserving  its  title  of  Golden 
Topaz.  A  new  shade,  Alexandrite,  is  a  recent  color  achieve- 
ment of  unusual  charm.  It  is  an  amethyst  tinting  with 
a  slight  rose  cast  that,  unlike  most  amethyst  glass,  retains 
its  beautv  under  artificial  light.  ^  hile  we  find  in  the  din- 
nerware  only  the  delicate  tints,  there  are  gorgeous  cerise 
reds  and  superb  sapphire  blues  in  the  finer  hand-made 
glassware  for  the  table  that  are  second  only  to  those  in 
priceless  old  glass.  Chintz  glass,  a  most  original  striping  of 
color  on  transparent  glass,  displays  lovely  hues  and  un- 
usual combinations. 

The  recent  development  of  ebony  glass  is  a  character- 
istic modern  procedure.  Its  sleek  dark  beaut}-  needs  little 
decoration  other  than  its  own  texture  and  well-propor- 
tioned lines,  and  thus  it  is  a  handsome  glassware  at  an 

amazingly  moderate  price.  It 
fits,  with  peculiar  aptness,  into 
the  more  sophisticated  scheme 
of  the  modern  decorative  idea, 
and  combines  with  other  colors 
in  traditional  settings  to  serve 
as  a  fine  accent  in  any  color 
scheme.

Houses  which  were  built 
some  fifty  years  ago  have  a 
personality  of  their  own, 
especially  when  they  have 
been  part  of  an  old  estate. 
The  country  home  of  Johns 
H.  Hopkins,  Esq.,  located 
near  Whitehall,  Wis.,  im- 
presses one  with  this  fact. 
It  was  built  in  the  last  half 
of  the  nineteenth  century 
close  to  the  old  homestead 
chosen  by  Mr.  Hopkins' 
great-grandfather  nearly 
ninety  years  ago,  and  its 
interior  has  been  kept  as 
Victorian  as  its  exterior. 
At  the  right  is  a  charming 
little  library-hall  opening 
off  the  living  room,  its  Isola 
Bella  wallpaper  in  a  bril- 
liant tropical  design  giving 
life  and  verve  to  the  rich 
furnishings.  On  the  wall  is  a 
clock  dated  1805,  and  the 
many  candles  on  the  old 
card  table  remind  one  of  the 
time  when  every  guest  car- 
ried his  own  candle  to  his 
bedroom  to  light  his  way 
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In  contrast  to  the  informality  of  the  living  room 
on  the  opposite  page  is  the  music  room,  with 
draperies  of  tomato-colored  damask  hung  in  a 
gilt  metal  valance  box,  with  tie-backs  of  gilt. 
The  wallpaper  is  of  a  formal  Italian  landscape 
type  of  about  1780.  The  Aubusson  rug  is  a  warm 
gray,  the  furniture  and  piano  are  walnut.  Tomato- 
red  velvet  covers  the  chairs,  which  are  antiques 


In  Mr.  Hopkins'  bedroom,  shown  at  right,  green 
marquisette  was  used  for  tester,  flounce,  glass 
curtains,  and  valances;  the  cretonne  draperies 
have  a  black  background  with  rose  and  green 
flowers,  repeating  the  tones  of  salmon  and  green 
in  the  wallpaper.  1  he  wallpapers  used  in  the 
bedrooms  are  original  Victorian  ones  and  were 
found  in  the  Zuber  factory  in  Alsace-Lorraine 
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Unmistakably  Victorian  is  the  living  room,  with 
old  family  pictures  in  heavy  walnut  frames.  The 
dominant  colors  are  gray  and  gray-green;  the 
hooked  rug  is  of  these  colors  with  a  touch  of  faded 
rose,  and  the  draperies  of  green  chintz  repeat 
the  green  of  the  wallpaper,  a  copy  of  an  old  one. 
The  old  pine  secretary  in  this  room  has  been  in 
Mr.  Hopkins'  family   for   several  generations 


The  dining  room  is  rich  with  color,  commencing 
with  a  reproduction  on  its  walls  of  a  pictorial 
Zuber  paper  made  in  Alsace-Lorraine  in  1793. 
The  furniture  is  of  mahogany  and  maple;  the  huge 
sideboard  dates  back  many  years,  having  come 
from  an  old  homestead  in  Maryland,  and  the 
mirror  once  hung  in  George  Washington's  room 
in  Carleton  House.  The  chairs  are  Heppelwhite 
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People  who  live  in  city  apartments  often  seek  a 
change  over  the  week-ends,  especially  in  summer, 
and  quite  frequently  at  other  rimes.  Mr.  Francis 
Keally.  architect,  has  designed  this  little  house, 
patterned  after  a  log  cabin,  for  week-end  use 
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An  architect  ensures  happy  week-ends 


Twelve  guests,  in  addition  to  the 
owner  and  his  wife  and  maid,  can 
be  accommodated  comfortably  in 
the  cottage.

I  I  HIS  has  more  to  do  with  thanks  giving  perhaps  than 
with  Thanksgiving  Day,  since  the  event  occurred  in  a 
■  province  which  celebrates  not  merely  one  time  during 
the  year,  but  many — as  many  in  fact,  as  husbands  and  fathers 
and  brothers  are  brought  safely  ashore  after  perils  on  the  sea. 

It  being  a  particularly  fine  fall,  we  decided  to  try  November 
in  Nova  Scotia.  It  seemed  an  interesting  experience.  The  Bay 
of  Fundy  lay  below  the  cliffs  as  deeply  blue  as  in  midsummer. 
Clouds  were  massed  in  towers,  and  walked  impressively  across 
the  sky.  Northern  lights  made  the  evenings  eerie,  climbing  by 
pointed  flames  to  reach  the  stars.  We  filled  the  small  black 
stove  with  wood  to  keep  the  kettle  yelping.  Violent  gusts  of 
wind  set  the  curtains  kicking.  We  routed  out  woollen  stock- 
ings, leather  jackets,  stout  boots,  and  regarded  our  fortitude 
with  pardonable  pride. 

/%t  first  we  mentioned  the  wind  casually,  but  as  it  con- 
tinued to  blow  day  after  day  we  said  less  and  less  about  it,  for 
fear  of  confessing  too  great  a  solicitude.  In  the  evenings,  with 
the  door  of  the  cabin  bolted  twice  and  every  window  locked, 
newspapers  shook  in  our  hands;  the  edges  of  braided  mats 
lifted  and  fell  with  a  soft  slapping.  A  deer-skin  rug,  left  on  the 
piazza,  flapped  back  and  forth  like  an  enormous  bat.  A  chair 
hurled  itself  repeatedly  against  the  railing.  The  weather  vane 
became  so  utterly  demoralized  it  could  tell  us  nothing.  At  times 
we  were  obliged  to  shout  at  each  other,  ordinary  remarks  like, 
"I  wonder  how  soon  the  frost  will  get  the  marigolds?"  (they 
were  still  blooming  with  astonishing  vigor),  or  "I  saw  little 
Alvin  to-day  and  he  had  on  a  new  sailor  suit."  Outside,  the 
noise  was  sheer  clangor. 

One  afternoon  of  driving  rain  we  watched  the  bay  turn  from 
blue  to  gray,  from  gray  to  gun  metal  which  exploded  here  and 
there  into  hissing,  white  frills.  Little  boats  went  on  their  way 
like  rocking  horses;  big  boats  lolloped  drunkenly  among  the 
waves.  The  sound  of  the  tide  changing  was  a  confusion  of 
tongues.  When  we  retired  that  night  we  did  not  open  the 
windows.  It  seemed  unnecessary.  Draughts  ot  cold  air  scooted 
across  the  floor;  bed  quilts  rose  and  fell  in  gentle  regularity. 
We  could  not  sleep  because  of  the  unholy  din,  and  amused  our- 
selves by  wondering  how  it  would  feel  to  be  blown  straight  off 
the  cliff,  cabin  and  all,  into  Fundy.  It  seemed  as  if  we  would  be 
leaving  the  foundations  ot  the  house  any  minute. 


ext  morning  the  water  lay  in  a  white  lather  but  the 
wind  had  gone.  (Where  such  masses  of  noise  can  go  is  one  of 
the  prodigious  mysteries  of  the  place.)  About  nine  o'clock  I 
noticed  several  fishermen  passing  by.  In  a  few  minutes  more 
followed.  I  grew  instantly  curious.  Why  were  they  not  on  the 
wharves  as  usual?  They  straggled  along  in  knots  of  three  and 
four,  wearing  plaid  windbreakers,  blue  overalls,  caps  pulled  far 
down  on  lean,  bronzed  faces.  There  was  a  certain  regularity  in 
the  tramp  of  their  feet,  a  controlled  haste  in  their  movements. 
I  suffered  a  pang  of  apprehension,  though  the  sun  shone  and 
the  fields  never  looked  more  innocently  rural. 

Then  we  spied  a  small,  stout  boat  making  difficult  headway 
up  the  shore.  "Why,"  I  exclaimed  in  stupid  amazement, 


"there  goes  the  coast  guard!  There  must  be  trouble  ...  all 
those  men  going  by,  too  ...  !" 

By  this  time  forty  men  had  passed  the  cabin,  a  fair  number 
for  this  tiny  shore  village  to  produce  at  one  time.  A  pair  of 
oxen  had  been  led  from  a  barn  opposite  and  driven  up  the  road. 
I  ran  out  and  tried  to  discover  the  reason  for  all  this.  "Boat 
had  engine  trouble!"  called  a  half-grown  boy  over  his  shoulder, 
and  hurried  on  to  join  the  others. 

The  next  man  told  us  that  two  fishermen,  calling 
them  by  name,  had  gone  out  before  daylight,  developed  engine 
trouble,  and  had  struggled  for  hours  to  keep  their  boat  off  the 
rocks;  that  they  were  even  now  pounding  on  the  ledge,  and 
that  someone  had  seen  them  and  telephoned  the  coast  guard. 
We  knew  them,  those  men  who  were  in  such  perilous  extremity. 
They  had  given  us  generously  of  their  herring  bait  down  at  the 
wharf.  We  had  talked  to  their  wives.  We  had  eaten  excellent 
pieces  of  pie  cooked  by  those  very  same  women.  And  we  were 
feeling  a  sickish  horror  at  this  first-hand  experience  of  probable 
disaster. 

Presently  the  coast-guard  boat  came  back.  "Likelv  the 
boat's  smashed  on  the  rocks,"  said  someone,  "and  the  coast 
guard  come  too  late  to  help." 

After  a  long  time  of  uncertainty  the  procession  returned. 
There  was  nothing  in  the  bearing  of  the  men  which  revealed 
the  slightest  hint  of  news.  They  walked  steadily,  unhurriedly, 
hands  in  pockets,  boots  clumping.  But  among  them  were  two 
who  went  more  slowly,  who  were  drenched  to  the  skin,  who 
moved  in  dream-like  exhaustion. 

"They've  been  saved,"  I  cried.  "See  .  .  .  there  they  go  .  .  . 
walking  like  the  rest!" 

But  the  men  were  silent,  all  of  them,  as  they  went  back  to 
their  interrupted  work. 

Later  the  oxen  came.  They  swung  with  jingling  chains 
up  the  slope  to  the  barn.  We  ran  out  to  interview  the  boy  who 
drove  them.  "Yes,  ma'am,  the  boat  was  poundin'  on  the  rocks 
when  we  got  there.  Coast  guard  couldn't  get  near  enough  to 
help.  The  men  was  hangin'  hard  and  ycllin'  for  help.  We  drug 
'em  ashore  first,  and  then  hauled  up  the  boat  with  the  oxen. 
She  wa'nt  stove  in  much,  either.  If  the  tide  had  been  different," 
he  smiled  cheerfully,  "they'd  piled  up  and  drowned." 

That  afternoon  we  called  on  the  survivors.  They  looked 
quite  as  usual,  and  if  we  had  not  begun  an  excited  interroga- 
tion it  is  doubtful  if  they  would  have  mentioned  their  dreadful 
night  and  miraculous  escape.  "  By  to-morrow,"  they  put  us 
off,  "handy  t'  ten  o'clock,  you'll  be  gittin'  good  fishin'  off  the 
wharf,"  they  said.  "I'm  savin'  some  bait  for  ye.  Yes'm,  another 
hour  and  the  tide  would  have  made  matchwood  of  the  boat. 
The  boys  hauled  'er  ashore  with  the  oxen.  Molly,  can't  ye  give 
these  ladies  a  little  mug-up  o'  somethin'  ?  They  must  be  hungry 
after  their  walk." 

And  they  thus  celebrated  their  thanks-giving  by  a  beaming 
interest  in  our  appetites.

Woods  all  about  and  noth- 
ing but  rough  from  pond  to  green 

2  The  par  3,  No.  5,  183  yards,  of 
the  Seminole  Golf  Club,  Palm 
Beach,  Fla.,  a  Donald  Ross  layout, 
is  considered  one  of  the  wonder 
courses  of  the  world,  as  it  combines 
scenic  beauty  with  every  known 
test  of  golf  skill.  Steep  banks  that 
rise  from  glistening  sand  bar  the 
way  to  the  flag.  Your  iron  must  be 
true  as  to  line  and  have  the  tenacity 
of  a  Bobby  Jones'  stop  shot  to 


reach  this  green.  If  you  lack  such 
skill,  take  route  B  and  then  pitch 
over  the  intervening  trap  for  a  4 

3  The  par  3,  No.  II,  170  yards,  of 
the  Shennecossett  Country  Club, 
New  London,  Conn.  The  grade  is 
uphill,  so  it  demands  a  long  iron. 
A  banked  green  to  shoot  for  and 
hold,  another  feature  of  the  typical 
long  iron  shot  hole.  This  one  de- 
mands correct  direction  gauging, 
else  par  figures  are  not  to  be  gained 
because  of  the  deep  traps  at  both 
sides  and  at  the  rear.  A  short  player 
can  get  a  4  by  playing  short  with 
his  tee  shot  and  then  pitching  on 

4  In  par  3,  No.  4,  107  yards,  of  the 
Bedford  Springs  Golf  Club,  Bed- 
ford, Pa.,  the  green  is  cut  from  the 
jutting  spur  of  a  ridge.  Its  approach 
is  terrifying,  like  a  great  wave  cut 
by  the  prow  of  a  gigantic  liner.  A 
full  iron  for  the  green  for  a  par,  or 
you  may  try  it  via  route  B  and  then 
pitch  on.  So  difficult  is  this  hole  that 
a  noted  Pittsburgh  player  sat  by 
the  tee  one  August  day  during  an 
open  event.  He  wagered  a  dollar 
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with  each  pro  who  came  to  it  that  he 
would  not  make  a  par.  That  night  he 
had  won  #64,  which  he  put  up  as  a  prize 
for  a  driving  contest.  The  odd  part  of 
this  testing  layout  is  that  it  was  designed 
by  Arthur  Goss,  the  professional  at 
the  Everglades  Club,  Palm  Beach,  Fla. 

5  Par  3,  No.  3,  217  yards,  of  the  West 
Course,  Winged  Foot  Golf  Club,  Ma- 
maroneck,  N.  Y.,  was  designed  by  Till- 
inghast  and  was  the  scene  of  the  1929 
National  Open.  Slightly  uphill  from  tee 
to  a  green,  banked  at  the  rear,  beauti- 
fully set  among  large  elms  and  flanked 
by  deep  traps.  At  the  start  of  his  play- 
off with  Espinosa  for  the  title  last  year, 
Bobby  Jones  hooked  his  iron  to  the  left, 
played  his  second  into  a  tree  from  which 
it  rebounded,  and  then,  by  sheer  luck, 
caught  the  green  with  his  third,  though 
his  ball  struck  a  branch.  Meanwhile 
Espinosa  looked  sure  of  a  birdie  2,  as 
his  tee  shot  was  but  six  feet  above  the 
cup.  Jones'  holing  of  an  18-footer  for  a 
4  was  the  turning  point  of  that  affair, 
as  Espinosa  missed  his  2.  Short  play- 
ers take  route  B,  happy  to  bag  a  4 

©  The  par  3,  No.  2,  228  yards  from  the 
near  tee,  of  the  National  Golf  Links  of 
America,  Shinnecock  Hills,  L.  I.  Charles 
Blair  Macdonald,  its  architect  and  the 
first  U.  S.  amateur  golf  champion,  du- 
plicated many  of  the  famous  holes  of 
Britain  in  planning  this.  A  great  hole  in 
one  of  the  hardest  courses  in  the  world.

Boldness  is  demanded  of 
the  player  who  seeks  to  reach  and  hold 
this  high  green,  with  its  deep  guarding 
traps  in  front  and  to  the  rear.  The  more 
timid  player  can  take  route  B  for  a 
bogey  4,  provided  he  carries  the  trap 
over  half-way  down  that  bars  the  way 
to  the  fairway  if  he  tops.  Cross  hazards 
barring  a  run-up  shot  to  the  green  or

I  I  HE  true  artist  rarely  bothers  about  novelty.  He  tries 
I  to  give  visible  form  to  what  was  a  preconceived  idea; 

I—*  and  as  he  is  the  result  ot  all  that  has  gone  before,  plus 
his  temperamental  sympathy  with  or  antipathy  to  his  en- 
vironment, he  is  of  the  world  to-day  and  his  work  is  modern. 
He  conservative  as  you  will  in  your  garden  "style."  Go  to 
extravagant  pains  to  create  or  maintain  the  spirit  of  an  old 
garden.  The  actual  result  that  you  obtain  will  he  modern. 


The  difference  between  old-fashioned  and  new-style  gardens 
is  in  degree  rather  than  in  kind,  and  in  superficial  trimming, 
or  lack  of  it.  The  principles  remain  the  same.  A  garden  must 
be  an  enclosed  area  out  of  doors  where  one  can  live  at  ease. 

The  unexpected,  or  subordinate,  is  given  emphasis  in  this 
"modern"  style  and  there  is  an  increasing  attempt  to  stress 
volume.  This  is  done  by  using,  as  garden  details,  house  roofs, 
conspicuous  pyramids,  banks,  tricky  changes  in  level  built  up 
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Roof  gardens  play  an  important  part  in  one's  life  these 
days,  even  though  the  lawn  and  summer  house  on  the  roof 
be  but  nine  feet  square.  Plants  in  boxes  form  a  low  hedge

violet  and  yellow  flowers  form  a  criss-cross  design.  Ever- 
greens hedge  the  garden,  which  was  designed  by  La  Prade

sions of  this  garden  has  been  accentuated  by  the  change  in  levels 


from  the  garden  floor,  so  to  speak,  and  by  curious  ceiling-like 
coverings  here  and  there. 

With  the  advent  of  recessed  buildings,  especially  in  our 
cities,  the  roof  garden  is  beginning  to  receive  its  meed  of  at- 
tention. Modern  French  gardeners  are  going  even  further  in 
the  development  of  this  idea.  Their  houses  are  being  planned 
to  create  a  system  of  terraces  on  various  levels,  until,  as  in 
one  brilliant  example,  the  entire  building— roof  and  all— is 
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covered  by  an  intricate  hanging  garden.  These  terraces  are 
related  by  stairs  and  other  features,  not  only  to  the  house 
but  to  the  ground  garden  as  well;  so  that,  in  plan,  all  the  ex- 
terior of  the  house  is  part  of  the  garden  layout.  In  fact,  the 
gardens  on  the  house  are  more  interesting  and  useful  than 
those  on  the  ground.  There  are  service  terraces,  places  for 
dining,  for  sitting,  for  sleeping;  and  places  off  the  nursery  for 
children  to  play.  The  nursery  itself  is  (Continued  on  page  74)

I    I    HE  manner  in  which  the  vvood- 
I   work  of  a  home  is  treated — in  its 

l—l  form,  color,  and  kind — quickly 
reveals  to  the  discerning  eye  its  architec- 
tural quality.  Woodwork  may  he  so 
handled  as  to  sharply  define  the  style  of 
the  room  in  which  it  is  used,  or  it  may  be 
made  so  innocuous  as  to  lose  itself  among 
the  other  commonplaces  which  comprise 
the  decorative  ensemble.  There  are  a 
great  many  people  who  cannot  tell  a  good 
molding  from  a  bad  one;  but  there  is  not  a 
person  who  will  not  respond  to  the  charm 
of  fine  woodwork  and  appreciate  the 
distinction  it  adds  to  the  home  wherein 
it  is  found. 

It  is  significant  that  a  builder  of  un- 
usually good  suburban  homes  instructed 
his  architect  to  employ  his  best  skill  in  the 
exterior  architectural  detail,  but  to  sub- 
ordinate the  interior  woodwork  as  much 
as  possible.  "I  have  to  do  this,"  he  ex- 
plained, "because,  when  I  sell  these 
houses,  the  buyers  usually  want  to  es- 
tablish their  own  decorative  treatment  of 
the  interiors.  If  I  should  do  a  nice  Georg- 
ian room,  my  best  prospect  might  prefer 
to  furnish  it  in  the  Spanish  or  Italian 
style,  and  all  that  I  had  spent  would  be 
wasted.  Well-designed  interior  trim  so 
clearly  defines  the  manner  in  which  the 
room  should  be  decorated  and  furnished 
that  I  cannot  afford  to  take  chances.  By 
putting  in  the  plainest  sort  of  trim,  the 
buyer  can  tear  it  out  with  little  loss  and 
treat  the  rooms  as  he  pleases." 

Perhaps  the  importance  which  wood- 
work plays  in  the  architectural  quality 
of  a  home  can  be  further  emphasized  by 
pointing  out  a  few  striking  contrasts  in 
the  use  of  wood  trim  and  cabinet  work 
during  various  architectural  periods.  For 
example,  in  Italian  Renaissance  wTork  the 
trim  was  usually  of  oak  finished  in  brown 
for  doors  and  important  features.  Window 
trim  and  often  door  trim  was  minimized 
in  favor  of  plaster  reveals.  Doors  were 
paneled  with  strong  moldings,  the  panels 
often  being  ornamented  with  bosses. 

Contrast  this  with  Tudor  and  Eliza- 
bethan mannerisms  where  woodwork  was 
used  very  freely.  The  walls  were  generally 
of  small  oak  panels  with  wide  rails.  Door 
frames  and  pilasters  were  carved.  Doors 
were  frequently  paneled  in  smaller  rec- 
tangles similar  to  the  walls,  and  the  wood- 
work usually  acquired  a  light  gray-brown 
tone  with  a  dull  wax  finish,  or  was  stained 
a  very  deep  brown  and  polished  to  a  heavy 
gloss.  Woodwork  held  its  own  through- 
out the  William  and  Mary  and  Queen 
Anne  periods  in  England,  but  changed 
gradually  in  its  moldings  and  pattern, 
constantly  acquiring  a  higher  degree  of

While  this  style  of  triangular-seated  chair 
was  fairly  common  111  England  during  tin 
seventeenth  century,  it  never  was  used  to  any 
iirctt  extent  in  the  colonies.  I  know  of  but  one 
example  which  even  chums  American  ancestry. 
However,  about  seventy-five  to  one  hundred 
years  ago  they  were  reproduced  for  porch 
chairs,  and  it  is  to 
this  period  that  1 
believe  your  chair  be- 
longs.

It  is  impossible  to  tell  from  a  description 
alone  the  value  of  any  single  piece.

I  have  been  told  this  bench  is  Duncan  Phyfe. 
Can  you  tell  me  if  it  \s\— William  Caffrey. 

Certain  features  of  this  bench,  such  as  the 
style  of  arm  and  leg,  might  be  said  to  resem- 
ble those  of  Phyfe,  but  the  bench  is  not  the 
product  of  that  craftsman.  Perhaps  you  were 
told  your  bench  was  "of  the  Duncan  Phyfe 
style."  Loosely  applied  terms  such  as  this 
are  quite  commonly  used  and  are  very  apt  to 
cause  much  confusion. 


If  you  have  ever  visited  the 
Mint  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and 
watched  the  endless  stream  of 
thousand  dollar  bills  being 
printed  and  counted,  you  have 
probably  been  fascinated  by  the 
unbroken  continuity  of  the  process  and  hyp- 
notized by  the  thou<;ht  that  perhaps  thousand 
dollar  hills  were  just  common  things  after  all. 

But  when  you  have  left 
the  building  you  realize 
suddenly  that  the  chance 
of  your  ever  beholding 
another  such  collection 
anywhere  else  is  well- 
nigh  impossible. 

It  was  with  a  similar 
feeling  that  I  left  the 
Arthur  S.  Vernay  estab- 
lishment in  New  Y01  k.  While  I  had  been  walk- 
ing through  its  numerous  rooms,  there  had 
seemed  to  me  to  be  an  unlimited  quantity  of 
the  masterpieces  of  craftsmen  in  all  arts.  Every- 
thing was  so  superlatively  beautiful  and  inter- 
esting that  1  wondered  where  it  might  be 
possible  to  find  another  such  collection. 

In  particular  there  was  a  stool  which  would 
win  the  heart  of  anyone  who  saw  it.  It  was 
early  Chippendale  in  style,  with  the  original 
needlepoint,  in  tones  of  soft  yellow-browns 
and  greens,  forming  the  covering  and  held  to 
the  frame  with  age-toned  brass  tacks.  The 
piece  was  greatly  enhanced  by  its  smallness 
and  its  delicate  quality.  The  swing  of  the  leg, 
terminating  in  an  excellent  ball  and  claw  foot, 
made  an  unusually  lovely  silhouette,  while  the 
directness  of  the  acan- 
thus carving  on  the 
knee  bespoke  the  expert 
craftsmanship  of  the 
maker.  Age  combined 
with  years  of  polishing 
and  good  care  have 
built  upon  the  piece  a 
lustrous  patina. 

Atilt-toptablewhich 
stood  near  by  could  nor 
be  passed  unobserved. 
The  top,  made  of  a 

single  piece  of  mahogany  with  a  well  propor- 
tioned pie-crust  edge,  was  supported  by  a 
fluted  pedestal  arising  from  acanthus-carved 
tripod  legs.  These  legs  also  terminated  in  the 
ball  and  claw  foot. 

Besides  rooms  filled  with  many  exquisite 
pieces  of  mahogany,  there  was  also  consider- 
able space  in  Vernay's  devoted  to  walnut  and 
oak  of  glowing  luster.  The  subdued  carving 
and  sturdiness  of  the  latter  should  make  a 
strong  appeal  to  men  inter- 
ested  in  collecting. 

China  and  silver  also  hold 
a  prominent  part  in  the  dis- 
plays and  supplementsatisfac- 
torily  the  furniture  exhibits. 
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_N  the  difficult  art  of  wood 
carving,  Grinling  Gibbons,  during  the  eighteenth 
century,  achieved  a  skill  unexcelled  to  this  day. 

His  elaborate,  intricate  carvings,  which  deco- 
rate the  choir  stalls  at  St.  Paul's,  the  rooms  at 
Kensington  Palace  and  Hampton  Court,  England, 
are  valued  beyond  price.  Nowhere  did  his 
supreme  artistry  in  design  and  execution  have 
more  successful  play  than  in  the  wealth  of  carv- 
ing he  did  for  the  Duke  of  Somerset  at  Petworth. 

BROCATELLE  INSPIRED  BY  GIBBONS 

Schumacher  has  taken  inspiration  from  these 
famous  carvings  and,  with  consummate  skill, 
woven  a  brocatelle  of  singular  beauty.

sophistication  which  clearly 
defines  each  period  from  the 
one  preceding. 

Contrast  again  these  earlier 
uses  of  woodwork  with  those 
of  the  Adam  period  and  of 
the  style  loosely  classified  as 
American  Colonial.  During  the 
Adam  period,  woodwork  was 
used  largely  for  its  form,  and 
paint  and  enamels  were  em- 
ployed to  achieve  color.  W  ood 
was  chosen  in  order  to  express 
most  readily  the  delicate  hand- 
ling of  classic  motifs.  No  wood- 
work, designed  with  the  light 
and  graceful  touch  of  the 
Adam  period,  could  ever  be 
confused  with  the  heavy  and 
over-elaborate  types  of  earlier 
English  work,  nor  with  the  son 
of  woodwork  appropriate  to 
Italian  and  Spanish  homes. 

The  woodwork  of  the  Amer- 
ican colonies  varied  so  greatly 
in  style  as  to  defy  any  attempt 
to  bring  it  within  a  single  class- 
ification. The  very  early  Colonial  style  em- 
ployed plain  pine  boards,  or  more  or  less 
crude  paneling  of  native  pine,  or  occasionally 
oak.  The  middle  Colonial  period  saw  the  in- 
troduction of  plastered  walls  and  a  diminu- 
tion in  the  amount  of  paneling  to  wainscots, 
wood  ceiling  cornices,  and  simple  door  and 
window  trim.  The  late  Colonial  period  used 
painted  woodwork  in  the  Georgian  manner. 

This  brief  outline  should  at  least  serve  to  em- 
phasize the  importance  of  treating  woodwork 
as  a  major  architectural  problem  in  the  design

of  a  home.  One  may  use  the  simplified  painted 
trim  and  moldings  which  the  trade  calls 
Colonial  to  merely  give  the  sense  of  finish 
around  openings  and  at  floor  and  ceiling  lines 
without  violating  good  taste,  but  also  without 
expressing  any  individuality.  If  one  chooses 
to  have  a  home  of  some  distinction,  the  de- 
tailing of  wood  trim  and  cabinet  work  be- 
comes a  matter  of  major  importance. 

There  is  no  implication  in  this  statement 
that  fine  woodwork  is  necessarily  expensive 
woodwork.  The  manufacturers  of  wood  trim, 


moldings,  cabinet  work,  and 
built-in  furniture  and  fixtures 
long  ago  learned  the  import- 
ance of  providing  stock  pat- 
terns of  excellent  architectural 
character.  One  can  readily 
buy  picture  molds,  chair  rails, 
wainscots,  door  and  window 
frames,  corner  cupboards,  and 
an  almost  infinite  variety  of 
built-in  furniture  accurately 
patterned  after  authentic  mo- 
dels, or  designed  by  architects 
of  high  standing.  This  wood- 
work costs  little  or  nothing 
more  than  similar  trim  of  com- 
monplace pattern.  To  be  sure, 
it  may  be  more  difficult  to  find 
than  the  ordinary  stock  de- 
signs, because  the  finer  pat- 
terns are  not  carried  by  every 
lumber  dealer,  nor  are  they 
turned  out  by  the  smaller 
mills. 

It  is  the  rule,  rather  than  the 
exception,  that  woodwork 
within  a  home  serves  a  utili- 
tarian purpose  while  adding  a  decorative 
note.  The  lowly  baseboard  is  used  primarily 
to  protect  decorative  walls  from  the  mop,  the 
broom,  and  the  vacuum  cleaner.  The  chair 
rail  is  employed  to  keep  the  backs  of  chairs 
from  marring  plaster.  The  picture  mold,  once 
used  as  a  means  of  hanging  ornately  framed 
pictures,  has  lost  its  utilitarian  function  and 
is  now  little  more  than  a  modified  ceiling  cor- 
nice. Door  and  window  trim  have  utility  in 
their  protection  of  adjacent  plaster  work.

window  seats,  radiator  enclosures, 
kitchen  and  pantry  cupboards  and 
shelves,  and  a  host  of  other 
types  of  built-in  furniture  serve 
useful  purposes  while  functioning  as 
important  elements  in  the  decora- 
tive scheme.  Even  closet  fittings  are 
seldom  left  without  a  decorative 
touch  in  the  well-built  home.  Per- 
haps only  the  cedar  lining  of  storage 
closets  represents  a  use  of  finishing 
wood  in  a  purely  utilitarian  manner. 

The  most  important  single  ele- 
ment in  the  woodwork  of  a  home 
interior  is  represented  by  the  doors. 
Architectural  style  is  very  de- 
finitely expressed  in  proportions, 
pattern,  color,  and  decorative  treat- 
ment of  doors.  One  cannot  use  a 
heavy  plank  door  appropriate  to 
primitive  English,  Norman,  or 
early  Colonial  work  in  a  room  of 
sophisticated  decorative  treatment. 
Nor  would  a  fine  six-panel  Georgian 
door  fit  appropriately  into  a  room 
of  Elizabethan  character.  As  in  the 
case  of  good  moldings  and  built-in 
cabinetwork,  one  can  find  by 
careful  search  stock  patterns  of 
doors  properly  designed  for  use  in 
rooms  of  the  major  period  styles. 
But  the  search  is  not  easy,  for  the 
average  stock  door  is  more  often 
built  to  manufacturing  specifica- 
tions than  to  conformity  with 
architectural  requirements.  1  he 
reason  for  this  is  not  difficult  to  find. 
It  is  not  easy  to  build  a  door  that 
will  withstand  constant  use  and 
that  will  not  warp,  shrink,  or  bind. 
The    requirements    of  well-built 


doors  are  that  they  shall  fit  ac- 
curately at  all  times  of  the  year 
without  being  subject  to  shrinkage 
during  the  dry  heat  of  winter,  or  to 
swelling  under  summer  humidity. 
For  this  reason,  the  best  doors  are 
built  up  of  many  pieces  of  wood 
with  surfaces  veneered  in  whatever 
finished  wood  the  owner  or  archi- 
tect desires.  These  doors  are  con- 
siderably more  expensive  than  solid 
wood  doors,  unless  their  pattern 
and  form  are  exceedingly  simple. 
Consequently,  in  their  attempt  to 
produce  durable  doors  that  will  not 
shrink  or  warp,  at  a  price  within 
the  reach  of  the  average  home 
owner,  manufacturers  have  been 
forced  to  abandon  architectural 
precedents  and  to  create  forms 
without  elaborate  paneling. 

There  is  little  point  in  discussing 
the  types  of  woods  to  be  employed 
for  doors  and  cabinet  work,  for  the 
choice  will  largely  depend  upon  the 
architect's  or  decorator's  design 
conception  and  his  need  for  certain 
colors,  textures,  and  either  natural 
wood  or  painted  surfaces.  It  is  far 
more  important  that  owners  ap- 
preciate the  necessity  of  using  only 
the  best  kiln-dried  lumber  to  mini- 
mize the  tendency  toward  warping, 
shrinking,  and  opening  up  at  the 
joints.  The  use  of  green  lumber  can 
quickly  destroy  the  work  of  the  best 
craftsmen.  Well-seasoned,  kiln- 
dried  lumber  is  far  more  stable  and, 
if  the  house  is  properly  humidified, 
should  remain  indefinitely  in  good 
condition.

constructed  on  different  levels  at 
the  top  of  the  house.  Lastly,  at 
the  very  top,  is  a  tiny  garden  with 
a  lawn  about  nine  feet  square  and 
a  summer  house  just  big  enough 
for  a  perambulator. 

Only  less  commonly  used  than 
terraces  are  queer  shapes  in  earth 
and  masonry — pyramids,  steps, 
and  slopes.  Changing  levels  in 
garden  beds  by  introducing  sharp 
slopes  has  long  been  a  favorite  ges- 
ture in  French  gardening,  and  re- 
calls at  once  the  arrangement  of 
the  little  green-garden  beds  beside 
the  Luxembourg  Palace.  This  de- 
vice has  been  played  with,  en- 
larged upon,  and  translated  into 
other  materials  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  make  old  gardeners  gasp. 
M.  LaPrade's  bird  garden  in  tile 
steps  and  pyramids  is  one  example. 
Even  more  striking  are  the  cleverly 
manipulated  checkerboard  beds  and 
triangular  wall  beds  of  M.  Guevrek- 
ian  at  Hyeres. 

In  some  cases  garden  ceilings  are 
made  by  recessing  garden  alcoves 
into  the  buildings.  Terraces  which 
are  an  integral  part  of  the  buildilTg, 
and  approaches  to  garden  stairs, 
are  often  pushed  out  far  over  the 
grounds.  Canopies  are  stretched 
out  over  garden  areas  from  walls, 
generally  without  supporting  posts. 
Such  features  are  comforting  pro- 
tections from  sun  and  rain.  Psy- 
chologically they  play  a  strong  part 
in  making  us  conscious  of  the  half- 
forgotten  top,  or  ceiling,  of  our  out- 
door rooms,  as  well  as  tin-  sides  and 
floors,  thus  emphasizing  the  three-

dimensional  character  of  our  mod- 
ern gardens. 

In  pattern  the  contemporaneous 
garden  has  been  generally  less  ex- 
treme than  have  other  expressions 
of  modern  art.  A  few  such  gardens 
have  been  frankly  "modernistic," 
with  triangular  or  other  unusual 
concrete  construction  used  to  form 
and  restrict  the  elements  of  the 
composition,  or  with  free-standing 
beams  which  are  used  to  empha- 
size the  outline  of  the  outdoor  room. 
This  feeling  is  expressed  again  in 
the  use  of  grass  and  pebbles;  they 
are  not  employed  simply  as  lawns 
and  walks  in  the  conventional  man- 
ner, but  as  components  of  the 
design.  It  is  of  no  concern  at  all 
to  the  designer  that  where  the 
pebbles  are  used  he  may  not  want 
a  path,  as  long  as  the  color  and  tex- 
ture are  right  for  a  particular  area. 

We  find  a  new  and  decided  de- 
parture also  in  the  matter  of  color 
in  flower  areas.  Flowers,  no  matter 
how  sparingly  or  profusely  used, 
are  arranged  to  accentuate  the 
composition.  In  M.  Guevrekian's 
garden  solid  masses  of  sturdy, 
strong-colored  Tulips  are  con- 
trasted with  beds  of  fragile,  deli- 
cately-tinted Violas.  Since  gardens 
often  must  be  fitted  to  odd-shaped 
areas,  such  patterns  are  very  use- 
ful. Moreover,  they  can  be  de- 
signed so  as  unconsciously  to  carry 
the  eye  in  one  or  another  direction 
and  thus  create  balance  without 
symmetry.  M.  Vera  has  made  the 
most  experiments  in  this  direction.

A  French  garden  designed  by  La  Prade  shows  the  garden  beds, 
on  different  levels,  outlined  in  colored  tile,  of  which  the  paths  are 
also  formed.  The  highest  levels  in  the  garden  support  large  aviaries 


into  more  widespread  use  this 
treatment  of  the  garden. 

The  most  subtle  maker  of  pat- 
terns (because  the  least  obvious), 
and  by  far  the  most  arresting  crea- 
tor of  modern  gardens,  was  M. 
I'ierre  Le  drain,  lie  was  the  truly 
original  artist.  Everything  that  he 
did  deserves  study.  Perhaps  his 
most  important  addition  to  our 
knowledge  of  garden  design  was 
how  to  combine  formal  elements  in 
an  orderly  way  without  recourse 
to  symmetry.  Even  in  this  matter 
he  was  so  subtle  that  after  the  words 
are  written  one  is  inclined  to  take 
them  back.  1  here  is  a  definite  sense 
of  symmetry  in  what  he  did.  One 
feels  a  definite  axis  throughout,  yet 
it  cannot  be  found.  Or  when  it  is 
caught,  it  escapes  within  a  yard. 
Two  opposing  sides  of  any  fea- 
ture are  never  alike;  the  tree  is 
never  in  the  middle  of  its  encircling 
seat,  nor  the  steps  straight  with  the 
door  they  approach.  Yet  the  com- 
positions have  all  the  assurance  and 
serenity  of  older  French  symmetri- 
cal schemes.  Le  drain  was  the  most 
able  exponent  of  what  I  call  the 
shattered  axis.  Hut  the  same  spirit 
also  lies  behind  all  the  best  modern- 
istic  garden    design.    In    fact,  it 


might  be  called  the  only  funda- 
mental way  in  which  the  new  gar- 
dens differ  from  the  old. 

From  the  beginning  of  landscape 
design  there  have  been  "formal" 
and  "informal"  types  of  gardens. 
The  former  was  based  on  symmet- 
rical shapes  balanced  on  a  definite 
axis;  the  latter  on  occult  balance  of 
opposing  elements  in  the  manner 
found  in  natural  compositions  and 
in  the  painting  of  the  landscape 
masters.  The  new  gardens  have 
both.  To  be  sure,  the  elements  used 
are  largely  artificial,  as  is  almost 
inevitable  in  the  work  of  any 
Frenchman.  The  principles  under- 
lying the  work,  however,  are  com- 
mon to  both  schools.  When  the 
same  manner  is  used  by  English- 
men and  Americans,  to  whom  the 
use  of  living  plants  is  instinctive 
in  their  garden  design,  we  shall 
see  great  advances. 

It  would  not  do  to  give  the  im- 
pression that  horticulture  has  no 
place  in  modern  French  garden 
making.  Quite  the  contrary.  It  is 
merely  that  it  is  almost  a  racial 
trait  with  the  French  to  use  plants 
for  the  effects  that  can  be  pro- 
duced. This  is  no  more  true  in  the 
new  gardens  than  in  the  old.

■  ■  HE  exterior  design  of  the 
little  week-end  house  pic- 

l_J  tured  on  page  50  was  pat- 
terned after  the  old  log  cabins 
which  one  sees  so  frequently  along 
the  highways  in  Pennsylvania.  The 
logs  of  the  first  story  should  be  cut 
smooth  and  straight,  thus  giving  a 
modernized  character  to  an  old 
idea.  The  second  story  should  be 
built  of  wide  siding,  with  battens 
over  the  joints.  By  using  white 
cement  between  the  logs  in  the  first 
story,  an  interesting  horizontal 
character  is  given  to  the  lines  of  the 
house.  1  he  roof  is  of  wood  shingles 
and  the  house  is  stained  a  dark 
brown. 

I  he  living  room  is  one  of  those 
"wide  open  spaces"  with  a  ceiling 
extending  upward  to  the  roof.  A 
gallery  runs  along  either  side  of  the 
room  and  contains  the  sleeping 
quarters.  These  Mr.  Francis  Keally, 
the  architect  of  the  house,  planned 
on  the  idea  of  those  contained  on  a 
modern  yacht,  where  space  must 
be  used  with  the  utmost  economy. 
Each    sleeping    compartment,  or 


stateroom,  contains  double-deck 
berths,  with  a  window  for  each  bed, 
and  the  rooms  are  so  designed  that 
they  can  be  used  separately  or 
thrown  together.  Draw  curtains 
take  the  place  of  doors  along  the 
passageway  which  overlooks  the 
living-room  floor  below,  and  thus 
good  ventilation  is  ensured  in  very 
warm  weather.  There  is  a  bath  on 
either  side  of  the  balcony  for  the 
use  of  these  "staterooms,"  the 
owner  having  his  own  room  and 
hat  h  elsew  here. 

I  he  second  floor  is  hung  from  the 
roof  trusses  by  small  metal  rods, 
thus  permitting  the  entite  first 
floor  to  be  free  of  any  structural 
members,  and  giving  a  clear  space 
of  27  by  28  feet  for  dancing,  games, 
etc. 

A  two-car  garage  has  been  added 
to  the  house  beyond  the  maid's 
room  and  is  reached  through  a 
passageway  from  the  living  room, 
fhe  flat  roof  of  the  garage  may  be 
used  as  a  deck  for  sun  baths  in 
sunny  weather  and  for  afternoon 
tea  parties,  etc.,  if  so  desired.

rock  crystal,  that  Gibraltar  of  con- 
vention and  tradition.  It  is  still  re- 
served for  cutting  and,  though  the 
popularity  of  a  decade  or  two  ago 
for  heavily-cut  glass  has  yielded 
place  to  lighter  and  more  delicate 
conceptions,  cut  rock  crystal  still 
reserves  a  place  for  itself  on  the 
shelf  of  conservative  glassware.  Its 
polished,  diamond-like  brilliance 
displays  graceful  cuttings  in  mod- 
ern floral  conventionalizations  or  in 
straight-line  borders;  and  to  further 
show  that  it  is  without  prejudice 
to  new  ideas,  it  also  combines  itself 
with  a  touch  of  ebony  in  base  or 
handle  and  thus  presents  a  fine 
glassware  for  those  who  would  be 
modern  in  a  conservative  way. 

Stemware  is  a  delightful  Held  in 
itself.  The  finest  goblets  are  hand 
made,  and  there  is  an  exquisite 
beauty  about  a  fine-textured,  lead- 
blown  goblet  that  is  comparable 
almost  to  that  of  a  jewel.  We  also 
find  lovely  colors  and  combinations 
of  colors  that  do  not  appear  in  any 
other  glassware.  There  are  lovely 
stemmed  glasses,  slender  and  grace- 
ful, whose  delicately  lined  chalices 
resemble  the  evanescent  beauty  of 
captured  bubbles.  I  here  are  also 
well-proportioned,  rounded  bowls 
of  clear  sparkling  crystal  set  directly 
on  square  bases  of  crystal,  green, 
amber,  or  black  that  run  the  gamut 
from  small  individual  almond  dishes 
through  fruit  cocktails  and  finger 


bowls  to  large,  capacious,  iced-tea 
tumblers.  Because  of  their  shape 
they  also  lend  themselves  to  un- 
usual design.  One  pattern  needs 
especial  mention;  prim  little  posies 
are  scattered  in  detached  fashion 
over  the  glass  and  delicately  cut 
into  the  clear  crystal.  It  is  the 
millefleurs  pattern,  and  has  been 
adapted  from  an  old  tapestry. 

There  are  many  fine  things  to  be 
said  about  our  modern  glass,  not 
the  least  of  which  is  the  superb 
quality  of  the  metal  itself  from  a 
practical  standpoint.  One  may  now 
purchase  a  tumbler  guaranteed  to 
have  a  "safe  edge"  that  will  not 
nick  or  chip;  it  will,  in  fact,  break 
first.  These  appear  in  one  graceful 
shape  in  crystal  and  many  colors. 
Only  recently  a  ruby  red  has  been 
added  to  the  list,  making  it  the 
first  time  that  this  gorgeous  color 
appears  in  a  moderately  priced 
drinking  glass. 

Taking  the  best  from  the  past 
and  adapting  it  to  present  needs  is 
a  legitimate  phrase  in  a  broad  defi- 
nition of  modernism.  One  manu- 
facturer is  now  reproducing  au- 
thentically the  fine  old  designs  of 
Sandwich  and  Waterford  glass. 
While  lacking  any  thrill  for  the 
collector,  it  adds  the  final  touch  to 
many  an  interior  in  which  we  would 
carry  out  consistently  the  spirit 
of  early  colonial  days  at  a  reason- 
able cost.

What  happens  to  old  Fords  in  Detroit

AN  OBJECT  seen  about  on  the  roads 
/  \  recently  has  carried  me  back  to  the 
/\  \  days  when  Buicks  first  edged  their 
radiators  and  a  friend  of  mine,  in  a  bur- 
lesqued newspaper,  transposed  the  Packard 
slogan  under  a  Buick  ad,  to  read;  "Only 
Buick  can  build  a  Packard."  The  new 
Chrysler  with,  apparently,  a  "body  by  Cord," 
is  the  above-mentioned  object. 

It  is  unquestionably  the  best-looking  small 
car  Pve  seen  in  quite  a  while.  Of  course  it 
isn't  as  low  slung  as  the  Cord  because,  al- 
though it  looks  as  if  it  had  a  front'  wheel 
drive,  it  does  not,  and  still  has  the  rear-end 
bump  underneath  the  stern.  But  that  stream- 


lined, sweeping  radiator  and  the  extended 
apron  under  it  give  the  car  all  the  Han  one 
could  wish,  and  incidentally  give  it  a  grace  of 
line  suggestive  of  swift  motion. 

Another  pleasing  sight  of  the  month  was 
the  Franklin  convertible  "what-do-you-call- 
it."  It  was  done  in  the  dignity  of  maroon 
(which  was  always  the  color  for  town  coach- 
work  in  the  days  of  really  smart  city  trans- 
portation behind  horses).

□T  IS  an  ironic  jest  that  time,  the  comic 
artist,  should  hav  e  made  one  of  his  most 
enduring  symbols  the  sport  of  the  melt- 
ing pot.  The  family  plate  was  always  thought 
of  in  terms  of  its  minted  value  quite  as  much 
as  its  art,  no  matter  how  much  the  latter 
was  prized,  a  fact  which  made  costly  inroads 
upon  the  great  silver  of  England  before  the 
Georgian  era.  In  times  of  war  and  stress,  the 
precious  metal  outweighed  its  no  less  precious 
content  of  art.  To-day  we  have  cheap  silver 
for  coin  and  art,  and  silversmithing  that 
follows  wistfully  a  past  tradition. 

A  sense  of  the  value  of  the  metal  was  un- 
questionably one  of  the  conditioning  influences 
in  the  silver  classics  of  England  and  other 
countries  as  well.  Design  was  considered  as 
the  means  by  which  the  silver  itself  could  best 
display  its  beauty.  It  was  this  which  gave 
nobility  and  plastic  value  to  the  early  ec- 
clesiastical silver  and  dignified  the  work  of 
the  greatest  silversmiths. 

In  the  late  eighteenth  century  there  came  a 
change  in  this  point  of  view.  Individualism 
and  the  importance  of  design  for  its  own  sake 
became  paramount,  and  silver  came  to  be 
considered  merely  a  medium  for  the  designers' 
art.  This  was  the  turning  point  which  forecast 
the  decadence  of  the  Victorian  style.  It  is 
conventional  to  separate  the  silver  sheep  of 
the  Georgian  period  from  the  goats  of  the 
Victorian  in  the  appraisal  of  merit;  but,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  the  floridity  of  much  late 
Georgian  and  the  astonishing  simplicity  and 
charm  which  mark  some  of  the  early  Victorian 
silver  have  not  yet  been  given  their  full  meas- 
ure of  criticism  for  the  former  and  praise  for 
the  latter. 

Distinctions  of  this  type  are  of  more  impor- 
tance to-day  than  they  were  ten  years  ago. 
They  will  be  still  more  important  a  decade 
from  now.  The  contemporary  movement  in 
art,  based  on  certain  definite  and  fundamental 
ideas,  is  leading  to  a  revaluation  of  the  antique 
which  influences  the  point  of  view  of  the  pur- 
chaser. The  so-called  fads  in  collecting  the 
antique  are  nothing  more  really  than  a  re- 
flection of  the  changes  which  experience  is 
constantly  making  in  our  taste  and  standards 
of  art,  causing  new  value  to  be  placed  upon 
something  all  but  discarded  or  perhaps  the 
reverse  of  this. 

In  our  comprehension  of  antique  modes, 
quite  naturally  the  art  of  England  is  best 
understood  and  is  closest  to  the  American 
taste,  and  an  amazing  quantity  of  fine  English 
silver  has  been  acquired  by  American  collec- 
tions. The  type  of  silver  most  available  is, 
of  course,  Georgian,  and  of  this  there  is  a 
surprising  amount  and  variety  for  the  seeker 
who  has  knowledge  and  discrimination.  Eliza- 
bethan and  Carolean  silver  are  definitely  for 
the  collector  of  rarities  and  the  great  museums.

As  eariy  as  the  fifth  and  sixth  centuries,  the 
Chinese  emperors  commissioned  artists  to 
paint  portraits  of  high  officials  and  princes 
commemorating  their  services  to  the  Empire. 
During  the  Ming  Dynasty  the  portraits  were 
painted  for  ancestor  worship.  Many  of  these 
Ming  portraits  have  come  down  to  us  today 
and  they  adapt  themselves  handsomely  to 
decorative  use  in  homes  with  antique  furni- 
ture. 1  There  are  solemn,  stately  Mandarins 
in  rich  robes  of  reds,  blues,  greens,  the  colors 
softly  mellowed  by  age;  diminutive  dowagers 
of  high  rank,  bedecked  with  gorgeous  pearl 
and  feather  head-dresses.  The  portraits  are 
becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  find 
and  future  years  will  place  a  value  upon  them 
far  in  excess  of  today's.

with  a  sense  of  the  time  spirit  in 
art  which  Spengler  considers  the 
animating  force  of  a  national  es- 
thetic. An  esoteric  sense  of  in- 
herited art  as  the  symbol  and  door- 
way to  a  lost  time,  which  can  only 
be  recaptured  through  a  symbol, 
spurs  him  with  an  intense  passion 
for  possession  which  is  so  difficult 
for  the  lay  person  to  understand. 
The  secret  rapture  of  a  rare  find 
is  such  as  only  a  collector  can  know. 
To  him  are  reserved  the  apostle 
spoons,  the  tiger-ware  jugs,  the 
early  ecclesiastical  silver,  and  such 
like  rarities  which  are  now  so  few 
and  far  between.  He  does  not  seek 
them  as  appurtenances  of  living, 
but  as  links  between  the  living  and 
the  culture  that  is  past. 

In  his  wake  there  follows  a  host 
of  people  concerned  with  the  art 
of  gracious  environment  and  all 
things  which  add  distinction  and 
decoration  to  their  homes.  Not 
rarity  but  beauty  and  suitability 
is  their  criterion  in  acquiring  silver, 
and  for  them  the  Early  Georgian 
period  is  an  ideal  standard  combin- 
ing, as  it  did,  art  with  the  humani- 
ties. 

The  history  of  silver  is  essentially 
less  democratic  than  that  of  the 
other  crafts,  and  less  dependent 
for  its  popularity  on  function  than 


textiles  and  furniture.  Its  early  as- 
sociations were  ritualistic,  not  only 
in  relation  to  the  church  but  in  the 
establishment  of  social  values.  The 
Norman  Conquest  in  England,  with 
its  subsequent  imposition  of  im- 
ported rulership  on  an  independent 
Saxon  nation,  stressed  the  asser- 
tion and  struggle  for  monarchical 
and  social  power  which  received  its 
appropriate  expression  in  silver 
and  gave  rise  to  a  strong  tradition. 
Among  the  finest  examples  of  the 
art  of  early  hnglish  silversmiths  are 
the  magnificent  salts  and  the  stand- 
ing cups,  both  of  which  were  ac- 
cepted symbols  of  social  rank. 

f^lot  until  the  eighteenth  century 
brought  material  stability  and  great 
wealth  to  England  was  there  wide 
ownership  of  silver  and  an  exten- 
sive use  of  it  in  a  wide  variety  of 
household  appurtenances  for  the 
table,  the  desk,  the  boudoir,  for 
gifts,  trophies,  and  public  presenta- 
tion. The  creative  fancy  and  inven- 
tive genius  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury silversmiths  were  unlimited, 
and  silver  was  given  the  impress  of 
the  various  artistic  modes  which 
made  the  era  famous.  The  styles  of 
Adam,  Chippendale,  Sheraton,  and 
Heppelwhite,  the  fantasy  of  chinois- 
erie,  the  memories  of  Herculaneum 
and  Egypt  are  ail  expressed  in  silver.

The  fact  that  silver  occupied  a 
position  midway  between  the  crafts 
and  the  fine  arts  has  led  to  some 
confusion  in  certain  modern  pur- 
chasers, who  select  silver  primarily 
for  its  function.  The  metal  ranked 
as  a  medium  of  plastic  art  among 
the  classic  smiths,  and  this  was  not 
contradicted  by  the  practical  use- 
fulness of  the  articles  they  wrought. 
It  is  sometimes  difficult  for  Ameri- 
can taste  to  fully  realize  that  be- 
cause a  thing  is  in  daily  use  it  still 
is  art.  Consequently  there  is  some 
hesitancy  in  the  display,  as  an  art 
object,  of  a  fine  old  teapot,  a  cov- 
ered tureen,  or  some  such  article, 
while  to  the  English  it  seems  most 
right  and  proper.  In  England  it  is 
not  only  correct  but  almost  obliga- 
tory, if  one  can  afford  it,  to  have 
a  few  pieces  of  good  antique  silver 
for  display  among  one's  most  prized 
decorative  possessions.  One  sees 
this  in  both  unpretentious  and 
wealthy  homes.  It  is  their  tribute 
to  the  inherent  art  of  the  work  of 
classic  silversmiths  and  to  the  bind- 
ing force  of  a  strong  social  tradi- 
tion which  silver  symbolizes. 

B"he  decorative  use  of  the  larger 
pieces  of  silver  is  still  an  unex- 
ploited  field  in  the  modern  home. 
A  single  fine  piece  well  placed  will 
often  characterize  and  distinguish 
a  room.  The  opulently  shaped 
fruit     bowls,     epergnes,  covered 


dishes,  and  wine  coolers  are  a  de- 
light to  the  eye.  The  imagination 
can  often  visualize  them  in  a  purely 
decorative  aspect  divorced  from 
their  original  use  and  considered 
as  shape,  color,  and  art.  A  finely 
executed  inkwell,  the  delicate  oc- 
casional pieces,  superb  trophy  cups, 
an  exquisite  jewel  coffer — there  are 
so  many  and  such  diverse  inheri- 
tances of  the  Georgian  imagination 
in  silver  that  taste  is  fired  and 
stimulated  by  a  visit  to  any  of  the 
famous  houses  which  make  a  spe- 
cialty of  antique  English  silver. 

o  ne  of  the  most  picturesque 
stories  concerning  collectors  is  of 
an  old  New  Yorker,  passed  some 
years  since  to  his  reward.  He  was 
famous  alike  for  his  old  English 
silver  and  for  his  Lucullan  dinners. 
It  was  his  custom,  when  entertain- 
ing, to  present  to  the  lady  whose 
bon  mot  was  the  most  sparkling 
of  the  evening  a  bit  of  rare  silver 
as  souvenir  of  the  occasion,  but  his 
butler  had  orders  that  thereafter 
she  was  never  to  be  admitted  to 
his  home  again.  The  collector's 
door  was  barred  to  her  for  fear  he 
might  sometime  forget  himself  and 
ask  her  to  return  the  treasured 
piece!  He  had  the  true  collector's 
love,  but  fortunately  one  need  not 
often  pay  such  penalty  for  these 
desired  and  valuable  acquisitions.

fenders  are.  From  experience  with 
an  ancient  and  ultra  wide  Pierce- 
Arrow,  I  found  that  the  mere  fact 
of  showing  somebody  how  close  he 
can  safely  come  to  you  actually  keeps 
him  much  farther  away  than  when 
he  can't  see  your  mudguards  at  all. 

Our  Henry  of  Detroit  is  ofF  on 
another  experiment.  This  time  with 
breaking  up  cars  on  a  mass  de- 
struction basis  instead  of  building 
them.  He  has  a  factory  devoted 
to  this  work.  It  has  a  "de-assem- 
bly" line — the  parts  are  syste- 
matically taken  off  the  cars  as  they 
pass  along  it  almost  in  perfect  re- 
verse order  to  the  way  cars  are 
built.  When  all  gadgets  have  been 
removed  and  the  upholstery  put 
away  and  so  forth,  the  chassis  is 
squashed  in  some  sort  of  a  press 
ready  to  be  melted  up  and  used 
again.

I  II  "XURING  the  first  decade  of  this  cen- 
J  tury  we  could  find  people  who 
1  II  S  boasted  about  their  rubber-tired 
carriages;  in  the  older  houses  of  the  town, 
nestled  away  in  a  remote  room,  we  could 
find  furniture,  stiff  and  slippery,  suggestive 
of  an  age  when  people  spent  most  of  their  time 
indoors.  And  then  came  the  talk  of  "  horseless 
carriages,"  which  could  be  made  to  go  by  sim- 
ply manipulating  a  few  levers. 

The  first  motor  cars  represented  adventure. 
Indeed,  in  the  early  days,  with  their  high 
wheels,  the  absence  of  a  top,  a  crank  on  the 
side,  and  the  general  inexperience  of  drivers, 
they  represented  even  more  adventure  than 
they  do  now.  But,  foolish  as  they  seemed,  they 
did  tantalize  the  imagination,  and  note  the 
result:  In  1900  there  were  about  7,500  cars 
in  America;  in  1929  more  than  4,000,000  were 
manufactured  here. 

Hand  in  hand  with  this  phenomenal  growth 
there  has  necessarily  been  a  nation-wide  activ- 
ity in  road '  building.  Indeed,  the  motors 
brought  the  roads.  In  much  the  same  manner, 
and  for  the  identical  reasons,  the  boat  industry 
is  in  the  process  of  improving  boating  facilities 
throughout  the  country  for  the  owners  of  all 
kinds  of  craft.  Recent  figures  show  that  for 
every  eighty-one  people  in  the  country  there 
is  one  boat;  and  for  every  boat  there  are  fifteen 
automobiles,  a  sizeable  indication  of  the  scope 
of  boating  as  an  industry  and  as  a  pleasure. 

But  the  accommodations  provided  boatmen 
are  considerably  inadequate.  Public  enthusi- 
asm, in  turning  to  aquatic  recreations  as  a 
means  of  escaping  the  nerve-wrecking  tension 
of  our  modern  urban  life,  has  been  the  impetus 


behind  the  great  growth  in  the  boating  field, 
but  the  mooring  and  servicing  facilities  in 
most  of  our  waterfront  communities  are 
only  slightly  better  than  they  were  twenty 
years  ago. 

Such  conditions  are  problematical,  and 
recently  were  attacked  with  a  vengeance  by 
the  National  Association  of  Engine  and  Boat 
Manufacturers.  A  comprehensive  survey  of 
many  of  the  principal  waterfront  cities  in  the 
United  States  was  made.  Cities  which  already 
operated  boat  wells  and  harbors  were  studied, 
methods  were  analyzed,  figures  were  com- 
puted. The  survey  was  not  only  a  specific 
diagnosis  of  the  ills  of  the  cities  actually 
studied,  but  it  served  as  a  boon  to  stimulate 
waterfront  improvements  in  communities  not 
included  in  the  Association's  report. 

Since  the  survey  is  some  120  pages  in  length, 
our  lack  of  space  here  will  not  permit  a  detailed 
resume  of  it.  But  it  may  be  pointed  out  that 
the  Association  has  worked  with  municipal 
officials  and  boatmen  in  Boston,  NewT  York, 
Charleston,  Cleveland,  Detroit,  Chicago,  New 
Orleans,  Galveston,  Houston,  Corpus  Christi, 
on  eastern  and  inland  waters;  and  on  the  west 
coast  with  representatives  in  San  Diego,  Los 
Angeles,  Santa  Barbara,  Balboa,  Newport, 
Monterey,  Oakland,  San  Francisco,  Eureka, 
Crescent  City,  Portland,  Seattle,  Victoria,  and 
Vancouver. 

Actual  plans  were  presented  to  city  officials 
in  some  cases  with  a  view  to  providing  addi- 
tional harbor  space  for  small  craft,  and  also 
incorporating  their  improvements  into  the 
plans  of  the  various  park  systems.  Municipal 
officials  were  shown  that  the  waterfront  of 


every  city  was  a  potential  beauty  spot  as 
well  as  necessity  for  the  accommodation  of 
hundreds  of  new  yachtsmen  each  year. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  estimate  the  value 
and  influence  of  the  Association's  survey. 
The  men  behind  the  idea  are  similar  to  those 
old-timers  of  earlier  days  who  first  started 
talking;  about  good  roads.  'I  hey  are  the  men 
who  look  through  telescopes  instead  of  spec- 
tacles. Considering  the  fact  that  most  of  our 
people  live  near  navigable  waterways,  the 
movement  of  improving  waterfronts  will  be 
hailed  and  followed  by  more  and  more  cities 
each  year. 

Henry  R.  Sutphen,  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion, says: 

"The  appeal  for  better  waterfront  facilities 
under  proper  regulations  is  growing  in  every 
community  of  the  country  where  the  natural 
resources  of  water  exists,  and  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  by  such  communities  in  bettering 
their  waterways  will  be  far  reaching.  The  main 
highways  are  now  built  at  enormous  expense 
and  are  often  termed  the  'gateway'  to  the 
community.  The  river  and  harbor  in  the  future 
wifl  be  considered  as  important  as,  if  not  more 
than,  the  gateway  to  the  city  that  enjoys  such 
natural  resources. 

"This  1930  Marine  Survey  will  be  supplied 
to  government,  state,  and  city  officials  in  all

MEXICO  is  still  "undiscoveiLd "; 
though  it  is  just  over  the  border 
from  Texas,  it  remains  to  us  a 
mysterious  southland  of  vague  cactus  deserts 
and  bullfights.  And  should  you  cross  that 
border  into  Mexico,  you  would  find  yourself 
caught  in  a  spell  of  old-world  charm  as  for- 
eign as  Spain  itself. 

It  is  hard  to  explain  that  charm.  Mexico 
is  somewhat  Spanish,  to  be  sure,  and  yet  it 
is  not.  The  Aztecs  and  the  Indians  have  added 
something  more  that  is  darkly  different  and 
incomprehensible  to  the  American  mind. 
Above  all,  I  think  it  is  the  "feel"  of  Mexico 
that  one  brings  back,  like  a  ribbon  of  bright, 
changeable  color  which  flutters  in  and  out  of 
the  memory. 

This  feeling  of  Mexico  is  crystallized  for  me 
in  such  memorable  spots  as  the  mango  gardens 
of  Jose  Borda,  that  beloved  and  romantic 
Mexican  hero  who  scattered  his  millions  in 
a  gorgeous  gesture  between  the  church  and 
his  favorite  garden  in  Cuernavaca,  near 
Mexico  City. 

Cuernavaca  (meaning  cow's  horn)  is  a 
picturesque  Mexican  village  of  fountains  and 
flower-spangled    adobes,    with    patios — that 


One  should  not  leave  Cuernavaca  with- 
out one  of  its  famous  peaked  sombreros, 
banded  with  bright  embroidery  and 
fastened  under  the  chin  with  a  beaded 
cord.  This  old  Don  Quixote  seems  sadly 
in  need  of  a  new  one 


must  be  like  those  of  old  Pompeii — of  crumb- 
ling terra  cotta,  flanked  with  tall  palms  and 
spicy  magnolias.  In  the  center  of  the  town  is 
the  usual  stone  cathedral,  and  a  market 
square  branching  off  into  narrow  cobbled 
streets. 

Down  one  of  these  ailees  you  go,  past  faded 
pink  and  blue  and  yellow  houses  with  iron- 
grilled  windows,  that  look  almost  theatrically 
effective  against  the  pastel  adobe  walls  topped 
with  the  flaunting  purple  of  Bougainvillea. 
Beyond  a  flowering  Oleander,  one  opens  a 
green  wooden  gate  and  strolls  through  a 
shaded  courtyard.  Under  the  low  veranda  of 
the  inn  one  walks  across  the  patio  and  down 
the  flagged  stone  steps  to  the  Garden  of  Eden! 

Here,  beside  the  white  marble  pool  with  its 
green  mirror  of  mango  trees  and  looping  sprays 
of  wild  rose,  the  famous  Emperor  Maximilian 
and  his  beautiful  Carlotta  made  love.  Orange 
clusters  of  ripe  pomegranates  flash  like  golden 
apples  in  the  jade  water.  The  air  is  heavy  with 
the  sweet,  sweet  fragrance  of  Spanish  Jas- 
mine and  Heliotrope.  Now  and  then  the  soft 
thud  of  falling  fruit  marks  the  silence  of  the 
garden  paths,  and  a  flock  of  wild  parakeets 
chatters  softly  in  the  high  feathery  trees. 
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Always  one  seems  to  hear  the  singing  of  birds 
in  Mexico. 

One  sits  on  the  stone  steps  of  the  pool  and 
gazes,  far  away,  into  the  green  gloom  of  the 
water.  Overhead,  a  startling  bevy  of  giant 
white  butterflies  drifts  on  the  perfumed  air, 
reflected  like  cloudlets  in  the  silver  water. 
Cuernavaca  will  always  be  the  "land  of  white 
butterflies"  to  me,  where  time  stands  still. 

One  forgets  to  leave  the  garden  till  the  shad- 
ows are  purple  and  dusk  grows  chill.  1  hen  the 
streets  outside  are  filled  with  the  chatter  of 
the  homeward  bound.  Long-eared  donkeys  trip 
along  on  fine  little  feet.  Heavy  oxen  lunge 
forward,  with  a  creaking  of  wooden  wheels, 
pulling  carts  piled  high  with  bundled  faggots. 
A  little  girl  with  blue-black  hair  sucks  a  wild 
orange.  Nobody  hurries.  There  are  no  clocks. 
A  Mexican  band  gathers  in  the  plaza  under  the 
Hibiscus  trees,  and  women  come  to  the  foun- 
tain to  fill  their  water  jars  for  the  evening  meal. 

You  linger  round  the  market  to  buy  "tear" 
seed  beads,  Mexican  dolls,  striped  baskets, 
Indian  pottery,  and  hand-woven  sandals. 
The  hat  stalls  are  fascinating.  Cuernavaca 
boasts  the  handsomest  peaked  sombreros  in

all  Mexico;  they  are  banded  with  bright  em- 
broidery and  fasten  under  the  chin  with  a 
cord  knotted  with  beads. 

Food  hawkers  call  their  wares  in  thin  voices 
— sweetmeats,  cigarettes,  tortillas.  You  try 
an  ear  of  parched  corn  at  a  charcoal  brazier's; 
it  is  crisp  and  sweet.  For  a  few  centavos,  you 
buy  an  armful  of  fruit,  just  picked  from  the 
orchard  and  warm  from  the  sun;  chirimoyas, 
or  custard  apples,  which  look  like  green 
pineapples  without  stalks;  Spanish  guavas; 
chico-zapotes,  a  brown  fruit  not  unlike  a  po- 
tato, with  a  maple  flavor;  delicious  papayas, 
melons  and  pomegranates;  mameys,  sweet 
limes,  oranges,  lemons,  dates,  and  butternuts. 

You  wander  across  the  plaza  to  the  Cortez 
Palace.  Its  iron-studded  Moorish  doors  ap- 
pear ready  to  fall  from  their  primitive  hinges, 
and  the  palace  walls  are  stained  a  soft  tint 
and  half  covered  with  age-old  moss.  Inside  is 
a  cavernous  shaded  patio,  with  more  ancient 
doorways  and  winding  stairs;  and  overhanging 
balconies  look  out  upon  views  of  the  garden 
valley,  which  take  one's  breath  away. 

The  little  adobe  patios  below  seem  to  over- 
flow with  flowers,  which  crawl  along  the  house 
tops  and  hang  in  feathery  festoons  of  purple, 
scarlet,  and  lemon  yellow.  In  the  distance, 
snow-topped  volcano  peaks  grow  red  with  sun- 
set. Shadows  gather  in  the  gardens.  A  thin 
sickle  of  a  moon  climbs  the  sky-  Lights  twinkle 
below;  the  dark  closes  in,  and  all  is  still,  ex- 
cept for  a  contata  of  twittering  birds  going 
to  bed  in  the  mango  trees. 

The  next  morning,  if  one  craves  adventure, 
take  the  little  train  over  the  hills  to  Mexico 
City,  thirty  miles  away.  The  track  swoops 
over  the  mountains  and  down  into  the  val- 
leys, for  Cuernavaca  is  built  on  a  long  ridge 
of  hills  shaped  like  a  crescent  horn. 


The  sun-lit  slopes  are  crossed  by  long  fingers 
of  volcanic  lava  that  once  plunged  down  from 
the  crater  of  Ajusco.  Giant  palms  and  fruit 
orchards,  with  here  and  there  a  ruined  church 
or  quaint  village,  and  the  snow-clad  peak  of 
Popocatapetl,  that  we  call  Old  Popo  for  short, 
dot  the  landscape. 

Nearer  Mexico  City  are  the  meandering 
canals  of  Xochimilco  (pronounced  Sochi- 
milko),  an  old  Indian  village  set  in  a  lacework 
of  waterways  and  flowered  islands.  Xochi- 
milco (meaning  flower  bed)  is  one  of  the  fav- 
orite Sunday  resorts  of  Mexico  City.  It  is 
just  a  half-hour's  motor  drive  from  town,  and 
the  highways  are  crowded  on  week-ends  with 
picnic  parties.  One  can  rent  a  flower-decorated 
barge  and  be  poled  down  the  seven  miles 
of  canals  by  Indian  boys,  stopping  here  and 
there  at  the  islands  for  fruit,  drinks,  or  hot 
tortillas  and  sweet  wafer  pancakes. 

Driving  back  to  town,  it  is  customary  to 
stop  at  the  shrine  of  Guadalupe  to  say  a  little 


prayer  before  the  flower-wreathed  virgin. 
Once  a  year  the  peons  gather  flowers  for  Guad- 
alupe's wreath,  and  it  is  quite  miraculous  how 
the  huge  wreath  keeps  fresh  from  one  fiesta 
day  to  the  next. 

The  great  Aztec  Pyramid  of  the  Sun  is  just 
outside  the  capital,  in  a  whole  city  of  Aztec 
civilization  that  has  been  restored  in  the 
center  of  a  grassy  plain.  These  pyramids  are 
more  extraordinary  than  those  of  Cairo,  be- 
cause of  their  secret  crypts  and  carved  stories 
locked  in  orange  stone. 

Mexico  City  itself  is  a  little  Paris,  quite 
apart  from  the  country  life  of  the  Republic. 
Within  its  embassy  circle  there  is  a  constant 
social  round  of  dinner  parties,  country  club 
affairs,  and  early-morning  canters  through 
Chapultepec  Park. 

The  climate  of  Mexico  City  seems  ideal  the 
year  around.  It  is  always  sunny  and  just  a 
little  cool.  One  needs  a  parasol  at  mid-day,  and 
a  warm  coat  at  night — summer  dresses  and 
tailored  woolens. 

Don't  miss  a  visit  to  Chapultepec  Castle, 
one  of  the  most  lavish  relics  of  the  old  Spanish 
days.  From  its  long  corridors  with  stained- 
glass  windows,  Maximilian  used  to  watch  his 
city  in  peace.  Below  is  the  green  haven  of 
Chapultepec  Park — like  the  Bois  in  Paris — 
with  its  dense  forest.  There  is  a  Don  Quixote 
fountain  of  blue  and  yellow  tiles  brought 
from  Spain.  Beside  the  tinkling  water  is  the 
perfect  spot  to  stop  one's  morning  walk  to 
read  a  chapter  of  the  life  of  the  popular  Span- 
ish cavalier — there's  a  book  stall  there,  too. 

Is  it  small  wonder  that  tired  Americans  are 
learning  to  flee  to  Mexico  when  they  want  a 
short  vacation  in  which  to  recover  the  poise 
of  tranquillity?  I  personally  want  to  return 
to  Cuernavaca.  I  want  to  hear  the  mocking- 
birds in  the  lemon  trees,  to  sit  beside  Carlot- 
ta's  jade  pool.  I  want  to  lie  on  the  mossy 
stones  in  the  mango  garden  of  Jose  Borda 
and  watch  the  white  butterflies  float  across 
the  blue,  blue  Mexican  sky. 


A  typical  town  square,  in  this  "land 
of  white  bu  terflies,"  always  boasts  a 
church,  usually  with  twin  towers,  and  rows 
of  shops  placed  in  the  arcades  of  the 
buildings  facing  the  square.  Heavily 
laden  donkeys  are  also  a  frequent  sight

I  I  HE  immediate  mental  picture  that 
j  I  arises  when  you  say  "Dahlia"  is  the 
1  I  big  exhibition  bloom  and,  because  it 
offers  so  much  for  so  little  effort  and  achieves 
so  much  of  itself  in  a  single  season,  it  is  a  plant 
to  conjure  with  in  capturing  the  fancy  of 
both  novice  and  expert  gardener. 

But  just  now  I  want  to  say  a  word  for  what 
might  be  called  the  "lesser"  Dahlias.  That 
they  are  marching  along  with  the  wave  of 
popularity  of  the  massive  bloom  is  evident, 
and  for  actual  domestic  use  as  household 
flowers  these  lesser  types  (if  we  may  use  that 
expression  as  an  all-inclusive  term)  are  often 
superior.  Speak  of  the  "lesser"  Dahlia  and 
you  think  almost  instinctively  of  the  Pom- 
pons. Pompons  are  miniatures  of  the  old- 
fashioned,  staid,  stolid,  Show  and  Fancy,  or, 
as  they  are  called  in  the  modern  reclassifica- 
tion, Ball  type.  But  the  Pompons  carry  with 
them  the  same  identical  primness — shall  I 
say  almost  stiffness  ? — and  formality  of  their 
larger  prototypes. 

There  are  other  miniatures  worth  growing 
with  a  particular  view  to  their  use  as  cut  flow- 
ers. The  Miniature  Decorative,  for  instance, 
as  represented  by  Little  Jewel.

or  less  repeat  in  character  and  form  the  larger, 
well-known  Decorative  types  in  the  larger 
bloom.  1  here  is  the  large-flowered  Single,  too, 
which  although  large,  as  seen  in  the  Century 
type,  is  a  very  serviceable  cut  flower.  But  I 
am  thinking  also  of  another  type  of  single,  a 
really  miniature  form,  comparable  in  its 
flower  dimension  to  the  Pompon  but  on  a 
plant  of  quite  low  stature — the  Coltness  Hy- 
brids— which  were  introduced  some  few  years 
ago  from  England  but  which  as  yet  have 
hardly  been  given  any  proper  recognition. 
I  thank  Messrs.  Barr  &  Sons  for  seeds  in  yel- 
low and  red  sent  me  some  few  years  ago. 
I  hese  Coltness  forms  set  seed  very  easily, 
and  in  the  gardens  here  they  apparently 
crossed  with  some  of  the  taller  and  large- 
flower  kinds,  so  that  I  have  now  a  quite  in- 
teresting strain  of  low-growing  Dahlia  plants 
from  two  to  two  and  a  half  feet  high,  in  a 
great  diversity  of  colorings.  The  majority  are 


singles,  a  few  showing  a  slight  tendency  to 
doubling.  Incidentally,  some  truly  monstrous 
plants  develop  once  in  a  while. 

At  the  New  York  exhibition  of  the  American 
Dahlia  Society  in  September,  Charles  Totty, 
of  Madison,  N.  J.,  featured  a  display  of  what 
is  called  the  Orchid-flowered  type  of  Dahlia. 
Why  Orchid  it  may  be  rather  difficult  to  ex- 
plain. This  is  really  a  single  flower  with  nar- 
row ray  petals,  very  markedly  revolute,  so 
that  the  flower  has  a  thin,  star-like  effect. 
Someone  suggested  that  Starfish  Dahlia 
would  be  a  more  descriptive  name.  For  cut 
flower  purposes  this  Orchid  type  appeals  to 
me  strongly,  and,  as  exhibited,  they  blended 
charmingly  with  Delphiniums,  as  is  shown  in 
the  accompanying  illustration. 

For  practical  cut  flower  purposes  these  lesser 
types  of  the  Dahlia  are  worth  considering 
because  one  can  use  them  so  easily  for  table  dec- 
oration; and  certainly  there  is  no  other  flower 
in  their  season  that  even  approaches  them  for 
diversity,  brilliancy,  and  richness  of  coloring. 
One  cannot  very  well  use  the  superb  exhibition 
large  flowers  for  ordinary  indoor  decoration, 
but  they  fit  amply  into  a  majestic  hall — any- 
where, indeed,  where  things  are  on  a  large  scale.

ROBERT  V.  HOFFMAN 

1  I  I  HE  Raleighs  have  been  successful 
I    in  the  show  yard  for  more  than  a 

I  I  quarter  century,  but  it  is  only  within 
recent  years  that  they  have  gained  recognition 
as  producers.  Old  Mabel's  Raleigh  was  the 
progenitor  of  a  remarkable  array  of  grand 
champions,  including  Raleigh's  Fairy  Boy 
(1910),  Fain'  Glen's  Raleigh,  a  winner  on  Jer- 
sey and  sire  of  Allen  Dale's  Raleigh  (1914), 
Leda's  Raleigh  (1919)  and  Queen's  Raleigh 
(first  prize  get-of-sire,  191 8).  None  disputed 
the  uniform  type  and  quality  of  these  Raleigh 
bulls,  but  many  questioned  their  ability  to  sire 
production.  Occasionally  it  was  said,  "If  you 
want  show  animals,  buy  Raleighs;  but  if  you 
want  milk  cows,  buy  some  other  strain." 
The  late  C.  I.  Hudson,  leading  breeder  of 
Raleighs  and  an  uncompromising  champion 
of  their  all-around  efficiency,  resented  these 
criticisms  as  unjust,  and  in  later  years  pointed 
to  the  good  records  of  his  Knolhvood  herd. 

It  was  not  until  after  the  death  of  the  in- 
domitable "C.  I.,"  however,  that  the  Raleighs 
came  into  their  own,  and  then  through  a  not- 
able sale  which  he  made  in  the  later  days  of  his 
life.  This  was  the  sale  of  Queen's  Raleigh  to 
Longview  Farm,  the  estate  of  R.  A.  Long, 
Lee's  Summit,  Mo.,  which  has  since  gained 
distinction  as  a  Jersey  nursery  and  the  modern 
"Home  of  the  Raleighs."  Queen's  Raleigh, 
foundation  sire  at  Longview,  contained  37I 
per  cent  of  Raleigh  blood.  He  was  by  Fairy 
Glen's  Raleigh,  he  by  Mabel's  Raleigh;  and 
out  of  Raleigh's  Queen  by  Raleigh.  At  Long- 
view  he  was  bred  to  his  three-quarter  sister  in 
blood,  Fairy  Glen's  Flora,  by  Fairy  Glen's 
Raleigh  out  of  Fairy  Boy's  Flora,  a  daughter  of 
Raleigh's  Fairy  Boy.  The  result  of  this  mating 
was  the  redoubtable  herd  sire,  Flora's  Queen's 
Raleigh,  the  winner  of  the  Get-of-Sire  at  the 
National  in  1920-1921,  and  undefeated  in  this 
class  at  eight  important  shows  in  1920.  He 
later  became  a  gold  and  silver  medal  sire  for 
production. 

Lhis  chapter  of  Jersey  history  is  recalled  by 
the  recent  advent  of  a  world's  champion  pro- 
ducer, also  a  Raleigh.  \\  e  refer  to  Observer's 
Queen,  which  recently  made  12,840  pounds  of 
milk  and  677.42  pounds  of  butter  fat  in  305 
days,  thus  establishing  a  new  world's  record 
for  butter-fat  production  for  a  junior  two-year- 
old  Jersey.  She  is  owned  by  Longview  Farm 
but  was  not  bred  there.  She  was  imported  in 
dam  by  W.  R.  Spann  and  Sons  in  1927,  and 
sold  by  them  to  John  R.  Manion,  Tulsa, 
Okla.,  from  whom  she  was  purchased  by  Long- 
view.  Observer's  Queen  descends  from  old 
Mabel's  Raleigh  through  a  distinguished  line 
which  is  not  usually  associated  with  the  name. 
Her  sire,  Primate  of  Oaklands,  which  heads 
the  herd  of  Dr.  Walter  Griess,  is  by  the  noted 
show  and  breeding  bull  Xenia's  Sultan,  a 
winner  of  highest  awards  at  Island  shows  for 
five  consecutive  years  before  his  importation  to 
this  country,  where  he  became  a  breed-improv- 
ing sire  in  the  Llm  Hill  herd  of  Dr.  O.  W. 
Means,  Brookfield,  Mass.  At  the  time  of  his 
death,  in  1927,  he  was  the  sire  of  seventy-five 
progeny  which  had  won  championships, 
sweepstakes,  and  first  prizes  at  important 
shows.  He  was  also  a  gold  medal  production 
sire  and  had  fifty-seven  daughters  in  the 
Register  of  Merit.  He  was  a  great-grandson  of 
Mabel's  Raleigh,  through  his  dam  Xenia  2nd 
by  Emigrant. ( )bserver's  Queen  is  highly  prized 
at  Longview  because  of  her  ancestry.  She  is 
an  outstanding  young  cow  in  form  as  well  as  in 
function,  and  was  greatly  admired  by  all  who 
saw  her  at  the  National  Dairy  Show  last  fall,

Penshurst  Charming  Kalley,  the  new 
World's  Champion  Junior  Three-year- 
old  Ayrshire  cow,  also  combines  type 
and  production.  She  was  first  prize 
three-year-old  and  Reserve  Champion  at 
the  Ohio  State  Fair  (Columbus), last  fall 
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ing  herd  are  usually  over.  The  average  age  is 
less  than  that.  But  when  a  cow  lives  on  and  on 
and  is  a  mother  at  twenty-four,  as  is  the  case 
of  Merry  Maiden's  Brown  Lady,  she  becomes  a 
super-bovine,  a  bi-centenarian  among  her  tribe 
and  race.  Merry  Maiden's  Brown  Lady  is  a 
Jersey  owned  by  E.  M.  Sherman,  Charles 
City,  Iowa.  She  calved  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
four  years  and  eight  months,  and  on  January 
2nd  last,  celebrated  her  twenty-fifth  birthday 
on  official  test.  She  has  two  official  records, 
the  highest — 14,935  pounds  of  milk  and 
698.01  pounds  of  butter  fat — was  completed 
in  her  twentieth  year.  She  is  the  mother  of 
fifteen  registered  progeny,  eleven  daughters 
and  four  sons.  Her  most  noted  daughter  is 
Brown  Maiden's  Little  Jewell,  the  cham- 
pion production  Jersey  of  the  Middle  West, 
with  a  record  of  18,318  pounds  of  milk 
and  1,019.73  pounds  of  butter  fat.  Merry 
Maiden's  Brown  Lady's  sire,  Merry  Maiden's 
third  son,  was  grand  champion  Jersey  bull  at 
the  St.  Louis  World's  Fair  in  1904;  and  his 
second  dam,  Brown  Bessie,  was  one  of  the 
three  famous  Jersey  production  champions  in 
the  official  breed  production  test  held  at  the 
Chicago  World's  Fair  in  1893.  Harvard  Golden 
Lady,  dam  of  Merry  Maiden's  Brown  Lady,  is 
a  great-granddaughter  of  Golden  Lad,  known 
as  T.  S.  Cooper's  "Old  Plum  Tree". 

/^gain,  type  and  production  are  admirably 
combined  in  a  record  cow.  This  time  the  honor 
falls  to  the  Ayrshire  breed.  Penshurst  Charm- 
ing Kalley,  owned  by  the  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity at  Columbus,  has  just  broken  the 
world's  Roll  of  Honor  record  for  junior  three- 
year-olds  by  making  14,449  pounds  of  milk 
and  582.62  pounds  of  butter  fat  in  305  days. 
Last  fall  she  was  first  prize  three-year-old  and 
reserve  champion  at  the  Ohio  State  I  air. 
The  new  champion  was  bred  at  Penshurst 
Farm,  Narberth,  Pa.,  and  is  descended  from 
world's  record  producers.  She  is  a  double  great- 
granddaughter  of  Auchenbrain  Brown  Kate 
4th,  the  former  breed  champion  producer; 
and  is  a  maternal  granddaughter  of  Garclough 
May  Mischief,  the  present  champion.  Her 
dam's  sire,  Penshurst  Man  O'  War,  combines 
the  blood  of  both  these  two  noted  cows,  ami  is 
a  proven  production  sire,  having  sixty-five 
tested  daughters  with  more  than  one  hundred 
lactation  records.  His  progeny  have  won  high 
show  honors.

Seven  of  her  records  were  made 
in  the  double  letter  division,  which  requires 
that  the  cow  carry  a  calf  for  265  days  of  the 
record.  Brilliant  Lassie  has  had  ten  calves, 
nine  of  which — six  males  and  three  females — 
are  living.

James- 
town won  five  straight  races  before  he  was 
beaten  by  the  late  Gifford  A.  Cochnine's 
Epithet  in  the  Hopeful  at  Saratoga.  His  per- 
formance in  the  #100,000  Futurity  at  Belmont 
Park,  which  he  won  handily,  was  outstand- 
ing. While  Jamestown  was  early  retired,  Equi- 
poise remained  a  stubborn  competitor  through- 
out the  season.  In  fifteen  starts  he  won  seven 
races,  was  placed  five  times,  and  showed  once. 
His  total  winnings  were  well  over  #100,000. 
He  finished  a  full  six  lengths  ahead  of  Vander 
Pool  in  the  Youthful,  but  was  disqualified  for 
an  alleged  foul. 

Vander  Pool  was  the  most  consistent  winner 
of  the  year,  being  undefeated  in  seven  starts. 
His  total  winnings  were  #42,515.  He  did  not 
have  the  competition  of  the  other  leading 
juveniles,  however,  and  his  victories  over 
Equipoise  were  unconvincing.  His  best  race 
was  the  Aberdeen,  which  he  won  going  away 
from  C.  T.  Grayson's  Up.  Equipoise,  third  in 
this  race,  got  oft"  to  a  bad  start. 

Twenty  Grand  won  five  races  out  of  six 
starts,  and  earned  the  distinction  of  making 
a  new  world's  record  for  two-year-olds.  In 
the  Kentucky  Jockey  Club  Stakes  he  stepped 
the  mile  in  1:36  flat,  to  beat  the  oncoming 
Equipoise  by  a  head. 


Jamestown  is  the  product  of  the  Erden- 
heim  stud,  and  is  a  son  of  the  redoubtable  St. 
fames  by  Ambassador-Bobolink,  and  out  of 
Mile.  Da/ie  by  Fair  1 'lay-Toggery.  Both  his 
sire  and  his  dam's  sire  were  turf  winners.  St. 
James  won  #94,035,  and  Fair  Play,  known  to 
fame  as  tin-  sue  ot  Man  O'War,  was  the  win- 
ning money  sire  of  1924,  his  progeny  earning  a

She  is 
the  dam  of  Lancastian,  and  is  by  the  noted 
sire  Broomstick,  and  out  of  a  daughter  of 
Meddler.  Broomstick  was  also  the  sire  of  the 
great  mare  Remembrance,  the  grand  dam  of 
Twenty  Grand,  through  Imp.  Bonus,  and  the 
dam  of  six  winners,  including  Elf,  the  dam 
of  Boojum.  The  sire  of  Twenty  Grand  «.is 
the  late  Payne  Whitney's  St.  Germans  by 
Imp.  Swynford,  he  a  noted  race  horse  and 
winner  of  #1  27,540. 

Vander  Pool,  son  of  Campfire,  is  out  of 
Bramble  Rose,  whose  sire,  Von  Tromp,  is  a 
half  brother  to  Broomstick,  by  Ben  Brush. 
1  hrough  his  sire  Vander  Pool  traces  to  Ben- 
dor,  the  maternal  grand  sire  of  Fair  Play. 

No  summary  of  the  year  would  be  complete 
without  mention  of  Mate,  the  speedy  two- 
year-old,  bred  and  owned  by  A.  C.  Bostwick. 
He  got  better  as  the  season  advanced.  He 
started  twelve  times,  won  six  races,  was  sec- 
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ond  in  four,  third  in  one,  and  unplaced  in  one. 
lie  won  the  Breeder's  Futurity  at  Lexington, 
leading  11.  P.  W  hitney's  Pennate  by  half  a 
length,  and  going  away  at  the  finish.  1  he 
race  was  worth  #16,975.  He  a'so  won  tne 
Champagne  stakes  at  Belmont,  and  was  third 
tn  famestown  and  Equipoise  in  the  Futurity. 
Mate  is  by  Prince  Pal,  he  by  Imp.  Prince  Pal- 
atine, and  our  of  Killishandra,  a  daughter  of 
Imp.  Ambassador  IV,  the  sire  of  St.  James. 
Imp.  Prince  Palatine  was  a  famous  sire  and 
race  horse.  His  winnings  on  the  English  turf 
amounted  to  more  than  #165,000. 

Epithet,  which  won  the  Hopeful,  is  by 
Pierre  Wertheimer's  Epinard,  which,  though 
beaten  three  times  in  as  many  starts  in  this 
country,  proved  himself  a  great  race  horse. 
Fairy  Wand,  dam  of  Epithet,  is  by  Star  Shoot 
by  Isinglass,  and  out  of  Countess  Maude  by 
Loyalist.  The  breeding  matches  the  perfor- 
mance. 

The  honor  of  being  the  leading  handicap 
horse  of  the  year  goes  to  Willie  Sharp  Kil- 
mer's Sun  Beau.  He  won  seven  races  in  six- 
teen starts,  including  the  Hawthorne  Gold 
(#23,800)  and  the  Toronto  Autumn  (#7,500) 
Cups.  Sun  Beau  is  by  Sun  Briar,  the  cham- 
pion two- ,  ear-old  of  1925,  and  out  of  Beauti- 
ful Lady,  a  three-quarter  sister  of  Man  O'War, 
by  Fair  Play  and  out  of  a  daughter  of  Rock 
Sand. 

The  year  produced  also  the  greatest  money 
winner  of  all  times,  Gallant  Fox,  whose  rec- 
ord was  reviewed  in  a  previous  issue.

I  I  flowers  that  bloom  in  the 
spring!"  We  sang,  for  we  were  at 
work  and  blithely  upon  the  March 
number  of  Country  Life,  a  num- 
ber full  of  flowers  and  gardens. 
Suddenly  all  four  doors  of  our  lux- 
uriously furnished  office  were  flung 
open  simultaneously  and  seven 
frowning  editorial  faces  darkened 
upon  us.  "Singing,  is  it?"  they 
questioned  in  unison.  We  smiled 
sweetly  at  each  in  turn.  "Come  in," 
we  greeted,  nodding  as  pleasantly 
as  though  they  had  asked  for  an 
encore,  and  beckoning  with  a 
crooked  forefinger,  "just  come  in 
and  look  at  the  prospectus  for  the 
gardening  number  of  Country 
Life.

"look."  Crowding  around  our  pa- 
tient elbow,  they  turned  the  pasted 
pages  of  the  book.

I  I  HOSE  who  are  interested  in  decorating  have  noticed 
that  walls  continue  to  be  more  and  more  important. 
*  People  in  cities  are  fighting  to  have  them  higher;  if  a 
real  estate  agent  can  say  that  the  apartment  house  of  the 
moment  offers  even  a  foot  more  than  the  average  between 
floor  and  ceiling,  he  capitalizes  the  fact.  People  everywhere 
are  asking  to  have  them  longer  and  broader,  bounding  larger 
and  larger  rooms,  with  spaces  between  windows  and  doors 
well  proportioned  in  themselves  and  arranged  for  pleasant 
grouping  of  furniture.  Walls,  as  now  constructed,  can  and 
generally  do  decide  the  character  and  destiny  of  a  room. 

In  the  old  days,  pictures  were  so  spotted  about  that  the 
color  of  the  walls  didn't  matter  so  much.  To-day,  unless  we 
have  something  really  fine,  we're  content  to  do  with  very  few 
— a  single  bold  modernist  painting  or  a  subtle  Chinese  ar- 
rangement in  black,  white,  and  gray  may  furnish  a  room  so 
far  as  pictures  go.  Collections  of  eighteenth-century  engrav- 
ings, Japanese  prints,  or  contemporary  etchings  are  apt  to  be 
used  in  impersonal  places,  such  as  hallways,  or  kept  in  port- 
folios, if  they  aren't  of  sufficient  importance  to  deserve  a  gal- 
lery. The  average  room  in  the  house  depends  for  its  wall 
distinction  on  the  color  of  paint  or  paper  and,  as  this  is  the 
biggest  single  piece  of  color  in  the  room,  it  is  of  tremendous  im- 
portance to  get  it  right. 

Wall  colors  fall  into  one  of  three  classifications  to-day:  dead 
white — in  which  there  is  a  revival  of  interest,  though  no 
longer  any  particular  novelty;  dark  tones — the  latest  thing, 
to  be  seriously  considered  if  new  work  is  to  be  done;  and  pleas- 
ant, livable  medium  shades — which  have  always  been  used, 
and  for  which  there  is  steady  demand  rather  than  rising  vogue. 

|~he  room  with  white  walls  is  admittedly  an  extravagance  in 
town,  and  none  too  economical  even  in  the  country.  Most 
white  paint  turns  yellow  in  sunlight;  all  white  paper  shows 
every  mark.  But  there  is  nothing  more  charming — fresh, 
crisp,  delightful,  an  equally  good  setting  for  the  modern  and 
the  antique,  and  of  course  the  ideal  cool  background  for 
summer,  or  for  all  the  year  in  warm  climates,  as  the  South 
has  always  known.  The  finish  generally  chosen  to-day  for 
such  a  room  is  flat  white  paint,  either  plain  or  stippled.  If 
the  walls  are  in  beautiful  condition,  they  may  be  lacquered. 
White  papers  are  used,  too,  particularly  the  old  white  moire 
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formerly  reserved  for  ceilings.  Naturally,  the  workmanship  in 
any  white  room  must  be  perfect.  Indifferent  painting  or  paper- 
ing is  much  easier  to  get  away  with  in  dark  or  medium  tones. 
Also — as  with  a  white  dress — a  white  room  needs  a  lot  of  care- 
ful keeping  up.  It  doesn't  require  forty  maids  with  forty  mops 
to  ruin  the  effect!  Even  one,  with  a  dust  cloth  less  than  virgin, 
may  run  a  line  along  above  the  edge  of  a  table.  For  practi- 
cality's sake  in  cities,  and  for  added  interest  anywhere,  the 
baseboards  of  white  rooms  are  sometimes  marbleized,  painted 
to  look  like  tortoise  shell,  or  simply  finished  dark  to  match 
the  floor.  In  a  modern  room,  a  brass  baseboard  might  be  used 
above  a  floor  of  dark  brown  cork. 

Because  the  walls  are  so  uncompromising,  the  white  room 
has  to  be  carefully  thought  out  for  its  color  accents,  if  it  isn't 
to  seem  austere  on  the  one  hand,  or  insipid  on  the  other. 
Here  is  a  living  room  for  the  young  and  gay,  not  necessarily 
a  place  for  priceless  furniture,  a  bit  informal  and  very  easy  to 
do.  Walls  and  woodwork  are  white.  The  floor  is  covered  to 
the  baseboard  with  a  carpet  in  bright  blue.  The  curtains  are 
of  white  taffeta,  satin,  or  sateen,  edged  with  red  ribbon.  There 
is  a  sofa  slip-covered  in  white,  red,  blue,  and  green  chintz, 
with  two  chairs  in  red-and-white  striped  material,  separated 
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by  a  large  circular  mahogany  table.  Over  the  white  marble 
mantel  there  is  a  piece  of  unframed  mirror  to  the  ceiling, 
held  in  place  by  nickel  stars,  and  in  front  of  it  there  is  a  group 
of  feather  flowers  under  a  glass  bell.  The  lamps  are  of  crystal 
or  alabaster  with  white  shades  having  an  edge  in  red,  blue, 
or  gold. 

Much  more  subtle  and  a  great  deal  more  formal  is  a  room 
that  begins  with  white  walls  and  woodwork,  adding  at  once  a 
baseboard  and  doors  grained  to  look  like  walnut,  above  a 
highly  polished  walnut-colored  floor  with  gold  stars  around 
the  edge,  which  can  be  painted  on.  If  desired,  these  stars  can 
be  worked  into  a  design  in  the  corners.  With  so  interesting  a 
floor,  one  naturally  plans  for  a  rug  smaller  than  would  usually 


The  entrance  hall  in  the 
ff  illiam  Bar  num.  residence  is 
enlivened  by  an  animated 
design  of  leaves  and  branches 
on  its  white  walls.

In  the  room  below  in  the 
Henry  D.  Sleeper  residence  in 
Gloucester,  Mass.,  maroon 
and  scarlet  have  been  charm- 
ingly combined  with  curly  ma- 
ple. The  walls  are  maroon, 
lacquered;  the  tole  (of  which 
there  is  a  plentiful  supply)  is 
all  deep  scarlet;  even  the  books 
are  bound  in  scarlet  leather. 
The  hooked  rugs  are  a  happy 
combination  of  these  two 
colors,  with  relieving  touches 
of  pale   yellow   and  green 
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be  chosen— an  old  Chinese  rug  with  a  citron  ground  and 
touches  of  pale  blue,  aubergine,  and  dark  brown.  The  cur- 
tains are  of  pale  blue  moire  finished  with  ball  fringe  in  the 
same  color.  They  have  a  draped  valance  and  are  caught  back 
by  gilt  hands  holding  large  rings.  The  sofa  is  painted  white 
and  gold,  and  upholstered  in  bright  green  satin.  Opposite  it 
are  a  pair  of  chairs  in  pale  blue  moire,  finished  with  gilt  nails. 
Across  from  the  fireplace  another  sofa,  in  plum-colored  ma- 
terial, is  flanked  by  two  small  tables  painted  white  and  gold. 
All  the  lighting  fixtures  are  in  crystal,  with  white  shades.  If 
one  feels  a  bit  stately — and  the  ceiling  is  high  enough — there 
might  be  a  crystal  chandelier  with  bright  green  drops. 

The  white  room  of  the  moment,  however,  needn't  have  all- 
white  walls.  Here  is  one  hung  with  paper  in 
bold  red-and-white  stripes.  The  woodwork  is 
white,  the  floor  is  covered  with  cream-white 
Japanese  matting.  As  this  particular  room  has 
deep  reveals  and  interesting  window  trim  and 
is  to  be  used  in  the  summer  only,  white  Vene- 
tian blinds  with  white  tapes  constitute  the 
curtains,  unless  one  fancies  a  draped  valance 
of  soft  white  muslin  finished  with  white  ball 
fringe.  The  furniture  is  Empire  with  gilt  mounts. 
Color,  other  than  that  of  the  wood,  is  intro- 
duced in  a  blue  corduroy  sofa  with  two  chairs 
done  in  the  same  material. 

A  smart  entrance  hall  might  begin  with  the 
white  moire  paper  previously  mentioned,  hung 
above  white  woodwork  and  a  floor  carpeted  in 
bright  green.  A  console  in  black  and  maple  is 
completed  with  a  mirror  above  in  the  same 
woods.  A  cast-iron  hatrack  is  painted  white, 
and  a  bench  that  is  upholstered  in  white  horse 
hair  is  finished  with  gilt  nails.  This  hall  will 
lie  found  to  look  much  larger  than  if  it  were 
decorated  in  anv  other  color  scheme. 
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The  arguments  for  and  against  the  white 
room  may  almost  be  reversed  when  we  come  to 
the  one  with  dark  walls,  except  that  each  has  a 
vogue  at  the  moment,  and — strange  to  say — 
each  seems  to  add  to  the  space  enclosed.  Dark 
walls  are  startlingly  kind  to  furniture  less  than 
perfect,  and  they  bring  out  unexpected  beauty 
in  the  color  of  woods.  Dark  walls  demand  less 
in  workmanship  and  infinitely  less  in  upkeep. 
While  suitable  even  for  very  formal  rooms, 
dark  walls  are  ideal  for  those  that  necessarily 
contain  many  objects  not  always  tidy — books, 
magazines,  the  litter  that  accumulates  in  places 
lived  in  constantly.  White  walls,  despite  their 
coolness  in  summer,  have  a  certain  stimulat- 
ing quality.  Dark  walls,  especially  in  blue  or 
green,  are  the  most  restful  backgrounds  known. 
Men  nearly  always  like  them.  They  have  a  cer- 
tain richness  and  stability,  appealing  to  the 
mind  that  distrusts  femininity  and  fragility 
even  in  color.  Take,  for  example,  a  library  with 
walls  and  woodwork  in  dark  chocolate  brown. 
The  floor  is  walnut  color,  with  an  old  Victorian 
carpet  in  red,  green,  yellow,  and  pink  in  a  large  flower-and-scroll 
design  on  a  brown  ground.  Red  sateen  curtains  hang  straight 
from  big  shiny  brass  poles  that  carry  fat  brass  rings.  There  is  a 
sofa  covered  in  red,  brown,  and  beige  striped  material,  with  two 
bolsters  to  match.  Two  chairs  are  covered  in  bright  yellow 
glazed  chintz,  leather,  or  suede  cloth.  A  pair  of  Victorian  cast- 
iron  tables,  painted  white  with  yellow  marbled  tops,  are 
placed  below  a  corresponding  pair  of  Audubon  prints,  framed 
in  mirror.  The  insides  of  the  bookcases,  which  cover  three  of 


A  delightful  library,  in  which 
the  Chinese  feeling  and  the 
color  green  predominate,  has 
dark  green  walls.  A  Chinese 
painting,  between  the  book- 
cases, commands  attention. 
The  curtains  are  of  red  satin 


Panels  of  Chinese  zvallpaper 
adorn  the  green-blue  walls  of 
this  livable  drawing  room.

the  walls,  are  finished  in  dirty  yellow-gray.  As  you  can  see, 
there  is  a  good  deal  of  strong  color  in  such  a  room,  but  the 
dark  background  and  the  accents  of  white-and-yellow  prevent 
it  from  being  oppressive. 

The  dark-wall  idea  as  applied  to  an  entrance  hall  might  work 
out  somewhat  as  follows:  Dark  green  walls  and  woodwork, 
with  a  gold  picture  molding  tight  to  the  ceiling,  and  a  col- 
lection of  eighteenth-century  engravings,  framed  in  black  and 
gold,  hung  as  architecturally  as  possible.  {Continued  on  page  80)

The  focal  point  of  a  room,  the  point 
that  expresses  the  owner's  taste  and 
individuality,  is  undoubtedly  the 
fireplace;  and  the  over-mantel  deco- 
ration looks  to  the  fireplace  as  its 
foundation  and  raison  d'etre.  Its 
accessories  should  be  chosen  for  their 
intrinsic  beauty  and  for  their  re- 
lationship to  each  other  and  to  the 
fireplace.  In  the  French  treatment  of 
the  mantel  above,  sconces,  mirror, 
and  clock,  are  rich  in  carved  detail

Thrills  and  spills  in  the  Alps

~~ 1    T~HE  season  at  St.  Moritz  was  fast  dwindling  away,  so 
I        wnen  Simon  Rahmi,  friend, guide,  and  "ski-counselor," 
suggested  a  trip  across  country,  I  was  charmed  with  the 
idea.  It  was  the  middle  of  February,  the  days  were  getting 
longer,^  and  the  cold,  even  at  high  altitudes,  less  intense.  A 
good"  winter  had  left  vast  quantities  of  snow,  covering 
boulders,  ditches,  and  other  obstructions  that  beset  the  un- 
wary  ski-runner.   The   experience   of  several   seasons  had 
brought  me  to  just  that  pitch  of  ability  combined  with  lack 
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of  real  knowledge  which  enables  one  to  tackle  anything  with  a 
light  heart.  Had  I  known  more,  or  had  even  a  little  less  skill, 
the  tour  would  assuredly  never  have  gone  so  successfully! 

We  left  from  Maloja,  near  St.  Moritz,  immediately  after  a 
snowstorm.  Our  start  was  not  very  auspicious.  Almost  at  once 
we  got  into  difficulties  in  the  new  snow  on  a  steep,  grass- 
covered  hillside.  The  snow  was  ready  to  slide  off  under  the 
influence  of  a  hot  sun,  and  we  found  it  necessary  to  shoulder  the 
skis  and  retrace  our  way  with  all  possible  care  and  despatch  to 


avoid  starting  an  avalanche.  They  are  generally  easy  enough 
to  start,  but  stopping  them  is  quite  another  matter.  A  descent 
of  several  hundred  feet  and  a  wide  detour  took  us  past  the 
dangerous  sector,  and  we  were  soon  across  the  pass.  The  recent 
storm  was  still  doing  business  on  this  side.  After  a  glorious  run 
of  one  or  two  miles,  we  plunged  into  thick  clouds  and  a  snow- 
storm. The  combination  was  blinding,  and  Simon  crept  cauti- 
ously down,  while  I  tumbled  along  behind;  it  was  quite  im- 
possible to  see  more  than  the  black  tips  of  the  skis  emerging 
from  the  deep  snow,  and  every  bump  or  declivity  took  me  by 
surprise,  with  the  usual  result. 

All  things  come  to  an  end,  and  in  the  course  of  the  afternoon 
we  reached  our  objective,  the  hotel  at  Bivis.  The  next  morning 
was  still  cloudy,  but  we  started  anyhow,  using  map  and 
compass  to  set  our  course.  Our  intention  was  to  go  over  the 
Stallerberg  Pass  to  the  valley  of  Avers,  but  we  kept  too  far  to 
the  left,  and  when  the  clouds  lifted  found  ourselves  on  the  crest 
of  the  Fuorcla  di  Valetta,  which  descends  very  steeply  into  the 
same  valley  several  miles  higher  up.  The  snow  was  wind-blown 
and  well  settled,  so  we  bumped  and  skidded  down  into  the 
valley  bottom,  and  slipped  along  to  Cresta-Avers,  the  local 
metropolis,  in  time  for  lunch,  reaching  Niifenen,  in  the  Hinter 
Rhein  Valley,  that  evening. 

Next  morning  we  made  an  early  start  for  the  Valserberg 
Pass  to  Vals  Platz.  This  is  very  seldom  done  in  winter,  but 
offers  beautiful  ski-running  when  taken  in  this  direction.  The 
only  fly  in  my  ointment  was  the  succeeding  six  miles  of  road 
down  to  Furth;  this  twisted  and  turned,  the  rutsmaking  aquick 
stop  very  difficult,  and  I  had  to  follow  the  fast-flying  Rahmi, 
to  whom  such  minor  hindrances  mattered 
not  a  whit,  with  every  expectation  of  collid- 
ing with  a  sleigh-load  of  logs  at  every  corner. 
The  woodcutters  bring  their  timber  down 
to  the  mills  in  winter,  this  being  the  only 
time  it  can  be  moved  with  any  ease.  The 
loads  quite  nil  the  narrow  roads,  and  if  you 
are  not  expert  and  very  quick,  the  "sitting 
stop"  is  the  only  way  of  avoiding  a  collision, 
which  will  break  not  only  your  skis  but 
perhaps  your  nose  as  well.  Performed  on  an 
icy,  filthy  road,  the  results  too  often  imply 
a  visit  to  the  nearest  tailor,  following  first 
aid  performed  with  safety  pins. 

On  this  occasion,  fortunately,  there  was 
little  traffic,  and  I  got  myself  and  trousers 
safely  to  Furth,  a  small  hamlet  at  the  foot 
of  Piz  Mundaun.  We  planned  to  cross  that 
mountain  the  next  day  and  descend  to 
Ilanz.  The  trip  began  with  a  long  walk, 
carrying  rucksack  and  skis — always  a 
rather  depressing  start.  The  skis  grew 
heavier  minute  by  minute,  and  changing 
from  one  shoulder  to  the  other  merely  resulted  in  tiring  both. 
None  too  soon  we  came  up  into  the  sunlight  and  the  open 
fields,  fastened  on  the  skis,  and  marched  up  the  long  slopes, 
here  and  there  broken  by  a  patch  of  woodland,  to  the  summit. 
On  the  way  we  saw  written  in  the  snow  a  simple  tragedv  of  the 
mountains;  the  track  of  a  hare  preceded  us,  overlaid  bv  the 
small  spur  of  a  weasel.  On  the  top,  after  many  frantic  zigzags, 
both  disappeared  into  a  burrow,  and  only  the  smaller  emerged. 


1  he  descent  to  Ilanz  is  really  delightful;  we  had  beautiful 
snow  all  the  way  and  an  unobstructed  run.  In  many  districts, 
though  the  layout  of  the  countryside  is  suitable  for  ski- 
running,  fences  cut  ofF  the  best  routes,  and  a  ski-runner  looks 
on  "wire"  with  much  the  same  feeling  as  a  rider  to  hounds. 
The  only  incident  on  the  way  down  was  the  sudden  loss  of  one 
of  my  skis  while  at  high  speed.  The  clamp  had  sprung  open, 
and  allowed  the  leather  binding  to  slip  from  my  heel.  I  man- 
aged a  few  yards  on  my  left  foot,  and  then  took  the  inevitable 
fall — if  not  with  resignation,  at  least  as  painlessly  as  possible. 

From  Ilanz  we  proceeded  to  Disentis,  and  then  to  Rueras, 
for  the  Oberalp  Pass.  On  this  lap  of  our  journey  for  the  first 


time  we  had  company.  Many  local  runners  were  ascending  the 
long  and  gentle  slopes  of  the  Calmot,  which  offers  delightful 
runs.  It  lies  well  to  north  of  the  road  over  the  pass,  which  runs 
through  a  gorge  and  is  not  negotiable  in  winter.  From  the 
Calmot  we  descended  a  long  gully,  very  narrow,  to  rejoin 
the  road,  under  many  feet  of  snow.  The  little  hotel  on  the  pass 
summit  was  half  buried.  Our  skis  nevertheless  scarcely  marked 
the  hard,  wind-driven  surface. 

^We  went  on  westward  through  the  pass  to  Andermatt,  and 
found  the  first  really  bad  conditions  of  the  trip  on  the  steep 
slopes  leading  down  to  the  village.  I  had  many  a  good  toss 
before  getting  to  the  bottom,  though  the  skillful  Simon, 
making  sharp-lifted  "stem  turns"  with  the  aid  of  his  sticks, 
had  little  difficulty. 

At  Andermatt  another  guide,  Gottfried  Burgener  of  Grindel- 
wald,  came  to  meet  us,  it  being  safer  to  have  three  men  when 
crossing  glaciers,  especially  in  winter  when  the  snow,  though 
thick,  does  not  coalesce  into  bridges.  People  have  fallen 
through  as  much  as  twelve  or  eighteen  feet  of  snow  into  a 
crevasse,  with  only  too  often  fatal  results.  Use  of  the  rope 
obviates  this  risk,  for  two  men  can  pull  another  out.  Local 
knowledge  helps  in  avoiding  the  worst  places. 

All  three  heavily  laden,  we  left  the  next  morning  for  the 
Furka  Pass.  Two  hundred  feet  of  alpine  rope,  three  pairs  of 
crampons,  and  ice  axes,  spare  clothes,  cameras,  and  provisions 
for  five  days  gave  us  unusually  heavy  packs.  The  succeeding 
day  found  us  well  on  our  way  up  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhone

The  Calmot,  with  its  long  and 
gentle  slopes,  offers  a  series  of 
delightful  runs.  It  lies  to  the 
north  of  the  road  over  the  pass 
which    cuts    through    a  gorge 
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Glacier.  After  one  or  two  abortive  attempts  to  cross,  we  found 
the  correct  route  between  the  two  icefalls,  and  were  soon 
climbing  the  slopes  of  the  Nagelisgratli,  which  we  followed 
down  to  the  plateau  of  the  Grimsel  Pass.  It  is  a  long  ridge 
covered  with  gigantic  boulders,  and  the  going,  though  not 
precisely  easv,  is  never  dull.  Occasionally  it  would  seem  as 
though  a  missed  turn  or  a  misjudged  skid  would  land  one  in  the 
icy  Grimsel  Lake  a  thousand  feet  below,  and  those  grim,  snow- 
covered  slabs  offered  no  hope  of  stopping  on  the  way. 

er  lunch  on  the  top  of  the  pass,  we  climbed  around  the 
shoulder  of  the  mountain,  which  walls  in  the  pass  on  the  west. 
The  snow  was  excellent,  and  we  enjoyed  a  magnificent  view 
of  the  giant  peaks  of  the  Oberland,  before  it  became  necessary 
to  concentrate  all  our  attention  on  the  zigzag  descent  of  a  gully, 
followed  by  a  breath-taking  dash  down  a  long,  steep  slope 
to  the  foot  of  the  Oberaar  Glacier.  This  rose  in  gentle  gradations 
to  the  still  far-distant  pass,  above  which  we  knew  was  the  club 
hut,  our  goal.  We  were  now  fairly  in  the  mouse  trap.  When  bad 
weather  catches  a  party  here  it  is  necessary  to  wait  it  out,  as 
there  is  no  safe  exit  until  several  days  have  allowed  the  snow  to 
settle  and  the  avalanches  to  fall. 

At  dusk  we  reached  the  hut,  all  very  fatigued.  The  last  few 
hundred  yards  had  seemed  to  stretch  out  interminably,  and 
the  packs  had  become  double  their  original  weight.  We  soon 
had  a  fire  roaring  in  the  diminutive  stove  in  the  hut,  and 
after  eating  a  good  thick  stew,  cooked  by  Simon,  we  retired. 

We  had  hoped  the  next  day  to  make  the  ascent  of  the

teas  made  for  the  Valserberg 
Pass,  'xhich  offered  excellent 
conditions  for  ski-running 


Finsterhorn,  but  the  morning  dawned  cold  and  gray,  and  the 
weather  appeared  unsettled.  A  searching  north  wind  was 
whipping  streamers  of  snow  away  from  the  summit  ridge,  and 
we  voted  unanimously  to  continue  straight  through  to  the 
Lotschen  Thai.  Accordingly  we  descended  to  the  glacier,  and 
roped  up  before  passing  through  the  crevasses  of  the  Rotloch. 
It  was  not  until  some  years  later  that  I  discovered  we  had 
missed  one  of  the  finest  and  safest  runs  in  the  High  Alps  by  not 
swinging  wide  to  the  south  and  descending  the  easy  slopes  of 
the  Galmi  Firn.  Ski-running  while  roped  is  no  great  pleasure. 
Every  time  one  of  the  party  halts  or  falls  the  others  have  to 
stop,  and  if  they  delay  even  slightly  the  rope  takes  charge  and 
jerks  them  off  their  feet.  We  stemmed  and  slid  through  the 
broken  icefall,  working  up  considerable  excitement  occasion- 
ally but  suffering  no  unpleasant  incidents.  We  rounded  the 
corner  under  the  Rothorn  and,  crossing  the  Fiescher  Firn, 
made  for  the  Griinhorn  Liicke,  which  I  suppose  I  have  crossed 
oftener  than  any  other  high  pass.  It's  really  very  simple,  but  we 
used  the  rope  till  quite  well  down  the  other  side.  It  was  rather 
cold  on  the  top,  but  we  halted  long  enough  to  give  a  regretful 
glance  to  the  Finsteraarhorn,  monarch  of  the  Oberland,  seen 
at  his  best  from  there. 

After  lunch  on  the  Concordia  Platz,  where  meet  the  snows 
of  four  great  glaciers,  we  marched  along  the  monotonously  level 
Grosser  Aletsch  Firn  to  the  distant  Egon  von  Steiger  hut. 
This  refuge  was  built  before  the  days  of  winter  moun- 
taineering, and  is  in  a  very  exposed  position,  open  to  every 
wind  that  blows.  It  seems  also  rather  like  a  birdcage,  in  that 
every  breeze  comes  in  one  side  and  goes  out  the  other.  The 
interior  temperature  was  consequently  very 
low,  something  like  — io°C.  and  a  mild  panic 
ensued  when  we  could  find  no  wood.  After 
long  and  anxious  search  we  discovered  sev- 
eral packages  of  shingles  in  a  corner  of  the 
attic,  and  warmed  up  the  main  room  a  little. 
We  managed  to  cook  supper,  going  imme- 
diately afterwards  to  bed.  that  being  the 
warmest  place  that  we  could  think  of. 

The  morning  showed  the  blankets  covered 
with  a  thick  layer  of  frost  from  our  breath, 
and  every  nail  head  had  a  white  bead  of  ice. 
We  left  these  cold  quarters  with  pleasure, 
and  tramped  down  to  the  Lotschen  glacier. 
Ir  was  necessary  to  use  the  rope  only  for  a 
short  distance,  and  then  we  fairly  flew  down 
the  rolling  slopes,  over  the  succeeding  Lang 
Glacier,  and  into  the  long  and  lovely  Lot- 
schen valley  with  scarcely  a  halt.  The  snow 
lay  deep  and  powdery  everywhere,  and 
Simon  led  with  remarkable  judgment, 
always  finding  the  best  going. 

At  Kandersteg,  whence  we  had  come 
from  Goppenstein,  we  sent  back  our  ice  axes;  a  sad  error, 
for  the  next  day,  attempting  the  Bonder  Krinne  to  Adel- 
boden,  we  found  a  belt  of  icy  crust  just  at  the  steepest  part, 
too  thick  to  kick  through  with  ski  boots.  After  trying  sev- 
eral other  places,  hoping  to  outflank  the  icebelt  but  with  no 
success,  we  returned  disconsolate  to  Kandersteg.  We  had  made 
no  halt  all  day,  except  for  a  moment  to  eat  some  chocolate, 
and  we  were  tired  out.  We  had  lugged  crampons  and  ice 
axes  all  across  the  Oberland  without  using  them,  and  the 
first  day  without  them  we  were  turned  back! 


lowever,  the  next  day  we  borrowed  an  ice  axe  and  the  bit 
that  had  turned  us  back  the  day  before  then  seemed  easy, 
though  it  was  very  steep  under  any  conditions.  We  had  an 
easy  run  down  to  Adelboden.  The  Hahnenmoos  and  Triitlis- 
berg  Passes  rank  high  in  the  estimation  of  the  ski-runner, 
and  with  perfect  conditions  we  made  the  long  run  over  the 
first  and  down  to  Lenk  for  lunch,  and  then  over  the  second 
to  Gstad,  arriving  in  the  early  evening. 

So  ended  a  delightful  skiing  trip  in  that  always  fascinat- 
ing country  of  winter  sports,  Switzerland.

OSTof  the  arguments  for  and  against  the  use  of  antique 
furniture  are  applicable  to  antique  textiles.  It  is  fre- 
quently contended  that  the  old  weaves  possess  few 
merits  not  found  in  modern  copies,  that  they  are  seldom  in 
comparable  condition,  and  are  generally  more  expensive  than 
new  fabrics.  Certainly  some  of  the  replicas  being  made  are  so 
faithfully  drawn  and  marvelously  colored  that  it  is  difficult  to 
over-emphasize  their  importance  as  decorative  assets.  \\  ithout 
them  the  high  level  of  excellence  which  interior  decoration  has 
attained  to-day  would  not  have  been  possible. 

But,  as  in  the  case  of  old  furniture,  antique  fabrics  are 
something  more  than  interesting  relics  inferior  for  practical 
purposes  to  the  facsimiles  of  to-day.  The  patina  which  years  of 
service  and  devoted  care  have  brought  to  the  surface  of  a 
piece  of  Queen  Anne  walnut,  the  mellowness  and  depth  of 
tone  of  a  tawny  Santo  Domingo  mahogany  lowboy,  have  their 
counterpart  in  the  luscious  sheen  of  old  Genoese  velvet  and  the 
soft  harmonious  blending  of  colors  of  faded,  worn  brocade. 

The  fact  that  an  old  fabric  may  cost  more  than  a  modern 
reproduction  is  relevant  only  when  the  premise  is  that  the  one 
is  no  more  desirable  than  the  other.  Most  old  fabrics  cannot 
be  exactly  duplicated,  either  in  antique  weaves  or  modern  re- 
plicas— a  circumstance  which,  although  occasionally  incon- 
venient, is  in  reality  an  additional  virtue.  Undoubtedly  many 
yards  of  brocade  and  cut  velvet  were  originally  woven  in  the 
same  pattern,  but  because  of  their  perishability  it  is  sheer  good 
fortune  for  us  to  find  them  in  large  quantities  to-day. 


Indispensable  as  modern  textiles  are  for  most  decorative 
schemes,  they  cannot,  in  certain  interiors,  take  the  place  of  the 
antique.  The  room  furnished  entirely  or  for  the  greater  part 
with  old  furniture  would  be  incomplete  and  harsh  without  the 
accompanying  fragments  of  old  damask,  brocade,  or  faded 
toile.  Especially  for  an  old  chair  or  settee  a  contemporary  fabric 
is  essential,  if  its  patina  and  charm  as  an  antique  are  to  be 
preserved  and  displayed  to  the  best  advantage.  Even  up- 
holstered furniture  of  the  overstuffed  sort  which  is  patently 
modern  becomes  surprisingly  in  character  with  the  surround- 
ings when  old  fabric  is  used  for  the  covering. 

I"he  present  generation  has  not  discovered  many  uses  for  the 
historic  weaves  notably  different  from  those  of  the  past.  An- 
tique textiles,  if  they  are  well  preserved  enough  to  undergo  the 
necessary  periodic  cleaning,  are  by  no  means  impractical  for 
use  as  draperies  and  portieres.  Under  modern  conditions  the 
creation  of  a  convincing  Italian  Renaissance  or  Spanish  interior 
is  difficult  at  best,  and  it  is  surprising  how  old  damasks  and 
velvets  will  give  a  sense  of  authenticity  and  reality  to  a  room  of 
transplanted  foreign  tradition.  Old  toile  de  Jouy  is  especially 
charming  for  the  room  furnished  with  French  provincial  furni- 
ture, and  old  chintz  and  hand-woven  coverlets  can  be  used  to 
good  effect  in  the  simple  Early  American  interior. 

The  wall  hung  with  fabric  is  somewhat  less  popular  to-day 
than  it  was  some  years  ago.  As  a  formal  background  for  certain 
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This  charming  Spanish  living  room  boasts  of  dra- 
peries made  of  antique  cream-and-brown  cut  velvet 
dating  from  the  seventeenth  century.  The  f  amily  s  re- 
postero,  embroidered  on  velvet,  is  prominently  dis- 
played, as  was  the  custom  in  Spanish  households  of 
olden  days.  Wall  hangings  are  particularly  adapted 
to  the  requirements  of  Spanish  and  Italian  rooms

sorts  of  furniture,  notably  the  Italian  and  the  more  ornate  and 
elaborate  French  types,  it  may  be  advantageously  employed, 
but  the  present  tendency  toward  simplicity  in  decoration  has 
caused  it  to  be  supplanted  of  late  by  the  more  utilitarian 
painted  or  paneled  wall. 

Antique  wall  hangings  are  more  practical  than  the  wall 
entirely  covered  with  fabric,  and  are  within  the  reach  of  many 
more  individuals.  A  piece  of  old  brocade  may  be  so  rare  that  it 
cannot  prudently  be  cut  into  cushion  or  table  covers  and  vet 
be  too  small  for  many  other  uses.  As  a  wall  hanging  it  receives 
the  minimum  of  wear,  and  can  be  removed  easilv  for  cleaning. 
It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  mere  act  of  hang- 
ing fabric  on  the  wall  presupposes  the  possession  of  sufficient 
merit,  both  in  design  and  color,  to  justify  the  prominence  given 
it.  When  the  fabric  serves  as  a  background  for  a  mirror  or  paint- 
ing, it  becomes  of  secondary  importance,  and  need  not  possess 
the  aforementioned  rigid  qualifications. 

The  various  types  of  objects  and  textiles  used  as  wall  hang- 
ings to-day  are  legion.  Ecclesiastical  chasubles  and  copes  are 
an  appropriate  wall  decoration  for  certain  interiors,  though 
their  utilization  as  such  is  without  historical  precedent.  The 
large  wall  hanging  of  velvet,  with  embroidered  blazon  appli- 
que, harks  back  to  the  days  when  every  old  Spanish  family  had 
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A  bedspread  of  antique  red  damask, 
simply  trimmed  with  fringe,  does  not 
detract  from  the  magnificence  of  the 
Italian  walnut  baroque  bed  of  the 
seventeenth  century  which  it  covers. 
The  panel  of  old  needlework,  hung 
above  the  bed,  completes  the  ensemble 


its  repostero  prominently  displayed.  Some  of  the  most  attrac- 
tive pieces,  however,  were  not  originally  made  in  the  form  we 
now  find  them,  but  have  been  assembled  from  fragments  of  old 
materials  and  trimmed  with  old  fringes  and  galloons.  In  fact, 
any  choice  piece  of  brocatelle,  brocade,  or  embroidery  is  likely 
to  be  suitable  for  wall  decoration  in  the  proper  place. 

No  hard  and  fast  rule  can  be  given  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
wall  pieces  should  be  hung.  In  general,  however,  they  should  be 
allowed  to  hang  loosely  and  to  drape  in  soft  folds.  If  the 
material  is  not  too  thick,  push  pins  are  excellent  as  fasteners, 
since  they  are  inconspicuous  and  will  not  damage  the  wall. 
But  copes  especially  differ  greatly  in  shape  and  pattern,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  weight  of  the  fabric,  all  of  which  must  be  con- 
sidered in  determining  how  to  hang  and  to  adjust  them  to  a 
particular  wall  space. 

In  utilizing  old  fabrics  for  upholstery,  old  galloons  and  fringes 
should  be  used  where  trimming  is  required,  and  the  upholstery 
should  be  kept  soft  so  that  the  fabric  can  be  applied  easily  to 
avoid  splitting. 

Screens  can  be  adapted  to  any  particular  period  or  decora- 
tive scheme  by  covering  them  in  appropriate  fabrics.  The 
screen  upholstered  in  brocade  is  delightful  in  the  French 
boudoir;  in  damask  or  velvet  applique  it  contributes  beauty 
and  utility  to  the  more  dignified  sort  of  room.  An  unusual  one 
we  saw  recently  was  mounted  with  what  had  been  originally 
velvet  applique,  but  the  applied  ornament  had  been  worn  away 
by  age  and  hard  usage  which  had  left  the  velvet  patterned  in 
an  attractive  two-toned  effect. 

Bedspreads  of  old  fabric,  especially  when  they  are  to  be  used 
on  antique  beds,  should  be  made  very  simply,  with  little  trim- 
ming. Such  "tremendous  trifles"  as  cushions,  table  covers,  and 
so  on,  made  of  old  materials  are  more  than  ordinarily  import- 
ant these  days. 

I  he  tendency  to  overcrowd  is  always  present  when  one's 
hobby  finds  expression  in  the  decoration  of  the  home.  Too 
many  old  textiles  will  give  a  room  a  theatrical,  finicky  appear- 
ance and  nullify  the  best  intentions  in  the  world.  Let  your 
fabrics  be  the  finest  examples  that  are  procurable,  but  use 
them  sparingly  and  with  much  thought.

I  he  most  charming  feature  of  the  ballroom  (shown 
above  and  on  the  opposite  page)  are  the  murals  that 
were  executed  by  Mrs.  Karrar  Goldsborough.

ERHAPS  the  allure  of  travel  still  lies 
largely  in  the  fact  that,  in  spite  of 
the  movies  and  the  travel  bureaus, 
those  far-off"  distant  places  are  never  quite 
what  they  seem.  There  is  always  something, 
when  we  get  there,  that  we  did  not  anticipate 
— a  kind  of  intangible  challenge,  a  tingle  in 
the  air  that  thrills  us  like  an  unexpected  divi- 
dend on  a  staid  investment. 

This  is  particularly  true  of  a  trip  to  the 
Hawaiian  Islands.  Not  so  long  ago  it  was  a 
hazardous  adventure  to  push  off  to  those  bits 
of  green,  lost  in  the  vast  haze  of  the  Pacific. 
There  was  no  question  then  about  the  thrill 
if  we  could  live  through  the  discomforts  and 
the  risks.  But  lately  these  charming  islands 
have  been  put  on  the  map  with  a  vigor  that 
has  literally  lifted  them  out  of  the  sea.  We 
know  all  about  them  now.  There  are  no  longer 
any  discomforts  or  risks.  The  once  protracted 
trip  has  been  shortened  to  a  mere  jaunt,  and 
we  are  there  almost  before  we  have  decided  to 
speak  to  the  person  in  the  next  deck  chair. 

Perhaps  it  was  the  very  ease  of  the  trip  that 
made  us  feel  that  this  wasn't  going  to  be  much 
of  an  adventure  after  all.  It  was  just  another 
one  of  those  trips,  luxurious  and  uneventful. 
We  sat  on  the  deck  in  the  sun  and  forgot  where 
we  were  going.  Then  one  morning,  at  dawn  of 
a  bright  warm  day,  someone  dug  us  in  the 
ribs  and  told  us  to  get  up  and  look  at  Diamond 
Head.  Diamond  Head?  What  of  it!  We  knew 
all  about  it!  But  when  at  last  we  did  poke  a 
sulky  visage  through  the  porthole,  something 
happened.  We  got  the  unexpected  dividend. 

How  lovely.  How  very  lovely!  No  one  had 
told  us  that  water  could  be  as  blue  as  this,  shot 
through  with  emerald  green  where  the  sun 


struck  down.  Why  hadn't  somebody  said 
something  about  those  tumbled  fantastic  hills 
draped  in  living  green  that  seemed  to  shift  and 
glisten  like  the  facecs  of  a  jewel  in  the  arc  light 
of  the  rising  sun?  We  tore  into  our  clothes  and 
rushed  up  on  deck,  to  hang  over  the  rail  as 
wide-eyed  as  a  sailor  on  a  clipper  ship  who 
had  never  heard  of  a  travel  bureau. 


Like  one  of  Joseph  Urban  s  backdrops 
for  a  Ziegfeld  "Follies"  is  the  avenue 
of  palms  fringing  the  crescent  shore  line 
of  one  of  Hawaii's  famous  beaches 


Yes,  there  were  the  natives,  just  where  they 
should  be,  swimming  and  diving  like  a  school 
of  porpoise  around  the  ship.  Their  impudent 
handsome  faces  smiled  up  at  us,  and  we  were 
soon  flipping  dimes  and  dimes  and  even  quar- 
ters just  to  watch  the  brown  bodies  flash 
through  the  water. 

We  were  on  the  point  of  flipping  fifty  cents, 
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regardless,  when  a  soft  voice  said,  "Welcome 
to  Hawaii,"  and  there  in  the  sunshine  on  the 
deck  stood  a  young  girl  dressed  in  a  skirt  of 
glistening  seaweed,  and  there  were  red  berries 
in  the  long  black  hair  that  tumbled  to  her 
waist.  Her  slim  brown  legs  and  feet  were  bare, 
her  dark  eyes  wistful  and  submissive.  Long 
garlands  of  flowers  hung  from  her  arms,  and 
she  slipped  one  of  them,  made  of  pink  carna- 
tions, around  our  neck.  "How  much?"  we 
asked  suspiciously.  "You  do  not  pay,"  she 
smiled  with  a  flash  of  white  teeth.  "It  is  our 
custom  to  welcome  the  traveler  to  Hawaii." 

This  gentle  gift  of  the  heavy,  sweet-scented 
lei  was  typical  of  our  whole  experience  on  the 
Islands,  which  are  in  a  stage  of  transition  from 
the  old-time  simple  generosity  that  has  cost 
the  natives  so  dear,  to  the  attributes  of  any 
popular  resort.  One  might  be  at  Palm  Beach  or 
the  Lido,  at  the  great  hotels  with  all  their 
familiar  luxuries  and  diversions — tennis  and 
tea-dancing  and  golf,  with  everybody  dressed 
up  to  the  nines,  or  even  the  eighteens.  The 
native  entertainments,  hula  music  and  danc- 
ing, the  cocoanut-tree  climbing,  that  take 
place  at  the  tourist  headquarters  against  a 
background  of  waving  palms  and  trickling 
fountains,  are  charming  entertainments.  The 
dancers  are  the  loveliest  on  the  Island,  the 
music  the  most  cloyingly  sweet,  but  the  moon- 
light is  apt  to  be  artificial.  One  must  get  away 
from  these  places  to  find  the  real  thing,  and 
the  best  of  it  is  that  it  can  still  be  found.  One 
can  still  sit  on  mats  outside  a  grass  hut  be- 
neath a  palm  and  eat  "poi"  with  his  fingers 
from  a  polished  wooden  bowl,  while  native 
girls  really  cut  loose  in  the  hula.

places,  through  mountain  gorges  or  along 
cliffs  high  above  the  purple  sea,  add  a  touch 
of  real  adventure  to  the  trip,  and  this  touch 
develops  into  something  much  stronger  on  trips 
to  the  outlying  islands.  The  islands  are  still 
real  enough. 

The  hotels  are  situated  on  the  beach  at  Wai- 
kiki,  about  six  miles  out  of  Honolulu,  in  a 
crescent-shaped  bay  beneath  the  shadow  of 
Diamond  Head.  And  the  famous  beach,  after 
you  come  to  know  it,  beats  anything  in  the 
world  for  real  sport. 

Surfboard  riding,  the  most  exhilarating  of 
sports,  does  not  really  exist  anywhere  but  here 
where  the  conditions  for  it  are  ideal.  It  gets 
into  the  blood.  Those  who  have  tried  it  once 
never  rest  until  they  go  back  and  try  it  again 
— not  that  they  ever  really  conquer  it,  but  it 
is  such  glorious  fun  to  try.  Think  of  lying  out 
there  on  a  mere  chip  of  board,  a  good  half 
mile  from  shore,  idly  rocking  in  the  sunshine, 
watching  the  lazy  green  combers  roll  in  until 
you  see  a  "big  one";  then  paddling  like  mad 
to  catch  its  rhythm;  the  fearful  instant  of 
exhilaration  as  the  board  lifts  and  shoots 
forward  in  a  swift,  breath-taking  race  for  the 
shore  on  the  crest  of  a  purple  wave,  fringed 
with  flying,  stinging  bright  green  spray.  Think 
of  it!  But  can  you  do  it?  We  couldn't.  And  we 
saw  mighty  few  white  bodies  that  could. 
Most  of  the  figures  standing  gracefully  and 
insolently  erect,  silhouetted  against  a  vivid 
blue  sky,  were  brown,  and  they  were  beautiful 
to  see.  It  is  worth  the  trip  just  to  watch  the 
native  boys  ride  the  surfboards;  the  same 
boys  that  you  see  later  stretched  out  on  the 
beach,  eternally  strumming  the  ukulele. 

Riding  the  surf  in  native  outrigger  canoes 
is  almost  as  exciting  as  riding  the  surfboards 
and  a  lot  less  strenuous.  Cooped  up  in  one  of 
these  scooped-out  tree  trunks,  you  get  pretty 
much  the  same  sensation  and  certainly  as 
much  spray.  They  tear  along  with  the  appar- 
ent intention  of  crashing  into  the  stone  break- 
water, until  at  the  last  moment  the  paddlers, 
with  a  savage  yell,  bring  them  gracefully 
around — and  out  you  go  to  catch  the  next 
wave.  It's  great  fun! 

But  life  on  the  Islands  is  not  only  for  pleas- 


ure. Since  their  annexation  in  1898  they  have 
been  an  integral  part  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  means  "progress."  It  may  seem  sad  to 
the  more  romantic  of  us  that  the  glamour  of 
the  old  days  under  the  native  monarchs  is 
gone  forever.  We  dream  of  how  lovely  the 
islands  must  have  looked  when  Captain  Cook 
discovered  them  in  1778,  forgetting  that  he 
lost  his  life  there  under  circumstances  that,  to 
him,  must  have  been  anything  but  romantic. 
We  wonder,  too,  at  the  strange  inconsistency 
that  persuades  the  white  man,  first,  to  go  there 
and  drag  those  native  children  out  of  the 
water,  away  from  their  surfboards  and  fishing, 
to  clap  them  into  uncomfortable  garments  and 
to  set  them  to  work;  and  then,  without  the 
slightest  compunction,  ride  their  surfboards 
himself,  in  less  clothing  than  even  the  natives 
used  to  wear,  in  an  effort  to  recapture  the  joy 
of  the  simple,  care-free  life  that  was  once 
theirs. 

It  is  probably  all  right,  a  necessary  feature 
of  this  thing  we  call  progress.  It  is  said  that  the 
natives  are  better  off  than  they  have  ever 
been,  and  that  they  like  it.  No  doubt  they  do. 
They  have  sanitation,  good  schools  and  hospi- 
tals, good  roads  and  cosy  houses;  they  have 
radios  and  jazz  and  movies.  They  like  these 
things  as  much  as  we  like  the  surfboard.  It  is 
a  fair  exchange.  And  yet  one  cannot  help  hav- 
ing a  tw  inge  of  something  like  conscience  on, 
say,  a  visit  to  the  enormous  canning  factories, 
where  hundreds  of  these  brown  girls,  with  their 
heads  tied  up  and  rubber  gloves  on  their  hands, 
stand  all  day  long  in  the  deafening  noise  of 
machinery,  plopping  pineapples  into  cans.  Or 
on  the  great  sugar  plantations,  which  stretch 
for  miles,  where  native  boys  hack  down  the 
tough  cane.  No  one  but  natives  could  do  this 
work,  so  it  is  fortunate  they  like  it. 

I  here  is  no  doubt  about  it,  "Aloha"  has 
been  thoroughly  incorporated  and  is  going 
strong.  Honolulu,  the  principle  port,  situated 
on  Oahu  Island,  is  a  thriving  hustling  western 
city  with  splendid  business  facilities  and 
beautiful  flower-draped  homes.  People  who 
live  there  are  enthusiastic  about  it.  They  are 
gnat  "boosters".  They  point  out  that,  lying 
as  it  does  at  the  cross-roads  of  the  Pacific, 


Honolulu's  importance  and  opportunities 
must  increase  as  the  boom  in  Pacific  trade, 
already  well  in  sight,  increases.  They  tell  you 
that  in  1928  the  pineapple  and  sugar  crop 
shipped  from  there  was  worth  well  over  a 
hundred  million  dollars.  Considerable  coffee, 
rice,  tobacco,  and  bananas,  as  well  as  small 
fruits  and  vegetables,  are  raised  there,  and  the 
abundance  of  flowers  is  almost  incredible. 
They  seem  to  pour  out  of  the  earth.  It  is  the 
equable  climate,  of  course,  that  produces  the 
prodigious  vegetation  that  drapes  the  hills  in 
green,  the  rain,  which  falls  usually  at  night, 
and  the  pleasantly  tempered  sunshine  that 
never  varies  the  year  round. 

Besides  being  a  fascinating  pleasure  resort 
and  a  busy  commercial  center,  Hawaii  is 
America's  strongest  western  military  post  and 
naval  base;  and  the  thousands  of  service  men 
out  there  add  to  the  gaiety  with  their  polo  and 
aviation  and  the  other  well-known  activities 
of  a  military  post. 

No  matter  how  you  look  at  it,  from  a 
pleasure  or  a  business  point  of  view,  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  to-day  are  well  worth  in- 
vestigating. We  were  talking  with  the  Gover- 
nor about  it  one  day.  He  had  been  born  on  the 
Islands,  the  descendant  of  early  settlers;  a  pro- 
per man  for  the  place,  for  he  understood  not 
only  the  present-day  ambitions  for  the  Islands 
but  also  their  past  traditions. While  he  was 
telling  us  the  fascinating  legends  and  supersti- 
tions of  the  old  days,  our  eyes  wandered  to  the 
portraits  of  the  old  monarchs  hanging  on  the 
wall:  old  King  Kamehameha  (1753-1819), 
a  grand  old  savage  in  his  crimson  robes,  and 
Queen  Liliuokalani  who,  by  her  capricious 
behavior,  caused  the  final  rebellion  that  de- 
posed her  in  1893  and  set  up  the  infant 
Republic  that,  in  1897,  crept  under  the  wing 
of  the  United  States.  "Yes,"  he  said,  following 
our  glance,  "they  were  an  interesting  people, 
but  the  best  thing  that  ever  happened  to  them 
was  when  America  came  along  and  put  them 
on  the  map." 

"  But  wasn't  it  a  pretty  good  thing  for  Amer- 
ica, too?"  we  asked  timidly. 

"Well,  yes,"  he  grinned.  "It  certainly  was. 
At  any  rate,  everybody's  happy  in  Hawaii!"

Livestock  Lore  and  Logic

HE  camera  is  the  eye  of  the  pure 
bred  live  stock  industry.  The  his- 
tories of  herds,  breeds,  and  families 
are  written  around  the  photographs  of  herd 
sires,  Advanced  Registry  cows,  winners  of  the 
show  yard,  and  their  progeny.  Scarcely  a 
single  breeding  animal  of  importance,  living 
within  the  last  decade,  but  has  had  its  photo- 
graph taken  at  least  once.  We  know  of  several 
breeders  who  have  photographs  made  of  all 
their  good  cows  from  calf  hood  to  maturity; 
and  it  is  not  unusual  for  them  to  have  the 
dams  of  herd  sires  taken  in  different  postures, 
so  as  to  show  the  teat  placement  and  udder 
attachments  from  all  sides. 

It  is  easier  to  sell  a  breeding  animal  by 
photographs  than  by  written  explanations, 
and  picture  pedigrees  of  bulls  are  the  most 
effective  publicity  agents  known  to  the  in- 
dustry. In  the  quest  of  herd  sires,  buyers 
want  evidence  of  type  inheritance,  particularly 
in  the  nearest  dams.  Thousands  of  breeders, 
who  never  saw  them  in  life,  have  thus  been 
made  familiar  with  the  type  and  conforma- 
tion of  many  of  the  great  producing  dams  of 
the  major  breeds. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  an  accurate  pho- 
tograph will  save  at  least  one  hundred  and 
fifty  words  of  descriptive  matter,  and  in  some 
instances  considerably  more  than  that.  No 
amount  of  eloquent  phraseology  can  correct  a 
roached  back,  a  weak  loin,  a  poor  udder,  or 
even  the  subiier  faults  which  the  trained  ob- 
server can  detect.  But  unfortunately  not  all 
photographs  are  accurate.  Some  of  them  are 
retouched  to  conceal  faults.  A  cow  which  has 
made  a  high  record  may  have  a  weak  loin  or  a 
bad  nick  at  the  tail  head.  These  "holes"  are 
corrected  on  the  negative  by  the  use  of  a 
special  retouching  tool,  known  as  an  etcher, 
and  are  only  discernible  in  the  photograph 
by  a  slight  blur  at  the  point  on  the  back  of 
the  animal  where  the  instrument  has  been 
applied.  Retouching  sometimes  is  so  skillfully 
done,  however,  that  it  is  not  possible  to  tell 
the  full  extent  of  the  fault  which  has  been  cor- 
rected. It  may  be  a  bad  drop  in  the  loin,  due  to 
an  inherent  weakness,  a  poorly  attached  udder, 
or  only  a  minor  nick.  But  in  no  case  is  the 
practice  justified;  it  is,  in  fact,  just  as  grave 
an  offense  as  to  "fix"  an  animal  for  the  show 
yard.  Of  what  possible  use  is  a  photograph 
which  is  not  a  true  likeness? 

For  a  time  this  retouching  of  negatives  es- 
caped criticism,  but  recently  breeders  have 
rebeled  and  now  urge  the  breed  associations, 
the  photographers,  and  the  agricultural  press 
to  discourage  the  practice.  All  should  co- 
operate. We  should  think  it  is  clearly  the  right 
of  breed  executives  to  refuse  to  send  out  re- 
touched photographs  with  the  news  of  Ad- 
vanced Registry  records.  They  are  not 
creditable  to  the  breed  or  breeder,  and  in  a 
sense  give  official  sanction  to  an  unethical 
practice.  The  press  ought  to  refuse  to  publish 
all  photographs  which  are  not  exact  reproduc- 
tions of  breeding  animals. 

Happily,  we  believe,  retouching  is  soon 
destined  to  become  a  lost  art  in  this  connec- 
tion. The  sentiment  against  it  is  fast  growing. 
There  is  increasingly  less  demand  for  it.  Poor 
individuals  are  not  wanted  in  the  breeding 
herds,  and  the  beginner,  when  he  acquires 
understanding  of  the  ethics  of  the  business, 
discards  his  poor  cows  and  throws  the  doctored 
photographs  into  the  trash  basket. 

Lhe  emphasis  which  breeders  place  upon  the 
outstanding  dams  of  their  herd  sires  is  illus- 
trated in  the  selection  of  the  yearling  Holstein

burg, Pa.  Sixteen  dams  in  this  young  bull's 
pedigree  have  official  records  averaging  1,060 
pounds  of  butter.  His  first  dam,  Bell  Farm 
Susie,  has  a  record  of  24,836.90  pounds  of 
milk  and  1,103.50  pounds  of  butter  made  in 
343  days.  Her  dam,  Susie  Abbekirk  Colantha, 
is  a  Reserve  all-American  show  cow,  having  a 
record  of  28,361.10  pounds  of  milk,  1,113.38 
pounds  of  butter,  made  in  365  days.  His  sire's 
dam,  Queen  Bessie  Pietertje  Ormsby,  is  the 
world's  champion  over  all  breeds  for  the 
first  five  lactation  records,  and  has  four 
records  which  average  1,341  pounds  of  but- 
ter. His  sire,  King  Bessie  Ormsby  Pietertje, 
has  four  progeny  with  six  all-American  desig- 
nations. 

Foremost  Valor,  the  young  Guernsey  bull 
sold  by  Emmadine  Farm,  Hopewell  Junction,

□ N  ONE  of  the  informal  talks  following 
the  annual  luncheon  given  by  President 
Alfred  B.  Maclay  to  the  representatives 
of  the  Association  of  American  Horse  Shows, 
at  the  Biltmore  Hotel  on  January  6th,  Thomas 
Clark,  manager  of  the  Eastern  States  and 
Devon  Horse  Shows,  offered  a  timely  sugges- 
tion which  will  probably  lead  to  the  correction 
of  a  discrepancy  in  rule  9,  defining  an  amateur. 

The  first  part  of  this  rule  reads  as  follows: 
"An  amateur  is  one  who  rides  or  drives  for  the 
love  of  the  sport,  not  as  a  professional  or  for 
a  livelihood,  and  who  shall  not  have  received 
any  monetary  consideration  for  his  or  her  ser- 
vices, and  shall  not  be  professionally  inter- 
ested in  the  purchase,  sale,  or  trading  of  horses." 

Farther  on  we  read:  "In  all  Corinthian 
Classes,  the  riders  must  be  members  of  a 
recognized  hunt."  And  again:  "  1  hose  holding 
a  gentleman  jockey's  license  issued  by  the 
Hunts  Committee  of  the  National  Steeple- 
chase and  Hunt  Association  shall  be  eligible 
to  ride  in  hunter  and  jumper  classes  restricted 
to  amateurs." 

As  Mr.  Clark  pointed  out,  the  last  paragraph 
practically  nullifies  all  that  precedes  it  for 
"the  man  who  sells  horses  or  boards  and 
trains  horses  for  a  living  can  get  a  gentleman's 
jockey  license  or  can  be  a  member  ot  a  recog- 
nized hunt."  As  a  consequence,  where  the  rule 
is  so  defined,  the  show  manager  is  obliged  to 
allow  the  professional  to  show  in  classes  in- 
tended exclusively  for  the  amateur. 

It  w7as  Mr.  Clark's  opinion,  unanimously 
concurred   in   by  the   others    present,  that 


the  rule  should  be  made  uniform  and  so  worded 
as  to  eliminate  the  professional  jockey  beyond 
question.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  a 
change  in  the  wording  from  "amateur  or 
member  of  a  recognized  hunt"  to  "amateur 
members  of  a  recognized  hunt. 

President  Maclay  has  appointed  a  special 
committee  to  revise  the  definition  of  amateur 
rating,  with  particular  reference  to  Corinthian 
and  similar  classes. 

The  ninety-second  running  of  the  Grand 
National  Steeplechase  will  take  place  on  the 
Aintree  course  in  Liverpool,  England,  on  the 
twenty-seventh  of  March.  American  interest 
in  the  historic  sporting  event  will  be  unusually 
keen  because  of  the  three  entries  of  John  Hay 
Whitney,  one  of  which,  Easter  Hero,  is  re- 
garded as  the  outstanding  horse  among  the 
eighty-four  eligible  starters.  The 
other  Whitney  horses  are  Meller- 
ay's  Belle  and  Sir  Lindsay,  which 
finished  second  and  third  last 
vear.  Easter  Hero  is  a  grand 
horse  and  he  is  being  favored 
to  win,  though  he  must  carry  the 
almost  prohibitive  weight  of  175

Next  to  Easter  Hero  comes  Gib, 
a  celebrated  Irish  horse,  which  carries  173 
pounds.  Shaun  Goilin,  last  year  winner,  follows 
with  172;  Gregalack,  the  winner  of  1929,  168; 
Sir  Lindsay,  160;  and  Melleray's  Belle,  150. 

According  to  the  present  number  of  entries, 
the  race  will  pay  a  record  purse  this  year. 
But  it  is  honor  far  more  than  purse  that  in- 
terests the  sportsman.  It  is  an  honor  which 
has  twice  been  won  by  American  sportsmen 
within  recent  years.  Sargeant  Murphy  won 
for  Stephen  Sanford  in  1924,  and  again,  two 
years  later,  Jack  Horner,  finished  in  front, 
after  a  thrilling  race,  for  A.  C.  Schwartz.

Cullinan 
remounted  and  brought  Billy  Barton  in 
second,  the  only  other  entry  to  finish  the 
course.  Easter  Hero,  though  beaten,  proved 
himself  one  of  the  greatest  steeplechasers  in 
the  race  of  1929.

You  could  even  land 
in  Bee's  Foot  Pasture  in  one — and 
that,  we  think  you  will  concede, 
sounds  like  pretty  circumscribed 
area.

Foot  Pasture  isn't 
really  so  small — 
it's  a  fairly  large 
estate  and,  what 
with  the  pictures 
of  it  and  the  story 
about  it,  we  think 
you  will  have  a 
good  time  there. 
Three  other  resi- 
dences, with  build- 
ing plans  and  pho- 
tographs, are  presented,  and  a 
group  of  interiors  lovely  enough 
to  inspire  anyone  to  go  and  (if 
they  can)  decorate  likewise.

WHEN  the  English  poet  crystallized  the  now  im- 
mortal line  about  the  Daffodil  that  it  "takes  the 
winds  of  March  with  beauty",  he  had  no  idea  of  the 
latent  possibilities  for  expanding  the  transcendent  beauty  that 
lay  hidden  in  the  Daffodils  of  his  ken.  What  he  then  admired 
was  the  common  wild  English  Daffodil,  a  yellow  trumpet,  that 
we  to-dav  consider  mediocre  and  look  on  with  utter  indiffer- 
ence. 

What  a  mighty  change  has  been  brought  about  in  the  garden 
Daffodil  by  the  very  simple  expedient  of  taking  the  magnif- 
icence of  one  species  and  mingling  it  with  the  glory  of  another 
to  create  almost  unimagined  splendors  by  re-combinations  of 
form  and  color,  and  adding  increased  size  and  substance.  The 
whole  growth  of  the  modern  Daffodil,  hardly  as  yet  realized  in 
a  popular  sense,  has  been  a  growth  of  this  generation.  That  a 
participant  in  this  present  article,  signalizing  the  new  era  just 
opening,  should  be  able  to  carry  back  to  the  time  when  there 
were  none  of  these  things,  only  in  the  makings  thereof,  is  but 
one  more  revealing  sidelight  on  the  newness  of  so  much  of  what 
now  goes  into  everyday  gardens. 

The  first  of  a  series  of  great  Daffodil  conferences,  held  in 
London  in  1&84  and  sponsored  by  the  Royal  Horticultural 
Society,  had  its  stimulus  in  men  like  Peter  Barr,  perhaps  of  all 
the  pioneers  of  the  Daffodil  the  one  who  saw  most  clearly  its 
future.  His  enthusiasm  largely  stimulated  the  awakening  of 
interest  at  that  time  which,  with  cumulative  force,  has  rolled 
onwards  more  forcefully  as  the  years  pass  by.  Barr  would 
have  been  amazed  at  the  prices  asked  and  willingly  paid  for 
the  gems  among  Daffodils  to-day.  To  me  he  regretfully  re- 
marked some  thirty  years  ago  that  the  highest  he  had  realized 
for  an   unusual   rarity   in  his  clay  was  fifty  dollars.  Fifty 


dollars!  How  we  have  advanced!  Oh  yes,  you  can  get  beau- 
tiful Daffodils  for  that  price,  but  not  the  high  water  gems 
that  bear  within  the  possibilities  of  greater  glories  yet  to  come 
and  should  be  striven  for. 

Burbidge  was  another  of  these  early  pioneers  who  gave  us 
the  monograph  "Narcissus,"  which  already  reads  like  a  piece 
of  ancient  history.  And  there  was  Baker,  the  great  botanist, 
and  Engleheart,  the  English  clergyman  who  began  to  breed 
Daffodils,  and  Leeds  who  gave  us  the  white  cups,  and  Back- 
house. All  these  names  belong  to  the  present  generation,  real 
personalities  who  began  the  Daffodil  fancy.  Like  the  Tulip,  it 
had  had  an  earlier  day  of  glory  that  passed  somewhat  into 
oblivion.  Some  old  varieties  had  to  be  hunted  for  and  were 
found  in  odd  corners  and  forgotten  gardens.  In  this  way  we  can 
give  a  personal  recollection  of  the  rediscovery  of  the  true 
Pheasanteye  Poeticus  Narcissus. 


Simultaneously  with  the  English  awakening  there  grew  up 
a  parallel  interest  with  the  Hollanders.  Much  has  come  out  of 
Holland,  too,  and  this  same  collaborator  has  vivid  recollections 
of  the  then  enormous  trumpets  and  massive  texture  on  the  new 
varieties  Madam  de  Graaft  and  Glory  of  Leiden  (raised  bv  the 
firm  of  the  former  name  which  must  be  ever  memorable  in 
Daffodil  history),  which  flowered  for  the  first  time  in  1882.  The 
immensity  of  these  flowers  trumpeted  themselves  into  the  glory 
of  their  own  trumpets.  And  it  was  at  the  Daffodil  conference 
and  exhibition  at  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  Gardens 
in  Chiswick,  in  April,  1889,  that  Princess  Mary,  Duchess  of 
Teck,  who  came  for  the  official  "opening"  of  the  show,  walking 
among  the  thousands  of  flowers  exhibited  (in  some  three

hundred  varieties),  with  a  gasp  of  astonishment  came  to  an 
abrupt  halt  before  those  two  beauties. 

Another  Hollander,  van  der  Schoot,  later  on  mixed  the 
Poet's  and  the  cluster-flowered  Narcissus  and  gave  us  the  new 
Poetaz. 

To  S.  A.  de  Graaff  must  be  given  credit  for  introducing  the 
pink  color  in  the  large  trumpet  flowers,  a  line  followed  so  suc- 
cessfully later  on  by  Engleheart  and  Backhouse.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  look  along  the  vista  of  past  years  and  to  trace  these 
first  faint  glimmerings  of  beauty.  No  doubt  much  that 
has  happened  since  has  been  almost  as  surprising  to  the 
creators  as  they  were  to  the  world  in  general,  but  we  have 
now  in  our  gardens  the  benefit  of  these  developments. 
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Then  another  era  of  interest,  and  perhaps  the  most  startling 
in  some  respects,  was  expanding  the  orange-scarlet  color  of  the 
little  Poet's  Narcissus  cup  into  the  large  flat  cup  that  is  already 
familiar  in  flowers  like  Will  Scarlett,  which  was  the  work  of 
Engleheart  and  saw  the  light  in  189S.  This  is  by  no  means  an 
account  of  the  pioneer  workers  in  the  Daffodil  field  but  merely 
a  reminiscence  and  a  tribute  to  some  of  the  outstanding 
personalities.  Later  came  J.  C.  Williams,  who  added  riches  with 
such  varieties  as  Red  Beacon  and  Red  Chief.  But  all  these 
achievements  are  at  this  age  dangerously  tottering  on  the 
brink  of  the  cliff  that  will  let  them  down  into  oblivion.  They, 
to-day,  are  what  the  old  originals  were  when  those  old  pioneers 
began  to  work  with  them.  W  e  are  at  the  threshold  of  a  new  era.

J  The  generations  of  painstaking,  patient  work  carried  on  b) 
the  early  Daffodil  enthusiasts  was  important  in  the  results  they 
finally  achieved — flowers  like  Will  Scarlett,  Great  Warley, 
Bernardino,  and  Bath's  Flame,  which  were  sensations  of  their 
day,  and  doubtless  seemed  to  approach  perfection.  But  from 
our  present  perspective  we  can  see  that  their  labors  were  more 
important  still  in  that  they  laid  the  foundations  which  made 
possible  the  wonderfully  built  and  marvelously  colored  blos- 
soms of  the  present. 

It  is  impossible  to  convey  an  adequate  impression  of  these 
modern  Daffodils  in  the  printed  word.  They  beggar  description 
and  almost  stagger  the  imagination^ — and  when  I  say  this  I  do 


nut  refer  solely,  or  even  principally,  to  size.  It  is  true  they  are 
large,  so  large  that  one  almost  hopes  tin  limit  in  this  direction 
has  been  reached.  What  can  be  gained  by  getting  a  Daffodil 
more  than  three  and  a  half  to  four  and  a  half  inches  in  dia- 
meter?  But  the  improvement  in  texture,  the  exquisite  propor- 
tioning of  the  flower  in  both  the  old  and  tin  many  new  types, 
and  flu  astounding  development  in  color,  in  brilliant  contrasts 
and  delicate  harmonies — these  are  the  things  which  must 
actually  be  seen  to  be  fully  realized,  and  which  go  beyond  any 
dreams  of  Daffodil  development  which  the  earlier  hybridizers 
could  have  cherished. 

And  it  is  these  Daffodils,  a  literal  golden  and  silver  flood  of 
them,  that  are  waiting  now  to  flow  out  into  American  gardens.

They  represent,  in  a  way,  a  situation  that  has  seldom  if  ever 
before  occurred  in  the  flower  world,  and  which  has  come  about 
as  the  result  of  a  very  unusual  combination  of  circumstances. 

The  first  thought  that  is  sure  to  strike  the  beholder,  when  he 
sees  a  collection  of  these  new  Daffodils  for  the  first  time,  is: 
"Where  on  earth  have  they  been  keeping  these  wonders  ot  the 
hybridizers'  art,  these  revelations  in  new  beauty?  And  why?" 
The  answers  to  these  questions  have  ramifications  which  go 
back  for  several  years. 

Everyone  with  the  slightest  interest  in  things  horticultural 
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knows  something  of  the  plant  quarantine  which  was  put  into 
effect  shortly  after  the  war,  preventing  the  importation,  among 
other  things,  of  Daffodil  bulbs,  which  were  considered  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  Washington  to  involve  the  risk 
of  bringing  into  this  country  new  insects  and  diseases.  Since 
then  no  Narcissus  of  any  kind  has  been  admitted  except  under 
special  permit,  and  in  limited  quantities,  for  purposes  of 
commercial  propagation.  It  was  just  at  this  time — the  first  few 
years  following  the  war — that  numerous  new  Daffodils  began 
to  appear  at  the  flower  shows  and  trial  gardens  in  England  and 


Near  the  house  weeping  willows 
drape  their  green  lacy  branches 
over  bush  honeysuckles,  iris,  and 
multiflora  and  wichuraiana  hy- 
brid roses  that  grow  as  a  hedge 


edible  nut,  are  of  a  much  deeper 
green  than  our  native  pines,  and 
have  needles  growing  in  clusters 
strikingly  like  pompoms.  The  cedars, 
of  a  much  more  delicate  green  than 
our  rugged  specimens,  make  a  won- 
derfully lovely  background. 

Chinese  junipers,  of  which  Dr.  Pe- 
terson has  three  examples,  have  a 
finely  divided,  prickly  foliage  of  a 
lovely  silver-gray  color  similar  to 
that  of  the  Colorado  blue  spruce. 
These  have  proved  hardy  during 
seven  New  England  winters.  They 
form  a  striking  contrast  in  color  with 
eight  Norwegian  junipers  around  the 
pool  in  the  formal  garden,  though 
they  have  the  same  clean-cut  pyram- 
idal shape;  the  needles  are  stiffer 
and  longer  than  those  of  the  Irish 
juniper.  A  Chinese  water  garden  and 
nine  specimens  of  Chinese  elms  grace 
the  "Playhouse,"  where  plays  and 
musicals  are  staged.  The  elms  are 
quite  unlike  the  New  England  elms, 
for  their  branches,  which  form  a 
delicate  tracery  suggestive  of  lace, 
grow  close  to  the  ground  and  their 
leaves  are  small  and  ovate.  These 
trees  are  now  about  thirty  feet  high 
and  are  eight  years  old. 

Following  a  winding  path  through 
an  orchard  of  gnarled,  ancient  apple 
trees,  twisted  and  bent  as  only  New 
England  winter  winds  could  contort 
them,  one  comes  to  a  little  hill 
crowned  with  a  circle  of  ginkgos,  or 

maidenhair-trees,  their  foliage  resembling  our  maidenhair 
fern.  In  China  and  Japan  the  ginkgos  are  sacred  trees  planted 
around  temples. 

Not  far  from  the  ginkgos  are  planted  probably  the  most 
interesting  trees  of  all:  the  fruit  orchard  of  Chinese  cherry, 
plum,  pear,  and  peach.  In  speaking  of  these  trees,  one 
should  mention  also  the  Chinese  mulberry  (Morns  acid- 
osa)  with  its  beautiful  foliage  of  much  divided  leaves. 
When  I  saw  it,  it  was  loaded  with  fruit  for  the  first 
time   and   had   attracted   the  attention  of  numerous  New

England  birds,  which  were  regaling  themselves  on  a  new 
and  exotic  food. 

One  finds  the  Chinese  shrubs  close  beside  the  main  house, 
and  those  which  are  particularly  choice  on  the  south  side  of  the 
guest  house.  It  would  be  difficult  to  choose  any  one  shrub  as 
being  the  most  beautiful,  either  in  form  or  color,  for  each  is 
unique  in  flower,  leaf,  and  ornamental  value.  One  of  those  il- 
lustrated is  Sorbaria  arborea,  from  Central  China,  an  orna- 
mental shrub  usually  growing  ten  to  twenty  feet  high.  It  has 
small,  pinnated  leaves  like  a  tern,  tiny  white  flowerets  in  large 

showy  panicles,  and  is  closely  al- 
lied to  the  spireas.  It  has  bloomed 
for  several  years  in  the  latter  part 
ot  July  and  is  a  mass  of  summer 
snow  at  blossom  time.  Not  far  from 
this  is  the  rather  well-known 
Polygonum  sachalinense,  some- 
times known  as  the  giant  knot- 
weed  or  northern  bamboo.  This 
has  been  grown  for  years  in  some 
of  our  gardens,  and  how  beautiful 
it  is  when,  in  the  autumn,  its  long 
racemes  of  coral  color  burst  into 
vivid  bloom ! 

Successfully  flourishing  beside 
these  two  are  several  other  vari- 
eties of  shrubs.  Cotoneaster  hori- 
zontalis  perpusilla  is  a  low-growing 
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Chinese  shrub,  with  leaves  a  roundish  oval  less  than  a 
third  of  an  inch  long.  The  flowers  are  erect,  pink,  and 
either  solitary  or  in  pairs;  its  oval  fruits  are  bright  red,  a  fourth 
of  an  inch  in  diameter.  It  is  a  very  effective  shrub  for  rockeries. 
There  are  also  Syringa  tomentella,  Hydrangea  xanthoneura, 
Viburnum  dilatatum,  Kolkwitzia  amabilis,  Buddleia,  Neillia,  all 
of  which  have  proven  thrifty  and  hardy  in  this  antipodal  garden. 

Most  of  the  lovely  flowers  and  shrubs  and  creepers  that  we 
name  japonica  in  our  catalogues  are  more  truly  named  sinensis.

Besides  the  many  Chinese 
shrubs  and  trees  on  Three 
Rivers  Farm,  there  is  also  a 
charming  formal  garden  in 
which  tiger  lilies,  Chinese 
pinks,  asters,  primulas,  and 
other  flowers  of  Chinese  ori- 
gin  display   their  beauties 


having  reached  Japan  from  China.  Take,  for  instance,  the 
peony,  the  chrysanthemums,  many  lilies,  the  peach  and  the 
apricot,  possibly  the  lilac  and  numerous  creepers.  The  best 
known  is  the  wisteria  (which  forms  a  background  of  almost 
unbelievable  beauty  for  the  small  formal  garden  at  Three 
Rivers  Farm).  Our  beloved  "homey"  flowers,  such  as  Easter 
lily,  tiger  lily,  Chinese  pink,  asters,  primula,  and  many  others 
were  all  brought  long  ago  from  China.  Thence  came,  too,  the 
Clematis  paniculata,  deutzia,  weigela,  kerria,  incarvillea,  and 
hemerocallis,  or  yellow  daylily. 

Beside  the  wisteria  there  are  several  other  vines  wor- 
thy of  consideration  at  the  Farm,  one  being  Actinidia 
arguta,  a  strong-growing,  ornamental,  woody  vine  suita- 
ble for  porches.  Its  smooth,  leathery,  stiff-pointed  leaves 
are  four  to  six  inches  long,  and  the  clustered  red  flowers 
are  occasionally  white  margined.  It  has  spotted  cylin- 
drical berries  less  than  a  fourth  of  an  inch  long.  Another 
is  a  handsome  ampelopsis  related  to  the  Virginia  creeper. 
It  has  finely  cut  light  green,  downy  leaves  and  dull  yellow 
berries,  is  a  rapid  grower  and  valued  as  a  porch  or  pergola 
vine.  A  Tripterygium  regeli  presented  by  the  Arnold  Ar- 
boretum is  flourishing. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  Hydrangea  petiolaris  is  of 
Chinese  origin.  One  of  them  is  growing,  slowly  but  hardily, 
on  the  wall  of  the  formal  garden,  taking  tight  hold  of  the 
stones  with  innumerable  filaments  as  does  the  poison  ivy 
on  Connecticut  stone  fences.  Still  another  successful  in- 
troduction from  China  that  has  made  its  way  in  America 
is  the  evergreen  bittersweet  (Euonymus  radicans)  which 
here  in  several  places  flourishes  along  the  stone  walls. 

It  is  curious  to  note  that,  although  there  are  one  hun- 
dred and  rive  varieties  of  the  Chinese  flora  at  present  on 
this  New  England  farm,  nothing  suggests  anything  for- 
eign or  exotic.  All  the  new  introductions  fit  perfectly 
into  the  flora  of  Connecticut  and  are  easily  adjustable 
to  Americanization.  Politics  do  not  interfere  with  this 
kind  of  Asiatic  immigrant! 


Built  of  whitewashed  brick 
and  set  against  a  background 
of  forest  foliage,  the  C.  C.

The  house  has  been  so  plan- 
ned that  many  of  the  rooms 
have  corner  exposures.  A  wide 
hall  runs  through  the  center 
of  tlu-  house  to  a  terrace  in 
the  rear.  At  the  right  of  the 
living  room  is  a  paved  sun 
porch,  the  arched  openings  of 
which  are  closed  in  winter  with 
portable  wooden  partitions, 
each  having  a  window,  making 
these  arches  similar  to  those 
in  the  service  wing  at  the  left.

IANA  is  usually  pictured  as  an  alert,  robust  lady  with  a 
bow  in  one  hand  and  a  bunch  of  arrows  in  the  other, 
peering  into  the  distance  with  a  sort  of  earnest,  gamey 
look  in  her  eyes.  She  is  supposed  to  portray  the  great  huntress. 
The  members  of  her  sex  think  pretty  well  of  her. 

Now,  I  have  no  quarrel  with  Praxiteles  in  setting  her  up  as  a 
good  two-fisted  huntress,  or  even  as  a  fancy  huntress,  or  yet 
again  as  a  great  huntress.  (Privately,  I  think  she  rated  several 
notches  lower  than  Daniel  Boone.)  But  I  do  think  the  builders 
of  Diana  have  got  the  props  all  wrong.  That  is,  w  rong  if  they 
hope  people  are  going  to  accept  her  as  the  greatest  and  most 
persistent  stalker  of  all  time. 

What  the  old  sculptors  should  have  done  in  the  very  begin- 
ning was  to  throw  away  the  bow  and  arrows  and  incorporate  a 
trowel  in  one  hand  and  a  horticultural  catalogue,  with  a  cover 
depicting  a  perennial  elephantiasis  in  a  state  of  violent  hemor- 
rhage, in  the  other.  Then  they'd  have  shown  the  real  All- 
America  huntress  as  she  really  is — the  greatest,  most  persistent 
stalker  of  all  time. 

Any  man  (married)  who  has  one  of  these  Dianas  in  his  home 
will  agree  with  me.  Especially  if  he  has  a  car.  Especially  if  he 
has  ever  hoped  to  go  out  of  a  Sunday  on  a  drive  which  might 
proceed  two  consecutive  miles  without  darting  into  a  green- 
house of  some  sort. 

If  any  man  knows  this,  I  am  that  man.  I  love  to  motor.  I 
mean  I  love  to  start  the  car  and  keep  it  going  on  the  highway 
for  at  least  a  couple  of  miles  without  having  to  strike  off  at  a 
tangent  at  some  sudden  hiss  in  my  ear.  "Oh,  stop  the  car! 
There's  a  perennial  place!"  My  drives  have  more  spur  tracks 
on  them  than  all  the  railroads  in  the  United  States. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  perennials  are  the  cause  of  this.  And 
it  isn't  just  perennials  as  perennials,  either.  I  do  not  blame 
them  altogether.  (Privately,  I  think  they  are  all  weeds  which 
have  been  promoted;  perhaps  outstanding  weeds,  but  weeds  for 
all  that;  weeds  that  have  probably  pushed  themselves  forward 
and  worked  their  way  into  gardens  when  people  weren't  look- 
ing.) No,  the  perennials  themselves  aren't  to  blame.  But  it  is 
the  incessant  search  for  a  bigger,  rarer,  and  far  different  peren- 
nial that  has  caused  our  present  descendant  of  old  Diana  to  be 
the  pest  she  is,  if  I  may  be  allowed  to  call  her  nanus.  (  Privately, 
speaking  of  pests,  she  has  caused  me  far  more  distress  than  the 
Japanese  beetle.  But  then,  I  have  never  been  married  to  a 
Japanese  beetle,  so  perhaps  my  viewpoint  is  warped  a  bit.) 

O  nee  we  roamed  about,  making  big,  uninter- 
rupted arcs  all  over  the  map.  Life  was  simple  then.  But  my 
wife  was  bitten  by  the  perennial  bug. 

We  would  be  skimming  along  the  road  without  a  thought 
when,  right  out  of  a  clear  sky,  would  come  one  of  these  road- 
side signs.  And  then  the  cry,  "Stop!  There's  a  perennial  place. 
I  must  go  in  and  see  if  they  have  any  violas." 

"But  you  have  3.  lot  of  violas,"  I  would  say  in  protest.  "The 
garden  fairly  squeaks  with  them  now." 

"Not  apricot  violas,"  she  would  counter,  somehow  convey- 
ing the  impression  that  only  a  half-wit,  and  a  low-grade  one  at 
that,  would  speak  thus  out  of  turn.  (Privately,  I  would  like  to 
say  that  I  have  traveled  more  miles  for  half-grown  apricot 
violas  than  Byrd  has  after  his  various  poles.  To  date,  he  has 
two  poles  and  we  have  six  apricot  violas.) 

And  then  we  would  go  in  the  place  and  a  man  would  come 
out  from  behind  a  pile  of  flower  pots  and  heaps  of  dirt  and 
greet  us.  They  are  a  grubby  lot,  perennial  growers.  Unkempt 
and  generally  mossy  in  places,  like  an  old-fashioned  briar  rose. 
But  the  Lady  fawns  upon  them.  She  travels  mile  after  mile 
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ive  perennial 

with  them  over  horrible  stubble,  pointing  at  various  bits  of 
tufty  flora  (no  doubt  perennials  in  the  egg,  so  to  speak)  and 
talking  in  low,  tense  tones. 

I  sit  in  the  car  and  munch  cigars  and  wish  I  had  married  a 
lady  who  only  collected  postage  stamps  (or  even  not  married 
any  lady  at  all).  Two  or  three  hours  later  they  return  (I  am 
usually  asleep  from  exhaustion  by  then),  bearing  the  fruit  of 
the  hunt.  It  is  never  large  in  amount.  But  what  the  bag  lacks 
in  girth  and  volume,  it  makes  up  in  rarity. 

She  holds  it  up  for  me  to  look  at — and  I  tell  you  the  dear 
face  registers  triumph.  At  last,  I  learn,  the  long-sought-for 
and  almost  extinct  double-fringed  golden  doofalerium  is  hers! 
It  has  taken  five  years  to  run  it  down  but  now  that  particular 
hunt  is  over.  The  vacant  space  in  the  garden  (if  any)  is  now 
filled.  (Privately,  if  we  get  two  more  perennials  the  garage  will 
have  to  come  down.) 

I  look  at  it.  My  heart  is  cold,  but  I  try  to  be 

sociable  and  dig  up  a  suitable  gleam  in  my  eye.  It  is  terribly 
hard  to  get  a  decent  gleam  (I  mean  a  real  lovely  gleam  and  not 
a  glare)  in  your  eye  when  all  that  fills  it  is  a  grubby  tuft  of 
something  which  may  have  a  blossom  on  it  sometime. 

"Just  fancy!"  I  say  to  her.  "What  a  triumph!" 

"I'll  say  it  is,"  she  says.  "I've  been  after  it  for  years." 

"What  is  it?"  I  ask.  "Are  you  holding  it  right  side  up?" 

"A  genuine  double-fringed  golden  doofalerium!  Think  of 
that!" 

"Great!"  I  chirp.  "And  now  I  suppose  your  garden  is  com- 
plete." 

She  looks  at  me  as  if  I  had  suggested  we  both  die  at  sunset. 
To  suggest  completeness  to  the  rabid  perennial  huntress  is 
about  the  worst  thing  you  can  do.  A  perennial  garden  is  never 
complete.  When  (iabnel  blows  his  trump,  the  last  ones  to  be 
gathered  in  will  be  a  large  delegation  of  women  armed  wTith 
trowels  seeking  a  place  in  which  to  plant  a  precious  herb. 

There  is  one  great  difference  between  old  Diana  (I  hope  she 
will  forgive  me  for  calling  her  old,  but  she's  got  to  face  the  fact 
that  she's  pretty  well  along  in  years  now)  and  her  followers  of 
the  present,  and  that  is  the  ultimate  location  of  the  prey  after 
it  is  caught.  When  old  Di  bagged  a  wild  boar  or  deer,  it  was 
cooked  and  eaten.  The  prey  stayed  put. 

But  now?  Well,  if  I  might  be  allowed  to  make  a  suggestion,  I 
would  recommend  mounting  all  perennials  on  casters.  Then 
they  could  be  moved  about  with  no  fuss  and  save  a  lot  of  dig- 
ging. As  it  is  now  the  perennial  is  constantly  on  the  move. 
Here  to-day,  somewhere  else  to-morrow.  To  my  certain  knowl- 
edge we  have  one  malignant-looking  exhibit  called  Snow  On 
The  Mountain  (privately,  I  think  it  is  milkweed  of  a  haughtv 
sort)  which  has  been  moved  seventeen  different  times! 

I  ask  about  these  re-locations  but  as  yet  I  haven't  learned 
much;  they've  just  got  to  be  moved.  In  fact,  sometimes  I  think 
the  Lady  is  trying  to  make  our  perennials  think  they  are- 
annuals.  It  must  be  dreadfully  upsetting  to  them.  They  must 
feel  they  are  traveling  perennials. 

I  do  not  think  I  shall  ever  want  to  be  pursued,  and  pursued 
avidly,  by  women.  Some  men  like  it,  no  doubt,  but  I'm  pretty 
sure  I  wouldn't  like  it.  But  if  I  ever  did  go  in  heavily  for  want- 
ing to  be  pursued — and  how! — by  the  fair  sex,  I  would  not  be- 
come a  matinee  idol  or  crooning  radio  lover.  All  I  would  do 
would  be  to  set  out  a  few  acres  of  grubby  looking  perennials, 
bans  out  a  sign,  and  sit  down  in  the  sunny  warmth  of  the 
greenhouse  door.  And  no  slickem  on  my  hair,  either!

□N  NORTH  AMERICA  there  are  only  seventeen  indige- 
nous species  of  Rhododendrons  while  Europe  has  but  four, 
with  two  in  the  Arctic  Zone.  The  real  home  of  the  Rhodo- 
dendron is  in  Central  and  Eastern  Asia,  where  the  number  of 
named  species  has  already  reached  almost  a  thousand  and  more 
varieties  are  being  discovered  every  day. 

The  center  of  the  Rhododendron  country  is  a  high  tableland 
where  Thibet,  China,  Upper  Burma,  and  Assam  meet,  and 
from  which  deep  mountain  gorges  carry  the  great  rivers  of 
Thibet  down  to  the  sea.  For  hundreds  of  years  the  seeds  of 
Rhododendrons  have  been  carried  down  these  rivers  and  been 
cast  up,  and  have  taken  root  in  new  mountain  ranges  where 
the  conditions  are  as  different  as  possible  from  their  original 
home,  and  where  those  different  conditions,  added  to  the 
crossing  of  the  species,  have  given  birth  to  the  hundreds  of 
new  varieties  that  are  being  discovered  to-day. 

I  hibetan  Rhododendrons  are  easily  divided  into  four  catego- 
ries— tropical,  forest,  scrub,  and  alpine.  The  forest  Rhododen- 


dron grows  at  the  lowest  altitude,  it  you  discount  the  tropical 
varieties  which  can  never  be  introduced  into  Europe  or 
America.  The  average  height  at  which  it  grows  is  from  seven 
to  ten  thousand  feet,  while  the  scrub  and  alpine  varieties  are 
to  be  found  respectively  over  ten  and  eleven  thousand  feet. 
The  amazing  thing  about  Rhododendrons  is  that  they  have 
been  grown  at  least  in  England  with  success  at  only  a  few 
hundred  feet  above  sea  level. 

/^Lt  Muncaster  Castle  in  Cumberland,  the  seat  of  Sir  John 
Ramsden,  Hart.,  where  the  illustrations  accompanying  this 
article  were  made.  Rhododendrons  have  been  growing  now  for 
forty  or  fifty  years  in  a  wonderful  profusion.  The  valley  where 
they  are  planted  runs  up  from  the  sea  to  the  Scafell  range  of 
mountains — the  highest  in  England,  with  an  altitude  of  about 
three  thousand  feet — but  the  Rhododendrons  grow  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  valley,  in  woods  that  are  only  a  few  hundred 


Rhododendrons  do  particularly  vcell  in  sparsely- 
planted  tcoodland.  At  the  left  above  is  R.  gauntletti, 
with  blossoms  faintly  tinged  tcith  pink;  to  the  right 
of  it  is  Countess  Fitzzcilliam,  zcith  dark  bee  markings 


Particularly  good  are  the  Krxense  hybrids,  those 
large-flcncering  varieties  tcith  zcaxen  looking  bells 
arranged  in  loose  trusses  that  give  such  splashes  of 
clear  color  against  the  dark  green  evergreen  leaves 


feet  above  the  sea.  Recently  a  ne%v  planting  has  been  made, 
practically  at  sea  level,  of  R.  auriculatum  crossed  with  R. 
spooneri  and  R.  decorum,  the  sweet-scented  Rhododendron 
discovered  by  Pexe  David  and  one  ot  the  most  widely  distrib- 
uted of  all  the  Chinese  varieties. 

They  have  the  peaty  soil  there  which  is  essential  to  their 
well-being,  the  partial  shade  of  sparse  woodlands  and  clear- 
ings, and  the  annual  dressing  of  fallen  leaves  which  is  the 
manure  they  require.  An  amazing  variety  ot  Rhododendrons 
grow  there.  The  old  garden  hybrids  reach  a  height  ot  thirty 
feet  and  make  banks  of  color  when  they  are  in  blossom,  and 
the  rest  of  the  year  the  plants  are  a  smooth  table-top  of  shiny 
green  that  lines  both  sides  of  the  drive  and  below  the  terrace 
slope  steeply  to  a  glen  where  bamboos  drip  over  the  brook. 
Fields  of  the  mollis  Azaleas  grow,  too.  on  this  bank,  and  higher 
up  the  Japanese  garden  varieties,  hinomayo  and  hmodegiri. 
low-growing  azaleas,  make  a  carpet  of  the  loveliest  pale  pink 
when  thev  are  out. 


I  he  unusual  looking  R.  cinnarinum  roylei  grows  here,  its 
tubular  bronze  flowers  looking  as  if  they  were  modeled  trom 
waxed  parchment,  and  the  alpine  varieties,  appodectum  and 
decroanthum;  so  do  the  most  graceful  of  all  the  Rhododendron 
family,  R.  loderi,  R.  fortunei,  and  the  Kewense  hybrids,  large- 
flowering  varieties  with  waxen  looking  bells  arranged  in  loose 
trusses:  the  scarlet  R.  thomsoni,  handsomest  of  all  the 
Rhododendrons,  grows  here  with  its  multitude  ot  crosses,  and 
the  lovely  sulphur-yellow  R.  campylocarpum  and  paler  yellow 
R.  lutescens,  found  originally  by  Pere  David  in  Szechuan. 
Grown  in  a  mass,  their  bloom  is  lovely,  appearing  early  in 
April  or  even  at  the  end  of  March,  before  one's  eyes  have  been 
dazzled  with  the  May  and  June  blaze  of  color. 


Even  before  R.  lutescens  makes  an  appearance,  Rhododen- 
drons are  coming  into  flower.  The  brilliant  pink  R.  nobleanum 
is  out  in  January,  or  February  at  the  latest;  the  heads  are 
small,  but  in  a  mild  year  the  trees  are  literally  covered  with 
blossoms  even  when  snow  is  lying  on  the  ground.  The  caucas- 
icum  hybrid,  Christmas  Cheer,  is  well  named;  and  soon  after 
comes  R.  barbatum,  a  type  with  lovely  tapering  leaves,  heart 
shaped  at  the  base,  whose  tight  trusses  are  made  up  of  from 
fourteen  to  seventeen  flowers  of  a  brilliant  crimson.  In  March, 
R.  praecox  flowers,  a  lovely  mauve  cross  between  R.  ciliatum 
and  R.  dauricum,  azalea-like  in  its  growth  and  semi-deciduous. 


I  think  that  these  early-flowering  Azaleas,  which  blossom 
when  the  leaves  are  only  just  beginning  to  show,  are  perhaps 
the  loveliest  of  all:  R.  mucronulatum,  from  Korea;  R.  vaseyi; 
and  R.  nudiflorum,  a  native  of  South  Carolina  and  Tennessee 
— to  see  one  of  these  varieties  in  blossom  is  like  watching  a 
flight  of  some  hundreds  of  butterflies  alighting  on  the  bare 
brown  branches  of  winter.  The  drawback  to  all  these  varieties, 
of  course,  is  that  they  are  liable  to  be  caught  by  frost. 

For  nearly  seven  months  the  pageant  of  Rhododendron 
bloom  goes  on,  beginning  with  the  deciduous  kinds,  that  are 
really  Azaleas  but  are  now  being  classified  as  Rhododendrons, 
and  reaching  its  height  in  late  May  and  early  June  with 
brilliant  varieties  like  R.  aucklandi,  roseum  superbum,  Glory 
of  Penjerrick,  gauntletti,  Coombe  Royal,  Van  Nes's  King 
George,  Cornish  Cross,  Glory  of  Leonardslee,  and  many 
others.  Last  of  all  come  the  pale,  sweet-scented  Rhododendrons 
— R.  decorum  and  its  crosses  with  R.  kirki  and  R.  discolor; 
they  have  a  faint,  rather  languid  air  as  if  they  had  stayed  out 
too  late  and  found  that  the  ball  was  over  and  the  other  revellers 
gone  home.  All  the  same,  one  is  grateful  for  them. 


A  beautif  ul  specimen  of  R.  aucklandi  is  about  forty 
years  old  and  nearly  thirty  feet  high.  It  reaches  its 
height  of  bloom  in  late  May  and  June,  its  deep  rose 
flowers  becoming  almost  white  when  fully  expanded 


R.  Loderi,  a  white  Rhododendron,  is  also  at  home  at 
M  u  ncaster  Castle  where  it  has  the  peaty  soil  so  essen- 
tial for  its  vigorous  growth  and  fine  flowering  as  well 
as  the  partial  shade  of  partly  cleared  woodlands 
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When  the  Spring  has  dipped 
her  foot. 
Like  a  bather,  in  the  air,

N  THE  Hawaiian  Islands  there  is  a  very 
mixed  population;  one  finds  Hawaiians. 
American  descendants  of  English  set- 
tlers, Portuguese,  Chinese,  Japanese,  and 
people  from  many  of  the  Pacific  islands. 
Each  group  hrings  its  traditions  into  the 
country  and,  in  spite  of  rapid  American- 
ization, their  ways  of  building  and  planting 
permeate  the  architecture  and  gardening. 
Many  of  the  residents  are  descendants  of 
the  New  England  missionaries  or  whalers 
who  came  to  the  Islands  in  the  twenties 
and  thirties  of  the  last  century.  Some  of 
them  have  built  houses  like  the  Colonial 
homes  of  their  ancestors  in  Maine  and 
Massachusetts,  and  in  their  gardens  they 
show  a  fondness  for  the  pale  pinks  and 
blues  so  attractive  in  the  cool  northern  light 
of  New  England  gardens.  Practically  all 
the  paid  gardeners  are  Japanese  and  they 
have  introduced  their  own  way  of  laying  stones  and  placing 
shrubs  in  the  gardens  where  they  work. 

Besides  these  two  factors  influencing  Hawaiian  gardens, 
there  is  a  third — namely,  the  cool  and  shady  plantings  of 
bananas,  mangoes,  and  papaya  trees  surrounding  the  one- 
storied  cabins  with  sloping  grass  roofs  of  the  native  Hawaiians. 
These  cabins  are  so  perfectly  suited  to  the  climate  that  they 
are  adapted  for  more  pretentious  residences  and  the  roof  lines 
are  copied  in  tile. 


mo  suit  the  climate,  which  is  always  warm  and  at  times  very 
hot  with  frequent  rains,  a  certain  type  of  house  and  garden  has 
been  evolved.  This  is  the  low  house  with  wide  doors  and  win- 
dows and  the  scantiest  of  partitions  between  the  rooms  so 
that  the  breezes  can  blow  through  unimpeded.  In  many 
Haw  aiian  homes  the  garden  is  brought  right  into  the  house  by 
means  of  green  foliage  plants  that  climb  up  the  front  steps,  and 
ferns  that  drip  from  baskets  swinging  from  the  roof  of  the 
porch.  These  homes  are  open  on  all  sides  to  the  lush  green 
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garden,  which  is  shaded  with  leafy  trees  and  hordered  by  the 
street  or  the  road. 

Appropriate  to  the  climate  and  well  planned  is  the  garden 
in  Honolulu  at  the  former  home  of  Queen  Liliuokalani — 
Washington  Tlace — -now  the  official  residence  of  the  governor 
of  the  territory.  The  gardens  have  recently  been  done  over  by 
the  present  Governor,  Laurence  Judd,  with  the  assistance  of 
Mrs.  Kathenne  Richards.  Mrs.  Judd  said,  "  Before  the  grounds 
were  done  over  the  front  yard,  now  a  pleasant  green  lawn,  was 
one  big  parking  space  of  earth,  and  where  the  trees  grew  they 
were  as  thick  as  a  jungle."  Many  of  the  trees  had  been  planted 
during  the  reigns  of  kings  and  queens  and  there  was  so  much 
sentiment  connected  with  them  that  they  had  not  been 
thinned  out.  Now  the  trees  have  been  cut  out  where  it  was 
necessary  and  the  front  lawn  has  been  graded  and  seeded. 


I  he  house  is  a  rambling  white  Colonial  building  with  broad 
doors  and  long  French  windows  opening  onto  wide  verandas 
with  polished  floors.  It  is  set  back  from  the  street,  and  the 
palms,  mangoes,  and  ku-kui  trees  which  shade  it,  and  the  ferns 
at  its  base  give  it  local  character. 

The  driveway  is  at  the  extreme  right  of  the  property  so  as 
not  to  cut  into  the  lawn,  and  the  entrance  walk,  paved  with 
brick,  leads  straight  from  the  street  to  the  front  door.  It  is 
bordered  with  dwarf  red  and  yellow  foliage  plants  called  joy- 
weed  (Alternantha  versicolor),  a  gay  version  of  a  dwarf  box 
border.  To  the  left  beyond  the  lawn  is  a  grassy  green  circle 
surrounded  by  shrubs  and  trees,  its  entrance  guarded  by  two 
tall  palm  trees.  This  space  is  for  the  Governor's  garden  parties. 

Back  of  the  main  house  are  two  smaller  dwellings,  one  for 
the  Japanese  and  one  for  the  Hawaiian  servants.  The  Japanese 
house  has  skojis  instead  of  windows,  and  is  built  exactly  like  a 
house  in  Nippon.  In  front  of  the  Hawaiian  house  swing  two 
hoops  from  which  hang  a  kind  of  Spanish  moss  which  the 
Hawaiians  think  keeps  away  evil  spirits.  At  the  very  rear  of  the 
property  is  a  tennis  court  where  the  children  and  the  elders 
can  exercise  and  entertain  their  friends. 

On  the  porch,  set  around  the  front  door,  are  pots  of  various 
shapes  and  lovely  soft  colors.  Instead  of  being  filled  with  the 
usual  hydrangeas  or  geraniums,  several  kinds  of  taro  and 
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In  Hawaii,  vims  grow  everywhere — about  tree 
trunks,  porch  pillars,  and  hang  in  green  loveliness 
from  the  very  roof.  As  outdoor  living  is  a  feature  of 
tropical  climates,  and  house  terraces  and  patios  are 
filled  with  all  kinds  of  plants,  the  lush  greenness  of 
the  garden  thus  becomes  a  part  of  one's  daily  life 


anthuriums,  in  shades  of  pink  from  palest  blush  to  scarlet, 
grow  in  them.  The  taro  is  to  the  Hawaiian  what  the  potato 
is  to  the  Irish.  They  pound  its  roots  to  a  gray  sticky  pulp  which 
they  call  poi,  and  then  eat  it  with  their  fingers.  The  leaves  of 
the  taro,  however,  resemble  huge  floppy  spears  and  are  hand- 
some and  decorative,  which  can  hardly  be  said  of  the  potato. 

Next  to  the  house  is  a  square  brick-paved  terrace  enclosed 
on  three  sides.  It  is  bordered  by  a  low  brick  wall  in  the  piers 
of  which  are  concealed  lights,  soft  and  romantic,  for  evening 
parties.  At  one  side  of  this  patio-terrace  is  a  fountain;  the 
water  issues  from  the  mouth  of  a  Chinese  porcelain  fish  and 
falls  into  an  earthenware  tub.  This  was  once  used  as  a  bath 
tub  but  has  been  promoted  and  now,  filled  with  water-hyacinth 
(Eichhornia  speciosa),  it  furnishes  the  central  feature  of  the 
little  enclosure.  Groups  of  pots  stand  in  the  corners,  some 
raised  on  pottery  barrels  with  the  others  at  their  feet.  They 
are  filled  with  begonias,  crown  of  thorn  (Euphorbia  splendens) 
with  bright  scarlet  flowers,  taro  (Alocasia),  and  bamboo. 


lor  hedges  at  Washington  Place  hibiscus  is  used,  which  is 
the  territorial  flower  of  Hawaii.  It  comes  in  shades  of  apricot, 
pink,  yellow,  scarlet,  and  white.  The  flower,  when  picked, 
stays  fresh  without  water  all  day  and  is  the  favorite  blossom  to 
place  in  one's  dusky  hair.  Many  amateur  gardeners  cross- 
pollinate  their  hibiscus  and  have  their  own  varieties  and 
special  shades  of  color.  Besides  hibiscus,  hedges  are  planted 
with  ginger,  a  plant  with  long  lily-like  leaves  and  waxy  pink- 
ish flowers.  Panax  (Nothopanax  guilfoylei)  makes  a  tall  nar- 
row hedge  a  little  reminiscent  of  the  classic  French  hornbeam. 
Ti  (Corydalis  terminalisj  is  a  popular  plant  for  hedges  and 
the  back  of  the  border.  Mrs.  Frear,  in    (Continued  on  page  76)

Little  Cassiobury,  the  residence 
of  Mrs.  Harriet  Hooper,  enjoys 
a  commanding  site  with  a  wide 
view  over  the  wooded  hills  and 
valleys  of  lovely  Westchester 
County.  The  rosy  bricks  of  which 
it  is  built  came  from  its  namesake 
in  England,  as  did  also  the 
bunches  of  black  iron  grapes 
which  hold  back  the  shutters.  The 
dining  room  (at  left)  has  walls  of 
parchment  color  and  rug  of  plum 


I\  graceful  stairway  with  black 
treads  against  parchment  walls 
has  a  small  ivory  placque  set  in 
the  newel  post  of  its  black  hand- 
rail. The  window  hangings  are  of 
dusty  gold  with  glass  curtains  of 
parchment  colored  voile.  The 
window  in  the  curved  wall  is  hung

NE  of  the  sad  facts  about  life  on  this  interesting  old 
globe  is  that  there  is  so  much  to  know  and  we  don't 
know  it.  An  arresting  example  ot  this  is  what  we 
don't  know  about  Japanese  gardens.  Even  those  of  us  who  love 
gardens  and  have  made  a  study  of  them  are  often  hazy  when 
it  comes  to  knowing  what  the  Oriental  means  by  his.  We  sense 
a  certain  intangible  perfection,  a  tantalizing  suggestion  of 
mysteries  hidden  beneath  an  appearance  of  casual  grace,  but 
somehow  the  real  meaning  of  the  Japanese  garden  escapes  us. 
It  speaks  a  language  we  do  not  understand. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  we  should  feel  this  because,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  that  is  exactly  what  the  Japanese  garden  does  do. 
It  is  the  expression  of  a  people  of  ancient  culture  whose 
philosophy  of  life  is  totally  different  from  our  own.  Before  we 
can  hope  to  enjoy  the  Japanese  garden  we 
must  learn  something  of  the  impulses  that 
created  it.  We  must  erase  from  our  minds  what 
the  garden  means  to  us,  and  try  to  imagine 
what  his  garden  means  to  the  Japanese. 

With  us  the  garden  is  objective.  It  is  a  place 
set  apart  into  which  we  go  to  enjoy  the  variety 
and  abundance  of  bloom,  to  be  ravished  by 
colors  and  perfume.  We  love  it  dearly.  We 
work  like  a  dog  over  it.  We  worry  about  pests 
and  diseases  and  soils.  In  some  ways  we  are 
more  intimate  with  our  garden  than  the  Jap- 
anese is  with  his  but,  nevertheless,  the  lovely 
retreat  remains  outside  of  ourselves,  something 
that  we  possess  simply  to  satisfy  our  sense 
of  objective  decorative  beauty.

The  true  Japanese  garden 
is  an  interpretation  of  the 
individual;  there  is  not  a 
stepping  stone,  waterfall, 
vista,  or  tree  in  it  but  has 
its  symbolism.  The  "cha- 
seki"  (tea  house)  in  this 
garden  is  reached  by  the 
"path  to  self-illumination  " 


In  Japan  the  garden  springs  from  a  totally  different  im- 
pulse. It  is  an  interpretation  of  the  spirit  of  the  individual,  a 
picture  of  his  thoughts.  And  it  is  planned  to  re-create  or  inspire 
similar  thoughts  or  moods  in  the  beholder.  Beauty,  of  course, 
there  must  be,  but  it  is  an  inevitable  result  and  not,  as  it  is 
with  us,  the  entire  objective.  With  the  Japanese  not  one  tiny 
stepping  stone  is  placed  without  definite  spiritual  significance 
behind  it.  Every  waterfall,  eveiy  vista,  every  blooming  tree  is  a 
natural  symbol  used  to  catch  the  eye  of  the  imagination. 

In  even-  Japanese  garden  of  any  size  there  is  a  tiny  tea  house 
called  the  "cha-seki."  hidden  in  a  secluded  spot  and  reached  by 
following  the  "path  to  self-illumination."  It  is  in  this  little 
house  that  the  sacred  tea  ceremony  takes  place,  and  the  greatest 
honor  that  can  be  shown  a  guest  is  to  invite  him  to  it.  In  one 
ancient  garden  in  Japan  the  view  on  the  way  to  the  cha-seki 
has  been  obstructed  by  a  grove  of  trees.  It  is  only  when  the 
guest,  sensible  of  the  honor  that  has  been  bestowed  upon  him, 
stoops  to  wash  his  hands  and  rinse  his  mouth  at  the  stone  water 
basin  before  entering  the  cha-seki  that  he  is  arrested  by  an 
unexpected  glimpse  of  the  illimitable  sea,  "a  glimpse  of  In- 
finity, thus  suddenly  revealing  the  relation  of  the  dipperful  of 
water  lifted  from  the  basin  to  the  vast  expanse  of  the  sea — and 
of  himself  to  the  Universe."  Another  less  subtle  example  of 
symbolism  is  seen  in  stones  laid  across  a  lake  between  an  island 
and  the  main  land  to  suggest  the  flight  of  a  tiger  with  her  three 


Another  type  of 
Japanese  art  is  the 
flat  garden.

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cubs.  One  can  plainly  see  where  one  of  the  little  fellows  lagged 
behind!  Stones  are  sometimes  laid  to  represent  the  flight  of 
wild  geese,  and  so  on. 

It  is  obvious,  from  even  these  brief  examples,  that  there  is 
literally  no  end  to  the  significance  that  can  be  packed  into  a 
Japanese  garden  when  natural  materials — rocks,  water,  the 
shape  of  the  land,  trees,  shrubs,  and  sand — are  imbued  with  in- 
ner meaning,  and  where  inspiration  for  their  use  may  be  drawn 
from  an  ancient  culture  rich  in  tradition.  It  is  the  subtlety  of 
these  arrangements,  not  their  resulting  beauty,  that  is  the 
concern  of  the  gardener  and  the  test  of  his  ability. 

Gardening  in  Japan  is  definitely  an  art  and  has  been  for 
centuries.  Most  of  the  gardens  of  to-day  are  developed  accord- 
ing to  certain  schools  or  theories  laid  down  by  the  old  masters, 
usually  philosophers  or  priests,  who  sought,  through  the 
medium  of  garden  symbolism,  to  mold  religious  thought. 
These  influences  varied  through  the  centuries  and  the  gardens 
varied  with  them,  but  it  was  the  Zen  sect  of  Buddhism,  begin- 
ning 111  the  fourteenth  century  and  most  profoundly  affecting 
all  branches  of  art,  whose  influence  to-day  still  largely  deter- 
mines the  character  of  the  Japanese  garden. 

I  he  sect  expressed  itself  through  "cha-no-yu,  a  cult  founded 
on  the  admiration  of  the  beautiful  in  the  every-day  facts  of 
life."  It  infused  into  everything  a  "shibumi."  meaning  "a  re- 
fined taste  hidden  beneath  a  commonplace  appearance  only  to 
be  appreciated  by  the  cultured."  Under  this 
influence  Japanese  art  developed  a  subtlety 
almost  too  abstract  tor  the  Occidental 
mind  to  follow  and  it  is  nowhere  better 
illustrated  than  in  the  garden.  This  preoc- 
cupation with  shibumi  explains  the  almost 
too-careful  appearance  of  natural  grace;  it 
is  the  reason  why  there  are  no  forced 
masses  of  bloom  in  a  Japanese  garden,  no 
arbitrary  planting  merely  to  please  the  eye. 
The  effort  is  always  toward  a  natural  land- 
scape so  arranged  that  its  beauty  unfolds 
with  the  changing  seasons.  It  is  planned  to 
be  lovely  as  Nature  is  lovely,  and  to  bring 
with  it  the  same  commonplace  but  pro- 
foundly significant  suggestions. 

The  natural  effect  of  the  Japanese  gar- 
den is  not  left  to  Nature,  however.  There

is  nothing  haphazard  about  it.  Super- 
ficially, it  is  the  most  artificial  of  gardens, 
for  every  detail  is  the  result  of  cold  scien- 
tific study  based  upon  fixed  rules.  Just 
as  the  stunted  tree  is  forced  by  scientific 
artfulness  to  grow  into  the  perfect  replica 
of  some  giant  of  the  forest,  so  the  land- 
scape garden  is  cajoled  into  a  perfect 
likeness  of  mountains  and  rushing  tor- 
rents. To  this  end  certain  principles  as  to 
perspective,  mass,  relative  height,  and  so 
on,  are  employed  with  mathematical  ex- 
actness. There  are.  for  instance,  at  least 
ten  recognized  ways  to  make  a  waterfall, 
which  include  glide  falling,  in  which  the 
water  glides  over  a  smooth  rock;  thread 
falling,  in  tiny  streams;  linen  falling,  in  a 
thin  transparent  sheet;  uneven  falling, 
more  to  one  side  than  the  other;  detached  falling,  leaping 
free  of  the  surface;  repeated  falling,  from  varying  heights; 
all  of  them  not  only  beautiful  but  deliberately  calculated 
to  stimulate  a  definite  train  of  thought.  The  same  care- 
ful study  is  given  to  the  shapes  of  the  lakes  and  hills  and 
islands.  One  of  the  many  rules  is  that  from  no  point  in  the 
garden  should  the  whole  ot  the  lake  be  seen,  else  nothing  would 
be  left  to  the  imagination. 

Trees  and  shrubs  come  in  for  the  same  deep  consideration. 
A  beautifully  shaped  pine,  symbol  of  longevity,  is  often  used  to 
centralize  the  whole  garden.  Another  tree,  a  maple  perhaps,  is 
placed  in  front  of  the  waterfall  to  catch  the  spray;  at  the  back 
of  a  pool  for  its  reflection  in  the  water;  to  partially  conceal  a 
bridge;  or  before  a  stone  lantern  so  that  the  light  may  be  seen 
through  the  branches.  A  tree  in  bloom  is  more  suggestive  when 
seen  at  a  distance  against  a  green  background.  Big  leafed  trees, 
placed  near  the  house,  will  bring  the  music  of  pattering  drops 
to  listening  ears.  Certain  trees  are  chosen  for  their  delicate 
blossoms,  others  for  the  tint  of  the  leaves  in  autumn  or  the 
tiny  berries  when  the  leaves  are  gone.  Some  trees  are  love- 
liest in  winter  when  their  branches  are  bare  against  the  snow. 
All  of  these  values  are  carefully  balanced  against  each 
other  for  continuous  effect,  not  only  upon  the  eye  but  upon 
the  spirit. 

The  shapes  of  the  bridges,  the  course  of  the  paths,  the  size 
and  grouping  of  the  stepping  stones,  the  very  variation  of  the 


markings  upon  sand  with  a  rake,  all  contribute  to  the  symbol- 
ism that  the  gardener  is  endeavoring  to  create.  And  yet  the 
effect  must  be  natural,  apparently  spontaneous.  There  are  no 
artificial  color  contrasts  or  arbitrary  straight  lines  or  geometri- 
cal plots,  such  as  so  often  mar  our  own  gardens.  Nature  is  the 
guide  to  whose  counsel  the  Japanese  gardener  listens  with  rev- 
erence and  eagerness.  He  is  obedient  to  her  laws  and  whims. 
His  whole  ambition — to  which  he  will  cheerfully  devote  his 
lifetime — is  to  capture  in  his  garden  as  much  as  he  can  of  her 
mystery  and  beauty. 

This  passionate  devotion  to  Nature  is  apparent  everywhere 
in  Japan,  not  only  in  the  great  gardens  but  in  the  lesser  ones — 
even  in  those  delicious  tiny  green  spots  no  more  than  nine  feet 
square  that  are  found  tucked  away  around  shops  or  restaurants 
or  humble  homes.  We  will  see  the  "distancing  pine,"  the 
"worshipping  stone,"  the  "pool  to  catch  the  moonbeams," 
the  moss-covered  stone  lantern  with  the  cherry  branch  above 
it.  Sometimes  the  effect  of  natural  landscape  in  such  re- 
stricted corners  is  extraordinary.  No  matter  how  humble 
the  little  garden  may  be,  its  message  to  the  spirit  is  always 
there. 

The  Japanese  lives  for  and  in  his  garden.  His  house  is 
always  wide  open  to  it.  It  is  as  much  a  part  of  his  dwelling 
as  the  walls  themselves.  And  when  at  night  he  is  forced  to 
close  the  paper  screens  of  his  house  upon  its  mystic  charm, 
he  still  hears  its  fingers  tapping  on  his  roof. 


given  in  Japanese  gardens 
to  the  size,  shape,  and 
foliage  of  trees  and  shrubs; 
to  the  placing  of  bridges, 
paths,  and  supping  stones 
— everything  must  contrib- 
ute to  the  symbolism  that 
the  artist  aims  to  create 
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The  tendency  of  the  day  is  to  con- 
ceal the  ubiquitous  radio  as  much  as 
possible.  It  may  be  hidden  in  the 
top  drawer  of  a  Directoire  bureau, 
as  sketched  above;  in  the  center 
drawer  of  an  Early  American 
maple  desk,  as  at  right;  and  in  the 
upper  part  of  a  modern  chest  of 
drawers  and  bookcase  of  thuya  wood 


I  I  IME  was  when  the  radio  was  taken  very  seriously. 
It  was  a  scientific  invention  not  for  entertainment  but 

I— I  for  the  more  sober  purposes  of  communication — for 
utterances  of  oratorical  persons  in  high  places,  for  signals  in 
time  of  distress  on  sea  or  land,  for  news.  But  radio  has  moved. 
It  has  moved  into  the  apartment  and  the  house,  and  what 
was  matter  for  awe  and  astonishment  and  careful  handling 
has  become  the  familiar  of  every  member  of  the  household 
from  grandparents  to  children,  including  debutante  and  cook. 

Country  dwellers,  more  dependent  upon  the  mechanisms  of 
communication  than  are  those  who  live  within  reach  of 
theaters,  churches,  and  night  clubs,  hail  with  especial  satis- 
faction the  new  trend  in  radio  offerings.  And  those  to  whom 
home  means  a  large  estate  are  installing  not  one  but  several 
instruments  in  the  various  parts  ot  the  residence. 

This  does  not  mean  that  one  master  instrument  and  the 
privilege  of  plugging  in  from  other  parts  of  the  house  will

serve  the  purpose.  Not  at  all.  For  what  is  one  man's  anthem  is 
another's  anathema;  what  pleases  the  children  is  apt  to  goad 
Father  to  violence;what  appeals  to  the  servants'  parlor  may  not 
be  agreeable  at  the  same  time  in  the  front  of  the  house.  There- 
fore it  is  necessary  to  provide  two,  three,  four,  or  even  more, 
master  instruments  for  listening  in  from  the  several  parts  of 
the  country  estate. 

There  must,  of  course,  be  a  radio  in  the  music  room,  in  a 
dignified  cabinet  harmonizing  with  the  period  furnishings  of 
that  room.  But  there  must  also  be  one  for  the  children,  pref- 
erably in  the  nursery;  there  will  surely  be  one  in  the  basement 
game  room,  where  casual  dancing  is  likely  to  start  at  any  hour 
of  day  or  night;  the  guest  room  should  include  a  tucked-away 
source  of  beguilement  in  desk,  dressing  table,  or  bedside  table; 
and  no  well-ordered  household  will  wish  to  do  without  a  radio 
for  the  servants'  quarters.  As  these  apartments  are  all  likely  to 
be  rather  widely  separated  from  each    {Continued  on  page  78)

I    I  "HAT  indoor  golf  has  passed  the  experimental  tests 
quite  satisfactorily  to  establish  itself  permanently  as 
I— '    a  winter  sport  is  a  fact.  The  widespread  installation 
of  courses  in  athletic  clubs,  colleges,  benevolent  societies, 
moving-picture  houses,  and  hotels,  and  the  myriads  built  solely 
for  commercial  purposes  by  individuals,  is  the  proof. 

So  closelv  do  the  many  patents  for  a  surface  covering  to  re- 
semble turf  actually  simulate  grass  that  everyone  who  plays 
golf  finds  the  indoor  layout  ideal  for  practic- 
ing with  putter  and  mashie  in  stormy  weather. 
A  maker  of  golf  clubs  recently  informed  us 
that  his  firm  was  some  5,000  putters  behind 
in  filling  orders,  due  to  the  tremendous  demand 
for  this  stick,  which  he  attributed  to  indoor  golf. 

The  vast  majority  of  indoor  courses  are  de- 
lightful imitations  of  outdoor  affairs,  with  their 
green  stretches  of  springy  turf,  their  small 
streams  and  ponds,  their  sand  traps,  and  their 
painted  walls  that  show  in  perspective  the 
favorite  holes  of  near-by  links. 

The  cost  of  such  courses  varies  with  their 
size  and  trimmings.  They  range  from  nine  to 
eighteen  holes  in  length,  and  are  placed  in 
almost  all  sizes  of  rooms,  as  one  may  note  by 
these  sketches  of  the  Yale  Club,  Harvard  Club, 
and  Chicago  Athletic  Club  indoor  links.

Can't  you  pic- 
ture your  own  garden,  perhaps  for  the  first 
time,  deliberately  displaying  the  fantas- 
tic beauty  of  the  newly  opened  pumpkin 
flower — in  an  appropriate  setting,  of 
course — as  a  trellised  vine  supported 
against  neighboring  rows  of  young,  deli- 
cately green  cabbages — modern  art 
brought  into  the  garden  ?  The  accompany- 
ing photograph  is  evidence  of  what  was 
accomplished  at  Palos  Verdes,  the  subur- 
ban community  near  Los  Angeles,  Cali- 
fornia. A  garden  landscaped  in  vegetables 
justifies  itself. 

The  background  in  this  garden  is  a 
thick,  whitewashed,  stone  wall  seven  feet 
high.  The  area  is  harmonized  with  the 
rest  of  the  garden  by  the  use  of  umbrella- 
like Acacia  sahgna  at  one  end  and  Big- 
nonia  capensis  at  the  other.  Otherwise 
only  vegetables  are  used  in  its  creation. 

The  garden  was  planted  in  May.  By 
August  and  early  September,  as  it  ma- 
tured, it  became  a  riotously  colorful  show 
place  full  of  pleasant  surprises.  The  area 
is  formally  designed  to  the  extent  that 
symmetry  and  balance  are  observed.  The 
purple  rondure  of  Chinese  cabbage  deep- 
ens into  the  purple  of  eggplant  and  shades 
off"  into  the  hues  of  the  artichoke,  into  the 
whorls  of  yellow  cluster  tomatoes,  vines 
laden  with  the  yellow,  red,  white,  and 
orange  of  Japanese  cucumbers  and  acorn 
squashes,  and  pepper  plants  heavy  with 
brilliant  lacquer-red  peppers.

I  I  ROM  time  to  time,  through  the 
P"  columns  of  Country  Life,  atten- 
l— I  tion  has  been  directed  to  the  fact 
that  houses,  small  or  large,  must  at  one 
time  or  another  be  considered  as  invest- 
ments and  collateral  for  loans.  The  follow- 
ing excerpts  are  taken  from  an  article 
by  the  present  author  which  appeared  in 
Country  Life  in  October,  1927: 

"The  business  men  of  America  are 
to-day  paying  the  homebuilding  bills. 
Whether  these  payments  are  made  from 
salaries,  profits,  or  unearned  incomes,  all 
represent  an  important  component  of  the 
upbuilding  and  protection  of  individual 
estates.  In  view  of  this  fact,  it  is  strange 
indeed  that  in  so  many  instances  the  very 
business  man  who  pays  the  bills  will  make 
his  homebuilding  investment  blindly  and 
with  not  a  tenth  of  the  consideration 
which  he  would  ordinarily  give  to  the 
purchase  of  other  types  of  securities.  .  .  . 
Unfortunately,  it  is  usually  the  estate  of 
the  original  owner  which  suffers,  or  the 
owner  himself  if  business  reverses  bring 
about  an  enforced  sale  of  the  property." 

At  the  time  of  the  above  writing  it  was 
not  realized  that  a  great  economic  up- 
heaval would  shortly  prove  these  state- 
ments in  so  drastic  a  fashion.  One  lesson 
the  "crash"  has  taught  us  is  that  people 
who  build  houses  often  have  to  sell  them, 
and  that  the  wisest  course  of  procedure 
when  building  a  new  home  is  to  consider 
that  one  day  it  will  have  to  be  sold  for 
some  reason  or  another. 

In  studying  the  aftermath  of  the  great 
reversal  in  fortune  which  has  come  to 
many,  whether  it  has  been  downward  or 
upward  in  its  effect,  no  cross  section  is 
more  interesting  than  the  lives  and 
fortunes  of  those  who  represent  the  read- 
ers of  this  publication.  In  the  field  of 
country  homes  several  paradoxes  have  oc- 
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curred  as  fortunes  were  made  or  wiped 
out  over  night  and  remade  and  wiped  out 
again  as  each  series  of  lower  levels  in 
stock  prices  was  reached. 

At  tin-  pinnacle  of  fortunes  in  1929,  it

seemed  that  everyone  was  buying  or 
building  a  new  home  or  planning  to  do  so. 
There  was  in  evidence  a  period  of  un- 
surpassed carelessness  in  making  invest- 
ments of  all  kinds,  including  new  houses. 
It  is  a  good  thing,  indeed,  that  many  of 
the  plans  which  were  almost  ready  for 
construction  never  did  eventuate. 

At  the  same  time  there  were  under  con- 
struction many  homes  developed  on 
modest  lines  or  a  magnificent  scale  upon 
which  work  was  stopped  with  surprising 
abruptness  because  the  sources  of  pay- 
rolls had  suddenly  run  dry.  In  the  envi- 
rons of  our  large  cities  one  was  reminded 
of  the  great  partially  constructed  marble 
palaces  which  are  to  be  seen  to-day  in  the 
outskirts  of  Havana — abandoned  entirely 
on  that  Black  Day  when  sugar  prices 
crashed,  when  a  roaring  panic  stunned 
the  city  and  the  workmen  never  returned. 

Fortunately,  America  is  a  nation  of 
great  economic  resilience  and  its  fortunes 
do  not  depend  on  one  industry.  So  the 
half-built  homes  of  our  period  of  depres- 
sion are  not  remaining  as  monuments  of 
wealth  expanded  to  a  bursting  point. 
After  the  first  few  weeks  of  bewilderment, 
construction  was  resumed  again  on  these 
houses.  New  fortunes  were  made  in  this 
period  and  new  houses  were  started. 
Many  owners  were  in  the  pleasant  posi- 
tion of  being  not  seriously  affected  or  of 
learning  that  the  situation  was  not  so  bad 
after  all,  so  they  went  on  building. 

One  of  the  paradoxical  situations  which 
developed  during  this  interesting  period 
was  that  the  building  of  fine  homes  in  the 
first  nine  months  of  1930  continued 
practically  at  the  same  rate  as  in  the  first 
nine  months  of  1929,  when  easy  spending 
was  at  its  height.  In  fact,  the  recorded 
figures  on  dwellings  costing  more  than

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I  am  enclosing  a  photograph  of  a  label  taken  from  a  grandfather's 
clock  made  by  Simon  Willard.  Can  you  tell  me  more  of  him  and  when 

he  lived  ? — Fred  Swan. 

Simon  Willard  is  perhaps  the  most  famous  of  the  three  clock- 
making  sons  of  Benjamin  W  illard.  His  brothers,  Aaron  and  Benjamin, 
earned   reputations   for  themselves    but  could 
not  excel  him. 

Simon  \\  illard  was  born  in  Grafton,  Massa- 
chusetts, in  1753,  and  died  in  Boston  at  the  ripe 
old  age  of  ninety-five.  The  banjo  clock  for  which 
he  was  so  famous  was  but  a  small  item  of  his 
business.  He  fashioned  this  style  in  1801  as  "an 
improved  timepiece."  In  most  instances  the 
cases  of  the  banjo  clocks  were  exceedingly  orna- 
mental, with  the  glass  of  the  shaft  and  lower  sec- 
tion of  the  carcass  painted  in  gay  colors  with 
floral  patterns  and  scenes.  The  main  sections  of 
the  case,  usually  gilded,  were  in  rarer  instances 
of  natural  wood,  either  mahogany  or  cherry.  Sur- 
mounting the  face  was  an  acom  or  ball  and,  in  a 
few  rare  instances,  an  eagle. 

In  his  grandfather  clocks  we  find  Willard  following  along  the  lines 
of  the  hooded  top  on  either  side  with  brass  ornaments,  usually  balls. 
The  faces  were  arched  and  often  had  the  calendar  attachments,  and 
numbers  painted  on  a  white  face  embellished  with  colorful  spandrels. 

After  moving  to  Grafton  in  1788,  Willard  gave  up  the  making  of 
practically  all  styles  of  clocks  except  turret,  gallery,  church,  and  hall 
clocks,  and  devoted  most  of  his  time  to  repair  work.  His  fame  was  so 
great,  however,  that  in  1802  he  was  commissioned  to  make  a  clock  for 
the  Lnited  States  Senate.  This,  unfortunately,  was  destroyed  in  1 81 4 
when  the  British  fired  Washington.  A  turret  clock  for  the  University 

Shop 

Chess  lovers,  as  well  as  seekers  of  unusual  antiques,  will  be  amply 
repaid  by  a  visit  to  the  shop  of  Richard  \V.  Lehne,  for  to  his  superb 
and  well-known  collections  has  recently  been  added  one  of  the  most 
intriguing  chess  sets  which  has  ever  appeared  on  the  scene.  This  par- 
ticular group  of  pieces  has  an  unusually  interesting  history,  a  perhaps 

unique  conception,  and  is  noteworthy 
as  well  for  its  execution. 

A  rather  large  and  somewhat  crudely 
made  oak  box  contains  the  set.  When 
opened,  it  displays  the  board  and  in 
small  individual  compartments  beneath 
the  hinged  halves  of  the  board  lie  the 
chess  men.  You  will  rhapsodize  over 
them  as  much  as  we  did.  Down  through 
the  years  makers  seem  to  have  vied 
with  one  another  to  weave  into  this  fas- 
cinating ancient  game   a  glamor  of 
personality  in  the  design  of  the  various  figures,  but  I  doubt  if  any- 
one has  surpassed  the  maker  of  this  set— who,  by  the  way,  has  mod- 
estly signed  his  name  in  sterling  silver  on  the  box. 

Half  of  the  figures  are  of  fire  gilt  and  are  clothed  in  the  costumes  of 
the  court  of  Frederick  the  Great.  The  others  are  of  silver  in  Turkish 
and  Armenian  costume  and  all  are  delicately  and  accurately  rendered. 

The  set  came  from  a  well-known  old  patrician  family  in  Berlin  and 
was  made  in  1750  in  Halberstadt,  Germany,  at  the  order  of  Frederick 
the  Great,  to  symbolize  his  idea  to  declare  war  on  the  Turks.  Prussia 
was  too  poor  to  go  through  with  the  idea,  but  the  chess  set  remains 
to  commemorate  the  plan. 

In  the  same  shop  we  saw  a  pair  of  unusually  small  and  ornate  Irish 
Chippendale  tea  tables  of  the  marked  beauty  of  the  Chinese  ex- 
pression. Exceedingly  delicate  in  all  the  detail  of  fretwork,  they  are 
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of  Virginia,  at  Charlottesville,  was  a  commission  gained  for  him  by 
Thomas  Jefferson,  who  became  his  friend  while  he  was  in  Washington. 
His  workshop  eventually  passed  into  the  hands  of  his  son,  Simon,  Jr. 
I  am  showing  the  label  from  Mr.  Swan's  clock  and  quoting  from  it: 

"At  his  Clock  Dial  in  Roxbury  street,  manufactures  everv  kind 
of  Clock  Work,  such  as  large  Clocks  for  Steeples,  made  in  the  best 
manner,  and  warranted,  price  with  one  dial,  500  dollars;  with  two 
dials,  600  dollars;  with  three  dials,  700  dollars;  with  four  dials,  900 
dollars.  Common  eight  day  clocks  with  very  elegant  faces  and  ma- 
hogany cases,  price  from  50  to  60  dollars.  Elegant  eight  day  Time 
pieces,  price  30  dollars.  Time  pieces  which  run  30  hours  and  warranted, 
price  10  dollars.  Spring  Clocks  of  all  kinds,  price  from  50  to  60  dollars. 
Clocks  that  will  run  one  year  with  one  winding  up,  with  very  elegant 
cases,  price  100  dollars. 

"Time  pieces  for  Astronomical  purposes  price  70  dollars.  Time 
pieces  for  meeting  houses  to  place  before  the  gallery,  with  neat  en- 
amelled dials,  price  55  dollars.  Chime  clocks  that  will  play  6  tunes 
price  120  dollars.  .  .  ."

nevertheless  surprisingly  strong.  The  mahogany  used  in  their  con- 
struction is  of  that  rich,  flawless  variety  that  so  distinguishes  this 
period  of  furniture  craftsmanship,  both  in  the  English  and  Irish  in- 
terpretation. 

Noteworthy,  too,  are  a  superb  collection  of  pewter,  including  a 
dinner  set  that  may  have  come  from 
some  ancient  hunting  lodge  for  it  is 
etched  beautifully  with  hunting  scenes;

needs  no  description,  for  it  is  typical 
of  this  carver's  famous  work;  side- 
boards of  various  sizes,  shapes  and 
styles;  a  large  assortment  of  chairs  of 
Chippendale,  Sheraton,  and  Heppel- 
white  periods;  and  many  other  items 
that  will  attract  you.

have  been  climbing  steadily  since  1926,  with 
very  little  Calling  off  in  1930. 

There  was,  of  course,  an  extended  selling 
wave  in  the  residential  market  beginning  im- 
mediately after  the  first  signs  of  trouble.  Some 
of  the  real  estate  brokers  who  specialize  in 
country  properties  had  the  best 
year  of  their  records  in  1930;  a 
buyer's  market  developed  where 
the  sellers  had  to  dispose  of  their 
properties  almost  regardless  of 
price.  Dwellings  suddenly  became 
investments  and  collateral  of  the 
utmost  importance.  Many  found 
it  necessary  to  sell  dwellings  even 
partially  constructed  in  order  to 
protect  margins,  and  those  who 
were  in  the  fortunate  position  of 
having  money  with  which  to  buy 
were  able  to  take  advantage  of 
the  situation.  It  is  interesting  to 
note,  however,  that  while  some 
properties  were  sold  far  under 
normal  values,  others  brought 
reasonable  prices;  an  investigation 
of  this  situation  brings  out  some 
lessons  which  can  well  be  empha- 
sized once  more  to  the  business 
men  and  the  business-minded 
women  who  read  Country  Life. 

The  real  purpose  of  this  article 
is  to  issue  once  more  a  warning 
to  those  who  now,  or  in  the  future, 
may  contemplate  building  in  the  residential 
field.  A  careful  study  has  been  made  of 
the  actual  facts  involved  in  some  of  the  real 
estate  and  building  transactions  which  have 
occurred  in  the  field  of  expensive  dwellings 
since  the  fall  of  1929. 

Three  types  of  residential  properties  were

suddenly  forced  on  the  market.  These  in- 
cluded houses  and  estates  under  construction; 
fine  homes  which  had  been  completed  within 
recent  years  and  which  were  privately  built 
from  architects'  plans  and  specifications;  and 
houses  originally  built  for  speculative  purposes 


Attractive  houses  with  conservative  lines,  planned  by  com- 
petent architects  and  built  of  modern  materials,  are  wise 
investments  (The  C.  II.  Severy  house,  Ridgewood,  N.  J.) 


and  purchased  by  owners  who  were  ultimately 
forced  to  sell  them.  It  is  quite  probable  that 
there  is  no  test  as  to  investment  value  so 
drastic  as  that  of  forced  sale.  The  atmosphere 
of  the  auction  room  was  practically  the 
atmosphere  of  the  residential  field  for  a  few 
hectic  months. 


The  first  type  of  properties,  which  provided 
interesting  comparisons,  were  the  partially 
constructed  dwellings  on  which  it  had  been 
necessary  to  stop  work  because  the  owners 
could  no  longer  pay  or  maintain  the  scale  of 
living  indicated  by  the  plans.  Of  course,  after 
the  first  reaction,  some  owners 
made  sufficient  recovery  to  con- 
tinue construction;  but  in  most 
instances  the  original  size  was  re- 
duced and  few  of  these  houses 
were  finished  exactly  in  accord- 
ance with  the  original  plans. 
Partially  constructed  dwellings 
which  were  sold  to  others  were 
sometimes  continued  along  the 
original  lines,  but  more  often  the 
plans  were  changed  as  much  as 
might  be  possible  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. 

From  an  investment  point  of 
view  it  is  extremely  interesting 
to  inquire  into  prices  which  were 
actually  obtained  for  partially 
constructed  dwellings  of  the  larger 
type.  Many  of  these  were  sold  for 
land  values  only,  or  for  less  than 
land  values;  but  it  was  noted  that 
when  a  dwelling  had  been  really 
well  designed  without  eccentrici- 
ties and  peculiarities  of  plan  and 
which  was  perhaps  40  per  cent  or 
50  per  cent  completed,  usingreally 
good  construction,  some  very  fair  prices  were 
obtained.  These  prices  represented  not  only  a 
fair  value  for  the  land  but  a  considerable  re- 
turn of  the  money  which  the  owner  had  al- 
ready invested  in  the  new  construction.  Ac- 
cording to  brokers  who  have  made  some  of 
these  transactions,  the  answer  is  simple.  Where

good  architects  had  been  employed 
and  had  created  attractive,  well- 
built  houses,  the  project  appealed 
to  new  purchasers  to  a  point 
where  they  were  willing  to  buy  at 
far  higher  prices  than  they  would 
pay  for  similar  properties  on  which 
were  located  poorly  planned  and 
carelessly  built  structures.  In  other 
words,  when  the  original  owner  had 
carefully  considered  his  invest- 
ment and  had  insisted  upon  features 
of  good  plans  and  good  specifica- 
tions, he  was  making  a  wise  invest- 
ment. Those  who  did  not  do  this 
were  forced  to  take  the  entire  loss 
of  all  construction  costs  and  even 
to  sacrifice  on  land  values. 

Similarly,  when  recently  com- 
pleted houses  were  thrown  on  the 
market,  those  that  were  sold  first 
and  brought  the  highest  prices 
had  been  designed  by  good  archi- 
tects and  the  owners  had  invested 
in  the  better  class  of  materials. 

Opposed  to  this  and  as  an  added 
proof  of  the  arguments  here  set 
forth  is  the  record  of  what  happened 
to  people  who  had  purchased  large, 
speculatively  built  homes.  It  is  far 
from  the  purpose  of  this  article  to 
indicate  that,  in  the  fine  residential 
field,  speculatively  built  houses  are 
poor  investments.  This  is  not  true 
because  some  wise  speculative 
builders  have  learned  to  build  real 
values  into  the  houses,  while  others 
have  not.  The  result  of  this  condi- 
tion was  that  many  owners,  forced 
suddenly  to  sell,  discovered  that 
their  original  purchases  had  been 


unwise.  The  planning  of  many  of 
these  houses  had  been  inadequate 
and  carelessly  developed.  There 
were  obvious  results  of  attempts  to 
cheapen  the  investment  originally 
to  save  on  architect's  fees,  to  sub- 
stitute inferior  materials  or  equip- 
ment, as  well  as  other  defects. 

Obviously  those  who  build  homes 
want  them  so  planned  and  equipped 
that  they  will  fully  meet  individual 
requirements.  One  rarely  makes 
an  investment  in  bonds  or  other 
forms  of  security  without  having 
the  advice  of  competent  and  ex- 
perienced bankers  or  investment 
brokers.  So  in  developing  the 
home  investment  it  is  highly  prof- 
itable to  use  experienced  advisers 
— architects  who  have  established 
reputations  for  designing  ability 
and  practical  knowledge. 

It  is  well  to  avoid  any  eccentrici- 
ties in  plan  or  in  appearance  which 
would  highly  individualize  the 
dwelling.  This  does  not  mean  that 
it  must  be  ordinary,  but  it  should 
not  be  freakish  or  in  a  style  which 
is  not  fairly  popular.  If  the  prospec- 
tive home  builder  will  realize  fully 
that  one  day  circumstances  may 
force  the  sale  of  the  house  or  its 
use  as  collateral  for  borrowed 
money,  he  will  understand  that  his 
best  protection  is  quality.  Quality 
in  the  first  investment  is  returned 
in  lower  maintenance  and  replace- 
ment costs.  It  is  returned  in  full  and 
several  times  multiplied  when  the 
time  comes  that  the  house  must  be 
sold.  Therefore  build  good  collateral! 


GARDENS  IN  HAWAII 
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her  book  "Our  Familiar  Island 
Trees,"  tells  how  the  first  Poly- 
nesians to  reach  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  across  the  Pacific  must  have 
carried  it  with  them  in  their  frail 
outrigger  canoes,  for  it  was  so  es- 
sential to  their  lives.  They  used  the 
leaves  for  thatching  their  roofs,  for 
making  sandals,  and  to  wrap  the 
food  in  while  it  was  being  cooked 
and  later  when  it  was  served.  Al- 
though we  would  hardly  think  of 
using  the  same  material  for  binding 
wounds  and  wrapping  packages, 
it  was  used  for  both  purposes  and 
now  furnishes  the  material  for  fly 
brushes  and  brooms. 

I  Ik-  feathery  headed  papyrus  is 
planted  in  shrubberies,  too,  as  are 
oleanders,  with  their  white,  pink,  or 
rose-red  flowers.  These  last  bloom 
for  months. 

In  front  of  the  high  borders  are 
Christmas  berry  (Schinus  terebin- 
thifolius),  crinums,  caballero  with 
scarlet  flowers,  plumbago  treated  as 
a  shrub,  and  acapulco  (Cassia  alata). 

The  vines  at  Washington  Place 
are  Solanum  wendlandi  with  violet- 
blue  flowers,  golden  cup  (Solandra 
grandiflora),  Alamander  cathartica 
with  brilliant  yellow  flowers,  and 
Pothos  scindapsusantea,  with  large, 
deeply  incised  green  leaves  which 
clothe  the  naked  trunks  of  palms. 

The  trees  are  the  monkey  pod 
(Samamea  saman),  Tamarind  us 
indica,  the  African  tulip  tree  with 
huge  orange  flowers,  the  cocoanut, 
the  litchi  tree  bearing  delicious 
nuts,  the  Chinese  banyan,  the 
Chinese  orange,  and  the  Indian 


almond  (  l'erminalia  catapa).  There 
are  many  others,  but  the  hand- 
somest tree  of  all  is  the  mango.  The 
flowers  hang  in  loose,  fluffy  panicles 
and  are  in  bronzy  gold  tones;  the 
leaves  open  red  and  turn  green; 
and  finally  the  fruit  appears, 
colored  scarlet,  orange,  and  green. 
Of  course  there  are  the  bamboos, 
the  kukui,  and  the  "loulou"  (other- 
wise Pritchardia  marti,  but  I  like 
its  Hawaiian  name  better). 

Honolulu  prides  itself  on  the 
beauty  of  its  shower  trees  which 
have  pink  or  yellow  blossoms.  These 
are  a  variety  of  mimosa  and  line 
many  of  the  streets. 

Some  of  the  gardeners  in  Hawaii 
choose  pale  colors  and  plant  blue 
plumbago  against  white  or  pink 
oleanders,  blue  ageratum  next  to 
yellow  hemerocallis  and  pale- 
colored  hibiscus  and  begonias. 
Brilliantly  colored  plants,  such  as 
bougainvilleas,  poinsettias,  and  the 
deep  scarlet  hibiscus  perhaps  lose 
their  effect  in  the  shade,  and  the 
gardens  are  almost  all  shaded. 

In  general  the  Hawanans  go  in 
more  for  variations  of  foliage  color- 
ing than  for  flowers,  and  perhaps 
this  use  of  different  tones  of  green 
is  the  best  color  solution,  with  here 
and  there  a  broad  sweep  of  color,  a 
drift  planting  of  some  blue  or 
mauve  plant.  Orchids  grow  marvel- 
lously in  Hawaii,  and  in  a  garden 
on  Tantalus  there  was  a  grove 
which,  when  I  saw  it,  was  misty 
with  lavender,  pink,  and  pale 
yellow  orchids  glimmering  through 
the  shadows,  a  poem  in  garden  art.

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introduced  in  I92i,and  Fleur, which 
won  an  Award  of  Merit  at  the  R.H. 
S.  show  in  1927,  indicate  the  cor- 
responding progress  made  in  the 
Barri,  or  shallow-cupped  sections. 
Fleur,  with  its  intense  burning 
orange,  deeply  laciniated  cup  stand- 
ing out  in  bold  relief  against  the 
snow-white  background  of  the 
broad-petaled  perianth,  indicates 
both  the  color  combinations  and 
the  gracefulness  of  form  achieved 
in  some  of  the  newer  varieties. 

The  Leedsi  group  (characterized 
by  pale  colored  medium-sized  cups) 
is  represented  by  Mrs.  Nettie  O'Mel- 
veny,  a  lovely  flower  and  one  which 
has  proven  immensely  popular 
wherever  shown.  But  it  is  really 
the  chaste  and  quiet  beauty  in 
color  harmonies  of  satiny  white,  old 
ivory,  pale  cream,  pale  citron  yel- 
low, and  delicate  tints  of  pale 
orange,  which  most  distinguish  the 
new  members  of  this  group,  in 
such  sorts  as  Delaware,  Eve,  Palas 
Athene,  Tullia,  and  Silver  Star. 
Veronica  shows  a  trace  of  shell-pink 
coloring  in  its  dainty  cup. 

The  progress  made  in  the  Poeti- 
cus  group,  with  their  glistening, 
snow-white  perianths  and  "  pheas- 
ant's eye"  cups,  includes  not  only 
greater  size  but  a  new  informal 
gracefulness  in  the  structure  of  the 
flower.  This  is  well  illustrated  by 
Edwina.  To  many  the  double  Daf- 
fodils have  always  seemed  ugly  and 
unnatural.  Many  of  the  newer 
doubles,  however,  have  proved 
popular  even  with  those  who  des- 
pised the  old  kinds.  To  a  much  less 
double  and  more  open  form  there 
has  been  added  the  attraction  of 
two-toned  color  eftects.  Sometimes 
the  colors  make  a  striking  contrast, 
as  in  Mary  Copeland,  a  pure  white 


interspersed  with  shorter  petals  of 
bright  red.  In  others,  such  as 
Twink  and  Livia,  they  harmonize 
delightfully.  The  smaller-flowered, 
pure  white  doubles,  like  Snow 
Sprite  and  Daphne  which  is  sweet 
scented,  are  so  daintily  beautiful 
that  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  any-  ' 
one  to  whom  they  would  not  appeal. 

The  new  DaflFodils  which  have 
been  mentioned  here,  while  some  of 
them  are  as  yet  quite  costly,  are  all 
being  commercially  grown  in  this 
country  and  are  not  culled  from 
the  collections  of  wealthy  fanciers. 
They  are  available  now,  and  will 
yearly  become  more  so  at  decreas- 
ing prices,  as  American  Daffodil 
culture  gets  into  full  swing.  Large 
areas  in  several  sections  of  the 
country  are  already  devoted  to 
bulb  growing,  but  the  Pacific 
Northwest  has  taken  the  lead,  and 
seems  likely  to  hold  it.  Modern 
machinery,  much  of  it  developed 
by  the  Dutch  growers  themselves, 
has  contributed  to  the  friendly 
rivalry  which  exists  between  them 
and  the  American  bulb  growers, 
who  have  been  their  best  customers 
for  the  scores  of  superior  new  kinds 
not  yet  generally  introduced. 

Already  a  number  of  worthwhile 
American  varieties  have  been  in- 
troduced, and  in  a  few  years  these 
will  be  followed  by  scores  of  others. 

\\  ill  American  hybridizers  and 
growers,  once  started,  be  able  to  do 
for  the  Daffodil  what  they  have 
done  for  the  Gladiolus,  the  Iris, 
and  the  Rose?  The  Daffodil  shows 
of  the  next  few  years  will  give  the 
answer.  But  in  the  meantime  we 
now  have  available  the  accumu- 
lated treasures  of  years  of  breeding 
abroad,  and  wait  only  for  the 
chance  to  make  use  of  them. 


RETICENT  RADIOS 
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other,  even  great  volumes  of  sound 
will  not  conflict;  but  if  there  should 
be  danger  of  noise  penetration,  the 
controls  can  always  be  set  to  modify 
the  production. 

New  ideas  are  being  offered  in 
radio  cabinets.  There  is  the  in- 
expensive portable  instrument  so 
well  adapted  for  use  in  the  chil- 
dren's playroom  and  in  the  chauf- 
feur's sanctum.  These  midgets  are 
inexpensive  and  call  for  no  con- 
trivance other  than  a  wall  plug. 

Then,  too,  there  is  the  familiar 
"remote  control."  By  means  of  a 
portable  key  box,  one  may  sit  in 
comfort  and  change  broadcasting 
stations  without  leaving  one's  arm- 
chair, or,  in  the  privacy  of  one's 
own  room,  control  the  instrument 
downstairs  in  the  library,  thereby 
pleasing  one's  taste  in  music  and 
guaranteeing  to  the  rest  of  the 
family  the  best  of  all  possible  pro- 


grammes 


For  those  whose  lives  are 
restricted  to  the  house,  a  radio  set 
is  sometimes  a  very  real  source  of 
life.  Old  people  who  mighr  other- 
wise miss  much  of  their  former 
enjoyment  of  music,  drama,  travel, 
and  so  forth,  can  keep  in  touch  with 
everything;  those  who  are  housed 


through  illness  are  cheered  and 
often  stimulated  to  quicker  re- 
covery; and  the  children  don't 
mind  a  rainy  day  when  they  can 
have  a  radio  to  turn  on  and  off  at 
their  own  discretion.  In  both  the 
first  two  instances  the  remote 
control  box,  obviating  the  necessity 
for  getting  up  to  adjust  the  dial, 
can  be  the  means  of  the  greatest 
comfort. 

The  cost  of  radio  installation  is 
remarkably  little,  and  when  three 
or  more  instruments  are  bought 
from  the  same  dealer  a  reduction 
in  price  is  usual.  Leading  artists 
are  designing  beautiful  furniture 
for  the  housing  of  radios  of  all 
sizes  and  descriptions,  and  the 
tendency  seems  to  be  quite  def- 
initely towards  concealment  in 
some  small  compartment  of  a  desk 
or  bookcase  rather  than  in  the 
direction  of  large  cabinets  for  radio 
only.  \\  here  the  instrument  is  given 
the  importance  of  a  piece  of  furni- 
ture all  to  itself,  we  have,  instead  of 
the  conspicuous  and  unsightly 
cabinets  of  former  years,  fine  pieces 
in  period  styles,  whose  practicabil- 
ity and  beauty  are  undiminished  by 
the  space  provided  in  them  for  the 
radio  instrument.

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□ N  ROOMS  which  make  use  of  antique 
pieces  of  furniture  and  other  genuinely 
old  articles  of  decoration,  there  is  always 
one  center  of  attraction  to  which  the  ether 
furnishings  more  or  less  play  up.  This  is  not 
done  in  an  obvious  manner,  but  it  is  done  for 
definite  reasons.  It  is  impossible,  where  one  or 
more  fine  antiques  are  to  be  used,  to  plan  a 
room  in  advance  of  their  purchase  and  then  go 
out  and  select  to  specification.  The  selection 
must  be  made  first  and  the  room  planned  and 
grouped  about  the  pieces  which  are  to  be  the 
leit  motif  of  the  decoration. 

This  is  undoubtedly  one  reason  why  rooms 
that  express  themselves  in  this  way  are  apt 
to  be  less  standardized  and  more  warmly  hu- 
man than  those  homes  that  spring  full  fur- 
nished into  being  from  a  decorator's  sketch 
leaves.  There  is  opportunity  for  contrast,  foi 
the  anachronistic  effects  that  are  so  often  de- 
lightful when  well  managed,  and  for  a  fuller 
play  of  imagination. 

This  latter  quality  is  usually  provided  by  the 
starting  point.  For  example,  the  lovely  hanging 
Adam  book  shelf  illustrated  was  the  imag- 
inative idea  of  its  eighteenth  century  cabinet- 
maker, and  one  might  seek  in  vain  for  a  dupli- 
cate of  its  rarity.  How  delightful  to  plan  a 
living  room  about  such  things,  combining  them 
with  other  choice  pieces  of  mahogany,  walnut, 
and  satinwood,  a  wing  chair  that  will  repeat 
in  its  upholster}7  of  old  blues  and  soft  greens 
some  of  the  delicate  color  of  the  painted  decor- 
ation. Bits  of  old  Staffordshire  or  porcelain, 
books  in  gold-tooled  mellow  bindings,  minia- 
atures  and  many  treasures  of  small  size  that 
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The  simplicity  and 
sturdy  lines  of  the  an- 
tique zvoodzcork  domi- 
nate the  decorations  in 
this  French  living  room 
and  form  a  restful 
background  for  the 
embroideries,  gilding, 
and  painting  of  the  fur- 
niture and  ornaments

naturally  accumulate  in  a  charming 
home  need  such  a  setting  to  become 
part  of  a  room;  therefore  one  starts 
with  both  a  practical  and  an  artistic 
objective,  in  the  case  of  the  book 
shelves,  which  makes  their  part  in 
any  scheme  easy  to  handle  with  in- 
telligent interest. 

Sometimes  a  purely  ornamental 
key  will  establish  the  character  and 
color  of  a  room,  as  in  the  instance 
of  a  portrait.  Among  all  the  en- 
chanting inheritances  of  the  past 
from  which  to  create  interiors  for 
the  future,  there  is  no  more  domin- 
ant or  simple  way  to  individualize 
a  room  than  by  a  well-placed  por- 
trait of  full  color  and  depth  of  tone. 
1  hese  quietly  delightful  members  of 
the  family — or  guests,  as  the  case 
may  be — never  seem  to  intrude  their 
personalities  unduly  and  they  do 
confer  a  warmth  and  interest  which 
nothing  else  quite  gives.  A  portrait 
will  often  hold  together  scattered 
color  in  a  room  done  in  light  shades, 
and  it  will  also  give  brilliance  to  an 
interior  in  which  the  somewhat 
somber  types  of  Elizabethan  or 
Cromwelhan  furniture  are  used. 

The  painting  of  the  gay  old  sea 
dog,  Sir  Edward  Hughes,  which  is 
here  reproduced,  is  the  perfect  illus- 
tration of  this  argument.  It  is  too 
bad  that  the  red  of  his  coat,  the 
blue  of  his  ribbon,  the  gold,  the 


embroideries,  and  his  port-ruddied 
complexion  must  be  taken  for 
granted,  for  here  is  a  picture  full  of 
Georgian  vigor  and  ripeness.  To  ad- 
mire it  is  to  start  building  in  one's 
imagination  the  luxurious,  mellow, 
beautiful  living  room  of  the  day 
which  produced  standards  of  art 
and  living  to  which  we  now  look 
vainly  back. 

This  is  true  also  of  the  distin- 
guished Queen  Anne  settee  and  the 
unusual  desk  we  have  chosen  as 
noteworthy.  Both  have  a  quality 
which  stirs  the  imagination.  Here 
are  no  routine  productions  relying 
upon  age  to  give  them  dignity.  Thev 
have  opulent  rhythm  and  individ- 
ual character  which  mark  them  as 
definitely  rare,  the  inspiration  for 
an  assembly  of  kindred  furnishings. 
They  convey  to  a  room  intangibil- 
ities which,  for  want  of  a  better 
word,  we  are  pleased  to  call  atmos- 
phere, a  term  which  in  this  connec- 
tion connotes  memory,  association, 
and  appreciation  of  intrinsic  values 
in  the  art  of  living. 

The  lav  person  is  usually  some- 
what deficient  in  the  art  of  visual- 
ization. If  you  would  ask  him  what 
kind  of  rooms  he  would  have — pro- 
vided a  kindly  fortune  allowed  him 
just  what  he  would  wish  for — he 
would  most  probably  reply  in  the 
vaguest  manner,  speaking  indefin-

An  antique  Carlton  House  desk  of  satinwood  is  among 
the  rarities  that  may  be  suggested  as  having  in  itself 
sufficient  importance  to  justify  it  as  a  decorative  focus 


itely  as  to  walls  and  draperies.  But 
when  he  is  actually  confronted 
with  the  fascinating  reality  of  beau- 
tiful old  things  in  the  famous  shops 
of  New  York  where  antiques  are 
assembled,  he  will  recognize  imme- 
diately those  objects  which  are 
expressions  of  his  own  taste  and 
which  would  be  a  starting  point 
for  his  imagination  in  planning  his 
home  interiors. 

If  one  has  but  one  authentic  piece, 
be  it  furniture,  portrait,  or  tapestry, 
provided  it  is  of  decorative  scale 
and  importance,  it  is  sufficient  to 
characterize  a  room  and  to  give  it 
distinction  if  other  furnishings  are 
selected  in  key  and  with  a  view  to 
making  it  the  dominant  center  of 
decoration.  Sometimes  this  will  be 
established  by  an  architectural  de- 
tail, such  as  paneling,  a  mantel,  or 
such  an  alcove  framework  as  that 
shown  in  the  beautifully  planned 
Louis  XV  bedroom  here  shown. 
Both  the  paneled  doors  and  the 
framework  came  from  an  old  house 
in  France,  and  have  the  simplicity 
and  refinement  so  preferable  to  the 
more  ornate  styles  of  the  period. 

lWith  this  a  Zuber  wallpaper  in  soft 
cheerful  shades  of  blue  and  rose 
provides  an  allover  pattern  that 
contrasts  pleasantly  with  the  plain 
spaces  of  woodwork.  Here  we  have 
the  scene  nicely  set  for  assembling 
other  requirements  in  harmony. 
The  Louis  XV  bed  chosen  for  its 
genuinely  old  frame  is  in  low-keyed 
white  with  blue  ornamentation 
which  echoes  the  blue  in  the  wall- 
paper, while  the  curtains  of  taffeta 
repeat  its  rose  color.  Poudreuse  and 
bureau  desk,  also  Louis  XV  in  style, 
are  reproductions  executed  with  the 
fine  style  and  carftsmanship  which 
are  still  understood  and  practiced 
abroad  by  men  to  whom  the  tradi- 
tion has  descended,  usually  by  way 
of  their  own  ancestors. 

No  people  have  understood  so 
well  as  the  French,  with  their  love 
for  formal  elegance,  how  to  deepen 
the  intimacy  and  reticence  of  rooms. 


The  use  of  recessed  alcoves  and 
window  spaces  are  two  devices 
which  effect  this,  and  are  worth 
more  consideration  from  modern 
architects  and  decorators  because 
we  are  so  much  at  the  mercy  of  the 
world  to-day  in  our  goings  forth. 
Our  nerves  are  continuously  rasped 
by  unsightly, over-mechanized  pros- 
pects and  by  sounds  from  which 
our  ears  do  not  suffer  the  less  be- 
cause it  may  be  the  hum  of  pros- 
perity. When  we  withdraw  from  all 
this  within  our  house  walls,  we 
need  a  deeper  sense  of  separation 
in  symbols  and  in  fact.  A  sense  of 
layers  of  thickness  between  oneself 
and  the  outside  world  is  exceedingly 
restful  and,  when  it  is  properly  ex- 
pressed by  architectural  detail,  gives 
an  exquisite  serenity  to  our  rooms. 

For  example,  the  living  room 
shown,  which  is  also  in  the  French 
manner,  has  its  furniture  grouped 
against  a  background  of  Louis  XV 
carved  oak  boiserie  containing  the 
original  hardware  mantel  and  shut- 
ters. Toile  de  Jouy  wall  panels 
furnish  a  colorful  continuity  for  the 
spaces  between  the  woodwork.  Here 
the  deep  windows,  with  their  firm 
old  shutters,  keep  the  world  at  a 
distance,  while  bridge  and  conversa- 
tion are  enjoyed  at  the  comfortable 
fireside. 

The  needlepoint  covering  of  the 
fanteuil,  the  carving  of  the  Regency 
mirror  and  of  the  console,  and  t|ie 
perfection  of  the  card  table  are 
further  instances  of  the  still  existing 
craftsmanship  mentioned  above. 
The  furnishings  of  this  living  room 
are,  with  one  or  two  exceptions, 
entirely  modern,  yet  so  beautifully 
and  accurately  have  the  originals 
been  copied  that  one  needs  a  highly 
trained  perception  to  be  sure  they 
are  not  originals.  To  all  intents  and 
purposes  they  are  entirely  satisfac- 
tory, and  do  not  suffer  by  compari- 
son when  genuine  antiques  are 
introduced;  and  this,  after  all,  is 
the  main  consideration  for  the 
beautiful  home.

ANEW  crew  of  mariners  now  haunts  the 
little-known  ports  of  the  Spanish 
Main  and  southward  to  the  colorful 
harbors  of  South  America — exotic  Rio,  Buenos 
Aires,  and  Montevideo.  No  ancient  mariners 
these  with  weather-beaten  faces,  hands  cal- 
loused from  ropes,  and  with  the  roll  of  the  sea 
in  their  walk  and  a  salt  tang  in  their  talk.  The 
new  breed  are  a  young  lot,  sunburned,  khaki- 
clad,  with  the  keen  look  of  the  eagle  in  their 
eyes;  mariners  trained  to  gauge  air  currents 
rather  than  the  whimsies  of  the  sea,  to  consider 
distance  in  terms  of  hours  instead  of  days. 

Hardly  a  considerable  port  throughout  the 
West  Indies,  Central,  or  South  America  but 
knows  mail-plane  pilots,  since  flying  brought 
this  new  type  to  cities  all  the  way  from  Havana 
to  Para  and  Fernambuco. 

With  Captain  Ed  Musick,  veteran  pilot  of 
the  Pan-American  Airways,  at  the  controls, 


we  took  off"  from  Havana  one  day,  he  to  carry 
on  his  every-day  work  of  delivering  the  mails 
through  the  Americas;  I,  to  rediscover  the 
lands  of  Columbus.  Along  the  north  coast  of 
Cuba,  which  Columbus  described  as  "the 
loveliest  land  that  human  eyes  have  ever 
seen,"  we  winged  our  way  over  land-locked 
bays  entered  through  winding  channels;  over 
tropical  vegetation  as  luxuriant  in  places  as 
Amazon  jungles;  above  pastel-colored  little 
Cuban  towns  and  cities  clustered  about  the 
spire  of  a  cathedral;  over  farmlands  in  varie- 
gated geometrical  designs,  and  great  stretches 
of  cane  fields  with  the  smoke  of  a  sugar  mill 
rising  near  by;  over  herds  of  cattle  which  scat- 
tered nervously  as  the  roar  of  the  motors 
above  them  increased  in  volume. 

Along  the  route  we  pass  Matanzas,  about 
seventy  miles  from  Havana  near  the  famous 
Yumuri  Valley — a  typical  Spanish  town,  age 


old,  having  a  cathedral  with  walls  ten  feet 
thick  that  were  built  to  withstand  the  ravages 
of  time;  thirty  miles  to  the  eastward,  Cardenas 
on  Cardenas  Bay,  where  turquoise-blue  waters 
and  white  sand  have  made  Varadero  Beach 
famous  as  la  playa  azul.  A  peculiar  phenom- 
enon of  this  harbor  is  the  fresh  water  which 
gushes  up  from  subterranean  rivers.  Further 
along  we  fly  low  over  Isabella  de  Sagua,  a 
town  built  on  stilts  on  the  Sagua  la  Grande 
River,  with  its  ancient  looped  tower  built  as 
protection  against  sea  raiders;  Caibarien  and 
Nuevitas,  where  sponge  fishing  is  an  important 
industry. 

Soon  our  trail  turns  inland,  past  grazing 
lands  and  high  hills  of  the  province  of  Cama- 
guey,  for  our  only  other  Cuban  stop — the  old 
city  of  Camaguey,  in  the  heart  of  the  cane  and 
cattle-raising  country.  This  point  is  a  junction 
for  central  Cuba,  where  planes  are  refueled 
and  mail  exchanged. 

Early  next  morning — so  early  that  the  dew 
still  glistened  upon  thousands  of  spider  webs 
on  the  grass  at  the  air  port — the  start  for 
Port  au  Prince,  Haiti,  was  made.  Our  way  lay 
over  the  high  mountains  of  Oriente  Province 
southeastward  to  Santiago  de  Cuba,  on  the 
magnificent  bay  lying  below  that  San  Juan  Hill 
made  famous  by  the  Rough  Riders — an  im- 
pressively large  city  substantially  built. 
Then  we  followed  the  rugged  coastline  east- 
ward, catching  a  glimpse  of  land-locked

Guantanamo  Bay,  with  a  number  of  ships  of 
the  Fleet  lying  at  anchor. 

Soon  before  us  loomed  the  coast  of  Gonaive, 
where  a  white  Marine,  Sergeant  Wirkus,  for- 
merly reigned  over  the  blacks.  The  large  primi- 
tive island  of  Gonaive,  where  flora  and  fauna 
of  prehistoric  days  may  still  be  found,  protects 
the  harbor  of  Port  au  Prince,  Haiti,  our  next 
descent  and  where  we  stopped  for  lunch.  It 
was  market  day  and  the  narrow  streets  were 
thronged  with  natives,  who  had  tramped  or 
ridden  diminutive  burros  from  their  mountain 
huts  to  trade  their  few  products  for  cheap 
wares  at  the  market.  All  the  trading  is  done 
by  the  women,  who  squat  on  tiny  stools  along 
the  walks,  describing  the  virtues  of  their 
hens  or  black  pigs  or  garden  greens  in  the 
French  patois  which  is  the  native  tongue. 

All  the  brooding  mystery  of  Haiti  pervades, 
like  a  presence,  the  peaceful  street  scenes  of 
Port  au  Prince.  The  natives  grin  amiably  with 
a  flash  of  their  white  teeth  at  the  strangers, 
even  while  speculation  is  rife  among  the  whites 
as  to  the  incendiarism  of  the  home  of  the 
Marine  Commander  the  night  before.  Near  the 
domed  Presidential  Palace  stand  wooden 
shacks  leaning  crazily  beneath  the  weight  of 
years.  Along  the  winding  steep  streets,  huts 
alternate  with  large  Normandy  chateaux, 
once  the  centers  of  great  estates,  behind 
pastel-colored  walls  over  which  tumble  the 
bright  blossoms  of  bougainvillea,  of  flamboy- 
ants and  hibiscus  in  riotous  color. 

Viewed  from  the  air,  Port  au  Prince  iay 
below  us  cuddled  between  the  hills  and  the 
harbor.  Eastward  we  crossed  a  map  of  kaleido- 
scopic colors,  a  great  cul-de-sac  plain  criss- 
crossed with  cultivation;  past  great  Lac  del 
Fondo  and  Lac  Enriquillo  far  below  sea  level, 
where  crocodiles  sunned  themselves  on  the  salt 
marsh;  over  a  flock  of  flamingos  rosy  red  as 
they  wheeled  in  formation  above  the  coastline. 


Then  down  at  Santo  Domingo,  oldest  set- 
tlement of  the  white  man  in  the  new  world, 
city  of  ancient  cathedrals,  where  one  steps 
back  from  the  French  of  Haiti  to  the  realm  of 
Old  Spain — just  the  different  ends  of  one 
island.  At  Santo  Domingo  we  shipped  two 
passengers — a  mother  and  nine-months-old 
baby,  who  were  returning  to  their  home  in 
Porto  Rico  by  this  time-saving  method  that 
obviates  most  of  the  difficulties  of  a  long  trip 
with  an  infant  (four  hours  instead  of  over- 
night), and  how  this  modern  baby  loved  the 
flight! 

\\  e  followed  the  picturesque  coastline  for  a 
time,  watching  the  vari-hued  waters;  the  bright 
strip  of  green  along  the  coast;  the  deep  blue  of 
the  sea  ruffled  by  the  balmy  trade  winds  into 
little  sparkling  whitecaps  dancing  in  the  sun- 
shine. Almost  too  soon  the  island  of  Mona, 
palm  fringed,  appeared  in  Mona  Passage 
between  the  islands,  signal  of  the  near  ap- 
proach to  Porto  Rico.  With  grim  old  El  Morro 
as  a  landmark,  San  Juan  in  its  charming  har- 
bor acts  as  a  magnet  to  draw  our  plane  to 
earth.  Half  new,  half  old  is  San  Juan,  strikingly 


Spanish  as  compared  with  the  touch  of  French 
encountered  in  Haiti.  In  the  moat  of  old 
Morro,  the  four-hundred-year-old  fortress 
which  has  repulsed  many  an  ancient  enemy, 
modern  youngsters  play  tennis  while  their 
elders  golf  on  the  grassy  approach.  Old 
Fortaleza,  in  use  since  1639  and  now  the  home 
of  Governor  Theodore  Roosevelt,  houses 
candelabra  and  other  gifts  presented  by 
Queen  Isabella  to  Ponce  de  Leon,  rubbing 
shoulders  with  trophies  from  Africa  of  the 
dynamic  Roosevelt  father.  Everywhere  lurks 
the  memory  of  the  conquistadores  of  centuries 
ago,  even  while  a  modern  Spanish  city  is  grow- 
ing apace.

You  can  never  ^SSSS^SSS^S  v-BarGreembimsa 


Come 


Into  the  Garden 


with  LEONARD  BARRON 


'I  I  "HE  diversity  of  habit,  the  variation 
I  I  of  form,  that  is  found  in  our  native 
|  I  Elm  was  referred  to  in  this  page  in 
the  January  issue.  This  variation  in  character 
gives  the  planter  a  wide  selection  of  choice  of 
trees  for,  particular  situations.  The  wider 
spreading,  types  of  trees  are  thoroughly  ap- 
preciated as  anyone  familiar  with  the  New 
England  landscape  will  recognize.  Fastigiate 
or  upright  growing  variations  of  normally 
wide-spreading  trees  are  worth  considering 
not  only  for  planting  in  the  more  restricted 
garden  areas  but  because  they  are  particularly 
fitted  for  street  planting.  Unless  the  street  it- 
self is  unusually  wide,  the  normal  wide- 
spreading  tree  is  in  danger  of  becoming  in  time 
almost  too  much  of  a  good  thing.  There  are 
practical  factors  to  be  considered  in  selecting 
the  tree  for  street  planting.  A  very  wide- 
spreading  tree,  while  it  may  give  welcome 
shade  in  the  extreme  heat  of  midsummer  may 
also  darken  the  street  and  even  seriously 
interfere  with  the  admission  of 
light  on  the  abutting  house,  de- 
pending of  course  on  the  exposure 
and  general  situation.  If  planted  far 
enough  apart  to  be  properly  set 
at  maturity,  the  early  stages  of 
such  trees'  existence  are  not  likely 
to  be  satisfactory  to  anybody.  1  he 
scientific  method  would  be  to  plant 
thickly  and  thin  out,  thus  always 
maintaining  a  proper  relation  of 
both  size  and  number  of  trees  as 
they  develop.  It  is  a  nice  theory 
but  it  doesn't  work  out  in  prac- 
tice. So  the  upright  or  fastigiate 
tree  which  never  makes  a  wide 
spread  has  many  factors  in  its 
favor  for  street  planting. 

In  the  earlier  issue  of  this  mag- 
azine just  referred  to,  one  form  of 
upright  type  of  the  native  Elm  was 
illustrated — the  Moline — which  has 
led  to  my  attention  being  called  to 
yet  another  upright  form  known  as 
the  Lake  City  Elm,  of  which  a 
photograph  has  been  kindly  sent 
me  and  is  here  reproduced.  1  he 
Lake  City  Elm  obviously  differs 
from  the  Moline  variety,  and  it  is 
claimed  that  it  has  certain  advan- 
tages that  are  adapted  particularly 
well  to  more  northern  and  trying 
climates.  It  appeared,  I  believe,  as 
a  chance  seedling  growing  outside 
a  residence  at  Lake  City,  Minne- 
sota. I  am  not  surprised  that  the 
Lake  City  Nurseries  was  attracted 
to  the  tree.  As  the  picture  shows, 
it  is  an  upright,  closely  branched 
type  resembling  the  Moline  Elm. 
It  is  claimed  that  its  peculiar  rough 
bark  is  a  protection  against  sun- 
scald  to  which  the  Moline  is  sub- 
ject in  some  situations.  That,  too, 
has  been  my  experience. 

For  street  tree  planting  the  more  compact, 
upright  types  are  favored  if  only  for  the  reason 
that  they  require  no  pruning  and  trimming. 
Compactness  is  characteristic  of  the  tree  itself. 
As  in  the  case  with  any  particular  variety, 
propagation  must  be  by  budding  on  native 
seedling  stock. 

There  can  be  very  little  question  but  that 
the  Norway  Maple  has  been  far  too  commonly 
used  as  a  street  tree.  It  suffers  from  its  own 
good  quality,  as  does  the  California  Privet. 
Because  it  will  grow  anywhere  and  easily  it  is 
used  too  frequently  and  promiscuously.  There

are  upright  forms  of  the  Maple  and  other  trees 
too  that  are  worth  thinking  of  when  planting 
is  to  be  made  in  a  restricted  place.  In  the  New 
England  States  the  upright  forms  of  the 
American  Elm  will  perhaps  not  have  so  much 
value  as  they  have  in  the  farther  western  and 
northern  regions.  The  English  Elm  is  well 
fitted  for  the  eastern  states,  and  is  a  thoroughly 
satisfactory  tree. 

A  Horticultural  Census 

ithin  a  short  time  there  should  be  forth- 
coming from  Washington  information  that 
represents  a  unique,  significant,  and  exception- 
ally valuable  tribute  to  American  horticulture. 


This  information  is  the  published  result  of  the 
most  detailed  and  most  comprehensive  survey 
of  the  country's  horticultural  production 
activities  ever  made.  Heretofore  each  de- 
cennial census  of  agriculture,  where  it  has 
given  any  consideration  at  all  to  horticulture, 
has  combined  all  the  information  secured 
within  two  or  three  enveloping  items,  the 
figures  being  so  general  as  to  be  of  little  value 
and,  probably,  even  less  accuracy. 

For  some  months  prior  to  the  taking  of  the 
1930  census,  representatives  and  journals  of 
the  florist,  nursery,  seed,  and  bulb  trades 
appealed  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  to  give 
horticulture  the  recognition  its  extent  and 
importance  merit,  and  more  generous  repre- 
sentation on  the  agricultural  schedules.  Cir- 
cumstances rendering  this  impracticable,  the 
Bureau  finally  did  even  more  by  agreeing  to 
take  by  mail  a  special  census  of  the  entire 
industry,  provided  the  members,  organiza- 
tions and  press  of  the  several  trades  involved 
would  lend  their  full  cooperation. 

Beginning  early  in  May,  1930,  three 
months  were  given  to  preliminary- 
work,  including  the  compilation  of  a 
mailing  list  of  some  85,000  commer- 
cial horticultural  names,  and  the 
preparation  of  six  detailed  schedules 
or  questionnaires  for  florists  (and  veg- 
etable growers  under  glass),  nurseries, 
bulb  farms,  seed  farms,  blueberry 
growers,  and  mushroom  growers,  and 
the  industry  was  combed  for  data 
that  would  answer  the  basic  ques- 
tions: What  was  the  investment  in 
ornamental  horticulture  in  1929? 
\\  hat  horticultural  products  were  pro- 
duced in  that  year,  in  what  quantity, 
of  what  value,  and   at  what  cost? 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1930 
approximately  #40,000  was  spent  by 
the  Government  in  preliminary  work 
and  the  collection  of  reports.  In  con- 
sequence it  is  anticipated  that  by  the 
summer  of  1931  there  will  be  available 
for  the  country,  for  the  several  states 
— and,  possibly,  in  some  cases  for 
even  smaller  divisions — statistical  ma- 
terial that  will  give  a  new,  illuminating, 
and  probably  astonishing  demonstra- 
tion of  what  the  business  of  horticul- 
ture amounts  to. 

With  such  figures  made  available  by 
the  United  States  Government  as  part 
of  the  15th  Decennial  Census  author- 
ized by  Act  of  Congress,  horticulture 
and  its  votaries  will  have  new  cause 
to  be  proud  of  its  magnitude  and  its 
accomplishments;  they  will  have  con- 
crete evidence  with  which  to  support 
their  just  claims  for  recognition  and 
consideration  in  matters  of  legisla- 
tion, appropriations,  quarantine  regu- 
lations, and  the  like;  and,  finally,  they 
will  receive  the  sort  of  encouragement 
and  inspiration  that  is  needed  to 
carry  them  forward  to  still  greater  heights 
of  achievement.

I  this  year.  One  Guernsey  breeder 
writes:  "The  seventeenth  heifer  calf  out  of  a 
possible  twenty  arrived  to-day.  This  equals  the 
entire  female  calf  crop  of  the  past  three  years." 
A  Jersey  breeder  says:  "We  have  had  an 
eighty  per  cent  heifer  crop  for  the  past  six 
months,  and  our  barns  are  crowded.  It  looks 
as  though  we  would  have  a  surplus  of  females 
for  the  first  time  in  five  years.  As  a  rule,  we 
have  had  more  male  than  female  calves."  From 
three  other  farms  has  come  word  that  the  yield 
has  been  from  fifty  to  sixty  per  cent  above  the 
average.  As  these  reports  are  from  outstanding 
breed  nurseries  which  are  the  source  of  the 
quality  supply  of  breeding  animals,  the  in- 
creases represent  a  substantial  gain  to  the 
industry  as  well  as  the  individual.  A  country 
gentleman  who  has  given  considerable  time  to 
a  study  of  the  question  says  that  climatic  con- 
ditions are  a  factor  in  sex  determination.

It  is 
general,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  weather 
is  an  important  factor.

I  found 
upon  investigation  a  surplus  male  population 
in  all  breeds;  and  it  is  now  becoming  increas- 
ingly apparent  that  the  reverse  is  generally 
true.  It  may  interest  live-stock  fanciers  to 
know  that,  in  my  home  town,  more  than  sixty 
per  cent  of  the  infants  born  since  September 
first  have  been  females.  Whether  the  proud 
parents  had  sex  preferences  or  not,  I  cannot 
say;  but  I  do  know  that  dairy  cattle  breeders 
have  and  welcome  the  change,  and  hope  that 
the  weather  will  continue  to  favor  the  female 
of  the  species  for  some  time  to  come." 

Lhirteen  foundation  cows  in  the  Hill  Girt 
herd  of  H.  G.  Haskell,  Cossart,  Pa.,  eight  of 
which  are  still  living,  have  produced  ninety- 
nine  progeny.  Among  them  Helen  of  Hill  Girt, 
a  descendant  of  Glenwood  Boy  of  H addon,  is 
outstanding.  She  has  three  A.  R.  records,  one 
of  over  700  pounds  of  butter  fat,  and  is  the 
dam  of  five  sons  and  seven  daughters.  She  was 
born  in  1916,  and  has  had  a  living  calf  every 
year  since  she  dropped  her  first  in  1918.  Her 
last,  a  son,  Golden  Tora  by  Golden  Search- 
light, is  a  herd  sire. 

Helen's  oldest  daughter,  Elen  of  Hill  Girt, 
dropped  in  1921,  has  two  A.  R.  records  and 
three  sons  and  four  daughters.  Mixter  Dora, 
another  foundation  cow,  is  a  daughter  of 
Langwater  Demonstrator.  She  was  born  in 
January,  191 4,  and  has  recently  dropped  her 
eleventh  calf.  Ultra  Golda,  a  noted  daughter 
of  Ne  Plus  Ultra,  left  her  mark  in  the  herd  as 
the  mother  of  the  foundation  sire,  Merry  Ne 
Plus  Ultra  of  Hill  Girt,  A.  R.  She  had  four 
other  sons  and  a  daughter. 

Quaker  Girl  of  Pencoyd,  A.  R.,  prolific  breed- 
ing cow  in  the  Brookmead  Guernsey  herd  of 
Frank  Graham  Thomson,  Devon,  Pa.,  was  the 
dam  of  twelve  progeny — six  sons  and  six 
daughters.  Two  of  her  sons  are  in  the  Ad- 
vanced Registry — Langwater  Stars  and  Stripes 
2nd  and  Brookmead's  Royal  Master  of  River- 
view.  Two  other  young  sons — Brookmead's 
Arcadian  and  Brookmead's  Frederick — head 
the  herds  of  Cyrus  Williams  in  Three  Lakes, 
Wis.,  and  at  Oaks  Farm,  Cohasset,  Mass. 
Three  daughters — Brookmead's  Quaker  Lady, 
Myrtle,  and  Water  Lily — have  Advanced 
Registry  records  and  are  excellent  mothers. 
Quaker  Girl  of  Pencoyd  was  born  in  January, 
1913,  and  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Thomson 
when  a  heifer.

■     ■    HE  series  of  eastern  shows,  which 
started  with  Baltimore  on  the  6th  and 

L__J  7th  of  February  and  ended  with  Bos- 
ton on  the  23rd,  24th  and  25th  of  the  month, 
definitely  established  one  thing,  and  that  is 
that  interest  in  dogs  is  increasing.  In  the  ter- 
rier breeds,  there  were  not  as  many  new  im- 
portations as  are  usually  brought  out  over  this 
circuit.  We  are  inclined  to  the  belief  that  this 
is  due  more  to  the  fact  that  it  takes  a  better 
terrier  to  win  than  to  the  somewhat  unfavor- 
able business  conditions.  Years  ago  the  word 
imported  was  practically  necessary  in  con- 
nection with  a  really  successful  show  animal  in 
many  breeds.  Big  wins  were  made  year  after 
year  by  English  dogs.  At  Westminster  this 
year  winners  and  reserve  winners  dogs  in  wire- 
haired  fox  terriers  were  taken  by  home-breds; 
reserve  winner  in  bitches  was  a  home-bred. 
Furthermore,  two  American-bred  fox  terriers 
which  were  shown  in  England  during  1930  were 
eminently  successful.  All  in  all  we  are  inclined 
to  consider,  as  one  of  the  most  important  fac- 
tors in  connection  with  the  lack  of  newly  im- 
ported terriers  in  the  terrier  group  at  New 
York,  the  increase  in  quality  in  American- 
breds  and  a  slight  scarcity  of  outstanding 
specimens  from  the  other  side. 

At  Baltimore  that  beautifully  balanced 
English  setter,  Blue  Dan  of  Happy  Valley,  one 
of  the  best  headed  dogs  this  breed  has  ever 
seen,  went  best  in  show.  This  dog  belongs  to 
the  Happy  Valley  Kennels,  owned  by  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  A.  A.  Mitten.  Not  only  was  Blue  Dan 
best  in  show  at  Baltimore,  but  he  was  runner 
up  at  Westminster  to  Pendley  Calling,  the  fox 
terrier,  and  had  the  same  honor  at  Boston  to 
another  fox  terrier,  Weltona  Frizette  of  Wild- 
oaks.  Pendley  Calling  for  the  second  successive 
year  was  best  in  show  in  New  York.  This 
beautifully  made  wirehaired  fox  terrier  bitch, 
belonging  to  the  Blarney  Kennels,  the  property 
of  John  G.  Bates  of  Morristown,  N.  J.,  topped 
an  entry  teeming  with  quality  all  the  way 
through.  In  the  final  analysis  she  was  pressed 
by  Blue  Dan,  but  of  the  two  dogs,  the  wire  was 
declared  the  better.  At  Newark  that  well- 
known  wirehaired  fox  terrier,  Champion  Lone 
Eagle  of  Earlsmoor,  the  property  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Samuel  Milbank,  went  over  the  best  en- 
try of  dogs  that  was  ever  gathered  in  that 
town.  Frank  Spiekerman,  who  for  a  great 
many  years  has  made  history  with  his  Hitofa 
Kennels  at  Greenwich,  Conn.,  has  recently

gone  in  for  Welsh  terriers  and  Scotties,  and 
the  kennel  now  houses  some  extremely  select 
specimens,  one  of  which  is  the  Scottie  Rookery 
Repeater  of  Hitofa,  the  dog  which  handily- 
won  best  in  show  at  New  Haven.  At  Hartford 
and  Boston,  International  Champion  Weltona 
Frizette  of  Wildoaks  swept  the  boards. 

A  best  in  show  contender  that  had  a  great 
deal  to  be  said  for  her  at  Hartford  was  the 
spaniel  bitch  RowclifFe  Miracle  Maid,  belong- 
ing to  J.  Macy  Willets  of  the  Cassilis  Kennels. 
This  bitch  is  a  particularly  attractive  parti- 
colored one  that  ranks  right  at  the  top  of 
her  breed.  At  Boston  Frizette  was  closely 
crowded  by  Blue  Dan  of  Happy  Valley.  Blue 
Dan  had  previously  beaten  O.  B.  Gillman's 
fine  parti-colored  cocker  bitch,  Idahurst  Belle 
II,  a  really  gorgeous  cocker.  While  I  have  seen 
her  show  in  better  form  than  she  exhibited  at 
Boston,  nevertheless  she  was  worthy  of  careful 
thought.  Another  dog  that  appealed  to  all 
very  strongly  was  George  S.  West's  beautiful 
greyhound,  Gamecock  Duke  of  Wales.  He  is 
the  type  of  greyhound  we  are  after. 

Just  as  Westminster  was  a  repeat  of  last 
year  for  Pendley  Calling,  so  Boston  was  a  re- 
peat for  Weltona  Frizette. 

A  feature  of  more  than  passing  interest  in 
connection  with  the  Boston  show  was  the  ad- 
ditional entertainment  provided  by  sheepdog 
trials,  whippet  races,  and  the  Byrd  dog  team. 
The  sheepdog  trials  were  won  by  Preston 
Davenport's  extremely  accurate  worker 
Spotty;  this  bitch  gave  a  masterly  exhibition. 
Frederick  R.  Eddington  got  the  call  in  the 
whippet  races  with  his  newly  imported  Nyl- 
gha;  but  it  was  not  until  the  team  of  Labra- 
dor huskies,  driven  by  Ed.  E.  Goodale  of 
Ipswich,  Mass.,  made  the  round  of  the  arena 
that  the  house  became  really  enthusiastic. 
These  dogs  carried  the  members  of  the  Gould 
Geographical  Survey,  which  was  a  part  of  Ad- 
miral Byrd's  scientific  expedition  in  the  Ant- 
arctic, to  within  247  miles  of  the  South  Pole. 
They  were  present  during  the  three  days  of  the 
show,  getting  their  share  of  petting  from  the 
passersby,  and  incidentally  their  share  of  food 
from  everybody  in  the  building,  as  all  seemed 
to  feel  that  the  proper  thing  to  do  was  to  toss 
them  something  to  eat. 

The  whole  circuit  showed  that  there  is  an 
increase  in  interest  and  that  the  general  public 
is  becoming  more  dog  minded  and  dog  con- 
scious all  the  time.  This  is  highly  important 
in  the  interest  of  pure-bred  dogs  in  America

I  I  HERE  are  so  many  interesting  things  to  tell  you  about 
Milestone  House,  the  residence  of  Lurelle  Van  Arsdale 

I— I  Guild  at  Xoroton,  Connecticut,  that  I  hardly  know- 
where  to  begin.  It  is  so  completely  of  another  day,  both  archi- 
tecturally and  decoratively,  that  stepping  in  at  its  open  door 
is  like  passing  into  another  century.  In  a  few  seconds  of  time 
we  are  removed  from  the  modern  world  of  skyscrapers,  motors, 
and  airplanes  and  find  ourselves  in  antiquity,  where  ancient 
furniture  dreams  in  the  peace  of  faded  tones  and  dusky  rooms 
just  as  it  might  have  on  an  autumn  afternoon  in  the  seven- 
teenth century.  Like  the  hero  of  "Berkeley  Square"  we  find 
that  we,  too,  prefer  a  house  where  woodfires  crumble  to  ashes 
on  deep  hearths,  tall  clocks  tick  the  hours  away,  and  twilight 
falls  on  portraits  of  men  and  women  in  powder  and  periwigs, 
brocades  and  satins,  who  knew  this  country  when  it  was  young. 

Since  all  perfect  things  exist  in  the  mind  first  and  vision 
comes  before  achievement,  we  are  not  surprised  to  learn  that 


Lurelle  Guild — an  artist  by  profession,  an  antiquarian  by 
choice — visualized  this  house  and  its  furnishings  many  years 
before  it  took  shape.  From  boyhood  he  has  been  interested  in 
all  the  objects  which  have  to  do  with  the  early  days  of  America, 
spending  much  ot  his  spare  time  scouring  the  countrvside  of 
Connecticut,  and  sometimes  going  further  afield  in  New 
England  in  search  of  treasures.  Now  they  are  all  installed  in  his 
own  house  and  the  structure  makes  such  a  perfect  background 
for  them  that  the  collection  is,  in  its  own  way,  as  notable  a 
gathering  and  achievement  in  Early  American  arrangement  as 
that  at  the  \\  ayside  Inn,  or  in  some  of  the  various  "American 
Wings"  of  our  museums. 

Three  years  ago  Mr.  Guild  found  an  ancient  house  for  sale 
in  the  town  of  Stratford,  Connecticut.  Although  it  was  some- 
what out  of  repair  it  was  structurally  sound  and  strong.  Local 
history  showed  that  it  had  been  built  about  1690.  Mr.  Guild

\^~hile  Lurelle  Van  Arsdale  Guild  is  officially  an  artist, 
be  is  at  heart  aa  antiquarian.  Antiques  are  his  bobby  and 
bis  deligbt.  As  a  proof  of  tbis  be  is  busy  assembling  on 
bis  estate  at  iSoroton.  Conn.,  a  New  England  village  as  it 
was  in  tbe  early  Colonial  days  so  that  future  generations 
can  bave  a  graphic  picture  of  bow  their  ancestors  lived. 
He  has  already  acquired  a  country  store,  a  cburcb.  a  scbool- 
house.  a  fire  bouse — all  of  wbicb  arc  now  being  moved  and 
reassembled  on  Mr.  Guild's  estate.  Tbe  nucleus  of  tbe  vil- 
lage is  tbe  artist  s  own  bouse — "Milestone  1  louse,  built  in 
1690  at  Stratford.  Conn.,  wbicb  is  here  described.  When 
Mr.  Guild's  "model"  village  is  complete,  be  will  tell  its 
storv  in  a  future  issue  of  C  ountrv  Life.

in  Noroton.  Connecticut,  and  the  period,  size,  and  typically 
Connecticut  architecture  of  the  Stratford  house  appealed  to 
him  as  ideal  for  his  purpose,  so  he  finally  acquired  it  and  pre- 
pared to  move  the  old  house  to  its  new  site.  He  was  fortunate 
enough  to  secure  the  enthusiasm  and  cooperation  of  an  able 
builder.  Charles  Kramer,  who  helped  materially  in  bringing 
Mr.  Guild's  plans  to  fruition. 

The  work  of  removal  and  re-erection  was  much  simplified  by 
the  discovery  that  each  timber  in  the  house  had  Roman 
numerals  cut  into  it.  so  by  following  these  numbers  carefully 
there  was  no  difficulty  in  reassembling  the  framework  in  its 
new  location.  These  Roman  numerals  indicate  that  the  timbers 
were  hewn  during  the  winter  in  the  woodlot  where  they  grew, 
and  that  the  logs  were  left  to  ripen  and  weather  for  many 
months  before  they  were  shaped  into  a  house.  The  frame  was 
put  together  with  wooden  pegs,  which  were  all  saved  and  used 
again  when  the  house  was  rebuilt,  the  framework  being  fast- 
ened with  them  as  it  lay  on  the  ground,  and  then  raised  in  four 
cross-sections  to  its  new  position  on  the  foundation  stones. 

When  the  time  came  for  raising  the  framework,  there  was  a 
"raising  bee"  such  as  was  customary  in  early  days,  and  a  tall 


"gin  pole"  was  erected  near  by  with  a 
tackle  block  on  top  through  which  ran 
a  rope  connected  with  the  framework. 
Motor  power  was  supplied  by  a  truck  in 
the  dooryard,  and  men  with  piked  poles 
steadied  each  piece  as  it  rose.  The  house 
was  shingled,  and  these  shingles  proved  to 
be  of  tremendous  size,  each  one  running 
almost  thirty-six  inches  long,  and  having 
an  exposure  of  fourteen  inches  to  the 
weather.  They  are  of  the  native  white 
pine  which  lasts  for  generations,  and  se- 
cure in  their  place  on  the  house  to-day 
seem  likely  to  last  another  century. 

It  required  six  weeks  to  take  the  house 
down,  but  much  longer  to  put  it  up  again. 
Gradually,  however,  it  rose  on  its  foun- 
dations, and  the  original  plan  was  repro- 
duced almost  exactly  as  it  had  been  with 
chimneys,  closets,  and  paneling  complete.  The  summer  kit- 
chen was  changed  into  a  small  library  in  the  new  house,  and 
a  stone  wing  added  to  the  right  of  the  old  structure  for 
service  quarters,  servants'  rooms,  and  so  forth. 

The  narrow  front  hall  is  sheathed  to  the  top  in  time-mellowed 
pine  boards  which  were  in  the  original  house,  and  which,  like 
the  pine  woodwork  in  the  other  rooms,  are  a  beautiful,  dusky, 
tobacco  brown,  toned  by  the  passing  of  years  to  a  color  no  one 
could  reproduce  with  paint  or  stain.  These  boards  are  all 
joined  with  upright  feathered  edges,  a  simple  but  effective  form 
of  finish.  There  is  no  attempt  at  decoration  in  this  early  Amer- 
ican "entry"  except  the  turned  newel  post  and  the  few  pieces 
of  old  furniture,  but  there  is  something  of  far  more  interest 


The  guest  in  Milestone  House  sleeps  se- 
cure under  the  great  beams  of  the  ceiling 
and  the  graceful  canopy  of  tht  antique 
jour-poster.

The  "parlor,"  floored  like 
the  rest  of  the  house  with 
"wide  old  boards,  is  car- 
peted with  hooked  rugs 
and  hung  with  an  ancient 
paper  in  blue,  sepia,  and 
green.  Against  rich  blue- 
green  ■woodwork  a  portrait 
of  Washington  gazes  up- 
on familiar  Chippendale

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than  decoration;  for,  if  you  know  exactly  which  piece  of  finish 
on  the  skirthoard  of  one  of  the  stairs  to  push  aside,  you  may 
raise  a  section  of  paneling  and  reveal  the  presence  of  a  secret 
stairway:  just  rough  steps  built  into  the  masonry  of  the  central 
chimney  which  lead  up  to  the  attic  above.  These  concealed 
stairways  are  a  unique  feature  of  early  houses,  and  tales  of 
Indian  raids  and  hairbreadth  escapes  always  go  with  them. 

On  a  wooden  peg  in  the  lower  hall  hang  the  fireman's  red 
coat,  hat,  old  leather  bucket,  and  long  brass  trumpet,  all 
attributes  of  Mr.  Guild's  particular  hobby — one  of  the  divert- 
ing features  of  the  house  with  which  he  entertains  his  friends. 
Theoretically  he  is  the  "Fire  Chief"  of  a  brigade  which 
functioned  at  a  time  when  streams  of  water  were  thrown  from 
hand  pumps,  and  each  fireman  wore  a  conspicuous  scarlet  hat 
and  coat  and  carried  his  fire  bucket  in  his  hand.  An  early, 
worked-by-hand  engine  stands  in  one  of  the  divisions  of  the 
long  sheds  in  the  rear  of  the  house  (each  one  sheltering  a 


vehicle  of  long  ago)  and  Mr.  Guild  is  assumed 
to  be  ready  to  go  with  his  engine  at  a  moment's 
notice,  his  equipment  on  hand  for  instant  use. 
Each  favored  guest  is  solemnly  nominated  a 
volunteer  member  of  "The  Wideawakes,"  and 
is  given  a  "suitably  engraved  certificate"  with 
his  or  her  name  ("Lady  Member"  if  the  latter) 
written  in.  These  certificates  are  much  prized 
and  hang  framed  in  many  a  studio  and  office. 

Turning  to  the  left  in  the  little  hallway  you 
enter  the  "parlor,"  which  is  the  most  elegant 
and  formally  furnished  room  in  the  house  and 
glows  with  rich  color.  The  wallpaper  is  a  fine 
old  scenic  design  taken  from  an  ancient  house 
with  infinite  care,  and  transferred  to  these 
walls.  It  shows  a  boatload  of  sailors  in  the  fore- 
ground on  a  blue  river  which  flows  down  from 
a  city  of  turrets  and  bridges  in  warm  sepia 
tones,  framed  by  rich  green  foliage  which  sets  ofF  the  romantic 
little  scenes  in  a  highly  decorative  manner.  The  walls  of  this 
room,  like  those  in  the  rest  of  the  house,  are  seven  feet  two 
inches  high,  and  the  wallpaper  extends  from  the  top  of  the 
wainscot  to  the  ceiling,  except  on  the  fireplace  side  which  is 
paneled  from  top  to  bottom.  All  the  woodwork  is  painted  that 
beautiful  shade  of  rich  blue-green  so  beloved  by  our  ancestors. 


I  he  floors  throughout  the  house  are  the  old  ones,  made  of 
wide  boards  toned  by  age,  and  secured  by  the  original  hand- 
wrought  nails.  Every  room  is  spread  with  examples  of  the 
Guilds'  noteworthy  collection  of  old  hooked  rugs. 

Perhaps  the  first  piece  of  furniture  to  catch  one's  eye  in  the 
parlor  is  the  William  and  Mary  escritoire  of  burled  walnut, 
with  a  drop  front  of  one  superb,  inlaid  panel,  and  typical 
trumpet  legs — four  in  front,  two  in  the  back — with  flat, 
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curvilinear  stretchers  and  ball  feet.  The  old  drops  gleam  against 
the  rich,  satiny  wood,  and  the  magnificent  condil  ion  of  the  whole 
piece  places  it  as  one  of  the  treasures  of  the  Guild  collection. 

On  its  top  stands  a  carved  and  gilded  group  of  an  American 
eagle  on  a  pile  of  rocks,  which  is  based  in  turn  on  a  flat  laurel 
wreath.  The  noble  bird  is  remarkably  lifelike  and  naturally 
poised;  it  may  be  that  he  was  carved  by  the  great  Mclntire, 
who  delighted  in  producing  eagles.  There  is  no  record  to  tell 
the  story,  but  it  is  obvious  that  he  was  made  to  honor  some 
significant  date  in  the  early  history  of  our  country. 

A  beautiful  dim  old  lookmg-glass  hanging  on  the  rear  wall 
is  also  a  patriotic  piece,  since  its  frame  displays  a  carved  eagle 
above  a  shield  and  a  heart  which  may  be  emblematic  of  the 
love  the  maker  felt  for  his  struggling  young  country. 

ISefore  the  fire  is  a  long,  Chippendale  sofa  with  a  graceful 
arched  back  and  arms,  and  back  of  it  is  a  small,  six-legged 
walnut  piano  with  delicate  brass  inlay  and  a  yellowing  key- 
board. A  drop-leaf  desk  also  of  walnut  stands  between  the  two 
front  windows,  and  reveals  a  very  interesting  interior  of 
shelves,  pigeonholes  and,  so  we  are  told,  secret  drawers — but 
they  elude  our  most  careful  search.  At  the  windows  long 
draperies  of  golden  brocade  hang  in  deep  swags  over  quaint 
wooden  poles,  painted  a  soft  green  and  touched  with  gilt,  which 
came  from  the  State  Capitol  building  at  Montpelier,  Vermont, 
and  which  Mr.  Guild  owned  for  many  years  before  he  had  a 
place  for  them. 

The  fireplace  is  framed  in  old  Dutch  tiles  of  that  rare  mul- 
berry shade  so  much  more  choice  than  old  blue,  and  deeply 
buried  in  the  great  bed  of  wood  ashes  are  the  curving  legs  of 
acorn-topped  andirons,  while  around  the  hospitable  hearth  is  a 
shining  fender.  On  the  chimney-breast  hangs  a  fine  portrait  of 
George  Washington. 

To  the  right  of  the  hall  is  the  dining  room,  with  a  sheathed 
wall  of  pine  boards  on  its  fireplace  side  and  a  rough  white 
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And  here,  presumably,  is  where  the  Guilds 
and  their  guests  enjoy  themselves,  sitting  on  fine 
old  chairs  around  the  pine  trestle  table.  There  is  a 
gray  floor  with  gay  hand-woven  carpet;  hand- 
hewn  beams  cross  the  ceiling;  a  big  Jireplace 
occupies  one  side;  the  woodwork,  of  vertical 
boards  with  molded  edges,  is  especially  beautiful 


plaster  surface,  faintly  washed  with  blue,  on  the  other  three- 
walls.  The  woodwork  is  specially  beautiful  and  elaborate  in 
this  room,  the  vertical  boards  hav  ing  finely  molded  edges,  and 
1  lie  Kill  pilasters  at  either  side  of  the  fireplace  being  carved 
in  their  capitals  with  the  typical  Connecticut  sunflowers  such 
as  are  seen  on  the  early  chests. 

A  long  pine  trestle  table  stands  in  the  center  of  the  room, 
with  very  early  American  paneled  chairs  around  it,  and  against 
the  rear  wall  is  an  open  dresser  which  reaches  to  the  floor, 
its  scrolled  shelves  holding  a  fine  collection  of  early  pewter 
that  is  displayed  to  great  advantage. 

The  fireplace,  four  feet  seven  inches  wide  and  twenty-three 
inches  deep,  has  a  wide,  curving  back.  Wrought  iron  dogs 
stand  in  it,  and  around  it  are  grouped  curious  old  implements. 

B"he  floor  is  painted  gray  and  nearly  covered  with  an  old 
handwoven  carpet  in  gay  multi-colored  stripes.  Eight  oak 
hand-hewn  beams  run  across  the  ceiling,  and  between  them  the 
light  makes  a  brave  play  of  shadows  on  the  rough  plaster 
which,  like  the  walls,  has  been  covered  with  a  faint  wash  of 
duck's  egg  blue.  This  makes  a  fine  background  for  the  naively 
colored  Currier  &  Ives  prints  of  the  first  sixteen  American 
presidents  which,  in  their  contemporary  frames,  hang  in  a 
double  row  on  the  outside  wall  of  the  room. 

The  sill-length  curtains  are  made  of  old  copperplate  chintz 
in  faded  tones  of  brown,  cream,  and  soft  greens,  bound  with 
the  latter  color  and  lined  with  gold  sateen.  Instead  of  the 


hinged  shutters  usually  found  in  old  houses,  the  windows  in 
this  room,  like  those  in  the  parlor,  have  inside  sliding  panels. 
These  four  paneled  shutters  slide  in  a  deep  groove  that  runs 
along  both  the  top  of  the  chair  rail  and  the  length  of  the  win- 
dow sill;  they  form  the  snuggest  possible  protection  on  a  cold 
night,  when  they  seem  to  be  part  of  the  walls  of  the  room. 
There  is  a  theory  that  this  type  of  panel  may  have  been  meant 
to  keep  out  Indian  marauders  or  to  prevent  a  ray  of  light  from 
the  fireplace  being  seen;  but  my  belief  is  that  our  ancestors 
designed  them  to  keep  out  every  bit  of  fresh  air  possible. 

Between  the  front  windows  stands  a  hunting  board  which 
holds  a  silver  urn,  a  pair  of  tall,  canary-colored  glass  candle- 
sticks, two  cobalt  blue  compotes,  and  covered  dishes  of  old 
Sheffield.  Over  it  hangs  a  splendid  Peter  Pelham  engraving  of 
Cotton  Mather,  whose  calm,  benign  face  looks  out  from  a 
heavily  curled  peruke  above  snowy  white  bands  and  black 
robe.  On  either  side  of  the  hunting  board  is  a  primitive  high 
chair  "of  scrubbed  and  sturdy  deal,"  each  of  which  carries 
marks  of  small  Puritan  shoes  on  its  worn  and  hollowed  rungs. 

At  the  left  of  the  fireplace  is  a  tiny  grandmother  clock,  forty- 
three  inches  tall,  with  a  brass  face;  and  on  the  right  is  a  very

The  old  tap  room,  run- 
ning across  the  entire  rear 
of  the  house,  is  thirty-two 
jeet  long  antd  sheathed  in 
pine.  The  old  bar,  with 
wooden  grille  intact,  is 
formed  of  one  oak  plank. 
With  sand  shaker,  hour- 
glass, and  quill,  the  pine 
desk  faces  the  great  hearth 


rare  timepiece — a  clock  that,  judging  by  its  proportions,  must 
be  the  maiden  aunt  of  all  clocks,  for  "she"  towers  to  a  height 
of  seven  feet  one  inch,  an  exceptionally  tall  development. 

A  tin  chandelier  hangs  in  the  center  of  the  room  and,  like 
other  sconces  and  chandeliers  in  the  house,  holds  tapering  old 
wax  candles.  Partly  concealed  in  its  top  is  a  flower  form  holding 
an  electric  bulb,  which  is  convenient  when  an  extra  supply 
of  light  is  needed  for  some  special  occasion. 

O  ver  the  dining  room  is  the  guest  room  where  I  slept  during 
the  week  end  that  I  spent  in  this  old  house,  browsing  over  its 
books  and  papers,  sitting  in  its  deep  chairs,  and  sleeping  under 
great  beams  in  a  four-poster  bed  with  protecting  draperies. 
It  added  to  my  pleasure  that  a  cold  rain  poured  outside  for  the 
length  of  the  visit.  Snugly  seated  at  the  Early  American  pine 
desk  in  the  guest  room,  I  jotted  down  my  notes  and  looked 
out  idly  through  the  twelve-paned  windows  at  dun,  rain- 
soaked  fields  and  the  bare  mauve  and  violet  trunks  of  trees 
in  the  woodlot  beyond  the  house — with  as  yet  no  touch  of 
spring  about  them — silhouetted  against  a  stormy  sky. 

The  wall  toward  the  staircase,  in  the  guest 
room,  has  feather-edged  boards,  and  the 
beamed  ceiling  plainly  shows  the  strong  con- 
struction on  either  side  of  the  huge  central 
timber.  The  other  three  walls  are  covered 
with  plaster  that  looks  primitive  enough  to 
have  belonged  to  the  original  house,  but 
which  in  reality  was  put  on  many  times,  un- 
til it  had  just  the  appearance  of  roughness 
and  age  which  were  perfect.  At  first  glance 
you  think  it  is  white,  but  you  soon  discover 
that  the  whiteness  is  shaded  with  a  faint 
lavender  tinge,  so  elusive  that  it  is  almost  a 
shadow  floating  across  the  room,  like  light 
reflected  from  snow.  It  is  just  subtle  enough 
to  give  a  unity  to  all  the  scheme  of  decora- 
tion, and  to  flood  the  room  with  the  atmos- 
phere of  antiquity. 


A  large  maple  tour-poster  bed  with  canopy  top  dominates 
the  chamber,  and  the  bed  cover  as  well  as  the  wall  hanging  at 
its  head  are  made  of  a  rare  old  toile,  printed  in  a  warm,  pinkish 
lavender  with  a  design  which  displays  two  fine  portraits  of  a 
nineteenth  century  beauty.  She  is  depicted  in  great  ovals, 
framed  in  laurel  leaves  and  encircled  with  a  beading  of  tiny 
rings.  Her  face  is  charmingly  intelligent,  and  it  is  quite  evident 
that  these  are  true  portraits,  not  just  imaginary  presentations. 
One  picture  shows  her  in  a  high-waisted  Empire  dress  with  an 
embroidered  scarf  around  her  neck,  and  another  with  a  frilled 
kerchief  and  wearing  great  pearls  in  her  ears;  in  both  a  high 
comb  holds  tiers  of  curls  in  place  in  her  elaborate  coiffure,  and 
she  looks  out  of  the  little  printed  pictures  with  a  candid  frank- 
ness and  sweetness  very  engaging. 

Each  piece  of  furniture  in  this  room  is  a  treasure  of  Earlv 
American  handiwork.  Beside  the  bed  and  the  desk  (on  a  high 
frame)  with  blocked  and  tapering  legs,  there  is  a  highboy  of 
40  > 


Sheathed  to  the  top  with  time-mellowed  pine 
boards  of  lovely  tobacco  brown,  the  narrow  front 
hall  looks  demure  enough.  But  hist!  What  is  that 
scratching  sound?  Push  aside  the  first  panel  of 
the  stair-wall  and  a  secret  stair  is  revealed,  with 
access  to  the  attic  for  escape  from  Indians! 


curly  maple  with  paneled  lower  drawers,  and  a  deep  one  at 
the  top  made  to  represent  three  smaller  drawers  with  a  carved 
fan  between  them.  One  of  the  unique  pieces  is  a  block-front 
bureau  in  pine  which  stands  between  the  front  windows  and 
supports  a  Bible  box.  Its  great  age  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
the  drawers  run  in  grooves  on  the  sides  of  the  frame  and  not 
on  side  pieces  at  the  bottoms,  as  was  done  later  in  the  century 
in  which  it  was  made.  Over  it  hangs  an  old  looking-glass  in 
a  carved,  gilded,  and  heavily  lacquered  frame,  holding  the 
original  greenish  glass  which  reflects  the  great  canopy  bed  in 


sleepy,  wavering  lines.  Beside  the  bed  is  a  duck-foot  table  of  pine 
with  drop  leaves,  and  on  it  a  tall  lamp  with  lusters  by  whose 
light  I  looked  over  the  pile  of  delightful  books  on  antique 
furniture  that  I  found  there.  Beside  the  books  I  noticed  an  odd 
metal  box  which  gave  me  a  real  thrill  of  curiosity.  Surely 
Robert  Louis  Stevenson  or  Herman  Melville  would  have  spun 
a  pretty  tale  of  mystery  and  adventure  with  no  more  than  this 
box  for  inspiration!  On  the  brass  panel  of  the  front  is  labori- 
ously incised  with  some  sharp  implement  this  inscription: 

"R.  A.  Burbank's  Private  Journal. 
In  Which  no  Mortal  Man  May  Look 
with  Impunity  Anno  Domini  1837" 

(He  had  a  hard  time  to  squeeze  in  "Journal"  and  the  "1" 
had  to  be  put  on  a  line  above.)  At  the  bottom  of  the  panel  is 
the  American  eagle,  and  "E  Pluribus  Unum"  on  a  floating 
streamer  around  his  outstretched  wings.  By  these  and  the  long 
decorative  rope  incised  across  it  we  may  hazard  the  guess  that 
"R.  A.  Burbank"  was  in  the  United  States  Navy.  Alas!  Al- 
though the  box  has  two  secret  compartments  all  were  emptied 
before  Mr.  Guild  acquired  it,  and  we  can  only  wonder  what  the 
awful  details  were  at  which  none  might  "look  with  impunity." 

^^t  the  foot  of  the  bed  is  a  big  sea  chest  of  curious  construc- 
tion. Opening  it  to  display  some  of  its  interesting  contents 
Mrs.  Guild  called  my  attention  to  the  lining  of  sweet-scented 
camphor  wood  beautifully  marked  with  great  whorls  of  rose 
on  the  amber  colored  wood,  and  as  smooth  as  satin.  The  box 
is  covered  with  leather,  heavily  ornamented  with  brass  nails 
and  straps  and  having  solid  carrying  handles  on  the  sides, 
as  well  as  two  curious  brass  locks  on 
the  lid.  Undoubtedly  a  box  used  in  the 
China  trade,  and  which  may  have  held 
its  own  secrets  in  the  days  when  it 
crossed  the  ocean  in  some  famous  clip- 
per ship.  On  it  stands  a  great  bandbox 
covered  with  gorgeous  old  sentimen- 
tal wallpaper.  Against  a  background 
of  cerulean  blue,  a  naive  maiden  in 
an  old-rose  boat  listens  to  the  ad- 


At  the  garden  end  of  the  tap  room  stands  a  beautiful 
example  of  a  Connecticut  carved  chest,  four-paneled 
and  made  about  1700,  a  rare  and  fine  specimen.  The 
urn-shaped  piece  that  is  by  the  door,  seen  also  in  the 
photograph  below,  is  a  wooden  mortar  with  cover 


A  maple  desk-on-frame  graces  the  corner  near  the 
garden  door;  above  it  is  an  old  tavern  sign  with  eagle, 
"E  Pluribus  Unum,"  and  decorations;  and  open  on 
the  desk  lies  a  tavern  account  book,  yellow  with  age 


vances  of  an  old-rose  gentleman  who 
holds  a  gun  in  one  hand,  while  with 
the  other  he  tenderly  proffers  to  her 
a  large  bird  which  is  the  prize  of  his 
unerring  marksmanship;  a  water  dog 
of  similar  roseate  hue  swims  toward 
them,  obediently  retrieving  a  second 
victim  in  his  mouth. 

Inside  the  bandbox  is  a  splendid 
green  calash,  that  huge  type  of  bonnet 
made  of  round  after  round  of  taffeta  shirred  over  light  rat- 
tan supports  which  our  grandmothers  used  to  wear  to  protect 
their  delicate  inner  bonnets  when  they  went  traveling.  The 
calash  has  a  full  inner  frill,  and  we  must  confess  that  we 
should  find  it  a  charming  background  if  a  rosy  young  face 
were  framed  in  its  green  folds. 

There  are  many  other  interesting  things  tucked  away  in  the 
chest,  the  bureau,  and  the  highboy  in  this  room,  but  I  must  not 
take  space  to  tell  you  about  them,  with  the  exception  of  one 
which  had  a  great  fascination  for  me.  This  is  a  tiny  shoe  with  a 
wicked  spiked  heel  and  microscopic  pointed  toe,  made  of 
bronze-pink  shot  silk  piped  with  white  taffeta — one  of  a  pair 
in  which  Betsey  Ross  danced  at  a  great  ball  in  Boston.  It  is 
delicately  embroidered  in  gold  thread  on  the  top,  and  looks 
far  more  like  one  of  Cinderella's  fairy  slippers  than  the  foot- 
gear of  a  sturdy  American  patriot. 

^^n  the  walls  of  my  room  I  found  a  framed,  faded  copperplate 
engraving  on  linen  ot  the  Trumbull  picture  of  the  "Signing  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  4  July,  1776";  and  a  copy  of  a  heavily  engrossed  and 
yellowing  sailing  permit  which  reads,  "Suffer  the  Ship  Windsor 
Castle  of  Boston  to  Pass  with  her  Company  (25  men  and  no 
Guns)  without  any  Hindrance,  Seisure  or  Molestation,  the 
said  Ship  seeming  by  Good  Testimony  to  belong  to  one  or  more 
of  the  Citizens  of  the  United  States."  This  document  is  signed 
by  Daniel  Webster  and  President  Tyler.  The  very  rare  Currier 
&  Ives  print  of  "Home  to  Thanksgiving"  also  hangs  on  these 
walls  and  is  enough  to  make  any  collector  of  such  Early  Amer- 
ican pictures  green  with  envy.  If  you  will  look  up  the  price  at

Over  the  garden  door  hangs  a  great  tin 
coach  horn  four  and  a  half  feet  long. 
The  globe  stands  upon  a  fine  Con- 
necticut chest,  paneled  and  carved, 
which  harmonizes  in  color  and  charac- 
ter with   the   hooked  rugs   under  it 


which  this  picture  of  an  humble  home  coming,  painted  by 
G.  H.  Durrie  and  dated  1861,  brought  at  the  Anderson  Gallery 
sale  in  1929,  you  will  find  that  it  is  well  over  a  thousand  dollars. 

Across  the  upper  hall  and  over  the  parlor  is  the  master's  bed- 
room with  a  beamed  ceiling,  deep  fireplace,  and  walls  covered 
in  quaint,  hand-blocked  paper  with  a  soft  cream  background 
on  which  is  depicted  primitive  man  o'  war  boats,  alternating 
with  decorative  units  composed  of  an  anchor,  oars,  and  a 
shield.  This  was  reproduced  for  the  house  from  an  original 
paper  found  on  an  old  bandbox  that  now  stands  on  top  of  a 
high  chest  of  drawers  in  this  room.  The  pair  of 
beds  have  turned  posts  and,  like  the  chairs  and 
bureaus,  are  all  old  pieces  in  walnut.  The  bed 
covers  are  green  cotton  with  a  charming  design 
of  stars  worked  in  candlewicking  on  them,  and 
their  folds,  finished  with  ball  fringe,  hang  nearly 
to  the  floor. 

A  small  bedroom  tucked  away  back  of  the 
"spare  room"  is  voted  by  many  guests  to  be  the 
most  charming  feature  of  the  house.  It  is  very 
small  and  intimate  and  is  papered  with  old  yellow- 
with-age  newspapers.  I  defy  any  guest  to  get  down 
to  breakfast  on  time  with  the  news  of  a  century 
and  a  half  ago  offering  to  be  read  on  all  sides  of 
him!  The  quaint  little  pine  four-poster  bed  and 
the  small-paned  window  are  hung  with  turkey 


The  great  hearth  in  the  tap  room  is 
redolent  of  the  large  hospitality  of  the 
tavern,  from  its  ample  pine  settle  to  the 
pendent  bunches  and  festoons  of  golden 
corn,  dried  herbs  and  peppers,  its  spit, 
flint  and  tinder,  and  roasting  jack 
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red  cotton  print,  and  an  early  pine  highboy 
and  a  rush-seated  chair  or  two  complete  the 
furnishing. 

Let  us  go  down  now  to  the  long  room,  or 
the  "hall,"  which  runs  across  the  entire  rear 
of  the  house,  and  was  the  tap  and  public  room 
when  this  rooftree  sheltered  an  hostelry  in  the 
earliest  days  of  its  history.  It  is  thirty-two  feet 
long,  twelve  feet  wide,  and  seven  feet  two 
inches  high,  the  ceiling  being  formed  of  oak 
boards  which  go  the  short  way  of  the  room. 
Vertical  pine  sheathing  covers  the  four  walls 
completely,  and  across  one  end  is  still  the  old 
bar  with  its  wooden  grill  which  may  be  raised 
and  lowered  on  iron  hinges.  At  present  it  is 
open  and  hooked  to  the  ceiling,  allowing  us  to 
see  the  collections  housed  on  its  shelves. 


ows  of  early  blown-glass  bottles  are  here, 
ranks  of  crude  native  pottery  from  the  best- 
known  kilns  of  New  York,  Connecticut,  New 
Jersey,  and  New  Hampshire,  as  well  as  that 
choice  collection — Mrs.  Guild's  particular  hob- 
by of  early  glass  banks.  These  banks  are  so 
rare  nowadays  that  a  New  York  dealer  counted 
one  as  the  choicest  piece  in  his  showroom. 
They  seem  like  Venetian  glass,  so  frail  and 
intricately  blown  are  they,  and  when  we  study 
them  and  find  that  it  was  necessary  to  break 
them  in  order  to  get  at  their  contents,  it  is 
quite  easy  to  understand  why  there  are  so 
few  that  have  come  down  to  posterity. 

The  bar  itself  is  formed  of  one  oak  plank, 
twenty-eight  inches  long  and  twenty-four  inches  wide,  with 
a  ten-inch  projection  into  the  room,  and  the  wall  slopes 
away  under  it  so  that  if  you  are  seated  on  one  of  the  high 
stools  in  front  there  is  comfortable  space  for  your  feet  below 
the  shelf.  Curious  and  very  interesting  old  handbills  hang, 
framed,  around  the  grilled  opening.  Here  is  a  printed  "Stage 
Coach  Route"  of  a  tavern  on  the  Post  Road  in  the  old  days, 
whose  patrons  no  doubt  thought,  when  they  had  changed 
into  a  "coach  with  fresh  horses"  and  dashed  off"  to  a  blowing 
of  horns,  that  they  were  enjoying  the  (Continued  on  page  78) 


The  Frederick  W.  Rockwell  house  in  Nor- 
folk, Conn.,  is  the  reproduction  of  an  addi- 
tion, built  in  1810,  to  the  old  Rockwell 
homestead  at  Hadley,  N.  Y.,  on  the  banks 
of  the  Hudson  River.  The  design  of  the  old 
house  was  followed  to  the  smallest  detail, 
the  onlv  variation  being  an  increase  in  size. 
Of  particular  interest  and  charm  are  the 
hand-carved  cornice  and  pilaster  caps,  the 
relation  of  the  Palladian  motif  to  these 
pilaster  caps,  the  treatment  of  the  gable 
ends  of  the  house,  and  the  garden  entrance 
porch,  the  design  of  which  was  copied  from 
a  daguerreotype,  as  the  original  porch  no 
longer  exists  on  the  old  Rockwell  home- 
stead. Taylor  &  Levi  were  the  architects 
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Evidenced  in  three  unique  houses 
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The  Pleasants  Pennington  house  in  Locust 
\  alley,  L.  I.,  proves  that  modernism  does 
not  necessarily  involve  the  use  of  corner 
windows,  iron  pipe  railings,  and  cantilevered 
roof  terraces.  Comfort,  utility,  and  econ- 
omy, the  watch  words  of  the  modern  move- 
ment, are  all  present  in  this  residence,  with 
its  large  w  indows  and  its  cool,  high-ceilinged 
rooms.  I  he  flat  roof  is  economical  and  emi- 
nently practical,  making  possible  a  large, 
evenly  distributed  air  space  over  the  bed- 
rooms, which  is  ventilated  through  flues  in 
the  chimneys.  These  can  be  shut  off  in  tin- 
winter,  making  the  house  equally  comforta- 
ble in  winter  and  summer,  and  the  plan 
throughout  has  been  conceived  with  this 
double  purpose  in  mind.  1  he  exterior,  painted 
a  delicate  shade  of  yellow  and  recalling  the 
simpler  French  residences  of  the  early  nine- 
teenth century  in  its  symmetry  and  pro- 
portions, fits  gracefully  into  the  residen- 
tial tradition  without  being  in  any  sense  ar- 
chaeological. Pennington  &:  Lewis,  architects 
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/\n  adaptation  of  the  truly  Southern  type  is  Miss 
Nathalie  Reynal's  brick  residence  in  Bedford,  N.  Y., 
of  which  George  P.  Butler,  Jr.,  was  the  architect.  The 
flat  roof,  white  plastered  walls  of  the  balconies,  and 
the  iron  balconies  themselves  (which  were  removed 
from  an  old  court  house  in  Mobile,  Alabama)  are  typi- 
cal of  the  hospitable  residences  of  old  Southern  days 
below  the  Mason  and  Dixon  Line.  Bedrooms  on 
the  second  floor  have  access  to  the  upper  balcony 
on  the  south  side  of  the  house;  on  the  first  floor, 
the  doors  and  windows  of  the  living  room,  hall, 
dining  room,  and  library  open  onto  the  lower  porch 
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The  Maryland  Hunt  Cup  Point-to- Point  race  of 
1809  was  won  by  Mr.  Piper's  Reveler.  This  type  of 
animal  would  be  useless  as  a  cross-country  candi- 
date to-day  because  the  horses  now  used  for  amateur 
racing  are  clean  bred  and  represent  the  best  blood

The  growth  of  a  great  amateur  sport 
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CROSS-COUNTRY  racing  originated  in  the  hunting 
field  where  the  owners  of  half-bred  hunters  decided 
to  put  the  merits  of  their  horses  to  the  test.  Centered 
at  first  in  the  Eastern  States,  the  sport  grew  until  now,  begin- 
ning on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  or  even  earlier,  and  as  far 
south  as  Aiken  and  Camden,  S.  C,  there  are  race  meets  every 
Saturday  through  the  spring  until  the  Brookhne  meeting  the 
middle  of  June.  In  September  they  are  resumed  and  are  run 
continuously  through  the  autumn  to  the  last  week  of  Novem- 
ber. Recently  the  race  meets  have  increased  to  such  an  extent 
that,  although  some  are  held  the  middle  of  the  week,  it  is 
impossible  to  avoid  conflicting  dates.  Most  of  the  hunt  clubs — ■ 
including  the  Onwentsia,  in  that  lovely  section  of  country, 
Lake  Forest,  outside  of  Chicago — have  their  own  race  meets 
in  which  they  take  tremendous  pride  and  interest.  Even  in 
my  short  experience  the  changes  and  the  increase  in  enthu- 
siasm are  remarkable. 

The  Meadowbrook  Hunt  Cup,  which  is  the  oldest  in  Amer- 
ica, was  first  run  in  1883,  and  was  founded  by  a  small  band 
of  sportsmen  when  Mr.  Frank  Griswold  was  M.  F.  H.  It  has 
been  run  since  then  with  the  exception  of  the  following  dates: 
1889-1890,  1891-1894,  1900-1901,  1903-1905,  1916-1921. 
Between  these  years  there  was  no  racing. 

The  Meadowbrook  country  was,  thirty  years  ago,  formid- 
able and  stiff".  The  race  in  its  early  days  was  over  natural 
country  in  the  vicinity  of  Hempstead  Plains  and  crossed 
the  Jericho  Turnpike.  Fences  were  mainly  posts  and  rails,  stiff 
and  upstanding,  and  the  field  of  horses  was  represented  by 
hunters  with  their  owners  up.  The  whole  affair  in  those  days, 
compared  to  our  own,  had  a  distinctly  local  flavor;  then  it  was 
a  sort  of  neighborhood  contest,  whereas  now  horses  and  riders 
assemble  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

Things  move  so  quickly  in  America  that  many  people  inter- 
ested in  the  amateur  racing  of  to-day  do  not  realize  the  tre- 


The  names  of  F.  Ambrose  Clark  and  Frank  A.  Bonsai,  Jr., 
the  author  of  this  article,  are  synonymous  with  good  sports- 
manship. Mr.  Clark  (left)  is  sure  to  be  well  up  in  the 
front  of  anything  that  pertains  to  horses,  be  it  polo,  hunt- 
ing, or  racing.  The  famous  Meadowbrook  Cup  race,  magnet 
for  Long  Island  society,  is  held  on  his  estate  at  Westbury 
each  autumn.  Mr.  Bonsai  has  been  a  gentleman  jockey 
since  1921.  Of  eighty-two  races  over  timber  he  has  won 
thirty-eight,  finished  second  in  twenty-seven,  and  third  in 
eighteen.  He  also  has  won  every  important  cross-country 
race  in  America  except  the  New  Jersey  Hunt  Cup.  In 
1921  he  won  the  Middleburg,  My  Lady's  Manor,  Grand 
National  {Maryland),  Virginia  Gold,  Radnor  Hunt,  and 
Monmouth  County  Hunt  Cups.  He  rode  Bonmaster  to 
victory  eight  times,  and  won  with  General  Menocal  and 
Dunks  Green  in  all  three  starts.  He  rode  Burgoright  in  the 
Grand  National  at  Aintree,  England,  in  March,  1928,  and 
won  My  Lady's  Manor  on  Bonmaster  the  following  April 


mendous  changes  that  have  taken  place  since  the  "Gay 
Nineties."  I  happened  recently  to  be  looking  at  a  photograph 
of  the  Maryland  Hunt  Club  taken  in  1899  and  shown  here- 
with. It  shows  plainly  the  type  of  horse  at  that  time  considered 
among  the  best,  which  to-day  would  be  useless  as  a  cross- 
country candidate.  The  horses  of  that  day  were  never  asked  to 
race  as  are  those  of  to-day,  when  they  are  galloped  into  the 
big,  strong  timber  fences  of  the  Meadowbrook,  Jersey,  and 


Maryland  Hunt  Cups  just  as  fast  as  horses  are  ridden  over 
brush.  The  horses  now  used  for  amateur  racing  are  all  clean 
bred,  and  a  great  many  of  them  represent  the  best  blood  lines. 

The  Meadowbrook  Hunt  Cup  in  its  early  years  brought 
out  the  best  hunters  of  its  day,  and  provided  a  great  contest 
over  a  course  of  natural  country  abounding  in  stiff  posts  and 
rails.  It  was  won  by  such  horses  as  Mr.  Mortimer's  Hobson's 
Choice,  Mr.  Hitchcock's  Halefellow,  Mr.  Steven's  Moon- 
shiner, and  by  such  well-known  sportsmen  as  Mr.  H.  S.  Page, 
Mr.  W%  C.  Hayes,  Mr.  Fletcher  Harper,  Mr.  Stevenson,  and 
others. 


^ince  1926  the  course  has  been  moved  to  the  estate  of  F. 
Ambrose  Clark,  Esq.,  at  Westbury,  where  everything  has  been 
done  to  carry  on  the  traditions  of  former  days.  The  course, 
which  circles  twice  around  Rolling  Meadows,  consists  of 
twenty-one  jumps,  including  stone  walls,  board,  and  post  and 
rail  fences.  The  course  is  situated  a  distance  from  the  highway 
and,  as  automobiles  are  not  only  impractical  but  excluded, 
quite  a  walk  is  necessary  before  you  arrive  on  the  scene.  Its 
very  remoteness  adds  greatly  to  its  enjoyment  and,  as  it  has 
been  run  at  12:00  M.,  instead  of  in  the  afternoon,  the  crowds 


Albert  Ober,  of  Baltimore, 
Md.,  has  been  riding  since 
1921.  He  was  at  once  suc- 
cessful in  local  races  in  the 
Greenspring  V alley,  and  a 
few  years  later  became  na- 
tionally known  as  the  rider 
of  the  celebrated  Billy  Bar- 
ton; in  fact,  it  may  fairly 
be  said  that  he  and  his  in- 
domitable mount  raced  to 
fame  together.  Mr.  Ober 
won  eight  major  victories  on 
Billy  Barton,  including  My 
Lady's  Manor,  The  Grand 
Xational,  and  Maryland 
Hunt  Cup.  Mr.  Ober  and 
Mr.  Bonsai  provided  one  of 
the  most  thrilling  races  in 
the  history  of  the  sport  in 
Maryland  when,  in  the 
Grand  National  Point-to- 
Point  of  1927,  Billy  Barton 
and  Bonmaster  ran  almost 
a  dead  heat,  Billy  Barton 
finally  winning  by  a  nose 


are  never  as  large  as  at  the  Maryland  Hunt  Cup.  Of  recent 
years  the  Meadowbrook  has  been  won  by  such  horses  as 
Oracle,  Burgoright,  Impartiality,  Billy  Barton,  Reel  Foot, 
Alligator  and,  last  year,  Temple  II.  Wherever  these  horses 
run  it  means  a  great  contest,  not  only  of  jumping  but  of 
tremendous  speed — a  fact  which  represents  the  greatest 
change  between  the  cross-country  racing  of  thirty  years  ago 
and  to-day.  Especially  does  this  apply  to  the  Maryland  Hunt 
Cup.  I  suppose  on  that  afternoon  in  the  Greenspring  Valley 
in  1894,  when  it  was  first  run,  its  pace  would  compare  favor- 
ably with  a  present-day  good  drag  with  hounds.  The  field  of 
starters  that  afternoon  so  many  years  ago  consisted  of  half- 
bred  hunters  owned  by  members  of  the  Elkndge  and  Green- 
spring Valley  Hunt  Clubs — keen  sportsmen  all  of  them,  who 
were  interested  in  testing  the  merits  of  their  horses.  Most  of 
those  horses  represented  individually  their  master's  entire 
string  and  were  hunted  with  their  respective  packs  whenever 
possible.  From  what  I  am  told,  however  greatly  our  racing  has 
prospered  and  expanded,  their  fox  hunting  was  "par  excel- 
lence"! 

The  Maryland  Hunt  Cup  was  run  for  a  number  of  years  in 
the  Greenspring  Valley  at  Brooklandville,  over  what  was  then 
the  estate  of  George  Brown,  Esq.,  but  subsequently  owned  by 
the  late  I.  E.  Emerson.  The  course  has 
been  moved  several  times  in  its  history, 
but  since  1922  it  has  been  run  over 
the  same  course  in  the  Worthington 
Valley,  which  is  said  to  be  the  stiffest 
timber  course  in  America.  The  course 
of  four  miles  has  twenty-two  fences, 
of  which  four  are  plank  and  eighteen 
posts  and  rails.  It  is  run  over  great 
grass  fields  that  lie  in  a  valley  between 
two  ridges  of  hills.  It  really  is  a  bowl, 
with  every  fence  to  be  seen  plainly 
from  the  surrounding  hills. 

The  start  and  finish  of  the  race  are  on 
the  estate  of  C.  L.  A.  Heiser,  Esq.,  and 
the  adjacent  estate  of  J.  W.  Y.  Martin,

At  the  twelfth  fence  in  the  second  loop  of  the 
Meadowbrook  Hunt  Cup  in  1929.  Alligator 
was  the  winner  of  the  race,  with  Lyman  Wright 
up;  followed  by  Reel  Foot,  William  Street  up, 
and  Hackenthorpe,  with  Charles  Cushman  up 


Esq.,  are  the  two  circles  which  form  the  remainder  of  the 
course.  Here  on  the  last  Saturday  in  April  this  little  valley  is 
crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity  with  thousands  of  spectators 
who  come  from  all  parts  of  the  country  to  witness  the  spectacle. 
The  best  of  the  horses  are  headed  for  the  Maryland  Hunt  Cup, 
and  there  can  be  no  greater  achievement  than  to  win  this  his- 
toric race.  Oracle,  Daybreak,  Burgoright,  Billy  Barton,  Bon- 
master,  Alligator,  and  Brose  Hover  have  all  been  victorious 
over  this  course.  \\  hat  a  long  cry  it  must  be  for  the  founders 
of  this  race  to  look  back  to  its  small  beginning!  And  how  proud 
they  should  feel  of  its  prominence  and  popularity! 

These  two  races,  which  take  precedence  in  age  and  tradition, 
supplied  the  background  for  the  Grand  National  and  My 
Lady's  Manor  in  Maryland;  the  Middleburg  and  the  Virginia 
Gold  Cup  in  Virginia;  the  Radnor,  Rosetree,  and  Pennsylvania 
Hunt  Cup  in  Pennsylvania;  and  the  Jersey  Hunt  Cup  in  New 
Jersey;  all  of  which  were  developed  very  much  in  the  same 
way,  and  the  same  spirit  of  sportsmanship  and  enthusiasm  has 
carried  them  on  through  the  years.  The  Grand  National  is  run 
the  Saturday  before  the  Maryland  Hunt  Cup,  and  was  first 
run  at  Stevenson,  Maryland,  in  the  Greenspring  Valley,  in 
1899.  Its  course  has  been  moved  several  times  in  its  history, 


but  for  some  years  has  been  run  at  Brooklandville,  Greenspring 
Valley,  over  the  estates  of  the  late  Capt.  Emerson  and  Mr. 
Brewster.  The  course  is  over  three  miles,  with  plank  fences 
and  posts  and  rails. 

My  Lady's  Manor,  point-to-point,  is  run  the  Saturday 
before  the  Grand  National  over  the  estates  of  Leslie  KiefFer. 
Esq.,  and  T.  Myers  Pearce,  Esq.,  near  Monkton,  Maryland.  It 
has  been  run  consecutively  since  1909,  when  it  was  started. 

The  Middleburg  Hunt  Cup  was  first  run  ten  years  ago — just 
one  year  ahead  of  the  Virginia  Gold  Cup.  Both  courses  are 
about  four  miles  and  over  natural  country,  including  stone 
walls.  The  Virginia  Gold  Cup  is  now  run  over  the  B.  Stillman 
estate,  near  Warrenton,  and  the  Middleburg  Hunt  Cup  over 
the  estate  of  D.  C.  Sands,  Esq.,  near  Middleburg. 


I  he  Radnor  Hunt  Cup,  first  run  in  1928,  has  resulted  in 
some  great  races,  and  undoubtedly  has  a  happy  future  ahead. 
Like  all  the  other  race  meets  in  Pennsylvania  supported  by 
those  ardent  Pennsylvania  sportsmen,  it  is  imbued  with  the 
true  sporting  spirit  and  attracts  the  best  horses. 

The  sport  of  cross-country  racing  which  has  been  handed 
down  to  us  has  indeed  met  with  unbounded  enthusiasm,  and 
so  widespread  is  its  popularity  that  the  Hunts  Committee  of 
the  National  Steeplechase  and  Hunts  Association  is  kept 
busy  assigning  dates.  Amateur  racing  has  done  much  to  inter- 
est people  in  the  breeding  of  thoroughbred  horses  and  in 
racing  on  the  big  tracks  who  otherwise  would  not  have  been 
attracted  to  it,  and  this  interest  will  undoubtedly  increase.

CROWNING  a  gentle  rise  and  nestling  at  the 
edge  of  its  woodland  background,  Bee's  Foot 
Pasture,  just  outside  of  Bedford  Village  in 
Westchester  County,  New  York,  might  readily  be 
mistaken  for  a  bit  of  eighteenth  century  France  trans- 
planted bodily  from  overseas  with  all  the  immediate 
environment  of  the  house.  Not  only  is  the  aspect,  so 
strikinglv  reminiscent  of  Gallic  prototypes,  intrinsically 
pleasant,  but  the  whole  conception  is  peculiarly  ap- 
propriate to  the  general  conditions  that  were  to  be  met. 

The  eighteenth  century  in  France  saw  the  develop- 
ment of  a  certain  type  of  domestic  architecture  con- 
trived for  a  simple  but  elegant  manner  of  life  in  the 
country.  It  was  designed  in  every  particular  with  all 
the  exquisite  refinement  of  an  exquisite  and  highly 
polished  era.  Combining  consummate  architectural 
grace  with  the  most  varied  interest  of  composition, 
the  houses  belonging  to  this  category  were  generally  of

very  moderate  size  compared  with  most  ot  the  homes  occupied 
by  people  of  quality  at  that  time.  Many  of  them  were  posi- 
tively small,  judged  by  even  the  most  modest  standards. 

Though  built  in  the  country,  these  houses  were  very  plainly 
not  farmsteads,  nor  did  anything  about  them  suggest  the  least 
degree  of  kinship  with  farmsteads.  Rusticity  was  an  attribute 
in  which  they  were  altogether  lacking.  They  were  what  the 
French  call  gentilhommieres.  They  were  abodes  of  quite 
sophisticated  elegance  where  the  owners  could  enjoy  all  the 
satisfactions  of  rural  residence  and,  at  the  same  time,  all  the 
comfortable  amenities  of  polite  life. 

Along  with  their  studied  reticence,  there  was  about  these 
gentilhommieres  a  self-contained  completeness.  They  betrayed 
no  trace  of  the  disorganized  incoherent  quality  too  often  seen 
where  the  dependencies  seem  to  have  sprung  up  haphazard 
without  any  special  reference  to  the  house  itself.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  different  subsidiary  structures  entered  into  the 
design  as  integral  parts  of  it,  and  the  ensemble  depended  largely 
on  their  presence  for  its  effect.  Carefully  coordinated  in  their 


The  first  and  second  floor  plans 
of  Bee's  Foot  Pasture.

Color,  as  might  be  expected  in  a  home  of  people 
with  artistic  sensibilities,  plays  an  important 
role  in  the  Coward  residence.  In  the  dining  room 
the  gray  woodwork  and  corner  pilasters  rest 
upon  yellow  walls,  this  color  being  repeated  in  the 
chair  upholstery  and  in  the  curtains,  barred 
with  rusty  orange  and  green.  The  floor  is  walnut 
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A  scalloped  frieze  of  red,  green,  and  gold  decorates 
the  gray  walls  of  the  living  room,  and  these  vigorous 
colors  are  repeated  in  the  green  glass  curtains  at  the 
casement  windows  and  the  red  draperies.  Another 
touch  of  emphatic  color  is  supplied  by  the  clear  yel- 
low damask  upholstery  on  an  Empire  sofa.  The 
dachshund  andirons  were  designed  by  Jane  Sage 
Fuller.  At  the  right  is  a  corner  of  the  delightful 
library,  with  yellow  vaulted  ceiling,  butternut-wood 
paneled  walls,  and  curtains  of  vivid  red  and  yellow 


relation  to  the  master's  dwelling,  they  lent  balance  to  the 
entire  scheme  which  was  carried  out,  not  as  a  succession  of 
unrelated  units,  but  as  a  single  articulated  entity. 

In  plan,  as  well  as  in  composition,  these  eighteenth  century 
French  country  houses  of  moderate  size  coincided  with  the 
wonted  conventions  and  standards  of  elegance.  Their  manner 
of  arrangement  suggested  affinity  with  farmhouse  architecture 
no  more  than  did  their  exteriors.  And  if  the  plans  reflected 
the  sophisticated  niceties  of  the  age,  so  also  did  the  schemes 
of  the  gardens  echo  the  habits  of  the  social  order  for  which  they 
were  created.  Those  for  whom  these  houses  and  gardens  were 
designed  not  only  esteemed  but  positively  demanded  the 
amenities  appropriate  to  an  elegant  and  cultured  mode  of  life. 

During  recent  years  these  French  gentilhommieres  have  be- 
come better  and  better  known  in  America,  and  the  more 
familiar  their  character  has  grown  to  the  American  people  the 
more  has  it  been  appreciated  and  recognized  as  full  of  sug- 
gestive value  for  application  to  American  requirements.  There 
is  a  generous  portion  of  the  American  public  that  likes  to  live 
in  the  country  without  being  made  rustic  or  forced  into  sur- 
roundings that  recall  farmhouse  traditions.  No  type  of 
moderate  sized  rural  establishment  better  satisfies  this  demand 
than  the  type  of  the  French  gentilhommiere. 


In  view  of  the  genius  the  American  architect  has  displayed 
in  assimilating  and  adapting  inspiration  derived  from  foreign 
sources,  it  would  be  strange  if  the  French  eighteenth  century 
country  house  had  not  furnished  the  initial  motif  {or  a  number 
of  the  more  recent  country  houses  in  America.  Indeed,  one  of 
the  pleasantest  as  well  as  one  of  the  most  logical  phases  of 
modern  domestic  architecture  in  the  country  is  to  be  seen  in 
the  employment  of  some  of  these  French  types  as  a  base  from 
which  to  develop  schemes  agreeable  to  the  present  needs  of  the 
American  country  dweller. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  more  agreeable  and  engaging 
expression  of  French  ideals  successfully  translated  into  Amer- 
ican terms  than  Bee's  Foot  Pasture.  The  form  is  Gallic,  the 
substance  is  American.  Classic  reticence,  poise,  and  serenity 
characterize  the  entire  composition  both  out  of  doors  and 
within.  The  spirit  of  what  is  best  in  French  tradition  pervades 
the  place.  Decorous  aspect,  however,  does  but  clothe  and 
grace  a  very  vital  plan,  essentially  American  and  modern. 
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If  beaut}',  as  it  is  said, 
lies  in  the  eye  of  the 
beholder,  what  an  eye- 
ful of  beauty  and  lux- 
ury is  to  be  had  by  the 
beholder  of  this  bath- 
room-dressing room 
decorated  by  the  Bath 
Shop,  Inc.  Pale  blue 
walls,  ornamented  by  a 
design  of  birds,  trees, 
and  flowers,  set  off  the 
colorful  beauty  of  its 
appointments.  Surely 
we  have  gone  far  from 
the  days  of  the  plain 
white-tiled  bathroom

The  old  iron  lamp  proves  a  friendly  beacon 
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The  early  houses  of  Quebec  and  Ontario  bear 
an  unexpected  resemblance  to  the  early  Dutch 
houses  around  New  York,  and  some  of  the 
qualities  of  these  early  Canadian  houses  are 
embodied  in  this  low,  wide-spreading  summer 
home  of  D.  M.  Spaidal,  Esq.,  at  Gananoque, 
Ontario,  of  which  Electus  D.  Litchfield  was 
the  architect.

Edgartown,  Mass.,  where  this  attractive  house 
is  located,  was  at  one  time  a  whaling  center  and 
is  now  noted  for  its  many  simple  and  distin- 
guished Colonial  dwellings.  Quite  in  harmony 
with  its  surroundings  is  this  residence  that  was 
designed  by  Electus  D.  Litchfield,  architect.  The 
site  on  which  it  is  built  is  a  narrow  lot  sloping 
downwards  from  the  street  level  to  the  shore  of 
Edgartown  Harbor,  and  the  problem  was  to  dis- 
pose of  the  garage  and  kitchen  wing  so  as  to  pro- 
duce a  sightly  street  facade  and  not  spoil  the 
view  of  the  harbor  from  side  and  rear  windows. 
Therefore,  the  living  and  dining  rooms  were 
placed  in  the  rear,  the  kitchen  and  servants' 
quarters  in  the  front  of  the  house,  and  the  gar- 
age between  the  house  and  south  line  of  the  lot

AIT  RED  E.  FOUNTAIN,  JR. 

EVERY  individual  changes  his  ideas  and  ideals  as  time 
goes  along,  but  subconsciously  he  carries  with  him 
throughout  life  certain  remembrances  built  up  in  child- 
hood. It  seems  obvious  that  the  building  of  a  home  should  be 
made  the  visible  expression  of  these  ideas  and  ideals,  and  of 
the  remembrances  as  well. 

So  often  one  sees  people  looking  everywhere  for  a  home, 
never  being  quite  satisfied,  and  never  knowing  quite  why. 
Their  unrewarded  search  is  due,  I  think,  to  the  fact  that  they 
are  not  able  to  meet  their  subconscious  ideals,  and  often  pur- 
chase or  build  a  home  in  desperation  without  being  thoroughly 
content  with  it. 

When,  however,  a  clever  architect  who  is  used  to  dealing 
with  two  or  more  people  (i.e.,  man,  wife,  and  children)  comes 
into  the  picture,  he  is  able,  with  careful  analysis  and  investi- 
gation, to  determine  something  of  the  hidden  ambitions  of 
each  individual.  By  welding  these  together,  he  plans  a  home 
that  will  be  compatible  with  the  wishes  of  the  group  while 
following  the  exclusive  desires  of  each  individual. 

He  might  find,  after  a  study  of  his  clients,  that  pure  English 
would  more  nearly  meet  their  combined  requirements  than 
would  modified  Colonial.  He  therefore  designs  accordingly, 
insofar  as  the  surrounding  country  is  in  harmony  with  the 
style  of  architecture  that  is  being  considered.  If  it  is  not,  he 
either  advises  his  clients  to  build  elsewhere  or  warns  them  that 
they  would  not  be  happy  in  a  house,  though  in  itself  satisfac- 
tory, which  is  incompatible  with  the  section  of  the  country. 

lo  appreciate  the  intricate  problem  which  an  architect  has 
in  designing  to  suit  a  personality,  you  merely  have  to  think 
over  a  list  of  your  friends.  Realize  how  utterly  different  they 
are.  Then  try  and  visualize  the  ideal  home  for  any  cross-section 
of  them.  It  leaves  one  in  something  of  a  daze!  Some  people 
are  naturally  formal;  others  informal  and  friendly.  Some  love 
to  keep  on  the  move,  traveling  and  living  away  from  their 
homes;  others  want  to  stay  at  home  constantly.  Some  people 
would  never  own  a  home  for  more  than  relatively  a  few  years, 


growing  tired  of  it  for  one  reason  or  another;  others  become 
so  attached  to  a  place  that  they  continue  to  live  in  it  even 
after  a  changing  neighborhood  makes  it  less  desirable. 

The  analvtical  architect,  realizing  that  people's  ambitions 
and  ideals  change,  should  warn  his  clients  to  build  their  home 
so  that  it  would  be  flexible  in  the  sense  that  it  could  be  altered 
to  meet  new  conditions  and  ideals.  This  would  mean,  first, 
sufficient  land;  then  a  method  of  decoration  that  would  not 
be  too  rigid.  Primarily  the  secret  of  long  ownership  is  land: 
enough  of  it  to  enjoy  seclusion  with  the  changing  conditions, 
and  of  such  a  nature  as  to  be  versatile  in  meeting  the  changing 
ideals  and  financial  conditions  of  its  owner. 

^kn  experienced  architect  knows  something  about  the  in- 
fluence of  a  house  on  its  occupants,  particularly  children,  and  it 
is  within  the  scope  of  his  responsibility  to  see  that  this  influence 
is  not  too  diametrically  opposed  to  the  possible  inherent  traits 
of  character  that  exist  in  the  family.  He  will  also  realize  that 
true  happiness  comes  from  a  home  that  is  never  finished.  Being 
a  thing  to  play  with  and  enjoy  as  a  means  of  expression  and 
outlet,  both  architect  and  owner  can,  by  forecasting  the  future, 
make  arrangements  so  that  changes  and  developments  can  be 
made  a  constant  source  of  enjoyment  and  interest. 

I  have  known  of  cases  where  owners  have  turned  over  a 
house  to  an  architect  and  gone  away,  expecting  to  come  back 
to  a  fully  and  completely  developed  house.  At  first  pleased  with 
the  result,  they  have  soon  grown  tired  of  it,  because  all  they 
had  left  to  do  was  to  sit  around  and  enjoy  being  part  of  a 
picture.  In  such  a  home  there  is  no  scope  for  imagination  or 
development. 

My  own  country  home  is,  after  six  years,  only  partially  de- 
veloped and  is  subject  to  infinite  change  and  variation  in  the 
years  to  come,  according  to  my  new  ideas  or  financial  ability. 
At  the  beginning,  however,  it  was — and  it  is  now  in  its  partially 
developed  state — the  ideal  dream  house  that  has  always  been 
in  my  mind.  I  have  a  renewed  and  vital  interest  in  it  each 
year,  because  of  its  possibility  for  infinite  development.

UHE  old  barns  that  used  to  house  Nellie,  the  cow,  the 
plow,  and  the  one-horse  shay  are  not  exactly  getting 
religion  but  at  least  they  are  being  converted! 
There  are  several  ways  ot  making  over  barns.  In  general,  the 
original  lines  of  the  barn  must  be  retained,  and  the  simpler 
the  exterior  and  the  interior,  the  more  the  charm.  The  heavy 


outside  sliding  door  may  have  a  smaller  one  cut 
into  it  as  a  convenient  entrance.  The  addition  of 
a  few  windows  is  usually  necessary,  and  they  should 
be  copies  of  the  originals  and  open  like  casement 
windows.  If  the  barn  is  red,  and  this  color  does  not 
clash  with  the  color  of  the  house,  it  is  very  amusing 
to  keep  it  so;  but  it  is  more  conservative  and  safer 
to  paint  it  to  match  the  house. 

In  doing  over  the  interior  one  has  a  chance  to 
use  one's  imagination  and  ingenuity.  In  general,  the 
sturdy  supports,  heavy  hand-hewn  timbers,  weather- 
beaten  rafters  aged  by  many  seasons  of  semi- 
exposure  must  be  preserved;  they  are  the  essence 
of  the  old  barn   and  its   present   most  valuable 
decorative  features.  Turn  on  the  hose  with  all  pressure  pos- 
sible, and  the  barn  is  easily  washed.  The  beams  when  waxed 
take  on  the  lovely,  natural,  smooth  brown  patina  of  age  that 
is  characteristic  only  of  old  wood.  The  stable  partitions  may 
be  taken  out.  Some  of  the  vertical  supports  can  be  dispensed 
with,  since  they  no  longer  have  to  carry  the  weight  of  tons  of 
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hay.  When  opened  in  this  manner  there  ex- 
tends a  spacious,  well-proportioned,  high- 
ceilinged  room  like  an  old  English  great 
hall.  If  necessary,  the  roof  timbers  may  be 
strengthened  by  iron  cross-rods. 

A  fireplace  is  a  necessity.  Stones  collected 
from  old  walls,  rocks  from  the  pastures,  or 
bricks  make  very  pretty  ones.  In  addition, 
for  a  cold  climate  the  one-pipe  heater  is  ex- 
cellent. A  hardwood  floor  is  an  advantage  if 
one  would  be  prepared  for  dancing. 


Fancy  the  fun  of  roasting  chestnuts  on 
a  brisk  fall  day  in  the  six-foot  fireplace 
below  that  is  raised  above  the  floor! 
It  is  the  focal  point  in  this  play  barn, 
the  property  of  Guy  W.  Currier,  Esq. 


Hanging  lanterns  made  from 
eight-gallon  milk  cans  are 
unique  in  this  barn-playhouse 
belonging  to  /I.J.  Bigelow,  Esq., 
where  bushel  baskets  serve  as 
lamp  shades!  There  is  a  fireplace

Continuous  smull-paned  win- 
dows run  along  two  sides  of  the 
Currier  barn,  giving  plenty  of 
sunlight  and  air.  The  curtains 
are  of  tan  linen  and  the  win- 
dow-seat cushions  green  leather 


The  vogue  for  saving,  for  purposesof  diver- 
sion, barns  that  are  on  the  verge  of  decay  is 
increasing,  and  the  clever  uses  and  ways  of 
reclaiming  them  are  limitless.  They  can  be 
converted  into  guest  houses,  squash  courts, 
studios,  laboratories,  swimming  pools.  It  is 
in  their  sturdiness  and  simplicity  of  design 
and  honesty  of  purpose  that  they  score. 
Architecturally  their  proportions  are  almost 
always  good,  and  their  construction  shows 
us  how  skilled  was  the  hand  labor  of  the 
past.  If  we  develop  our  decorations  in  the 
same  spirit  we  shall  preserve  this  heritage 
and  create  a  place  in  which  to  relax  and  play.

The  story  of  a  garden  in  Illinois

K  A  OST  of  us  like  romance;  some  of  us  ad- 
I  y  I  mit  it.  I  admit  it.  I  even  like  it  in  our 
INri— J  garden.  I  like  lily  pools  beneath  cool, 
dripping  birches,  roses  on  a  secluded  hillside, 
delphinium  and  madonna  lilies  enclosing  a  way- 
side shrine,  stone  steps  as  gentle  as  those  of 
Amain,  Spanish  jars,  sunflecked  walks,  terraces 
that  carry  me  to  southern  France. 

Let  me  tell  you,  then,  what  we  bought  of  land 
and  house  and  what  we  created.  Consciously,  we 
purchased  assets  along  with  the  earth — the  site 
with  its  views;  the  stately  house  with  its  French 
wrought-iron  forty-foot  gallery  porches  which 
ornament  both  front  and  rear;  and  the  valley 
with  its  legends. 

The  site  was  the  primal  beguilement  that 
raised  our  sails  for  so  golden  an  adventure.  We 
liked  it  because  it  was  not  wholly  earth  bound; 
the  place  had  a  strangely  illusive  nature  as  all 
romantic  beauty  should.  The  ground  plot  we  se- 
cured, and  with  which  the  gardener  reckons,  was 
of  modest  garden  proportions — one  hundred  feet 
wide  by  six  hundred  and  eighty  feet  deep,  the 
dimensions  of  an  intimate  garden.  Four  hundred 
feet  were  on  the  hilltop;  two  hundred  and  eighty 
feet  were  on  the  hillside.  The  winding  valley  of 
the  Illinois  River  takes  off  from  our  first  hillside 
parapet  and  sweeps  across  an  eight-mile  expanse 
of  river  and  woodland,  with  a  lake  in  the  middle 
distance  which,  in  turn,  is  encupped  on  the 
further  shore  by  a  range  of  wooded  highlands. 

The  first  hundred  feet  of  entrance  grounds  were 
attractive  under  a  canopy  of  century-old  elms. 
There  were  clipped  hedges  and  high,  dignified  corner  plant- 
ings, proving  enough  of  a  setting  to  enclose  the  winding  drive 
whose  design  already  was  defined.  Two  hundred  feet  of  lawn 
completed  the  hilltop  footage. 

As  to  the  remainder  of  the  ground  plot,  it  sprawled  down  the 
hillside  by  disjointed  antics  of  four  descending  terraces,  and 
was  saved  from  absurdity  only  by  its  accomplishment  on  the 
lowest  grade.  Here  was  a  secluded  thicket  of  a  comparatively 
rare  kind  of  locust.  However,  it  was  the  charming  old  house 
in  which  we  were  to  live  that  captured  our  hearts.  It  is  the 
oldest  and  the  most  storied  house  ot  that  part  ot  the  Illinois 
Valley. 

The  first  conflicting  force  in  developing  our  garden  was 
rocks.  There  were  none!  Imagine  a  hillside  garden  which  had 
to  be  modeled  into  five  irregular,  intriguing  terraces,  and  no 
rocks!  I  must  not  go  far  into  the  story  of  getting  our  rocks,

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nor  how  our  terraces  became  dreams  worthy  of  a  Caprian 
garden.  Suffice  to  say,  I  wrecked  a  deserted  mill  for  huge 
creamy  rocks;  I  robbed  the  city  dump  for  those  of  limestone; 
I  captured  drv  river  beds  for  the  native  ones;  I  used  my  most 
telling  wiles  on  the  city  street  commissioner  for  old  six-foot 
curbstone  steps.  I  ruined  our  car,  mashed  thumbs,  broke  toes, 
and  had  a  glorious  three  years  of  local  adventure,  until  one  day 
I  looked  upon  the  terraces  of  our  hillside  and  called  them  good. 

Moreover,  there  were  episodes  and  minor  comedies  that 
developed  with  the  daily  progress  of  garden  building.  There 
was  the  enclosing  of  the  plot  to  insure  privacy,  accomplished 
by  plant  walls  of  varying  heights  and  depths;  there  were  alleys, 
walks,  entrances,  approaches,  steps,  and  retreats  that  a  land- 
scape gardener  no  doubt  would  construct  without  drama,  and 
perhaps  without  the  creative  delight  that  was  part  of  our 
activity.  Then  suddenly  one  day  we  came  into  full,  major 
drama — drama  on  the  Promethean  scale;  we  came  into  conflict 
with  the  heavens  themselves.  The  sky  was  too  vast!  It  yawned 
like  a  great  dome  over  an  incomprehensible  panorama  of  un- 
valued, unrelated,  ungrouped  hills,  valleys,  and  rivers. 

Surelv  the  least  one  may  ask  of  a  garden  is  that  it  be  a  win- 
dow that  opens  into  the  universe;  but  a  window,  not  the

universe  itself.  One  day.  when  the  conflict  was  getting 
almost  too  Promethean,  a  slim  and  lovely  goddess  of  a 
tree  appeared  to  my  imaginative  eye.  \\  e  set  out  to  cap- 
ture just  such  a  tree  in  reality.  \\  e  did  capture  the  lithe 
beauty,  several  of  them  in  fact,  and  planted  them  to  I 
their  best  advantage  in   attractive  groups  against  the' 
skyline.  Immediately  the  sky  took  on  intimate,  horizon- 
tal values,  with  finite,  comprehensible  arcs  that  put  us 
at  home  on  our  earth.  By  means  of  trees  we  threw  the 
valley  into  related  groups,  with  the  hills  and  rivers  in 
composition;  the  composition,  in  turn,  became  defined  and 
articulate  to  our  sense  of  being,  and  we  were  at  home  in  our 
garden,  with  windows  that  opened  into  the  universe. 

Then,  transcending  the  conflicts,  came  a  further  series  of 
delightful  adventures.  No  doubt  by  July  the  rose  bower  we 
had  planted  at  a  turn  of  hillside  steps  would  have  suggested 
its  own  shrine  even  if  the  pious  Franciscan  Sister  (who  dropped 
in  during  iris-blooming  time  for  her  meditations)  had  not  sensed 
the  hillside  creatively  enough  to  remark,  "You  should  have 
Saint  Therese  in  this  garden;  she  would  be  happy  here."  Episod- 
ic weeks  followed,  when  the  artist  who  overheard  the  Sister's 
remark  set  about  carving  the  pious  beauty  of  our  Saint  Therese 
and  made  the  tender  sister  of  Liseaux  strangely  beautiful  and 
communicative  in  her  wooden  presence.  Nor  can  we  forget  the 
delight  of  the  Florentine  lanterns,  nor  the  medieval  brackets 
from  a  little  village  of  the  Apennines,  nor  the  French  iron 
gates.  Also  that  brilliant  blue  morning  when  the  Spanish  jar 
from  Granada  came  to  our  terrace;  and  later  the  iridescent 
wine  flasks  from  Portugal  and  the  fish  baskets  from  Cape  Cod. 

W  hat  garden  does  not  offer  chances  for  romance  as  colorful? 
Or  create  adventure  as  subtler  I  said  at  the  outset  that  I  like 
romance.  I  still  like  it  and  especially  in  our  garden.

f\  painted  scenic  paper  on  the  walls 
of  the  Cresap  dining  room  depicts, 
in  gay  colors,  a  Chinese  country- 
side, the  soft  yellow  color  of  its 
background  being  continued  in  the 
woodwork.  The  interiors  of  the  two 
cupboards,  containing  choice  old 
porcelain,  are  painted  a  dull,  brown- 
ish red,  the  moldings  being  out- 
lined in  gold.  Curtains  and  chair 
seats  of  apricot  damask  are  empha- 
sized against  a  dark  green  rug;  the 
furniture  consists  of  English  an-

The  delightful  dull,  light 
raspberry-colored  walls  in  the 
guest  room  have  no  decoration 
other  than  a  painted  paper 
border  of  nineteenth  century 
design.

1  The  par  3,  No.  6,  195  yards,  of  the  Mini- 
kahda  Club,  Minneapolis,  Minn.  Planned 
by  Donald  Ross.  Here  in  191 6  "Chick" 
Evans,  amateur,  set  the  low  score  record  for 
our  National  Open:  288  strokes  for  72 
holes.  Over  this  same  course  Bobby  Jones 
won  the  1927  National  Amateur.  The  timid 
player  usually  goes  to  the  right  and  gets  a 
bogey  4  via  route  B.  A  great  shot  for  a  star, 
via  line  A.  If  one  shys  off  the  line  to  the 
right  a  deep  trap  is  the  penalty.  The  green 
is  surrounded  by  rough.  A  long  iron  hole. 

2  Par  3.  No.  16.  222  vards  of  the  Cypress 
Point  Golf  Club,  Pebble  Beach,  Cat  De- 
signed by  Dr.  Alister  McKenzie.  and  one  of 
the  most  difficult  par  holes  in  America. 
It  takes  a  full  wood  to  span  the  Pacific  and 
land  on  the  green.  Rocky  banks  thirty  feet 
high  outline  the  fairway  from  the  tee,  on  a 
promontory,  to  home.  The  par  route  is  via 
route  A.  Everything  beyond  the  rocks  is 
fairway.  Route  B  leads  to  a  4.  and  C  to  a  5. 

3  Donald  Ross  planned  No.  8,  198  yards, 
of  the  Palm  Beach  Country  Club,  Palm 
Beach,  Fla.;  par  3.  Here  the  water  haz- 
ard lies  midway  from  tee  to  green.  Any 
player  can  get  over  it  with  an  iron;  but  he 
who  needs  a  par  must  play  on  a  ruled  line 
for  the  flag,  else  deep  traps  will  catch  the 
ball.  The  par  route  is  via  A.  The  mediocre 
golfer  should  use  route  B.  playing  short  of 
the  green  and  traps.  Then  a  short  approach 
means  a  bogey  4.  Cracks  with  the  iron 
have  success  in  playing  it  with  a  No.  3. 

4  The  par  3,  No.  3.  16;  yards,  of  the  Kit- 
tansett  Club,  Marion.  Mass.  A  fine  design 
by  Wilson,  Flynn.  and  Hood  for  an  ocean 
hole.  A  long  elevated  green  with  a  sloping 
apron  to  hold  the  full  iron  is  visible  over  the 
coastal  waves.  Those  who  pull  their  shots 
or  overplay  find  themselves  in  the  largest 
sand  trap  possible.  There  is  no  choice  but 
to  go  for  the  green.  It  is  a  fine  iron  shot. 

5  No.  6. 1 50  yards,  of  the  Brae  Burn  Coun- 
try Club.  \\  est  Newton.  Mass.  Scene  of  the 
1919  National  Open  and  1928  National 
Amateur.  A  testing  par  3  as  you  look  down 
hill  from  a  high  tee  to  a  small  green  elevated 


above  a  creek.  Such  holes  are  simple  if  one 
can  judge  distance  correctly  and  play  them 
accordingly,  as  a  pitch  shot  is  almost  bound 
to  fall  dead  played  from  such  an  elevation. 

6  The  par  3,  No.  3.  165  yards,  of  the  St. 
Louis  Country  Club,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  As 
with  most  holes  demanding  a  shot  over 
water,  one  must  here  reach  the  green  from 
the  tee.  It  is  an  exceedingly  well-trapped 
hole,  requiring  accurate  judgment  of  dis- 
tance and  direction.  Scene  of  the  National 
Amateur  of  1921,  won  by  Jesse  Guilford. 

i  A  jewel  of  a  hole  is  No.  14,  93  yards, 
of  Bedford  Springs  Golf  Club,  Bedford 
Springs,  Pa.;  par  3.  The  tee  is  but  12  feet 
above  the  green,  yet  it  seems  twice  that 
height.  Those  who  add  too  much  to  their 
swings  to  insure  spanning  the  water  will 
find  sand  traps  and  rough  mounds  to  snare 
their  balls.  The  trees  are  too  far  to  either 
side  to  aid  in  judging  distance.  Designed 
by  Arthur  Goss,  of  the  Everglades  Club, 
Palm  Beach,  and  well  planned  for  a  spade- 
mashie,   mashie-niblick  or  niblick  pitch. 

8  The  par  4.  No.  16.  369  yards,  of  1 
land  Hills  Country  Club,  Birmingham. 
Mich.  Here  Miss  Glenna  Collett  won  the 
1929  women's  title,  and  Cyril  Walker 
gained  his  sole  National  Open  crown  in 
1924.  Cyril  played  it  via  route  A.  using  a 
midiron  for  his  second.  He  placed  it  so  close 
to  the  pin  as  to  snare  a  birdie  3  on  his  last 
round.  The  hole  cost  Hagen  his  chance  in 
that  title  event.  This  is  a  typical  example 
of  the  way  water  hazards  are  sometimes 
used  on  par  4  holes.  The  bogey  player 
should  be  wise  to  follow  route  B,  playing 
short  with  his  second  and  then  successfully 
pitching  home  over  the  pond  with  his  third. 

9  The  par  ;.  No.  10.  130  yards,  of  the 
Chicago  Golf  Club,  N\  heaton.  111.  A  magnif- 
icent water  hole.  Your  tee  view  is  a  high 
banked  green,  practically  surrounded  by 
one  continuous  trap  lying  beyond  a  pond. 
Back  of  the  traps  are  weeds  and  long  grass. 
One  cannot  dodge  the  issue,  as  groves  of 
trees  line  the  pond  on  each  side.  Here  the 
1928  Walker  Cup  matches  were  played. 
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TA^  /<»rg^  kitchen,  in  the  house  where  several  servants  are  employed,  can  be  so  arranged 
that  they  may  all  do  their  separate  tasks  without  interfering  with  each  other.

The  Kitchen  C/itche§  Up 

And  follows  the  fashions  of  to-day 
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.XCE  upon  a  time  kitchens  were  living  rooms.  Then 
they  became  mere  work  shops,  centers  of  domestic 
drudgery.  More  recently  they  have  developed  into 
one  of  the  show  points  of  even,"  new  home,  colorful,  hright, 
and  completely  appointed.  Perhaps  prohibition  had  something 
to  do  with  this  latter  trend,  for  cocktail  parties  have  a  way 
of  finding  themselves  in  the  kitchen  and  pantry,  around  the 
sources  of  supply. 

Be  that  as  it  may.  it  is  a  fact  that  kitchens  have  gone  up  and 
down  the  social  scale  until  one  may  properly  be  puzzled  as  to 
their  position  in  the  home.  Efficiency  experts  have  demanded 
the  small,  compact  kitchen  to  save  steps  and  time.  Sanitation 
experts  have  demanded  absolute  cleanliness.  Decorators  have 
demanded  color.  Domestic  science  experts  have  urged  the  use 
of  modern,  labor-saving  equipment.  There  has  indeed  been 
much  progress  in  kitchen  planning  and  equipment.  It  is  time  to 
stop  and  ask  whither  are  we  going  and  what  will  be  the  kitchen 
of  to-morrow. 

Breaking  away  from  fads  and  the  special  emphasis  of  experts 
of  all  types,  let  us  look  at  the  kitchen  coldly  and  impartially, 
and  determine  its  place  in  the  domestic  establishment.  It  is  a 
center  for  food  preparation,  food  service,  and  the  essential 
cleaning  of  dishes  and  cooking  utensils.  That  is  its  real  purpose. 
It  should  accomplish  these  things  well  before  attempting  to  do 
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anything  else;  but  because  of  our  peculiar  domestic  service 
problem  and  our  social  habits,  it  must  do  many  other  things 
effectively. 

Lsually  the  servant  problem  is  the  first  consideration  in 
modern  kitchen  planning.  The  servantless  house  demands  a 
kitchen  that  lightens  drudgery",  speeds  up  work,  and  enables 
the  mistress  ot  the  home  to  prepare  and  serve  foods  with  the 
minimum  of  effort  and  in  the  briefest  possible  time.  The  one- 
servant  home  faces  a  similar  condition,  because  when  that 
serv  ant  is  absent  the  duties  devolve  upon  the  housewife  and 
the  kitchen  becomes  temporarily  serv  antless.  The  one-servant 
home  also  requires  high  efficiency  in  order  that  the  sole  domes- 
tic may  perform  other  duties  than  mere  kitchen  work. 

In  larger  establishments  the  presence  of  several  domestics 
affects  the  kitchen  planning.  A  cook  and  a  butler  have  different 
functions  to  perform  and  each  must  be  able  to  earn"  on  the 
work  without  interfering  with  the  other.  This  makes  the  but- 
ler's pantry  an  almost  indispensable  adjunct  of  the  kitchen. 
W  ith  several  senants.  it  is  a  question  whether  to  have  a  large 
kitchen  in  which  they  can  all  work  at  once  and  in  which  they 
can  have  their  own  meals,  or  whether  to  subdivide  the  area 
into  efficient  work  units,  with  separate  space  to  be  used  as  a 
sen  ants'  dining  room  and  sitting  room.       (Continued  on  page  74)

ENQUIRIES 

I  am  sending  a  photograph  of  a  coverlet  which 
I  recently  purchased.  Can  you  tell  me  the 
name  of  its  design;  also  how  the  dyes  used  in 
these  coverlets  were  made.  I  own  several  with 
beautiful  colors  which  are  permanent,  as  the 
coverlets  wash  well. — Mrs.  Laura  Evans. 

This  design  is  known  by  different  names  in 
the  various  sections  of  the  country.  Whig  rose 
is,  we  believe,  the  most  common  appellation. 
\\  heel  of  fortune,  four  snowballs,  and  lover's 
knot  are  also  applied  to  it.  The  sources  from 
which  these  wool  dyes  were  drawn  sound 
much  like  an  alchemist's  book  of  necromancy. 
Names  to  conjure  with,  many  almost  mean- 
ingless to  us  of  this  generation,  such  as  cam- 
wood, logwood,  fustic,  and  anotta.  For  the 
actual  method  of  procuring  dyes,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  consult  an  old  recipe  book,  of  which 
"Mackenzie's  5,000  Recipes"  is  outstanding. 
Our  forebears  were  prone  to  mix  cooking,  dye- 
ing, and  medical  recipes  in  one  book,  and  the 
strange  ingredients  which  went  into  these  con- 
coctions were  in  every  cupboard.  A  list  of 
colors  and  their  sources  is  self-explanatory: 

Cochineal  and  camwood,  scarlets;  Ni- 
caragua and  Brazil  woods,  crimsons;  madder, 
lakes;  yellow  oak,  walnut,  tumeric,  birch, 
anotta,  peach  leaves,  and 
smartweed,  yellows;  weld, 
orange  yellow;  fustic,  deep 
yellow;  indigo,  common 
blue;  nutgalls,  blacks  and 
grays;  butternut,  hemlock, 
maple,  browns;  sumach, 
tans. 

For  secondary  colors  our 
grandmothers  were  expert 
at  mixing  the  above  con- 
coctions. Tints  were  obtained  by  dipping; 
deep  values  meant  an  immersion  of  perhaps 
several  days. 

I  recently  picked  up  an  old  teapot.  It  is 
marked  "  Rochester"  in  a  rectangle  superim- 
posed on  a  circle.  Scratched  on  dimly  is  4Ph 
just  beneath  the  other  mark.  Copper  shows 
through  where  the  plate  is  worn.  Can  you  tell 
me  about  this  ?— M rs.  G.  W.  Tourtellot. 

Your  teapot  is,  without  doubt,  of  Sheffield 
plate,  being  silver  on  copper,  but  I  do  not 
think,  from  your  photograph  of  it,  that  it  is 
old  enough  to  be  classed  as  antique.  Its  value 
as  a  collector's  piece  is  negligible  for  this 
reason,  although  it  is  well  designed  and  a  nice 
piece  to  own. 

€an  you  tell  me  something  about  a  lamp  that 
has  been  in  my  family  for  years,  but  which 
came  originally  from  Canada.  The  glass 
reservoir  that  holds  the  oil  seems  to  act  also 
as  an  hourglass. — Mrs.  L.  J.  Merce. 

Your  lamp  is  French  in  origin  and  is  one  of 
the  rarer  types  that  serve  a  twofold  purpose — 
namely,  to  give  illumination  and,  by  means 
of  the  marked  glass  reservoir,  to  serve  as  an 
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hourglass  to  mark  the  passing  time.  The  shape 
of  the  glass  reservoir  is  so  calculated  that  the 
surface  line  of  oil  marks  the  hour  of  the  day. 
It  is  an  excellent  lamp,  and  you  are  fortunate 
in  having  the  reservoir  intact. 

SHOP  TALK 

Antiques,  to  most  of  us,  mean  a  great  deal  of 
furniture  and  glass,  some  silver,  pewter,  and 
fabrics.  Few  of  us  delve  far  enough  into  the 
Held  to  discover  antique  amusements.  To  this 
smartly  sophisticated  modern  age,  the  world 
of  the  antique  has  brought — perhaps  in  the 
spirit  of  fitness  of  things — a  backgammon 
board,  and  you  may  laugh,  a  bit  amused  at 
our  effort  to  find  the  unusual. 

At  the  Colony  Shop  we  discovered  this  amid 
countless  treasures  made  prior  to  1680  during 


the  Stuart  period.  It  is  constructed  in  a  most 
decorative  fashion  of  ivory  and  ebony  and 
shows  a  chess  board  on  the  reverse  side.  I 
doubt  if  a  more  excellent  specimen  will  ever 
appear  on  the  market. 

With  the  board  is  shown  part  of  a  deck  of 
playing  cards  that  are  rare  and  interesting. 
They  are  entirely  hand  colored  and  delightful 
in  conception.  The  ace  of  spades  bears  the 
crest  of  George  III  and  perhaps  indicates 
royal  ownership. 

We  were  shown  there,  also,  a  Sheraton  Pem- 
broke table  that  is  quite  unique.  A  delicate 
frieze  of  satinwood  makes  an  unusual  and 
pretentious  border  around  the  entire  top  and 
the  oval  which  occupies  the  center.  In  marque- 
try inlay  are  displayed,  within  this  oval,  musi- 
cal motives  and  a  scroll  bearing  the  score  of 
"Auld  Lang  Syne."  A  really  lovely  table— 
from  the  hand,  no  doubt,  of  a  music-loving 
and  extremely  expert  cabinetmaker. 


Paper  weights,  with  their  gay  colors,  un- 
usual forms,  and  sometimes  humorous  in- 
terest, never  fail  to  make  an  appeal,  and  this 
collection  is  worthy  of  more  than  average 
attention.  There  is  a  variety  of  shapes  and 
of  subject  matter  in  the  group.  The  small 
bottle  at  the  right  bears  the  date  of  1848. 


At  the  Old  Print  Shop  there  is  the  usual 
excellent  exhibition  which  we  have  grown  to 
expect.  Not  only  the  well-known  Currier  & 
Ives  and  Kellogg  prints,  but  also  those  of 
other  print  makers  perhaps  not  quite  so  well 
known.  Sarony-Major,  Bailie,  and  many  others 
are  represented  in  the  collection.  There  seems 
to  be  a  continuing  market  interest  in  Curriers 
of  military  character  and  of  New  England 
scenes.  Somehow  N.  Currier  and  Currier  & 
Ives  seem,  in  their  selection  of  subject  matter, 
to  have  made  themselves  distinctly  portrayers 
of  the  American  scene. 

The  "New  England  Winter  Scene"  shown 
takes  its  place  along  with  the  "Four  Seasons," 
"Home  to  Thanksgiving,"  and  others,  to  form 
a  group  in  which  public  interest  is  undying. 
True  in  detail  and  conception  to  New  England 
country  life  as  it  was  and  is,  it  strikes  a 
responsive  chord 
in  our  breasts. 

It  is  interesting 
to  note  here  that 
most  of  these  New 
England  prints 
were  made  from 
drawings  of  George 
N.  Durrie,  and  at 
present  the  Durrie 
prints  are  t lie 
most  popular  with 

Americans  because  they  so  accurately  depict 
everyday  phases  of  our  national  life  to-day. 

In  this  connection,  too,  it  is  quite  unneces- 
sary to  introduce  Louis  Maurer.  His  delightful 
personality  has  endeared  him  to  all  who  know 
him,  and  he  has  the  ability  to  bring  back  to 
us  the  atmosphere  of  (and  his  personal  ex- 
periences in)  the  shop  of  Currier  &  Ives.  A 
remarkable  man,  now  in  his  ninety-ninth  year. 

On  February  14th,  a  display  of  Currier 
prints  of  Maurer  subject  matter,  as  well  as  a 
splendid  exhibition  of  Mr.  Maurer's  paintings 
and  his  tools  and  stones,  closed  at  the  Print 
Shop.  Such  a  tremendous  appreciation  was 
given  this  exhibition  that  a  similar  Durrie  dis- 
play will  open  April  first  in  the  Old  Print  Shop. 
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In  this  finely  balanced  design/  twin  medallions  bring 
to  life  the  art  of  the  centuries.  One  represents 
Sculpture  with  Cupid  modelling  a  head  .  .  .  one  is 
devoted  to  Painting  and  Literature.

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THE  KITCHEN  CATCHES  UP

The  servant  problem  settled  and  the  type  of  layout  established, 
there  still  remain  numerous  fundamental  matters  that  require  con- 
sideration. The  drudgery  of  kitchen  work  must  be  eliminated — not 
merely  to  make  living  more  pleasant,  but  in  order  to  make  servants 
happier  and  to  keep  them  longer  in  these  days  of  competition.  For 
similar  reasons,  the  environment  of  the  kitchen  must  be  pleasant. 
Labor-saving  devices  of  all  types  have  their  justification  in  making 
attractive  space  of  the  kitchen,  in  reducing  the  size  of  the  domestic 
force  (with  consequent  reduction  in  operating  costs),  as  well  as  in 
eliminating  that  type  of  drudgery  that  makes  domestic  work  so  dis- 
tasteful to  the  average  man  or  woman. 

The  owner  and  his  architect  should  give  due  thought  to  six  factors, 
each  of  which  can  be  touched 
upon  but  lightly  in  this  discus- 
sion. They  are  (1)  planning  the 
arrangement  of  the  kitchen  units; 
(2)  selection  of  materials  for 
floor  and  wall,  and  of  equip- 
ment construction  that  will  aid 
in  simplifying  maintenance;  (3) 
proper  lighting;  (4)  ventilation; 
(5)  the  selection  of  correct  equip- 
ment; and  (6)  decorative  treat- 
ments. Note  that  decoration  is 
the  last  consideration  in  modern 
kitchen  planning  and  is  being 
subordinated  to  practical  utility. 

It  is  not  possible,  nor  is  it 
necessary,  to  establish  fixed  for- 
mulas for  the  arrangement  of 
working  units  in  the  kitchen 
layout.  One  merely  keeps  in 
mind  the  routine  of  kitchen 
work.  This  falls  into  two  distinct 
stages — the  preparation  of  foods 
and  the  restoration  of  foods, 
utensils,  and  dishes.  In  the  first 
stage,  work  starts  at  the  food- 
storage  cabinets  and  refrigera- 
tor, where  materials  are  gath- 


By  directly  relating  the  six  units  of  food  storage, 
refrigerator,  sink,  cabinet,  range,  and  dish  closet, 
a  convenient  and  labor-saving  kitchen  is  achieved 


ered  together.  It  then  passes  to  the  sink  for  the  preliminary  prepar- 
ation of  the  foods;  thence  to  the  work  table  for  mixing  and  com- 
pounding; thence  to  the  range  for  cooking;  and  finally  to  the  dish 
storage  and  butlery  before  passing  through  to  the  dining  room.  Anv 
arrangement  that  will  bring  the  six  units  of  food  storage,  refrigerator, 
sink,  work  table  or  cabinet,  range,  and  dish  storage  into  direct  rela- 
tionship, one  with  another,  will  minimize  waste  motion  and  make  for 
kitchen  convenience. 

In  the  second  stage  after  food  service  is  completed,  the  order 
changes,  for  the  range  ceases  to  be  of  any  importance.  From  the 
dining  room  the  work  passes  through  or  by  the  dish  storage  and  but- 
lery to  the  refrigerator  (where  foods  are  returned  to  cold  storage),  to 

the  food  cupboards  and  closets 
where  the  non-perishable  things 
are  put  away,  and  to  the  sink 
and  the  incinerator  where  dishes 
are  cleaned  and  waste  food  dis- 
carded, finally  returning  to  the 
dish  storage. 

Next  comes  the  choice  of  ma- 
terials for  construction  and  finish 
that  will  simplify  cleaning  and 
maintenance  work.  Spotless 
cleanliness  is  the  common  de- 
mand of  every  meticulous  house- 
wife; it  is  for  this  reason  all 
exposed  surfaces  should  be 
resistant  to  dust,  dirt,  and  the 
oft-times  greasy  deposits  that 
come  from  cooking,  and  should 
be  of  the  type  that  permits  the 
easy  removal  of  these  surface 
films  that  inevitably  collect. 
Ceramic  tile  floors  and  wains- 
cots won  their  high  popularity 
in  kitchen  planning  because  of 
their  resistance  to  dirt  and  the 
ease  with  which  they  can  be 
cleaned,  rather  than  because  of 
their  potential  value  as  colorful

decorative  surfaces.  Both  linoleum 
and  rubber  tiles  have  achieved  a 
high  position  for  kitchen  flooring 
for  similar  reasons,  but  these  ma- 
terials also  have  the  advantage  of 
resilience  and  greater  comfort  under 
foot.  Tile  walls  are  now  competing 
with  vitrified  compounds  resem- 
bling glass  or  marble;  with  enameled 
sheet  tiles  of  various  compositions; 
with  enamel  and  porcelain-surfaced 
metal  tiles;  and  with  glazed  wall 
fabrics  of  infinitely  varied  patterns 
and  colors.  Ceilings  in  kitchens  and 
pantries  are  usually  of  plaster  fin- 
ished with  paint  and  enamel. 

A  great  deal  of  attention  has 
been  paid  in  recent  years  to  ingen- 
iously designed  and  cleverly  made 
cabinets  and  work  units  of  enameled 
metal  or  wood.  The  choice  between 
these  materials  is  a  matter  for  the 
purse  and  personal  preference  to 
decide.  Cabinets  and  work  tables 
of  metal  claim  the  advantage  of 
possessing  baked  enamel  surfaces 
and  of  being  vermin  proof.  The  bet- 
ter grades  of  wood  cabinets,  how- 
ever, are  beautifully  finished  with 
enamels  or  lacquers  that  are  easily 
kept  in  thoroughly  clean  condition. 

I^fluch  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  development  of  sinks  and  drain 
bo  nds  that  minimize  the  labor  of 
keeping  the  kitchen  spotless.  Stain- 
less porcelains  have  recently  been 
developed  that  are  not  discolored 
by  foods  and  fruit  acids.  Colored 
porcelain  has  found  its  place  in  the 
kitchen  as  an  element  in  the  crea- 
tion of  attractive  decorative 
schemes.  The  white  metals  have 
more  recently  come  into  wide  rec- 
ognition as  excellent  materials  for 
sinks,  drain  boards,  counters,  and 
work  tables,  because  they  possess 
several  advantages  th.it  appeal  to 
modern  home  owners.  Their  neutral 
color,  coupled  with  their  high 
finish,  adapts  them  to  any  decora- 
tive pi. hi,  ;iiid  in  fac  t  helps  to  blend 
the  colors  found  in  the  walls,  floors, 
and  cabinets.  I  hey  are  somewhat 
softer  than  porcelain  and  china 
and  tend  to  diminish  dish  break- 
age, although  they  are  not  soft 
enough  to  be  easily  dented  or  mar- 
red by  rough  handling.  They  are 
absolutely  non-staining,  and  they 
will  not  corrode  or  tarnish. 

One  should  not  confuse  Monel 
Metal  and  the  so-called  stainless 
steels  with  the  old-fashioned  white 
metals  of  softer  body  and  lighter 
construction  that  are  still  to  be 
found  doing  yeoman  service  in  the 
butler's  pantries  of  houses  built 
many  decades  ago.  These  newer 
materials  have  far  greater  strength 
and,  since  they  are  solid  metal,  they 
can  be  cleaned  and  polished  indef- 
nitely  without  wearing  them  out. 
1  hey  are  usually  made  up  as  cus- 
tom-built units  to  fit  the  kitchen 
plan  and  to  accommodate  any  de- 
sired accessories,  such  as  electric 
dishwashers,  utensil  drawers,  and 
storage  cabinets.  A  series  of  stand- 
ard Monel  Metal  sinks  is  soon  to  be 
introduced,  to  eliminate  the  need 
for  much  custom  work  and  to 
achieve  the  economies  that  come 
through  quantity  production. 

Plan  the  disposition  of  lights  so 
as  to  make  certain  that  every  work 
space  is  free  from  shadows.  The 


fixtures,  of  course,  should  be  of  the 
easily  washable  type,  free  from  un- 
necessary surface  irregularities  in 
which  dirt  can  accumulate.  Venti- 
lation— an  urgent  necessity  in  the 
modern  compact  kitchen — is  ac- 
complished by  building  in  an 
electric  ventilating  fan  that  will 
quickly  exhaust,  from  the  room 
into  the  open  air,  the  odors  and 
smoke  that  arise  from  cooking. 

The  fifth  consideration,  and  the 
one  closest  to  the  heart  of  every 
good  housekeeper,  is  the  choice  of 
modern  equipment.  Little  need  be 
said  about  the  elementary  units — 
the  sink,  the  range,  and  the  re- 
frigerator. The  modern  gas  and 
electric  ranges — often  equipped  with 
separate  broilers,  dish  warmers, 
automatic  fireless  cookers  and 
temperature-controlling  devices — 
are  offered  in  a  wide  variety  of 
models  to  meet  every  household 
requirement.  The  modern  automa- 
tic refrigerator  has  found  its  place 
definitely  within  the  kitchen  floor 
area.  It  is  no  longer  relegated  to  a 
cold  pantry,  but  is  placed  where  it 
is  most  convenient  as  a  working 
unit.  Both  gas  and  electric  refrigera- 
tors have  ceased  to  be  luxuries. 

1  o  these  three  essential  units 
should  be  added  the  kitchen  cabinet 
or  its  equivalent  where  every 
utensil  and  appliance  needed  in  the 
preparation  of  foods  is  to  be  found 
handy  to  the  work. 

Electric  dishwashers  have  now 
passed  every  conceivable  test  and 
have  proved  their  utility  and  econ- 
omy against  the  conservatism 
that  has  long  resisted  their  invas- 
ion. Domestic  science  experts  have 
long  stated  that  these  dishwashing 
devices  are  more  sanitary  than 
hand  washing  and  hand  drying. 
Obviously  they  are  labor  savers. 
The  newer  designs  are  so  arranged 
as  to  give  greater  protection  against 
breakage  of  dishes  and  glassware 
than  could  ever  be  expected  of  hand 
cleaning.  1  hey  are  self-cleaning, 
self-draining,  and  require  but  the 
turn  of  a  faucet  and  the  snap  of  a 
switch  for  filling  and  starting. 

Cither  new  equipment  items  in- 
clude small  cabinet  driers,  electric- 
ally or  gas  heated,  for  drying  dish 
towels  and  small  washings;  kitchen 
utility  motors  equipped  for  beating, 
mixing  fruit  juices,  and  a  host  of 
other  laborious  operations;  com- 
pact cabinets  containing  folding 
ironing  boards  and  providing  space 
for  brooms  and  cleaning  utensils; 
incinerators  that  automatically  dis- 
pose of  all  garbage  and  waste;  and 
kitchen  utensils  of  stainless  metals 
and  enamels  that  require  the  mini- 
mum of  attention  to  keep  them  in 
their  original  bright  condition. 

The  last  thought  in  kitchen  plan- 
ning relates  to  color  schemes  and 
decorative  treatments.  This  is  a 
realm  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
present  article.  It  is  important  to 
successful  planning  because  the 
kitchen  should  not  be  a  mere  fac- 
tory, or  a  coldly  severe  workshop 
resembling  a  hospital  operating 
room,  but  it  should  represent  an  at- 
tractive environment  in  which 
servants  can  work  with  pleasure 
and  into  which  occasional  guests 
can  be  admitted  without  apology.

most  up-to-date  and  speedy  trav- 
eling that  would  ever  be  done 
in  America.  There  are  quaint  in- 
structions to  stage  drivers,  a  table 
of  the  value  of  foreign  coins  in 
American  money,  the  rates  of  post- 
age when  a  letter  was  carried 
"eighty  miles  for  ten  cents,  and 
over  eighty  miles  twelve  cents  and 
a  half,"  as  well  as  a  "Merchants' 
or  Travel  Directory  of  the  Princi- 
pal Roads  and  Distances  through- 
out the  United  States,"  an  examin- 
ation of  which  shows  that  the  whole 
of  these  United  States  equaled 
thirteen  in  the  days  when  this  di- 
rectory was  printed. 


/%  checkerboard  hangs  on  the 
wall,  so  toned  by  age  that  its  red 
and  black  squares  are  hard  to  dis- 
tinguish; no  doubt  it  hung  by  the 
same  leather  thonj>  for  many  a  long 
year  in  some  ancient  tavern.  Any 
patron  who  wished  could  take  it 
down  and  have  his  game  of  "drafts" 
before  the  blazing  fire,  with  a  mug 
of  flip  beside  him  and  the  toddy 
iron  heating  in  the  embers.  There 
is  a  good  deal  to  be  said  for  the 
comforts  of  the  old  days  after  all, 
before  modern  inventions  and  re- 
strictions had  complicated  our  lives 
as  they  do  now.  On  the  back  of  this 
worn  checkerboard  is  a  legend  in 
decorative  black  printing  which 
reads: 

"Women  and  Wine 
( iaming  &  Deciet 
Makes  the  Wealth  SMALL 
And  wants  GREAT." 

The  chance  to  peruse  this  moral 
sentiment  doubtless  offset  any 
tendency  on  the  part  of  the  player 
to  back  his  skill  on  the  board  witli 
his  frugal  store  of  pence,  and 
caused  him  to  transfer  them  swiftly 
and  unhesitatingly  to  the  landlord's 
pocket  instead. 

Beside  the  wall  at  the  foot  of  the 
narrow  rear  staircase  stands  a 
beautiful  example  of  a  Connecticut 
carved  chest,  four  paneled  and 
made  about  1700,  a  rare  and  fine 
specimen  of  its  kind.  This  chest 
was  found  in  a  barn  where  it  was 
probably  used  for  many  years  for 
storing  oats  and  grain. 

Near  the  window  at  the  back  of 
the  room  stands  a  maple  desk-on- 
frame  with  a  central  stretcher  and 
well-turned  base,  and  above  it 
hangs  an  old  tavern  sign  found  near 
Wethersfield,  Connecticut,  with  an 
eagle  and  the  usual  "E  Pluribus 
Unum"  in  its  decorations.  There 
is  also  a  curious  iron  silhouette  of 
Washington,  twelve  inches  high  and 
evidently  made  in  honor  of  his 
Masonic  affiliations  since  he  holds 
a  compass  in  his  hand,  although  it 
may  refer  to  the  fact  that  he  was 
a  surveyor. 

Over  the  door  is  a  great  tin  stage- 
coach horn  four  and  one-half  feet 
long,  which  must  have  taken  a 
muscular  pair  of  arms  to  hold  aloft 
and  a  lusty  pair  of  lungs  to  fill  the 


country  side  with  echoing  blasts 
from  it  in  the  days  when  this  sound 
announced  that  the  coach  and 
prancing  horses  were  on  their  way. 
In  the  corner  stands  a  triangular 
Windsor  table,  one  of  the  rarest  , 
pieces  any  collector  of  Early  Amer- 
icana can  acquire  nowadays,  and  of 
obvious  value  to  those  who  know 
the  field. 

Quite  near  by  is  a  pair  of  heavy, 
roundabout  Windsor  chairs  and  an 
early  pine  candle  stand  of  the  kind 
seen  so  often  in  modern  reproduc- 
tions, with  a  screw  base  which  per- 
mits the  lights  to  be  raised  and 
lowered.  The  pine  desk  has  an 
equipment  of  sand  shaker,  hour- 
glass, pottery  inkwell,  and  quill 
pen,  as  well  as  a  casual  pile  of  con- 
temporary leather-covered  books 
with  worn  bindings  and  yellowing 
edges.  A  perusal  of  these  is  very 
entertaining  since  many  of  them 
are  records  of  sales  in  old  stores, 
and  reveal  strange  facts  of  what  the 
families  of  those  days  consumed  for 
food  and  drink. 

Near  by,  on  a  fine  table  with  drop 
leaves,  stands  a  carved  oak  and  pine 
Bible  box  in  untouched  condition 
with  a  dragon — which  may  repre- 
sent original  sin — carved  on  the 
front. 


/%gainst  the  back  wall  of  the  tap 
room  stretches  a  magnificent  trestle 
board  table,  three  yards  and  three 
inches  long,  whose  top  is  one  superb 
plank  two  and  a  half  feet  wide.  On 
it  are  great  wooden  bowls  made  of 
the  burls  of  oak  trees  and  still 
giving  service  after  nearly  two 
centuries  of  use.  They  hold  red 
apples  now  and  small  yellow  gourds, 
which  provide  fine  spots  of  color  in 
the  brown  and  shadowy  room.  A 
set  of  maple  shelves  with  scrolled 
sides  hangs  on  the  wall  above  the 
table  and  holds  more  jars  and  jugs 
of  Early  American  pottery.  Here 
are  the  glowing  browns  and  terra 
cottas  of  Lyndeboro,  New  Hamp- 
shire, rich  red-brown  pieces  of 
Connecticut  distinguished  by  black 
tiger-skin  splotches  on  their  sides, 
and  other  quaint  earthernware  con- 
tainers from  Maine,  Vermont,  and 
Virginia.  Here  is  also  a  rare  Ben- 
nington lion  in  brown  pottery  and  a 
sturdy  monk's  bottle  from  the  same 
kiln. 

The  great  hearth,  with  its  clock 
spit  and  the  gathering  of  imple- 
ments having  to  do  with  cooking 
and  the  industries  of  a  primitive 
household,  is  the  most  interesting 
feature  of  the  room,  perhaps  of  the 
house  itself,  for  it  represents  the 
history  of  our  country's  develop- 
ment. 

The  group  that  is  about  the  hearth 
includes  a  candle  box  and  candle 
molds,  a  tape  loom,  toaster,  char- 
coal broiler,  wooden  peels  in  differ- 
ent sizes,  Betty  lamps,  long-handled 
iron  cooking  skillets  and  saucepans, 
tongs,  wool  carders,  sugar  cutters 
for  loaf  sugar,  porringers,  a  coffee 
roaster,  different  sizes  of  ladles  in 
both  wood  and  brass,  skimmers,  a 
tinderbox  and  flint,  hanks  of  flax

l  I  HE  introduction  of  tea  into  England 
and  her  colonies  was  the  major  event 

I  I  which  brought  tables  into  demand 
and  prominence.  It  stimulated  the  imagina- 
tion of  the  cabinetmaker  to  produce  the  large 
number  of  delightful  styles  which  we  still  use 
in  originals  and  in  reproductions.  The  last 
decade  of  our  own  history  has  also  seen  re- 
newed interest  and  fresh  importance  given  to 
the  subject  of  tables,  not  through  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  beverage  but  by  the  attempted 
prohibition  of  one.  A  table  at  one's  elbow  is 
now  taken  for  granted  in  a  comfortable  room, 
though  not  necessarily  as  a  repository  for  cup 
or  glass,  for  we  have  discovered  the  great  con-

venience  of  tables.  Even  our  newer  system 
of  lighting  demands  them  at  frequent  inter- 
vals about  the  room  to  hold  the  charmingly 
decorative  conceits  we  use  for  lamps. 

We  cannot  be  said  to  have  risen  to  the  spur 
of  a  new  mode  and  to  have  produced  such  orig- 
inal examples  as  did  the  eighteenth  century

craftsmen,  who  were  so  lavish  with  fancy  and 
fine  work  on  their  beautiful  tables.  But  at  least 
we  fully  appreciate,  preserve,  and  reproduce 
what  they  did,  and  perhaps  there  is  not  a  great 
deal  left  for  us  to  say  in  such  design.  The 
tables  of  the  past  may  not  be  the  final  word, 
but  it  is  at  least  apparently  difficult  for  us 
to  think  of  ways  for  improving  them. 

It  is  amusing  to  trace,  in  the  evolution  of 
English  tables  of  the  eighteenth  century,  a 
certain  ancestry  of  the  trait  we  pridefully  call 
"Yankee  ingenuity,"  as  if  it  sprouted  origi- 
nally on  this  soil.  The  English  took  a  naive 
pleasure,  just  as  we  do,  in  odd  conceits  and 
novelties  that  combined  a  double  function.

Sheraton  had  a  positive  passion  for 
such  things  and  created  many 
whimsicalities. 

I  he  early  card  table  -  which 
was  always  made  with  hinged  top, 
one  leaf  being  tipped  up  against 
the  wall  to  save  space — is  an  in- 
stance of  this  trait.  Such  a  table  did 
duty  for  breakfast  in  the  morning 
and  gaming  in  the  evening.  As  a 
bright  idea,  a  third  leaf  was  added 
to  increase  the  size;  but  as  this  was 
less  strongly  a  part  of  the  table 
construction,  it  is  quite  often 
missing  in  the  survivals.  Some 
clever  fellow  thought  of  putting 
two  card  tables  together  to  give  a 
larger  table  if  the  family  increased 
or  company  came,  and  that  was  the 
origin  of  the  extension  table.  The 
same  idea  is  seen  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  secretary,  which  often 
combined  the  function  of  a  writing 
desk  with  glassed  display  shelves 
instead  of  pigeonholes  for  books  or 
art  objects.  The  sofa  table,  one  of 
the  most  delightful  and  deservedly 
popular  of  our  inherited  styles,  re- 
ceived its  name  because  some 
shrewd  cabinetmaker  thought  of  a 
table  at  winch  people  could  write 
comfortably  while  sitting  on  a  sofa. 
Not  so  comfortable  really  as  a 
chair,  and  impossible  to-day  with 
our  overstuffed  upholstery;  but  it 
was  a  new  idea  and  it  caught  on. 
I  he  eighteenth  century  English 
cabinetmaker  never  hesitated  to 
invite  his  soul  when  designing,  and 
amazing  diversity  and  charm  of 
imagination  resulted  from  the  free- 
dom  he   allowed   his  personality. 


I  his  same  idea  of  function  and 
novelty  gave  to  everything  he  did 
an  intensely  practical  value.  As  our 
idiom  would  have  it,  his  tables  were 
always  "handy,"  which  is  what  a 
table  should  be.  Even  the  decora- 
tion had  quite  often  a  use,  as  for 
instance  the  lovely  scalloped  pie- 
crust mahogany  tables  of  Chippen- 
dale's time,  which  were  designed 
to  hold  the  individual  tea  things  of 
the  guests.  Likewise,  the  dish-top 
table  and  the  gallery  table  gave 
additional  safety  to  whatever  was 
placed  on  them. 

Space  was  not  a  Georgian  con- 
sideration as  it  is  to-day;  neverthe- 
less, the  makers  of  tables  did  take 
into  consideration  space  saving,  not 
as  such  but  because  their  sense  of 
proportion  and  formality  dictated 
that  such  accessories  should  be 
unobtrusive  except  when  in  use. 
The  tip  table,  the  top  of  which  up- 


turns to  stand  prim  and  flat  against 
the  wall,  is  ideal  for  occupying  little 
room  and  is  perfect  for  serving  tea 
or  coffee.  The  particular  vanity  of 
these  tip  tables  is  that  no  other 
members  of  the  table  family  ever 
exhibit  to  such  advantage  the 
beauty  of  their  wood  which,  if  it 
be  burl  walnut  or  richly  grained 
mahogany,  is  as  decorative  a  wall 
ornament  as  one  may  see. 

Small  consoles,  so  attractive  in 
halls,  and  little  urn  tables  are  fur- 
ther examples  of  the  cabinetmaker's 
thrift  in  space  saving.  On  the  other 
hand,  he  knew  how  to  plan  with 
due  regard  to  a  massive  and  digni- 
fied scale  when  such  was  the  need. 
The  robust,  round  gaming  tables 
and  the  substantial  table  desks  as 
well  as,  of  course,  the  dining  tables 
proved  his  sense  of  the  opulent, 
expansive  modes  of  his  day.  The 
old  (or  reproduced)  drum  table  is 
one  of  the  best  library  types  one 
can  select.  Its  drawers  are  conven- 
ient for  papers,  letters,  or  maga- 
zines, and  the  size  of  the  table  is 
well  adapted  to  holding  a  lamp, 
books,  and  other  paraphernalia 
for  which  one  likes  plenty  of  room. 
There  were  two  styles  originally:

one  was  known  as  the  rent  table, 
with  small  drawers  placed  all  the 
way  around  it  in  which  the  landlord 
kept  his  filing  system  and  accounts;

ing, and  differed  from  the  rent  table 
in  having  alternate  drawers  and 
spaces.  In  the  drawers  were  kept

According  to  Oriental  tradition  the  lotus 
flower  is  held  in  high  esteem  because  its 
rare  beauty  springs  from  lowly  beginnings.

markers  and  coins,  while  the  spaces 
between  provided  places  in  which 
to  set  glasses. 

In  the  matter  of  desks  and  tables 
the  two  were,  by  the  very  nature 
of  their  origin,  overlapping  sub- 
jects. The  desk  was  originally  a 
chest  or  carved  box  which  held 
writing  materials  and  books.  Nat- 
urally it  had  to  be  set  on  a  table 
to  be  got  at  conveniently  and,  in

the  course  of  time  and  manufac- 
ture, the  twain  became  of  one  wood. 
The  duality  of  its  beginning  is  ap- 
parent in  the  lordly  secre  tary  and  in 
the  slant-top  desk.  The  knee-hole 
desk,  of  course,  is  outside  that  cate- 
gory since,  in  the  matter  of  its  desk 
qualities,  it  grew  down  instead  of 


up.  The  French  have  always  pre- 
ferred table  desks,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that,  if  one  wants  this  article 
of  furniture  placed  away  from  the 
wall,  it  is  more  adjustable.  It  is  also 
more  comfortable  to  work  at. 

For  town  houses,  the  small  li- 
brary, or  the  boudoir,  there  are 
compact,  medium-sized  desks  of 
this  type  in  walnut  that  are  in- 
vitingly comfortable  and  decora- 
tive. For  the  larger  spaces  of 
country  houses  there  are  the  mas- 
sive, stately  desks  in  mahogany 
with  carved  detail  which,  by  their 
very  presence,  suggest  affairs  of 
high  import.  For  the  large  library 
and  for  the  luxuriously  equipped 
business  office,  such  a  desk  gives 
character,  convenience,  and  decora- 
tive focus  to  the  room. 


I  he  secretary,  by  virtue  of  its 
greater  reticence  and  more  orna- 
mental character,  is  usually  better 
suited  to  the  living  room.  The  glass- 
inclosed  top  may  be  used  to  em- 
phasize color  by  bits  of  Stafford- 
shire on  its  shelves  or  the  subdued 
hues  of  book  bindings.  Its  height 
will  sometimes  carry  upward  the 
line  of  the  room  while  a  table  desk 
might  seem  to  flat  them.  American 
cabinet  craft  in  its  glory  loved  to 
create  this  piece  of  furniture  and 
has  left  behind  superb  examples, 
which  have  given  us  a  certain  senti- 
mental admiration  for  them.

■  I  HE  globe  trotter  who  knows  his 
I   globe  is  very  apt  to  plan  his  journey- 

l_J  ings  so  that  the  Christmas  holidays 
find  him  in  St.  Moritz  and  mid-winter  is  spent 
in  Egypt,  the  Riviera,  or  America's  balmy 
resorts;  for  Easter  he  goes  to  Seville  or  Rome; 
and  he  reaches  Paris  in  time  to  greet  the  horse- 
chestnuts  in  the  Bois;  then — most  certainly — 
London,  for  the  season.  And  how  attractive 
dear  old  London  can  be  in  June  and  July! 
She  takes  on  a  glamour  and  gayety  which  she 
possesses  at  no  other  time  of  the  year,  despite 
the  Wordsworthian  paeans  to  early  spring, 
extolling  primroses  by  the  river  bank  and 
hosts  of  golden  daffodils. 

So  if  you  go  to  London  for  the  season,  you 
must  make  your  plans  early,  because  you  will 
find  that  the  smart  world  and  his  wife  have 
the  same  idea.  The  best  county  families  come 
up  to  town  to  have  a  fling  at  the  gay  social 
whirl,  which  they  may  scoff  at  the  rest  of  the 
year.  The  smart  set  of  all  the  continental 
capitals  try  to  include  at  least  a  few  weeks  of 
the  season  in  their  social  calendar  for  the  year. 
The  King  of  Spain  is  usually  in  London  either 
in  June  or  Julv,  and  vou  will  always  find  a 
maharajah  or  two  who  will  fill  your  eye  with 
gorgeous  trappings. 

/\  London  season  has  no  hard-and-fast  dates 
for  beginning  and  ending  but,  generally  speak- 
ing, it  lasts  from  the  first  of  June  to  the  end  of 
July,  although  there  are  some  events  which 
are  usually  considered  as  belonging  to  the 
season — such  as  the  Derby,  which  comes  often 
at  the  end  of  May,  and  the  Cowes  Regatta 
which  is  always  the  first  week  in  August,  after 
which  there  is  an  exodus  to  the  Scottish  Hi«h-

lands  where  the  grouse  shooting  opens  on  the 
fourteenth,  and  the  moors  are  overrun  with 
ladies  in  smart  tweeds  and  sportsmen  from  all 
over  the  world. 

Assuming  you  will  arrive  in  London  the  last 
of  May,  the  following  are  the  things  you  should 
attend:  The  Derby  (racing  at  Epsom  near 
London);  art  exhibition  at  National  Academy; 
horse  show  (at  Richmond  or  Olympia);  mili- 
tary torchlight  Tattoo  (at  Aldershot);  Ascot; 
tennis  at  Wimbledon;  Royal  Air  Force  display 
(at  Hendon);  theatrical  garden  party  (Regents 
Park);  opera  at  Covent  Garden;  Royal  Horti- 
cultural Society  Flower  Show  at  Chelsea; 
polo  at  Hurhngham,  Ranelagh,  and  Roe- 
hampton;  Henley  Regatta;  Eton-Harrow 
cricket  match;  racing  at  Goodwood;  Cowes 
Regatta  (Isle  of  Wight). 

It  will  add  to  the  pleasure  of  these  doings  if 
you  will  keep  in  mind  some  pointers.  For 
instance:  Book  your  seats  for  W  imbledon  as 
soon  as  you  arrive — or  preferably  before  (if 
you  write  direct  to  Keith-Prowse,  who  are  the 
best  theater  ticket  dealers  in  London,  they 
will  attend  to  it  for  you).  The  tennis  matches 
at  Wimbledon  are  exciting  more  interest  each 
year,  and  the  crowds  are  so  great  that  unless 
you  have  seats  which  have  been  booked  early 
you  may  find  you're  sitting  so  far  away  that 
you  will  need  opera  glasses  to  decide  whether 
it's  Bill  Tilden  or  Helen  Wills  on  the  court. 

Don't  miss  the  torchlight  Tattoo  at  Aider- 
shot.  You  don't  hear  as  much  about  this  as 
you  do  other  events  of  the  season,  but  it's  a 
glorious  and  thrilling  spectacle  and  one  you 
shouldn't  overlook.  Go  there  on  a  night  after 
you  have  been  to  Ascot.  These  two  events  are 
always  scheduled  the  same  week  and,  as  they 
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are  in  the  same  neighborhood,  it  is  easy  to  take 
them  in  at  one  time.  After  the  races  at  Ascot, 
you  might  go  over  to  Maidenhead  and  dine  at 
Skindel's  or  near  by  at  Bray,  in  the  Hotel  de 
Paris.  Then  motor  over  to  Aldershot,  arriving 
there  at  sundown — which  would  probably  be 
around  9:30 — and  revel  in  the  pageant  which 
lasts  until  midnight.  And  speaking  of  Ascot, 
try  to  go  on  Gold  Cup  Day,  as  it's  the  most 
spectacular  of  all  and  the  day  that  the  King 
and  Queen,  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  the  rest 
of  the  royal  family  ride  down  the  course  in 
golden  chariots  and  much  splendor.  If  you  can 
wangle  a  card  from  a  member  of  a  West  End 
Club  which  has  a  refreshment  tent  at  Ascot, 
you  will  enjoy  the  day  more.  It  is  difficult  to 
get  into  the  Royal  Enclosure,  but  all  the  smart 
people  wander  in  and  out  of  these  club  tents. 

If  you  go  to  the  Henley  Regatta,  try  to  get 
a  card  to  the  Phyllis  Court  Club,  for  it  is  a  de- 
lightful spot  and  you  can  watch  the  finish  of 
the  races  right  from  their  terrace. 

Even  if  cricket  bores  you  to  death,  I  advise 
you  to  take  in  the  Eton-Harrow  cricket  match, 
as  you'll  never  see  such  a  nice  crowd  anywhere 
— and  by  nice,  I  mean  thoroughbred — fine 
English  families  with  their  young  people, 
dressed  in  costumes  that  have  become  classic 
in  the  world  of  fashion.  The  people  aren't  as 
smart  or  sophisticated  as  you  see  at  Ascot  be- 
cause it  is  an  event  which  doesn't  appeal  as 
strongly  to  sporty  circles.  But  this  Eton- 
Harrow  crowd  makes  you  want  to  rush  out 
and  join  the  English-Speaking  Lnion. 

Both  male  and  female  members  of  a  family 
will  need  all  their  dressiest  and  most  formal

apparel.  I  don't  know  any  social  events 
where  people  dress  more  than  they  do  for 
those  in  London.  So  get  out  your  best  bib  and 
tucker  because,  as  we  so  charmingly  say  in 
America,  you  must  "  put  on  the  dog." 

Women  need  plenty  of  evening  gowns. 
Decollete  is  worn  more  than  it  is  in  America. 
Likewise,  men  wear  "tails"  more  than  they 
do  here.  Dressy,  and  preferably  light-colored, 
afternoon  frocks  are  the  thing — for  garden 
parties,  cricket  matches,  and  for  Ascot  where, 
strangely  enough,  chiffon,  laces,  white  gloves, 
parasols,  and  picture  hats  take  the  place  of  the 
usual  tweeds  and  tailleurs  which  you  naturally 
associate  with  Englishwomen  at  races.  Hut 
Ascot  is  Ascot  and  the  ensemble  for  it  has 
become  classic,  both  for  women  and  men. 
The  latter  must  wear  cutaways  and  top- 
pers, preferably  gray,  and,  to  repeat,  the 
same  holds  good  for  the  Eton-Harrow  match. 

Both  feminine  and  masculine  w  ard- 
robes for  a  London  season  should  in- 
clude mackintoshes  and  umbrellas,  for 
you  never  can  depend  on  the  weather 
in  merry  England.  Two  years  ago  there 
was  hardly  a  drop  of  rain  during  the 
entire  season;  but  last  year  only  one 
really  fine  day  appeared  during  Ascot 
week,  and  on  Gold  Cup  Day,  when 
everyone  was  trying  to  look  his  best, 
there  was  such  a  cloudburst  that  racing 
was  called  off  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  Ascot. 

Besides  toppers  to  wear  during  the 
day  with  a  cutaway,  men  must  have 
opera  hats  for  evening.    Straw  hats 
might  just  as  well  be  parked  in  the 
hotel  during  the  entire  visit,  for  in 
London  nobody  wears  them  except 
schoolboys  (when  they're  in  school) 
and  country   bumpkins.     Even  if  a 
man  dines  informally  wearing  a  din- 
ner jacket,  he  must  wear  an  opera 
hat  or,  for  second  choice,  a  black 
fedora  which  has  recently  been  spons- 
ored by  style   authorities.    The  masculine 
wardrobe    should    also    include    plenty  of 
flannels  and  blazers  for  days  on  "the  river" 
(in   England,    "the    river"   is   always  the 
'Ihames).    If  a  golf  suit  with   knickers  is 
included,  it  can  be  used  for  shooting  also. 

Don't  be  discouraged  on  hearing  the  bromi- 
dic  statement  that  "  food  is  terrible  in  Eng- 
land." It  is,  generally  speaking.  But  you  can 
dine  just  as  well  in  London  as  you  can  in  any 
city — yes,  even  in  Paris.  For  London  is  full 
of  restaurants  where  French  cuisine  holds 
sway,  and  also  others  where  you  can  have  the 


best  of  Viennese,  Spanish,  and  Indian  dishes. 
If  you  want  to  see  the  type  of  person  that 
Michael  Arlen  writes  about,  you  will  find  him 
at  any  of  the-  following  restaurants:  Quaglino's, 
Savroni's,  Maison  Basque,  and  Boulastin.  If 
you  like  to  see  celebrities  and  the  intelligentsia, 
you  will  find  them  at  the  Ivy,  Eiffel  Tower, 
Cafe  Royale,  and  in  the  grill  room  of  the 
Savoy  Hotel,  especially  after  the  theater.  If 
you  want  to  see  your  fellow  Americans,  fre- 
quent the  famous  Cheshire  Cheese,  the  haunt 
of  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson.  So  popular  lias  it 
become  with  tourists  that  the  waiters  are 
about  the  only  Britishe  rs  present. 

The  most  amusing  bars  are  the  small  one  111 
the  Trocadero,  that  of  the  Savoy  Hotel,  and  of 
the  Carlton  Hotel,  also  Sligg's  Club  at  11 
Albemarle  Street.  Don't  overlook  Bentley's 
Bar,  situated  in  that  little  passage  way  by  the 
Piccadilly  Hotel.  If  you're  feeling  low  in  the 
morning,  their  "black  velvet"  is  guaranteed

Another  event  of  moment  in  the  London  season 
is  the  Derby,  which  is  run  at  Epsom  Downs. 
Here  are  some  busy  bookmakers  placing  bets 


to  pick  you  up  and  keep  you  up  for  the  day. 
Personally  I'm  always  amused  in  any  "pub" 
and  find  that  the  talk  of  the  e-ockneys  is  perfect 
accompaniment  to  a  drink.  For  dancing  after 
the  theater  you  will,  of  course,  go  to  Ciro's  or 
the  Embassy  Club  (but  you  have  to  have 
cards  from  members  at  both  places),  or  else 
the  Kit  Kat,  Cafe  de  Paris,  Cafe  Anglais,  or 
the  Bat.  Places  such  as  the  Berkeley,  the 
Savoy,  and  Savroni's  have  dancing  every 
evening,  with  late  extensions  one  night  a  week. 

And  where  will  yoei  make  your  headquarters 
for  the  London  season  ?  If  you  are  the  type  who 
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has  always  complained  about  the  lack  of 
American  comforts  in  European  hotels,  you 
will  rejoice  over  the  latest  additions  to  the 
ranks  of  London's  hostelries — (Jrosvenor 
House,  the  Park  Lane,  Splendide,  and  May- 
fair  House.  All  of  them  are  just  as  modern  as 
you  could  wish;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they're  too 
modern  for  me.  By  that  I  mean  that  they  do 
not  give  one  the  feeling  of  being  in  a  foreign 
country,  which  is  something  I  want  when  I 
travel.  The  old  standbys,  such  as  Clarielge's, 
the  Carlton,  the  Berkeley,  and  the  Ritz,  have 
much  more  charm,  yet  offer  every  comfort. 
Book  your  rooms  in  advance  and  specify  that 
you  don't  want  them  on  the  street  side.  Being 
low  buildings,  these  London  hotels,  unlike  our 
American  skyscrapers,  have  to  cope  with 
street  noises.  Claridge's  is  the  quietest,  and 
if  you  stop  there  you  will  have  the  added  thrill 
of  bumping  into  a  crowned  head  at  every  turn. 
It  is  the-  Mecca  for  Europe's  remaining  royalty. 
The  Savoy  gives  you  excellent  ser- 
vice too;  be  sure  to  lunch  in  the 
charming  dining  room  there,  which 
overlooks  the  Embankment,  and  also, 
don't  miss  going  there  after  the  theater 
in  dance  to  their  corking  band;  or, 
if  you  want  to  have  supper  quietly, 
go  to  their  grill  re>e>m  where  London's 
theatrical  and  literary  worlds  hold 
sway.  If  you  prefer  smaller  hotels, 
both  for  the  sake  of  economy  and 
because  they  have  more  English  at- 
mosphere, these  I  think  are  the  best 
- — Almond's,  Clarge's  Half  Moon  in 
Half  Moon  Street,  the  Curzon,  the 
Connaught,  Duke's,  the  Stafford, 
Brown's,  the  Langham,  and  Batt's. 

After    your    season    is  over,  yo.u 
may  feel  the  need  of  a  rest  before 
proceeding   to   the   continent,  espe- 
cially if  you  have  the  gayeties  of  Le 
Touquet,  Biarritz,  or  Antibes  ahead 
of  you.    You  will  regain  your  pep 
much   more   quickly   at  one  of  the 
seaside    resorts.     Brighton,  though 
bourgeois,  is  only  an  hour  from  London  and 
the  air  has  such  tonic  qualities  that  even  two 
days  work  wonders.  The  Bedford  is  the  most 
picturesque   and    comfortable    hotel;  dating 
from  the  Regency  period,  it  is  full  of  historical 
interest.  Eastbourne  is  more  "genteel,"  and 
Frinton — a  colony  of  cottagers  on  the  Kentish 
Coast — is  very  smart.  But  don't  worry  too 
much  about  the  after  effects  of  your  London 
season;  enjoy  it  to  the  full,  and  you  will  prob- 
ably find  that,  because  it  throws  you  into  a 
completely  novel  mise  en  scene,  it  is  just  what 
your  doctor  would  have  ordered.

Come  Into  the  Garden 

with  EfOVlRII  B\RRO\ 


mOPE  arises— nay,  more  than  hope; 
even  confidence  is  being  felt — that 
the  Chestnut  is  staging  a  comeback. 
Twenty  years  ago  the  blight  was  spreading 
rapidly*  removing  from  our  woodlands  and 
countrysides  a  tree  that  up  to  that  time  had 
been  a  dominant  component  of  the  landscape. 
To  be  precise,  it  was  in  ioc6  that  Dr.  Murrill 
first  published  his  observations  of  the  disease 
in  the  Journal  of  the  New  York  Botanical 
Garden.  It  swept  as  a  devastating  plague 
wherever  the  Chestnut  had,  up  to  that  time, 
reared  its  lordly  head,  and  the  places  thereof 
knew  it  no  more.  Practical  horticulturists  sim- 
ply gave  up  the  struggle,  struck  from  the  list 
of  available  trees  the  native  Chestnut,  and 
sought  for  other  trees  to  use. 

That  species  of  plants  should  come  and  go 
with  the  ages  is  the  natural  course  of  affairs. 
In  the  history  of  the  world,  trees  that  at  one 
time  were  well  distributed  have  disappeared 
and  are  now  quite  unknown  as  living  things; 
but  none  the  less  the  sudden  suppression  of  a 
particular  kind  of  tree,  owing  to  the  onslaught 
of  some  newly  discovered  or  newly  imported 
disease,  seems  like  a  dire  tragedy.  I  he  desolat- 
ing comments  that  diseases  are  getting  the 
upper  hand,  that  the  way  of  the  planter  and 
the  grower  and  the  horticulturist  is  becoming 
harder  and  harder,  are  heard.  It  might  possibly 
be  argued  that  the  better  recognition  of  disease 
that  accompanies  the  progress  of  knowledge- 
uncovers  to  observation  facts  that  have  long 
existed  but  have  not  been  recognized.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  epidemic  character  of  an  on- 
slaught like  the  chestnut-blight  disease  was 
something  different;  and  regretfully  the  hope 
of  saving  the  Chestnut  was  abandoned.  Now, 
however,  glimmerings  of  hope  are  seen  here 
and  there,  and  the  question  can  be  asked,  "Is 
the  Chestnut  coming  back?" 

There  is  evidence  at  hand  that  seems  to 
justify  the  affirmative  answer.  Dr.  Rusby, 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  in  New 
York,  reports  the  finding  of  ripe  burs  with 
fertile  nuts  at  his  country  place  in  New  Jersey. 
The  photograph  reproduced  herewith  ap- 
peared in  the  January  number  of  the  Journal 
of  the  New  York  Botanical  Garden.  I  his  is 
arresting,  startling  news. 

Curiously  enough,  evidences  of  similar  ap- 
pearances in  widely  separated  parts  began  to

pile  up  very  quickly.  A  friend  of  mine  was 
eating  chestnuts  this  last  winter  gathered 
from  his  own  trees  in  Monroe  County,  N.  \  . 
The  Department  of  Forests  and  Waters  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  submits  further  evi- 
dence of  the  existence  of  fruiting  Chestnut 
trees  in  that  state. 

When  the  blight  was  at  its  peak  of  virulence 
in  the  past  years,  the  mere  fact  that  it  attacked 
a  tree  was  enough;  it  quickly  spread.  Even  at 
that  time  there  were  hopeful  individuals  who 
ventured  to  express  the  thought  that  the  time 
might  come  when  the  disease  would  lose  its 
virulence,  that  the  balance  of  nature  would 
somehow  be  restored,  and  that  the  disease, 
though  not  exactly  eradicated,  would  in  time 
cease  to  be  a  serious  menace.  And  now  it  looks 
as  though  the  optimists  were  right,  and  that 
the  disease  is  in  fact  showing  signs  of  becoming 
attenuated;  or  perhaps  it  may  be  that  the 
Chestnut  is  becoming  resistant.  At  all  events, 
the  reactions  between  the  two  seem  to  be 
striking  a  balance.  In  many  cases  the  trees 
were  not  entirely  killed,  the  roots  remaining 
active  and  second-growth  sprouts  were  thrown 
up — to  succumb  later  to  the  disease,  it  is  true. 
The  persistent  sprouting  of  the  trees  has  kept 
the  Chestnut  still  with  us  here  and  there,  and 
now  reports  say  that,  where  the  blight  attacks, 
there  is  a  tendency  for  it  to  become  localized 
in  the  form  of  a  Might  canker  instead  of 
spreading.  I  he  Pennsylvania  report  already 
referred  to  tells  of  the  finding  of  inactive  and 
healed  cankers. 

It  is  true  that  no  practical  method  of  human 
control  has  been  found — nor,  indeed,  is  likely 
to  be — but  that  there  should  be  this  tendency 
to  localize,  and  the  fact  that  ripe  nuts  have 
been  gathered  from  several  widely  separated 
areas  cannot  but  be  regarded  as  a  very  hopeful 
sign,  encouraging  the  feeling  that  the  Chestnut

will,  after  all,  stage  a  comeback,  and  that  our 
countrysides  will  be  redressed  with  a  beauti- 
ful and  worthy  tree,  not  to  mention  the  pros- 
pect of  having  nuts  to  eat. 

In  the  meantime,  if  you  are  interested  in 
growing  nuts  for  home  consumption,  look  into 
the  possibilities  of  the  Filberts.  They  make 
good-sized  shrubs — not  trees — and  very  quickly 
will  give  good  yields;  if  given  careful  cultiva- 
tion, surprising  yields,  indeed,  will  result.  If  suf- 
ficiently interested  to  get  further  information, 
ask  Mr.  Slate,  of  the  Geneva  (New  York'  Ex- 
periment Station — where  he  has  had  different 
varieties  of  Filberts  under  observation  for  some 
years — to  send  it  to  you.

A  FTER  a  dozen  visits  to 
/  \  Mount  Vernon,  the  beauti- 
A  \  ful  home  of  George  \\  asli- 
mgton  on  the  Potomac,  I  still  rind 
myself  eager  to  see  again  the  inter- 
esting trees  that  adorn  the  spot  so 
dear  to  every  American  heart.  On 
my  first  visit  there  I  found  a  huge 
white  oak  in  the  woods  to  the  south 
of  the  house,  which  must  have  been 
a  foot  thick  when  Washington 
lived  there. 

Everyone  who  has  visited  Mount 
Vernon  remembers  the  box  hedges 
in  the  flower  garden.  Near  the 
kitchen  entrance  are  three  fine  box 


trees,  planted  by  Washington, 
which  had  been  sent  him  by  Colonel 
Lee  from  Virginia.  They  are  still 
healthy  and  will  live  a  long  while 
yet.  The  American  holly,  an  ever- 
green that  grows  slowly  and  lives 
for  centuries,  is  also  represented 
there  by  thirteen  large  specimens. 

Among  cone-bearing  trees,  a  ce- 
dar of  Lebanon  near  the  summer 
house  is  of  interest.  It  was  planted 
in  1874,  and  is  now  over  sixty  feet 
in  height.  Although  Washington 
admired  the  native  hemlock  and 
planted  a  number  of  them,  all  but 
one  have  either  died  or  succumbed

to  storms  and  lightning;  and  of  the 
manj'  native  pines  he  planted,  not 
one  remains. 

In  June,  1924,  a  severe  cyclone 
destroyed  twenty-seven  trees  at 
Mount  Vernon,  leaving  only  forty- 
seven  set  out  by  Washington. 
These  include  the  tulip  tree,  white 
ash,  Kentucky  coffee  bean,  buckeye, 
linden,  American  elm,  pecan,  Amer- 
ican beech,  holly,  mulberry,  hem- 
lock, and  box.  As  the  house  is  built 
on  a  knoll  overlooking  the  river, 
the  soil  around  it  is  not  nearly  so 
good  as  that  in  the  adjacent  low- 
lands, which  accounts  in  large  meas- 
ure for  the  mortality  among  the 
trees.  The  trees  planted  by  Wash- 
ington which  have  died  include  the 
English  yew,  weeping  willow,  China 
tree,  southern  palmetto,  mahogany, 
live  oak,  fringe  tree,  and  many 
English  walnuts. 

Washington  was  a  great  lover  of 
trees.  On  March  23,  1786,  he 
planted  between  seventeen  and 
eighteen  thousand  seeds  of  honey 
locust.  A  black  locust  tree  that 
stood  at  the  corner  of  the  kitchen 
garden  was  used  as  a  hitching  post 
for  the  riding  horses  of  visitors. 

The  beauty  of  our  native  dog- 
wood and  red  bud  was  much  appre- 
ciated by  Washington,  as  also  the 
handsome  flowers  of  the  yellow 
poplar,  or  tulip  tree.  Two  of  the 
original  poplar's  are  still  standing, 
both  in  good  condition  and  more 
than  a  hundred  feet  high.  Three 
pecan  trees  and  some  lindens  are 
almost  as  tall,  and  an  American 
ash  measures  about  ninety  feet. 

The  only  tree  actually  discovered 


by  Washington  on  his  journeys  was 
a  buckeye  (Aesculus  octandra  vir- 
ginica)  with  red  or  rose-colored 
flowers,  which  he  found  in  West 
Virginia  in  1784.  Four  of  these 
trees,  raised  from  seeds,  stand  near 
the  pecans.  Several  horse  chestnuts 
were  given  to  Washington  by 
Colonel  Harry  Lee  of  Virginia,  but 
all  of  them  have  perished  except 
the  one  which  he  sent  to  General 
Brown,  in  Pennsylvania.  This  is 
now  a  very  large  and  famous  speci- 
men. 

The  white  mulberry  was  intro- 
duced into  Virginia  at  an  early  date 
with  a  view  to  raising  silkworms. 
Washington  was  no  doubt  inter- 
ested in  it  on  this  account.  A  single 
tree  of  this  species,  having  a  trunk 
more  than  a  yard  in  diameter,  may 
be  seen  at  Mount  Vernon. 

One  of  the  finest  trees  there  is  a 
white  oak  a  hundred  feet  high  and 
more  than  three  feet  in  diameter. 
Of  course  this  was  not  especially 
planted  there,  because  the  adjacent 
woodlands  are  full  of  splendid  oaks 
of  various  kinds. 

During  the  last  twenty  years,  a 
number  of  trees  known  and  loved 
by  Washington  have  been  set  out 
at  Mount  Vernon  to  replace  those 
that  have  died  and  to  add  to  the 
beauty  of  the  estate  in  accordance 
with  Washington's  ideas.  Among 
these  are  English  hawthorns,  white 
pines,  southern  magnolias,  live  oaks, 
fringe  trees,  redbuds,  and  dog- 
woods. If  Washington  could  return, 
he  would  find  little  violence  to  his 
plans,  which  were  so  carefully  and 
lovingly  made.

ELMONT  PARK  is  to  be  the  scene  of 
many  a  thrilling  race  during  the  first 
two  weeks  of  June.

The  distance  is  a  mile 
and  three-eighths.  The  Meadow  Brook  Steeple- 
chase Handicap  of  two  and  one-half  miles  is 
the  attraction  on  Friday's  programme.  On  Sat- 
urday, June  13th,  the  closing  day,  two  stellar 
stake  races  will  be  run:  The  National  Stallion 
Stakes  of  $35,000,  for  two-year-olds,  the  dis- 
tance five  furlongs;  and  the  historic  Belmont 
Stakes,  for  three-year-olds,  for  a  purse  of 
$77,500,  the  distance  one  and  one-half  miles. 

Racing  has  enjoyed  unprecedented  popu- 
larity at  the  Park  this  year.  The  six  daily 
events  have  attracted  large  crowds.  Nor  have 
the  expected  thrills  been  wanting.  The  racing 
has  been  of  a  quality  to  merit  the  generous 
approval  accorded  by  thousands  of  enthusi- 
astic followers  of  the  turf.

While  Mr.  Terhune's  love  for  dogs  is  known  to  thou- 
sands the  world  over  through,  the  medium  of  his 
books  about  his  famous  collies,  not  many  people 
realize  that  the  gifted  author  is  also  a  garden 
enthusiast  and  a  horticulturist  of  note.  In  this 
article  he  tells  of  a  unique  idea  for  a  garden 
originated  by  his  mother  which  he  has  carried 
on  in  the  gardens  of  his  home,  Sunnybank 


W 


E  HAPPENED  upon  the  idea  by  accident.  That 
was  in  1893,  nearly  forty  years  ago.  Out  of  the 
chance  beginning  grew  our  Sunnybank  "garden 
from  everywhere."  The  garden,  by  the  way,  was  founded  on 
tips — some  of  them  fairly  exorbitant.  Here  is  the  story: 

My  mother  and  I  were  leaving  the  garden  of  the  Anne 
Hathaway  cottage  at  Shottery  near  Stratford-on-Avon — one 
of  those  sweetly  prim  little  gardens  which,  even  in  its  most 
exuberant  youth,  never  could  have  caused  its  parents  a  mo- 
ment's anxiety.  The  over-tipped  crone  who  served  as  caretaker 
sought  to  earn  her  gratuity  by  plucking  a  sprig  from  a  pungent 
evergreen  shrub  and  handing  it  to  my  mother. 

"There's  rosemary,"  she  quoted  with  the  glibness  of  a  prob- 
able million  repetitions.  "That's  for  remembrance." 

My  mother  wrapped  the  slip  in  her  handkerchief.  When  we 
got  back  to  the  inn  she  swathed  it  in  damp  cotton  wool  and 
tucked  it  into  the  corner  of  a  trunk,  along  with  a  cotton- 
shrouded  sprig  of  southernwood  which  a  well-tipped  caretaker 
had  given  us  from  the  garden  of  William  Covvper,  hymnist  and 
quaint  author  of  quaint  "John  Gilpin's  Ride." 


I  hat  was  the  start.  Those  two  cuttings,  in  1893,  gave  my 
mother  the  idea  for  a  "from  everywhere  garden"  for  Sunny- 
bank. Before  we  returned  to  America  she  had  added  a  spray  of 
ivy  from  the  Black  Prince's  Well  and  a  scrap  of  some  kind  of 
flowering  shrub,  whose  name  1  don't  know,  from  Charlotte 
Bronte's  bleak  garden  at  Haworth,  and  one  or  two  more  tip- 
inspired  cuttings. 

How  my  mother  contrived  to  keep  the  slips  alive,  in  the  long 
interim,  is  a  mystery.  A  gardener  of  ours  used  to  say  of  her: 


"  I  don't  know  how  much  she  loves  flowers.  But  I  do  know 
how  much  they  love  her.  Why,  she  can  bring  'em  back  from 
dead,  and  she  can  do  everything  with  'em  but  make  'em  talk." 

There  are  people,  a  few  of  them,  with  that  mystic  power 
over  plants.  My  mother  had  it  in  abundance.  So  had  her  mother 
before  her.  So,  to  a  great  degree,  has  my  wife.  I  lack  any  of  it. 

Thus  began  the  "from  everywhere  garden";  at  first  in  a 
single  small  flower  bed,  little  by  little  spreading  here  and  there 
through  various  portions  of  our  forty  acres.  My  mother 
founded  it.  My  wife  and  1  have  added  to  it  from  time  to  time. 

Another  addition  of  my  mother's  was  a  cutting  from  a  rose 
bush,  acquired  from  the  old  Jesuit  mission  garden  in  Mackinac 
Island.  Jesuits  had  sought  to  lighten  their  homesickness  by 
bringing  to  Mackinac,  in  the  seventeenth  century,  two  rose 
bushes  from  their  monastery  in  Provence.  The  transplanted 
bushes  throve  in  the  new  and  colder  world.  And  the  cutting 
brought  home  by  my  mother  has  swelled  to  a  half-dozen  big 
bushes  that  bear  the  rich  pink  Provence  roses  so  often  found 
in  southern  France  and  so  seldom  seen  hereabouts. 
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The  "ivy  mantled  tower"  in  the  churchyard  at 
Stoke  Pages,  made  famous  in  Gray's  "Elegy  in 
a  Country  Churchyard,"  furnished  a  cutting  of 
icy  for  the  author  s  garden  in  America 


Then  one  day,  as  I  was  wandering  around  the  Acropolis 
in  Athens,  I  saw  clumps  of  weeds  with  vaguely  familiar  leaves. 
My  guide  told  me  these  were  acanthus  plants,  whose  leaves 
used  to  be  woven  into  wreaths  and  which  served  also  as  models 
for  column  decorations. 

I  dug  up  a  root  and  transplanted  it  months  later  in  our 
"from  everywhere  garden."  To  my  delight  it  throve  apace 
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and  soon  put  forth  buds.  Not  until  it  burst  into  yellow 
bloom  did  I  realize  that  acanthus  and  dandelion  are  the 
same  thing!  The  lawn-desecrating  dandelions  at  Sunny- 
bank  to-day  are  descended  from  that  carefully  guarded 
Acropolis  root. 

Among  the  hills  above  the  Sea  of  Galilee  I  came  upon  slopes 
dotted  with  lovely  wild  cyclamen.  Roots  of  it  withstood  car- 
nage and  delays  and  transplantation  right  hardily,  and  it  still 
adorns  one  of  our  Sunnvbank  flower  borders. 

A  grossly  disproportionate  tip  lured  the  verger  of  the  Stoke 
Poges  church,  in  England,  to  give  me  cuttings  from  the  "ivy- 
mantled  tower"  of  "Gray's  Elegy."  as  well  as  roots  of  the 
violets   which    grew   wild    in  the  churchyard  grass.  Both 
of  them    flourished    and   still    flourish    here.  I 
am  glad   to   have  gotten   these   sprigs   when  I 
did.  for  repairs  at  the  Stoke  Poges  church  had 
■f.  stripped    from    the    tower's    walls  every  vestige 

mf  of  the  historic  ivy  the  last  time  I  visited  the  hal- 

E^3-  lowed  old  spot. 

At  Kenilworth.  in  1924.  a  mass  of  gold-brown 
wallflowers  blazed  fragrantly  atop  one  ot  the  cas- 
tle's ruined  towers.  Once  more  a  tip  did  its  work. 
Months  later  the  caretaker  sent  me  a  spoonful  of 
seeds  from  those  tower-top  plants:  seeds  which 
grew  into  a  fine  border  of  wallflowers  in  our  Sun- 
nybank garden.

In  and  around  Yorktown,  Vir- 
ginia (and  nowhere  else  in  America, 
as  far  as  I  can  find  out),  grow 
great  clumps  of  wild  Scottish  broom, 
dark  green  of  foliage  and  golden  ot 
bloom.  They  were  sown  there  when 
Tarleton  sent  to  Scotland  for  fodder 
for  his  cavalry  mounts,  just  before 
his  surrender  to  Washington.  An 
envelopeful  of  the  shiny  dark  seeds 
was  sent  to  me  and  duly  joined  our 
"from  everywhere  garden."  Then, 
too,  we  have  a  sweet  alyssum  bor- 
der sprung  from  a  plant  brought 
by  my  wife  from  the  foothill  slopes 
of  the  Atlas  Mountains  in  Algeria. 

I  cannot  tell  how  many  thousand 
plants  are  descendants  of  three  iris 
bulbs  I  suborned  a  cranky  but  cor- 
ruptible old  caretaker  into  selling  to 
me  from  a  garden  of  the  Medicis  in 

Florence.  The  flowers  glorious  BI^^^^^^^^^^M 

deep  purple.  To-day  they,  and  south- 
ernwood  from   our    several  huge 

clumps  of  Cowper-garden  origin,  are  blooming  in  the  flower 
borders  of  a  score  of  our  friends  from  Maine  to  Pasadena. 

There  are  many  more  importations  in  our  "from  everywhere 
garden"  than  I  have  had  space  to  tell  of  here.  I  know  well  that 
these  flowers  and  shrubs  and  vines  are  no  better  than  any 
florist  or  nurseryman  could  have  sold  me.  But  to  me — and  to 
all  of  us  here  at  Sunnybank — they  have  a  glamour  of  their  own, 
a  value  which  has  nothing  to  do  with  their  mere  worth.  Like 
the  original  sprig  of  rosemary,  they  are  "for  remembrance."

WE  ALL  of  us  yearn,  at  rimes,  for 
gardens  and  the  products  and  re- 
wards of  gardens.  We  love  to  sur- 
round ourselves  in  our  homes  with  flowers. 
All  this  is  very  well;  one  strolls  into  the  liv- 
ing room  with  a  basket  of  damp  flowers  and 
then — just  what  does  one  do  with  them? 
This  is  where  the  flower  room  enters  the 
question. 

Suppose,  for  instance,  that  you  are  a  real, 
honest-to-goodness  gardener,  and  you  like 
your  home  to  look  something  like  a  garden 
and  your  garden  something  like  a  home. 
You  need  a  connecting   link   between  the 
two — a  room  adjacent  to  the  garden  to  which 
you  can  go,  stripping  off"  your  garden  gloves, 
flinging  off"  your  garden  hat,  even  slipping  off  your  garden 
shoes;  and  there,  setting  down  your  burden  of  basket,  flowers, 
and  shears  on  a  porcelain  drain  board,  you  fill  your  vases  and 
jars  at  leisure.  You  don't  have  to  spread  newspapers  for 
severed  stems  and  dropping  leaves,  nor  mop  up  trickles  of 
water  from  your  best  mahogany.  Here  in  your  little  flower 
room — with  running  water  at  hand,  with  shelves  of  jars,  bowls, 
and  baskets,with  cupboards  for  seeds,  catalogues,  gloves,  smocks, 
shears,  kneeling  cushion,  watering  can,  hand  trowels,  and  dib- 
bers, packets  of  labels,  stakes,  and  all  the  more  useful  but  less 
ornamental  appurtenances  of  gardening — you  reign  supreme.

Eliminating  fuss  and  muss

How  can  a  flower  room,  charming  as  it  may  be,  become  a 
practical  part  of  a  small  home,  you  may  ask?  Perhaps  some 
compromise  can  be  effected  with  your  little  pantry.  The 
taking  over  of  a  cupboard,  a  drawer,  or  a  shelf  or  two,  the 
tinting  of  the  whole  in  a  delicate  flower  hue  w-ith  tiny  clusters 
of  blossoms  picked  out  in  pastel  colors  on  door  panels  and 
cupboard  doors,  would  immediately  link  the  pantry  with  the 
evanescent  charm  of  cut  flowers. 

A  first-floor  lavatory  and  a  flower  room  can  be  very  prac- 
tically combined,  or  a  large  coat  closet  with  a  window  can 
easily  be  converted  by  the  introduction  of  running  water.  A 


no-longer-used  breakfast  nook  can,  by  the  simple  addition  of  a 
few  shelves,  a  small  sink,  and  a  portable  broom  closet,  achieve 
this  distinction  also. 

In  conjunction  with  the  garage  such  a  room  is  possible;  a 
garden  house,  a  tool  house,  or  a  spring  house  might  well  contain 
a  flower  room.  On  an  old  place  in  New  England  the  woodshed, 
overgrown  by  rambler  roses,  honeysuckle,  and  other  creepers, 
and  cut  off  from  the  house  by  a  lilac  hedge,  affords  an  ideal 
retreat  as  well  as  a  flower  room,  albeit  it  is  called  a  garden 
studio! 

Abandoned  laundries  in  the  cellar  or  beyond  the  kitchen, 
in  these  days  of  the  oil  heater  and  the  sanitary  steam  laundry, 
offer  a  splendid  opportunity  for  remodeling.  All  but  one  of  the 
set  tubs  may  be  covered  with  a  large  porcelain  table  top  pur- 
chasable at  any  department  store.  The  little  pot  stove  for 
heating  water  and  irons  can  be  banished  in  favor  of  a  reproduc- 
tion of  the  quaint  Franklin  fireplace,  and  an  attractive 
linoleum  laid  down.  With  curtained  windows,  wicker  porch 
furniture,  the  space  taken  up  by  the  old  dryer  converted  into 
cupboards  and  shelves,  and  the  woodwork  and  walls  painted  a 
delicate  and  attractive  color,  the  old  laun- 
dry becomes  the  ideal  flower  room. 

Another  practical  combination  can  be  ef- 
fected by  using  the  corner  of  a  sunroom  as  a 
flower  room.  This  is  made  possible  by  the 
introduction  of  a  single  water  faucet  con- 
cealed under  the  window  flower  boxes  or 
near  the  radiators,  high  enough  from  the  floor 
for  the  tallest  vase  to  be  placed  under  it. 
This  faucet,  artfully  covered  by  a  leaden 
flower  ornament,  in  its  own  niche  and  drip- 
ping into  a  lily  bowl  so  that  it  may  seem  to 
be  a  wall  fountain,  may  be  made  to  serve  an 
esthetic  purpose  as  well  as  a  utilitarian  one. 
Near  by  should  be  a  flat  surface  for  arranging 
the  flowers.  This  has  been  achieved  in  one 
sun  room,  where  metal  window  boxes  top  all 
the  radiators  but  one,  by  a  wide  table  leaf 
covered  with  waterproofed  material  and 
equipped  with  folding  legs,  which  can  be  raised 
into  place  and  easily  brought  into  use.  The 
wall  fountain  in  this  case  is  a  French  lavabo 
of  pewter  bowered  in  wreathing  ivy. 

Even  in  a  house  with  modernistic  leanings, 
the  flower  room  will  not  be  amiss.  There  must 
always  be  a  place  for  extra  jars  and  vases, 
white  pebbles  for  bulbs,  wire  or  glass  holders 
to  set  in  shallow  bowls,  plain  earthenware  pots 
and  saucers  to  go  under  them,  and  a  watering 
pot,  if  one  is  to  have  either  cut  flowers  or 
plants  about  the  house. 


A  pantry  that  is  sel- 
do  m  used  can  beco  me 
a  utilitarian  part  of 
the  house  if  converted 
into  a  little  room  for 
the  handling  of  cut 
flowers.  Tiny  clusters 
of  blossoms  painted 
on  the  door  and  here 
a  nd  there  on  the  wood- 
work link  this  space 
with  the  out  of  doors 


With  the  introduction  of  a  few 
shelves,  a  small  sink,  and  utility 
cabinets,  an  unused  breakfast  nook 
(such  as  depicted  above)  becomes  an 
ideal  flower  room,  as  does  a  corner 
of  the  cellar,  shown  at  the  left.  By 
covering  over  two  of  the  laundry 
tubs  with  a  porcelain  table  top,  add- 
ing wicker  furniture,  curtains  at  the 
window,  and  linoleum  on  the  floor, 
an  attractive  place  for  indoor  gar- 
dening activities  is  had  at  small  cost

I  I  HE  good  Lord  should  ban  the  glum  goiter.  He  is  the 
pest  of  the  course.  It  is  also  a  great  mistake  for  one  to 
take  one's  golf  too  seriously,  except  possibly  the  person 
who  goes  in  for  championships.  Each  course  has  far  too  many 
delightful  bypaths,  all  leading  to  happy  memories,  for  one  to 
concern  oneself  solely  with  the  hopeful  science  of  holing  out 
in  par  or  better.  Leave  that  to  the  stars.  Go  forth  yourself  to 
reap  real  relish  when  picturesque  and  undulating  fairways  lure 
you  to  the  links. 

Those  who  confine  their  mental  efforts  solely  to  the  problems 
of  shot  making  become  dull  and  uninteresting  boys.  They  miss 
so  much  of  the  real  sport  of  a  game  that  is  far  beyond  and  aHove 
the  exercise,  the  mere  stretching  of  flabby  muscles,  or  the  unac- 
customed exposure  of  lazy  bodies  to  the  sunshine  and  air  and 
the  matching  of  strokes  with  an  opponent.  There  is  more  to  golf 
than  all  this. 

Golf  is  a  wide-open  target  for  the  cheerful  creators  of  chide 
and  banter.  Humor  never  found  a  more  fitting  setting  for 
contrast.  Truly  those  who  contribute  their  mite  to  this  lighter 
side  of  the  game  do  well  their  little  part  toward  making  this  a 
happier  world  in  which  to  live,  aye  more  than  if  they  played 
St.  Andrews  like  a  Scot.

itness  that  delightful  raconteur,  Charles  M.  Schwab,  one 
of  America's  most  ardent  links  devotees,  relating  the  story  of  a 
prearranged  match  with  Cyrus  K.  Curtis,  the  publisher.  Did 
his  story  concern  itself  with  unrivaled  shots  and  deadly  ex- 
plosions: Not  a  bit  of  it. 

Arriving  at  the  first  tee  the  usual  discussion  about  handicaps 
took  place. 

"How's  your  game,  Cyrus?"  asked  the  steel  magnate. 

"Well,  Charley,"  Mr.  Schwab  reports  his  old  friend  as 
saying,  "I  played  this  course  yesterday.  I  had  a  7  on  the 
first  hole.  Then  an  8  on  the  second.  After  that  mv  game  went 
all  to  hell." 
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The  memory  of  such  wit  lingers  far  longer 
than  the  deadliest  mashie  ever  pitched. 

That  is  all  very  well  and  good  for  Mr. 
Schwab,  but  out  of  the  question  for  a  star  in 
the  throes  of  battle,  you  may  opine.  If  those 
be  your  thoughts,  witness  this  incident  in  the 
career  of  a  mighty  goiter,  "Wee  Robbie" 
Cruickshank,  starting  his  first  round  at  Olym- 
pia  Fields  a  few  years  ago  in  the  Western 
Open,  where  place  meant  real  cash  and  ample 
prestige. 

He  it  known  that  the  Olympia  Fields  Coun- 
try Club  is,  all  in  all,  quite  a  bit  of  real  estate. 
Over  its  eight  hundred  odd  acres  stretch  four 
fine  golf  courses.  Paralleling  the  No.  1  fairway 
of  the  No.  1,  or  championship,  course,  run  the  tracks  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad. 

Although  diminutive,  this  Scot-bred  professional,  who  has 
to  his  credit  many  important  titles  and  the  cash  gained  from 
same,  can  certainly  belt  one  the  proverbial  mile.  With  such 
vigor  did  he  land  upon  his  initial  tee  shot  here  that  the  ensuing 
hook  carried  over  the  railroad  right-of-way  and  out  of  bounds. 

As  his  ball  disappeared,  "Wee  Robbie"  exclaimed  to  the 
enchanted  gallery,  "My  God!  Eight  hundred  acres  and  I 
missed  it." 

Nor  is  the  paid  player  the  sole  spontaneous  source  of  wit. 
Two  crack  amateurs  were  journeying  by  Pullman  to  Pebble 
Beach,  California,  in  1929,  to  play  in  the  impending  National 
Amateur  championship  that  was  later  won  by  Harrison  R. 
Johnston.  Leaving  Omaha,  a  new  passenger  entered  the  smok- 
ing compartment  where  the  pair  were  discussing  golf.  His 
tanned  countenance  bore  evidence  that  he,  too,  was  closely 
bound  to  them  by  the  ties  of  tees  and  traps.  W  hat  more  na- 
tural than  to  include  him  in  the  conversation?  One  turned  to 
the  stranger  and  remarked: 

"I  presume  you  play  golf?" 

"No,  I  don't,"  he  replied.  "  But  the  rub  is  I  can't  give  it  up." 

How  much  more  delightful  this  shaft  of  humor  than  the  cus- 
tomary curses  about  being  off  one's  game,  an  alibi  that  is  as 
common  as  it  is  both  ancient  and  tiresome. 

Let  me  recall  a  never-to-be  forgotten  story  related  to  me  by 
my  good  friend,  Fritz  Byers,  former  President  of  the  United 
States  Golf  Association,  with  a  great  deal  of  relish  on  his  part. 
A  boundary  of  his  estate  near  Pittsburg  parallels  the  right  side 
of  the  first  fairway  of  the  golf  course  of  the  Allegheny  Country 
Club.  For  some  reason  unknown  to  the  myriads  of  golf  in- 
structors, fully  90  per  cent,  of  all  players  slice  their  shots,  es- 
pecially their  tee  shots.  W  hen  you  do  this  well  from  the  first  tee 
at  Allegheny,  you  bid  your  ball  a  final,  if  not  fond,  farewell. 
The  reason  is  the  high  retaining  wall  of  the  Fritz  Byers  estate, 
backed  by  high  bushes.  Recovery  is  out  of  the  question. 


Beyond  the  No.  i  green  of  this  course  lies  the  estate  of  Eben 
Byers,  National  Amateur  golf  champion  in  1906,  a  date  that 
fixes  the  high-water  mark  of  his  play  in  the  era  of  the  "gutty" 
ball,  long  since  a  dodo  and  almost  as  lifeless  when  it  was  in 
common  usage. 

Some  years  ago  Fritz,  who  is  Eben's  brother,  became  aware 
of  a  nursery  problem  at  home.  A  darling  baby  daughter  was 
not  being  exposed  to  the  great  outdoors  and  its  health-giving 
sunshine  as  often  and  for  as  long  periods  as  the  parents  desired. 
Whereupon  Fritz  conceived  of  a  brilliant  plan  to  remedy  the 
matter.  He  offered  the  nurse  maid  a  reward  of  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  and  every  golf  ball  she  found  on  the  estate,  and 
even  went  so  far  as  to  tip  her  off  concerning  their  constant 
arrival  over  his  boundary  wall.  Fritz  so  prided  himself  on  his 
master  stroke  of  genius  that  he  freely  commented  upon  it  at 
the  golf  club  all  that  day. 

Next  evening,  upon  returning  home,  the  nurse  maid  pre- 
sented him  with  three  pecks  of  "gutty"  balls,  all  obsolete,  but 
each  at  the  agreed-upon  figure  of  two  bits.  Investigation 
brought  forth  the  fact  that  brother  Eb,  upon  hearing  Fritz 
brag  of  his  idea,  had  unearthed  all  the  long-ago  abandoned 
"gutties"  in  his  basement.  Eben  had  spent  the  entire  after- 
noon practicing  his  mashie  pitch  from  his  lawn.  The  target? 
It  was  the  Fritz  Byers  estate  just  across  the  way. 

Perhaps  the  classic  of  golf  humor  is  associated  with  the 
march  of  Chick  Evans,  thrice  a  national  champion,  to  the  first 
tee  at  Minnikahda  in  August,  1927,  to  face  the  irresistible 
Bobby  Jones  in  the  finals  of  the  amateur  championship. 
Jones's  game  had  never  been  of  a  higher  order  than  it  was 
that  week.  Evans  probably  knew  what  the  outcome  would 
be.  But  when  he  sighted  Walter  Hagen  in  the  crowd,  he 
seized  him  as  a  last  straw.  Hagen,  the  past  winter,  had 
given  Jones  his  worst  walloping  in 
Florida. 

"Walter,"  said  Chick,  "how  can 
I  defeat  this  personage.  You  of  all 
the  world  ought  to  know.  Tell  me?" 

Hagen  placed  an  arm  around 
Chick's  shoulders  and  led  him  aside. 

"It's  easy,  Chick,  it's  easy,"  he 
answered.  "All  you  have  to  do  is 
to  sink  a  flock  of  brassie  seconds." 

Alas  for  Chick,  he  didn't  sink 
them!  But  what  better  description 
for  the  golfer  who  could  beat  Jones? 

The  pride  of  a  father  in  the  ac- 
complishments of  a  son  may  not 
seem  a  field  for  wit.  Yet  at  Pine- 
hurst  many  years  ago,  when  the 
then  young  Phil  Carter  was  making  his  bid  for  a  place  in 
the  sunlight  of  golf,  an  odd  situation  occurred  that  had  its 
tenseness  and  strain  removed  by  a  remark  of  Phil's  father. 
Phil  was  playing  in  the  finals  of  the  North  and  South  Open. 
Pater  Carter  was  in  the  gallery  following  the  match,  with  a 
few  old  cronies  of  the  Tin  Whistles  organization.  At  a  certain 
short  hole  Phil's  opponent  laid  his  pitch  dead,  six  inches  from 
the  hole.  It  looked  bad  for  young  Carter's  chances.  Whereupon 
he  performed  the  phenomenon  of  holing  out  for  an  ace. 

The  elder  Carter  was  quite  equal  to  the  occasion.  Instead 
of  giving  vent  to  his  joy  in  one  of  the  many  hilarious  ways 
joy  has  been  given  vent  to  when  the  sudden  and  unexpected 
happens  in  sport,  Mr.  Carter  turned  to  one  of  his  friends  and, 
without  batting  an  eye,  remarked,  "I  knew  Phil  would  win 
that  hole." 

Small  wonder  the  son  won.  Who  would  not  after  inheriting 
a  coolness  under  fire  of  this  high  order. 

No  important  golf  match,  no  round,  is  played  without  humor 
coming  to  the  surface.  All  it  needs  is  encouragement  to  add  to 
the  spice  of  many  holes.  Even  the  matter  of  advice  leads  to  it, 
a  golf  article  that  flows  freely  wherever  the  niblick  is  in  use. 
Not  even  a  business  depression  can  lower  the  rate  for  this 
apparent  staple  of  the  game. 

Yet  the  annals  of  golf  record  but  one  instance  of  a  person 
outside  the  match  seeking  advice  from    {Continued  on  page  78)

HERE  are  a  thousand  small  racing 
yachts   for  every   big  one,  and  the 
little   ones   sail    more    races,    but  it 
seems  to  be  the  few  big  ones  that  most  often 
hold  the  center  of  the  stage,  perhaps  by  virtue 
of  their  very  size  and  the  fact  that  their  owners 
are  usually  men  widely  known  in  the  world 
of  business  and  finance.  The  America's  Cup 
races  last  September  were   thoroughly  dull 
affairs,  and  the  Star  class  internationals  were 
highly  interesting  ones;  but  the  whole  country 
followed  the  reports  of  the  former,  and  few  but 
yachtsmen  and  their  friends  knew  that  the 
latter  were  in  progress  and  how  exciting  they  were. 

During  the  yachting  season  just  opening,  the  big  class  M 
sloops  promise  to  be  one  of  the  season's  features,  though  there 
will  be  only  a  few  of  them  in  commission,  and  a  mere  handful 
of  amateur  yachtsmen  sailing  in  them.  Three  that  will  be 
watched  with  interest  are  Harold  S.  Vanderbilt's  Prestige, 
Commodore  Winthrop  W.  Aldrich's  Valiant,  and  Floyd  L. 
Carlisle's  Avatar.  These  boats  will  be  sufficiently  unusual  this 
season  to  merit  at  least  a  good  part  of  the  attention  they  get. 
They  will  be  rigged  as  yachts  were  never  rigged  before. 

Mr.  Vanderbilt,  as  his  last  year's  America's  Cup  campaign 
with  Enterprise  proved,  is  a  first-class  sailorman  with  a  studi- 
ous and  scientific  mind.  The  combination  is  rare.  Mr.  Vander- 
bilt has  long  been  recognized  in  yachting  as  a  hard  driver,  a 
fine  starter,  and  a  first-rate  racing  helmsman.  What  most 
yachtsmen  did  not  know  was  that  he  is  also  a  profound  student 
of  all  that  pertains  to  yachts,  their  design,  construction,  rig, 
and  handling.  He  has  absorbed  all  that  books  and  men  could 
tell  him  on  the  subject,  and  knows  offhand  a  lot  of  technical 
details  on  which  many  a  naval  architect  is  hazy. 

This  is  quite  understandable  considering  that  Mr.  Vander- 
bilt's other  pet  game  is  bridge.  The  average  yachtsman  is 
probably  a  better  poker  player  than  a  bridge  player,  and  there's 
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the  difference.  Mr.  Vanderbilt  has  no  su- 
perior as  a  racing  helmsman,  and  they  say 
it's  the  same  with  his  bridge. 

Last  summer  the  Vanderbilt  talents  were 
combined  with  those  of  W.  Starling  Bur- 
gess, probably  our  most  scientific  designer 
of  racing  yachts.  Enterprise,  "the  perfect 
mechanical  ship,"  was  the  result.  So  in- 
triguing did  Mr.  Vanderbilt  find  the  exper- 
imenting they  did  with  Enterprise's  rig  last 
summer  that  this  year,  with  the  big  cup 
defender  on  the  beach,  he  is  carrying  those 
experiments  even  further  in  Prestige.  It 
wouldn't  have  been  much  fun  to  do  it  all 
alone,  so  he  persuaded  Commodore  Aldnch, 
who  was  his  navigator  in  Enterprise,  to  try 
out  the  same  stunts  in  Valiant.  Shortly 
afterward  Mr.  Carlisle  decided  to  follow  suit, 
since  there  appeared  to  be  little  chance  of 
having  good  racing  with  the  old  rig  in 
Avatar  against  the  new  rigs.  All  three 
owners  will  find  or  make  time  for  an  ex- 
tensive racing  campaign  with  their  yachts, 
though  with  their  railroads,  banks,  and 
public  utilities  they  are  busy  men. 

Prestige  and  Valiant  are  class  M  sloops 
designed  by  Mr.  Burgess,  Prestige  built  by 
HerreshofF  in  1927  and  Valiant  built  in  Ger- 
many a  year  later.  Each  is  54  feet  long  on 
the  water  and  about  80  on  deck,  and  each 
draws  10  feet  4  inches  of  water.  Valiant  is  a 
few  inches  wider  and  a  bit  heavier  and  more 
powerful,  but  at  a  little  distance  you  can't 
tell  them  apart  except  by  the  racing  num- 
bers; or,  if  you  remember  which  is  which,  by 
the  fact  that  Prestige  carries  her  dinghy 
hauled  up  over  her  stern  while  Valiant's

boat  sets  in  chocks  amidships.  Both  have  fine  racing  records. 
Avatar  is  also  a  Burgess-designed  boat,  built  in  1929,  and 
is  somewhat  different,  following  more  the  lines  of  the  suc- 
cessful twelve-meter  sloops.  She  is  a  foot  shorter  on  the 
waterline,  with  a  more  rounded  underbody,  and  is  at  her 
best  in  heavy  weather. 

The  new  rigs  are  duplicates,  and  what  rigs  they  are!  The  old 
solid  wooden  spars  have  given  way,  in  large  racing  yachts, 
to  hollow  spars  of  wood,  steel,  or,  as  in  Enterprise,  duralumin. 
The  new  M  boat  masts  will  not  even  be  tubes,  but  will  be 
latticed  frameworks  of  duralumin  strips,  covered  with  doped 
fabric,  like  a  dirigible  or  an  airplane  wing.  Strategically  placed 
"zippers"  give  access  to  the  inside  of  this  structure,  and  all 
blocks,  halyards,  and  even  the  turnbuckles  of  the  rigging  aloft 
will  be  concealed  therein. 

^kgain,  they  have  defied  convention  by  making  the  masts 
wider  athwartship  than  they  are  fore  and  aft,  some  eighteen 
inches  from  side  to  side,  to  support  the  side  strain  of  the  great 
sails  with  fewer  shrouds  and  stays  than  are  used  on  ordinary 
spars.  All  this  is  done  at  tremendous  expense  to  save  a  few 
hundred  pounds  weight  aloft,  where  weight  counts.  Wide- 
topped  booms,  across  which  the  foot  of  the  sails  slide  on  tracks 
when  the  yacht  comes  about  or  jibes,  such  as  were  developed 
in  Enterprise  last  year,  will  be  used  on  the  single  jibs  as  well 
as  the  mainsails. 

Headstay  winches  below  decks  and  all  manner  of  gadgets 
are  being  installed  in  the  two  yachts  at  Herreshoff's,  the  keels 
have  been  recast,  and  centerboards  built  in.  To  illustrate  the 
expected  increase  in  efficiency,  the  new  rigs  will  contain  99.7 
per  cent,  in  actual  canvas  of  the  sail  area  for  which  the  boats 


are  measured  under  the  rating  rule.  The  best  they 
could  do  before  was  96.8  actual  area. 

These  will  be  expensive  experiments — just  how  ex- 
pensive nobody  knows.  Most  people,  when  they  want 
to  experiment  with  racing  yachts,  do  it  with  small  ones. 
But  expense  is  only  relative  anyhow,  and  if  it  costs  Mr. 
Vanderbilt,  Mr.  Carlisle,  and  Mr.  Aldrich  plenty  they 
won't  mind.  Compared  to  the  America's  Cup  sloops, 
Prestige  and  Valiant  are  just  toys. 

Four  sloops  have  been  built  to  the  top  rating  of  the 
M  of  46-rating  class  since  Prestige,  the  first  of  the 
modern  M's,  came  out  in  1927,  and  Valiant  followed  in 
1928.  All  four  were  built  in  1929,  on  either  a  hunch  or 
an  advance  tip  that  there  would  be  an  America's  Cup  chal- 
lenge before  long.  About  1928  it  was  pointed  out  that  Ameri- 
can designers,  due  to  the  prevalence  of  one-design  racing 
here,  were  getting  comparatively  little  experience  in  designing 
large  racing  yachts,  and  four  owners  ordered  class  M  boats 
from  three  designers.  It  was  intimated  at  the  time  that  the 
class  might  be  a  testing  ground  for  future  America's  Cup 
yacht  ideas,  and  so  it  proved. 

O  ne  of  them  was  Windward,  designed  by  Charles  D.  Mower 
for  Junius  Spencer  Morgan.  Like  his  father,  J.  P.  Morgan,  the 
younger  Morgan  has  proven  himself  a  skillful  and  an  enthusi- 
astic racing  helmsman,  both  in  W  indward  and  in  smaller  craft. 
For  several  seasons  on  Long  Island  Sound  the  sight  of  the 
familiar  Morgan  brown  slouch  hat  over  the  coaming  ot  the  R 
boat  Puffin  (which  he  usually  sailed  with  only  two  paid  hands 
for  company)  was  enough  t«>  cause  the  other  skippers  in  the 
R  class  sonu-  worry.  Mr.  Morgan  did  well  with  Windward, 
especially  in  light  to  moderate  weather  as  she  seemed  unable 
to  hold  her  own  with  some  of  the  others  in  a  blow.  Last  year 
she  was  on  the  beach,  Mr.  Morgan  being  a  member  of  the 
afterguard  of  the  cup  candidate  Weetamoe,  of  which  his 
brother-in-law,  George  Nichols,  was  in  command. 

The  class  M  champion  last  summer  was  George  M.  Pyn- 
chon's  Istalena.  A  double-ender  designed  by  L.  Francis 
Herreshoff*  and  in  other  respects  a  forerunner  of  that  designer's 
cup  boat  Whirlwind  of  last  year,  Istalena's  career  must  have 
given  heart  to  Landon  K.  Thorne  and  Paul  Hammond  in  their 
attempts  to  get  Whirlwind  into  the  running  last  summer. 
Istalena  shaped  up  like  a  lightship  during  her  first  few  months 
of  racing  in   1929,   but  in  mid-season     {Continued  on  page  78)

The  general  view  of  the  Normandy  farm- 
house residence  of  Clarence  B.  Mitchell, 
Esq.,  in  Montecito,  shows  a  combination  of 
particularly  interesting  roof  lines.  A  glimpse 
of  the  beautiful  Montecito  Valley  is  seen  in 
the  middle  foreground,  with  the  Pacific 
Ocean  in  the  far  distance.  Shown  at  the 
right  is  a  small  enclosed  garden  in  the  axis 
of  the  dining  room.  A  unique  feature  is  the 
emphasizing  with  white  plaster  the  tile 
ridging  on  the  shingle  roof 
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from  the  front  entrance  door  of  the  Mitchell 
house,  shown  on  the  opposite  page,  one  looks 
across  a  flagged  courtyard  to  the  mountains 
beyond.  The  quaint  little  lodge  house,  with 
outside  staircase  and  steeply  pitched  roof, 
merges  into  the  rusticity  of  its  surroundings 


f%t  charming  little  porch,  adaptable  to  all  sorts 
of  informal  outdoor  teas  and  parties,  opens 
from  the  living  and  dining  rooms.  The  furni- 
ture consists  of  antiques  found  by  Mr.  Mit- 
chell on  a  tour  through  Belgium,  and  it  is 
particularly  in  harmony  with  the  sturdy 
woodwork  and  brick  floor  of  the  terrace 


On  the  opposite  page  we  stood  in  the  doorway 
of  the  house  and  looked  towards  the  lodge 
gate  and  the  vista  beyond;  here  we  re- 
verse the  process  and  gaze  across  the  court- 
yard to  the  house  itself,  with  its  symmetrical 
entrance  tower  so  typical  of  Normandy  farm- 
houses. The  well  in  the  center  of  the  yard, 
with  its  sheltering  tree,  is  picturesque 
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The  Mitchell  residence  was  so  located  on 
the  property  that  the  living  and  dining 
rooms  face  south  towards  Montecito  Valley 
and  the  Pacific  Ocean.  From  the  shaded 
terrace  on  this  side  of  the  house,  one  has 
the  same  view  as  that  shown  in  the  picture 
on  page  47.  The  Montecito  Valley  is  famed 
for  its  beauty,  and  the  Mitchell  estate 
affords  an  expansive  view  of  it 


^s  one  enters  the  hall  of  the  house  one  is 
impressed  with  the  rugged  simplicity  that  is 
apparent  everywhere.  A  novel  idea  was  the 
use  of  hemp  rope  as  a  wall  molding;  a  solid 
block  of  wood  forms  each  step  of  the  stair- 
case, and  a  compass  of  wood  is  inlaid  in 
the  floor.  The  owner  collected  in  France 
the  engaging  antique  hardware  on  the 
entrance  door.  One  gets  an  inviting  glimpse, 
through  the  arch  under  the  staircase,  of  the 
dining  room  beyond 


l\  corner  of  the  owner's  den  is  shown  at 
the  top  of  the  opposite  page.  Paneled  walls 
form  an  appropriately  masculine  back- 
ground for  leather-covered  furniture  and  the 
sturdiness  of  the  fireplace  frame  of  hewn 
timber.  A  ship  model  was  built  in  the  reveal 
of  the  window  at  the  left  of  the  fireplace 


Winn  entering  the  living  room  (opposite) 
of  the  Mitchell  house,  one  might  easily 
believe  oneself  to  be  in  Normandy,  for  in 
this  room  is  a  fireplace  with  hand-wrought 
copper  hood  and  crane  that  is  typical  of 
French  farmhouses.  Much  of  the  furniture 
in  the  house  and  many  of  the  antiques 
were  obtained  by  Mr.  Mitchell  from  old 
farmhouses  in  Normandy,  and  many  of  the 
rugs  were  hand  woven  from  original  designs 
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The  master's  bedroom  is  particularly 
charming  and  typically  French,  in- 
asmuch as  the  walls  are  covered  with 
fabric  especially  imported  from 
Prance.  The  rug  was  designed  for 
this  room,  as  was  some  of  the  furni- 
ture, and  curtains  and  bedspreads  are 
also  of  imported  material.  The  bay 
window  gives  a  pleasing  airiness  to 
the  lines  of  the  room 


Pleasantly  quaint  is  the  dining  room, 
with  a  corner  fireplace  and  French 
doors  opening  to  the  terrace.  1  he 
recess  in  the  wall  directly  above 
the  doors  opening  into  the  hall  is 
typical  of  many  old  farmhouses  in 
Normandy.  Chintz  curtains  and 
plaid  chair  cushions  add  a  touch  of 
frivolity  to  the  coldness  and  heavi- 
ness of  walls  and  beamed  ceiling 


There  is  always  a  stable  connected 
with  old  Norman  farmhouses,  so 
there  is  such  a  building  on  the 
Mitchell  estate.  Its  purpose  here  is 
twofold:  In  the  wing  at  the  left 
saddle  horses  are  stabled,  and  where 
the  good  farmer  of  Normandy  would 
have  stored  his  farm  wagons  and 
other  paraphernalia,  Mr.  Mitchell 
parks  his  cars.  Thus  the  buildings 
of  the  past  are  happily  adapted  to 
the    requirements    of   modern  life

~~ ||  lORSE  racing,  we  are  told,  is  a  diversion  for  the  sports- 
I  man,  but  the  latter  would  have  the  world  understand 
'  "  '  that  the  breeding  of  race  horses  is  an  art,  requiring 
no  less  patience,  skill,  and  creative  imagination  than  painting 
or  sculpture  or  other  artistic  accomplishment.  This  may  ex- 
plain why  the  Belmont  Stakes,  always  favored  by  the  breeders 
of  1  horoughbreds,  numbers  so  many  and  influential  patrons 
of  the  arts  among  its  most  enthusiastic  devotees.  Leaders  in 
society,  finance,  and  the  professions  come  here  from  their 
country  seats  to  mingle  with  the  throngs  in  the  paddocks 


Commander  J.  K.  L.

and  on  the  beautiful  lawns,  and  to  help  make  this  the  most 
colorful  sporting  event  in  the  New  York  area. 

I  recently  asked  a  prominent  sportsman  what  horse  race  he 
regarded  as  the  most  important  from  the  standpoint  ot  the 
breeder,  and  he  answered,  without  a  moment's  hesitation, 
"The  Belmont."  Then  he  added,  significantly,  "It's  unani- 
mous!" And  so  it  seems  to  be.  Breeders  everywhere,  from 
Kentucky  to  California,  from  Maine  to  Texas,  concur  in  the 
view  that  this,  the  richest  stake  for  three-year-olds,  is  the 
classic  of  the  American  turf.  While  it  may  not  have  quite  the 
popular  appeal  of  the  Kentucky  Derby,  it  affords  a  better 
test  of  speed  and  endurance  over  a  longer  course,  and  comes 
at  a  time  when  the  very  best  horses  are  in  prime  form.  It 
likewise  is  an  older  race,  dating  back  to  days  just  following 
the  Civil  War,  when  turf  history  was  in  the  making. 

It  is  significant,  too,  that  the  Belmont  should  have  done 
more  to  influence  the  development  of  the  American  Thorough- 
bred than  any  other  race.  Since  the  first  running  in  1867,  its 
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The  late  August  Belmont, 
the  first  president  of  the 
Westchester  Racing  Asso- 
ciation, for  whose  father 
the  historic  stake  race  was 
named.  The  Belmonts 
have  been  prominent  on 
the  turf  for  more  than  half 
a  century.  At  their  famous 
Nursery  Stud  in  Ken- 
tucky, many  great  horses 
were  bred 


George  D.  Widener,  owner 
of  the  historic  Erdenheim 
Stud  established  by  the 
late  Aristides  Welch,  near 
Philadelphia,  was  breeder 
of  Jamestown  by  St. 
James,  the  winner  of  the 
$100,000  Futurity  at  Bel- 
mont Park  last  \ear 
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Marshall  Field,  owner  of 
Caumsett  Farm,  Hunting- 
ton, L.  I.,  and  Thorough- 
bred studs  in  Virginia 
and  England.  Mr.  Field 
owns  Stimulus,  a  noted 
stake  winner  and  sire,  and 
is  part  owner  of  imp.  Sir 
Galahad  III,  whose  prog- 
eny, including  Gallant 
Fox,  earned  $403,130  last 
year,  to  place  him  at  the 
head  of  winning  sires

winners  have  been  taken  as  a  guide  in  the  propagation  of  racing 
animals.  On  its  roster  of  notable  speed  kings  are  some  of  the 
breed's  foremost  producing  sires — Hamburg,  Burgomaster, 
Spendthrift,  Hanover,  Sir  Dixon,  Hastings,  Commando, 
Peter  Pan,  Colin,  Sweep,  Friar  Rock,  Hourless,  Sir  Barton, 
Man  O'  War,  The  Finn,  and  Zev.  As  breeders  always  marshal 
their  most  likely  candidates  for  this  race,  strong  fields  are  the 
rule,  and  horses  which  have  stood  second  and  third  have  later 
gained  fame  as  the  sires  of  stake  winners.  Among  these  are 
Bramble,  Superman,  Fair  Play,  Hamburg,  and  King  James. 
Sometimes  the  interest  in  the  race  has  centered  in  a  spirited 
contest  for  second  place.  It  frequently  happens,  however, 
that  there  are  not  so  many  starters  as  in  the  Derby.  By  the 
time  the  Belmont  is  reached,  many  horses,  which  promised 
well  early  in  the  season,  have  gone  bad,  and  the  field  has  nar- 
rowed down  to  a  few  outstanding  contenders. 

The  Belmont  was  not  established  in  a  permanent  home  until 
1905,  when  the  beautiful  and  commodious  Belmont  Park 
outside  of  New  York  City  was  opened.  Up  to  1S90,  it  had 
been  run  at  Jerome,  and  for  fifteen  years  following  at  Morris 
Park,  N.  Y.  The  building  and  development  of  Belmont  Park 
as  a  modern  racing  plant  greatly  improved  racing  conditions 
111  the  Empire  State.  The  Westchester  Racing  Association, 
which  sponsored  and  built  it,  is  composed  of  the  leading 
sportsmen  in  the  metropolitan  area.  The  association  was  or- 
ganized in  1X95  by  the  late  James  R.  Keene  and  August  Bel- 
mont, its  first  president,  for  whose  father  the  famous  stake 
race  was  named.  Its  present  officers  are  Joseph  E.  Widener, 
president;  John  J.  Coakley,  secretary  and  treasurer;  and  V. 
E.  Schaumberg,  racing  secretary.  The  Belmont  Park  property 
of  650  acres  includes  a  mile  and  a  half  oval,  inside  of  which 
is  a  steeplechase  course  regarded  as  the  finest  in  this  country. 
There  are  also  the  W  idener  course  of  seven  furlongs  and  a 
training  track  of  a  mile  circuit. 


■Belmont  is  an  honored  name  in  racing  circles.  August  Bel- 
mont, the  elder,  was  a  commanding  figure  in  the  early  days. 
He  was  then  developing  his  famous  Nursery  Stud  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  owned  some  of  the  best  horses  in  training.  His 
horses  Fenian  and  Glenelg  finished  one-two  in  the  Belmont 
Stakes  of  '69.  Their  positions  might  easily  have  been  reversed, 
however,  for  (Ilenelg  was  much  the  better  race  horse — in  fact, 
he  was  among  the  outstanding  horses  of  his  day;  but  Mr. 
Belmont  had  declared  to  win  with  Fenian.  Belmont,  Junior, 
took  over  the  Nursery  Stud  upon  the  death  of  his  father  in 
1894,  and  gained  fame  as  a  fancier  and  breeder.  He  bought 
Henry  of  Navarre  as  a  two-year-old  from  B.  McClelland,  and 
won  the  Belmont  in  1894  with  him.  He  bred  and  raced  Master- 
man,  winner  in  1902;  Friar  Rock  and  Hourless.  winners  111 
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I9i6and  '17;  Fair  Play,  second  to  Colin  in  1908,  and  the  sire 
of  the  unheatable  Man  O'  War,  the  winner  in  1920,  and  in 
turn  the  sire  of  American  Flag  and  Crusader,  winners  in  1925 
and  '26,  under  the  colors  of  Samuel  D.  Riddle. 

The  first  Belmont  Stakes  was  won  by  Ruthless,  considered 
the  greatest  filly  of  the  '6o's.  This  daughter  of  Eclipse,  bred 
and  raced  by  Francis  Morris,  also  won  the  Nursery,  Travers, 
and  Sequel  stakes,  beating  such  good  horses  as  Virgil  and 
Delaware.  Her  full  sister.  Relentless,  won  the  Saratoga  Stakes 
in  1867  from  General  Duke,  the  winner  of  the  Belmont  in 
the  following  year. 

BP.  McDaniel  raced  Harrj  Bassett,  Joe  Daniels,  and  Spring- 
bok, winners  in  '71,  '72,  and  '73.  All  were  fast.  The  first  of  the 
trio,  a  son  of  Lexington,  broke  the  track  record  for  the  mile 
and  five-eights  (2:56)  to  win  from  Stockwood  and  By-The- 
Sea.  He  was  the  champion  of  the  East  in  1872,  the  year  Joe 
Daniels  won  the  Belmont.  In  his  races  against  Longfellow,  he 
lost  at  one  and  one  quarter  miles,  and  won  at  two  miles, 
overhauling  the  sturdy  son  of  Leamington  to  win  the  Sara- 
toga Cup  by  a  length,  in  the  record  time  of  3  :59.  Joe  Daniels 
was  the  best  three-year-old  of  '72.  This  son  of  Australian  beat 
Alarm  as  a  two-year-old,  and  won  the  Belmont  going  away. 
Cape  Race,  the  odds  on  favorite,  did  not  place.  Springbok, 
his  stall  mate  and  half  brother  by  Australian,  took  the  measure 
of  Count  D'Orsay  and  Strachino  in  the  Belmont  of  '73,  won 
nine  consecutive  races  at  four  and  eight  at  five,  besides 
running  a  sensational  dead  heat  with  Preakness  in  the  Saratoga 
Cup. 

The  race  of  1874  was  epochal.  Pierre  Lorillard's  imp.  Saxon, 
superbly  ridden  by  George  Barbee,  won  after  a  thrilling  run 
down  the  home  stretch,  passing  Grimstead  at  the  finish  to 
win  by  a  head.  G.  Lorillard's  Duke  of  Magenta,  a  speedy 
son  of  Lexington,  the  winner  in  '78,  won  eleven  out  of  twelve 
starts  as  a  three-year-old;  while  J.  R.  Keene's  Spendthrift, 
by  Australian,  was  carrying  all  before  him  as  a  two-year-old. 
Spendthrift  was  in  great  form  when  he  ran  against  Monitor 
and  Jericho  in  the  Belmont,  defeating  the  former  by  six 
lengths.  He  led  the  winning  sires  in  igoo-'oi.  Among  his 
get  were  Kingston,  Bankrupt,  Lamplighter,  and  Hastings. 
Hastings,  sire  of  Fair  Play,  upheld  the  record  of  his  illustrious 
sire  by  winning  the  Belmont  in  1896,  and  heading  the  sire 
list  in  1902  and  1908.  His  race  with  Handspring  in  the  Bel- 
mont, which  he  won  by  a  head,  was  one  of  the  most  thrilling 
in  turf  history. 

Dwyer  Brothers'  Panique,  winner  in  1884,  was  bred  by 
Aristides  Welch,  who  founded  the  historic  Erdenheim  Stud 
now  owned  by  George  D.  Widener.  He  was  sired  by  Alarm, 
and  out  of  Maggie  B.  B.,  one  of  the  breed's  outstanding  win- 
ners and  brood  mares.  She  won  many  races  in  her  day,  and 
was  the  dam  of  Iroquois,  English  Derby  winner,  Jaconet, 
and  other  great  brood  mares.  Panique  won  the  Belmont 
after  a  hard  race  with  Knight  of  Ellerslie,  bred  by  the  father 
of  the  present  owner  of  the  Ellerslie  Stud,  Arthur  B.  Hancock. 
Inspector  B.  ran  a  close  race  with  The  Bard  to  win  the  Bel- 
mont of  1886.  He  is  best  remembered  as  the  sire  of  the  out- 
standing filly,  Endurance  by  Right,  the  champion  two-year- 
old  of  1 90 1. 

Then  came  the  mighty  Hanover  by  Hindoo.  His  defeat  of 
Oneko  in  the  Belmont  was  one  of  a  series  ot  fourteen  straight 
victories.  In  his  brilliant  career  on  the  turf,  he  won  thirty-two 
out  of  fifty  races  and  $118,382.  As  a  sire,  he  headed  the  list 
for  four  consecutive  years.  Following  him  came  the  sterling 
son  of  Billet,  Sir  Dixon,  which  Dwyer  Brothers  bought  from 
George  B.  Morris  for  $20,000.  He  won  the  Belmont  from 
Prince  Royal  by  fifteen  lengths.  As  a  sire  he  led  the  list  in 
1901,  his  get  winning  more  than  $200,000.  Blue  Girl,  Audience, 
Kilmarnoch,  and  Yankee  Girl  are  among  his  progeny.  J.  R. 
Keene's  Commando,  great  son  of  Domino,  described  by  the 
sage  judge  of  horse  flesh,  Walter  Vosburgh,  as  "the  best 
stayer  of  the  Domino  line,"  won  the  Belmont  in  1901,  after 
a  hard  race  with  The  Parader  and  All  Green,  in  the  fast  time 
of  2:21.  He  is  famous  as  the  sire  of  Peter  Pan,  Superman,

Samuel  D.  Riddle  wrote  his  name  indelibly  upon  the 
pages  of  turf  history  when  he  purchased  Man 
&  War  at  a  yearling  sale  at  Saratoga  for  $5,000  from 
the  late  August  Belmont.  Mr.  Riddle  is  here  shown 
holding  Crusader  {Albert  Johnson  up),  after  this  fleet 
son  of  Man  0'  War  had  won  the  Belmont  in  IQ26. 
Mr.  Riddle  also  bred  another  son  of  the  speed  king, 
American  Flag,  the  winner  of  1925 

Colin,  all  bred  and  raced  by  Mr.  Keene.  Peter  Pan,  "the 
stoutest  colt  of  the  Commando-Domino  line,"  finished  a 
length  in  front  of  Superman  in  the  Belmont  of  1907.  He  was 
the  sire  of  a  galaxy  of  noted  breeding  progeny,  including  Pen- 
nant, Tryster,  Black  Tony,  Vexatious,  and  Puss-in-Boots. 
Colm  was  one  of  the  great  race  horses  of  all  time.  He  was 
never  beaten  in  fifteen  starts,  and  won  $180,912.  Probably 
his  closest  race  was  against  Fair  Play,  whom  he  beat  in 
an  exciting  finish  in  the  Belmont.  He  also  vanquished  King 
James  in  the  Withers.  Sweep,  son  of  Ben  Brush  and  out 
of  Pink  Domino,  was  another  product  of  {Continued  on  page  80)

ECIPE  for  a  successful  summer  resort:  Take  some 
beautiful  scenery,  either  sea  or  mountains;  add  a 
pleasing  climate;  mix  the  two  thoroughly.  Add  a 
good  location — not  too  far  from  the  centers  of  population  for 
convenience,  but  far  enough  away  to  be  slightly  difficult  of 
access.  Throw  in  a  plum  or  two  in  the  shape  of  distinguished 
visitors.  Sprinkle  liberally  with  publicity.  The  result  should 
be  eminently  successful. 

And  in  the  case  of  Newport,  the  famous  watering  place  in 
Rhode  Island,  it  certainly  has  been.  A  long  while  ago  some  soul, 
tired  of  city  noises  and  the  burden  of  city  life,  sought  the  quiet 
and  seclusion  of  a  summer  in  the  country.  Just  who  this  mortal 
was  who  "discovered"  the  charm  of  the  little  New  England 
town  is  lost  in  the  mists  of  time.  Anyway  he  passed  the  good 
word  along.  More  people  came  and,  having  seen,  returned  to 
become  permanent  summer  residents.  The  fame  of  the  quaint 
old  town  nestling  by  the  quiet  waters  of  Narragansett  Bay 
spread  quickly.  New  York  began  sending  its  most  distin- 
guished citizenry.  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Washington,  and 
other  cities  followed.  In  no  time  at  all  the  little  town  was  hailed 
as  the  gathering  place  for  the  elite.  Soon  mansions  (the  word  is 
typical)  dotted  the  landscape.  Curious  tourists  arrived,  to 
stare  and  be  impressed  by  the  homes  of  the  socially  prominent.

His  fondness  for 
Newport,  instilled  in  him  in  early 
boyhood,  has  never  lessened,  and 
no  summer  goes  by  without  his 
spending  part  of  his  holiday  there 


furiously  gay  as  one  wants  or  one  can  be 
as  quiet  as  one  desires.  There  is  much  to 
do,  apart  from  the  dinners  and  dances 
that  mark  the  height  of  the  season.  The 
bathing  at  Bailey's  Beach  is  excellent, 
and  the  noon  hour  finds  most  of  the 
summer  colony  gathered  on  its  sands. 
Many  remain  for  lunch — bringing  it  in 
baskets  and  thermos  bottles,  for  the 
directors  of  Spouting  Rock  Beach,  as  it 
is  officially  called,  wisely  have  refused  to 
be  stampeded  into  erecting  cafeterias  and 
cabanas  like  many  other  watering  places. 
The  Beach's  simplicity  is  a  part  of  its 
charm. 

And  if  you  can't  go  to  Bailey's  Beach, 
there  is  Hazard's  Beach  adjoining — now 
called  the  Viking  Beach  and  run  in  con- 
junction with  the  Viking  Hotel — or  there 
is  Easton's,  the  public  beach,  or  Second 
Beach  or  Third.  The  Country  Club  affords 
excellent  golf — though  tennis  is  really  the 
king  of  sports  at  Newport,  and  the  many 
courts  at  the  Casino  are  thronged  through- 
out the  long  summer  days.  It  was  at 
Newport  that  the  national  championships 
were  formerly  contested,  and  the  annual 
tennis  tournament  still  draws  the  best 
of  players. 

As  for  yachting,  the  waters  of  Narra- 
gansett Bay  are  a  real  heaven  for  yachts- 
men. The  harbor  is  full  of  boats  ranging 
from  small  sailing  craft  to  the  mighty 
Aloha  of  Commodore  Arthur  Curtiss 
James,  or  the  Nourmahal  of  Commodore 
Vincent  Astor.  It  is  the  sight  of  a  lifetime 
to  witness  Newport  Harbor  at  the  time 
of  an    international    yacht    race.  Last 


In  short,  Newport  had  achieved  that  popularity 
which  it  has  ever  since  retained  as  the"  premier" 
watering  place  of  America. 

Just  what  is  Newport's  charm?  First  and  fore- 
most, its  scenery.  It  is  undeniably  a  lovely  spot. 
Motor  along  the  Ocean  Drive  at  twilight  if  you 
would  deny  it,  or  on  a  summer  night  gaze  across 
Newport  Harbor  when  the  New  York  Yacht  Club  is 
here  on  its  annual  cruise  and  the  harbor  is  a  mass  of 
dancing,  twinkling  lights.  Or  wander  past  Second 
and  Third  Beach,  inland  through  quiet  country  roads 
bordered  with  picturesque  gray  stone  walls. 

Then  Newport  is  possessed  of  an  unusual  climate. 
Long  are  the  summer  days,  with  the  sky  a  Mediter- 
ranean blue  and  the  waters  of  Narragansett  Bay 
sparkling  in  the  sunlight,  the  air  full  of  the  invigor- 
ating tang  of  the  sea.  Even  when  the  thick  fogs 
come  rolling  in — and  they  often  do  at  a  moment's  no- 
tice— there  is  a  mystery  and  fascination  about  the 
fog-draped  landscape,  with  the  sound  of  distant,  wave- 
tossed  bell  buoys  heard  faintly  through  the  mist.  Even 
in  the  winter  the  climate  may  be  said  to  remain  balmy 
until  long  after  Christmas  has  come  and  gone. 

Life  itself  is  pleasant  at  Newport.  One  can  be  as 
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Dr.  and  Mrs.  Alexander  Hamilton  Rice, 
when  not  absent  on  a  tour  of  explora- 
tion in  far-away  parts  of  the  world, 
are  two  of  the  most  popular  and  active  0] 
Newporters  among  the  summer  residents 


Miss  Leta  Morris,  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  G.  Mor- 
ris, carries  the  family  tradi- 
tion of  a  fondness  for  Newport 
into  the  younger  generation 


The  cliff  walk,  skirting  many 
of  the  great  estates  that  border 
on  the  ocean,  is  a  favorite 
with  all  visitors  to  the  Rhode 
Island  resort.  From  it  one 
gets  a  good  idea  of  the  charm 
of  Newport  scenery 


September  there  was  such  a  con- 
clave of  sightseeing  boats  as  has 
never  been  seen  before  in  New- 
port or  any  other  port.  Every 
type  of  boat  was  on  hand, 
from  tiny  speed  boats  to  mighty 
coastal  steamers.  There  is  good 
cod,  bluefish,  mackerel,  and 
flounder  fishing  in  the  harbor 
or  outside,  and  one  can  stilt 
enjoy  a  day's  crabbing  with  the 
voungsters  at  the  old  crabbing 
pond  along  the  Ocean  Drive.  If 
more  strenuous  sport  is  desired, 
good  sword  fishing  can  be  had 
ofF  near-by  Block  Island. 

However,  if  one  is  more  in- 
clined to  quieter  pursuits,  the 
roads  at  Newport  are  excellent 

and  the  drives  lovely.  Then,  too,  the  old  town  possesses  a 
rare  charm  and  its  houses,  dating  since  the  founding  of  the 
colonies,  are  gems  of  colonial  architecture — a  fact  which,  un- 
fortunately, was  lost  sight  of  when  the  earlier  summer  colonists 
started  to  build,  for  they  indulged  in  an  orgy  of  scroll  and 
fretwork,  gables,  and  other  things  too  hideous  to  imagine. 


Wet  these  houses,  ugly  as  they  may  appear  to  present- 
day  eyes,  were  and  are  still  comfortable  to  live  in,  having 
high  ceilings  and  large  rooms  and  comfortable  verandahs. 
Quite  recently  Newport  has  seen  a  revival  of  building,  and 
many  fine  new  houses  have  been  erected  or  are  in  the 
course  of  construction. 

For  many  years  after  the  old  Ocean  House  burnt  down  in 
1900  (and  what — from  a  spectator's  point  of  view — a  fire  that 
was!)  Newport  boasted  no  hotel  for  transients.  But  now  a 
modern  hotel,  the  Viking,  caters  to  visitors,  while  the  La 
Forge   Cottages,   the   Muenchinger    King,    and  Bateman's

still  make  visitors  comfortable  as  they  have  done  for  many 
a  long  year. 

Newport  is  reached  by  automobile  via  ferry  from  Saunders- 
town  on  the  mainland  across  Jamestown  to  Newport,  a  route 
used  by  many  as  a  short  cut  to  Cape  Cod.  The  Fall  River  Line 
touches  at  Newport,  and  there  is  a  week-end  airplane  service, 
supplied  by  the  Newport  Air  Transport  Company,  in  summer 
from  New  York.  However,  the  majority  of  visitors  prefer  to  go 
bv  train  to  Providence  and  thence  by  motor  or  bus  to  Newport. 

People  will  tell  you  that  the  great  days  of  Newport  have 
passed.  To  be  sure  the  days  when  the  colony  was  small  and 
intimate  have  indeed  gone.  No  candidate  has  arisen  to  succeed 
Harry  Lehr  as  court  jester.  Society's  ranks  have  become  too 
numerous  to  be  dominated  by  a  single  individual.  But  the 
dances  are  just  as  brilliant  and  as  numerous  and  there  is  more  en- 
tertaining than  ever.  The  young  people  and  those  not  so  young 
nowadays  have  just  as  good  a  time,  if  not  better  than  before, 
and  life  at  the  old  colony  is  every  bit  as  delightful  to-day  as  it 
was  in  those  far-off  days  when  you  and  I  were  very  young.

Roses  bring  rich  rewards

ALTHOUGH  history  and  legends  tell  of  rose 
/  \  gardens  in  various  parts  of  the  world,  the 
i\  \  scarcity  of  varieties — limited  to  the  native 
Roses  in  their  wild  state,  perhaps  improved  some- 
what by  cultivation — precluded  rose  gardens 
as  we  have  them  to-day.  Those  so-called  rose 
gardens  of  antiquity  must  have  been  great  masses 
of  rose  bushes  without  much  pretense  at  such 
arrangement  as  characterizes  a  well-planned 
landscape.  Rose  gardens  as  features  of  large 
estates  date  from  the  beginning  of  the  XIX  cen- 
tury, when  the  vogue  was  started  by  Empress 
Josephine  of  France,  who  created,  in  her  domain 
of  La  Malmaison,  the  first  roseraie  on  record,  where  all  the 
species  and  varieties  (about  250)  known  at  the  time  were 
assembled. 

On  present-day  estates  the  rose  garden  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  ensemble,  boasting  an  architecture  of  its  own, 


just  like  a  period  room  in  a  modern  house.  It  must  be 
secluded  from  the  rest  of  the  estate.  Various  materials  are 
appropriate  for  its  enclosure — hedges  of  Carolina  Hemlock, 
walls  of  Biota  orientalis  (a  variety  of  Arborvitae,  differ- 
ent from  the  American  native  Arborvitae),  trellises  or  wire 
fences  covered  with  Roses,  an  informal  border  of  Species 
Roses  like  Hugonis,  or  tall  upright  growing  shrubs,  such 
as  Lilacs  or  Philadelphus  virginalis.  I  saw  in  Maryland 
a  rose  garden  enclosed  with  solid  walls  of  English  Box- 
wood (Buxus  suffruticosa)  a  century  old,  collected  from  an- 
cient southern  plantations.  California  Privet  is  also  useful, 
but  my  personal  opinion  of  Privet  is  that  it  is  a  little  too  stiff 
and  cold  for  a  rose  garden. 

The  rose  garden  of  an  estate  and  that  of  the  average  amateur 
home  garden  are  quite  different  creations.  The  amateur  may 
be  an  implicit  believer  in  catalogue  descriptions;  he  may 
have  some  sentimental  reason  for  choosing  certain  varieties; 
but  he  is,  first  of  all,  endowed  with  a  great  curiosity  and  spirit 
of  adventure.  He  knows  that  some  varieties  are  not  of  the  show 
garden  type,  and  he  cares  not  at  all  if  his  is  not  a  show  garden. 
On  an  estate,  however,  the  rose  garden  is  a  show  place.  It  is  one 
part  of  a  general  scheme,  and  it  must  be  successful;  to  use 
unknown  or  doubtful  varieties  is  to  risk  disappointment. 

Since  a  show  garden  is  not  to  supply  cut  flowers,  the  beauty 


In  the  Robinson  garden  the  Roses  have  been  so  planted  as  to 
create  masses  of  brilliant  color.  The  effect  of  any  rose  garden  is 
greatly  improved  if  there  are  supporting  structures  of  some  kind 
for  climbers — in  this  instance,  it  is  a  rustic  arbor,  where  one 
can  sit  and  enjoy  the  sight  and  smell  of  June  Roses  in  full 
bloom.  The  velvety  softness  of  the  grassy  paths  adds  to  the  picture 


of  individual  blooms  is  secondary  to  profusion  and  brilliance  of 
colors.  Each  variety  has  a  part  to  play;  a  Rose  of  perfect  form 
and  color  may  be  eliminated  in  favor  of  one  not  so  beautiful 
but  more  bushy  or  spreading  and  more  floriferous.  The  best 
varieties  for  a  show  garden  are  those  classed  as  "decorative", 
semi-double,  of  uninterrupted  profusion,  with  sparkling  color- 
ings, planted  closely  together  in  great  masses  to  create,  from  a 
distance,  an  optical  sensation  that  is  intense  but  pleasing  and 
exceedingly  gratifying.  This  is  obtained  only  with  quantities 
of  flowers  of  the  same  shade  or  of  allied  colors. 

If  Roses  are  desired  for  cut  flowers,  or  if  the  owner  wishes  to 
have,  in  his  show  garden,  varieties  that  are  new  and  not  proved 
safe,  these  should  be  planted  in  a  separate  plot  away  from  the 
formal  garden. 

When  the  garden  is  a  part  of  the  landscape  and  to  be  seen 
simultaneously  with  the  other  portions,  without  enclosures  or 
obstructions,  solid  bright  colors  are  preferred  for  the  distant 
beds,  each  with  one  variety  only:  for  instance,  K.  of  K.  or 
General-Superior  Arnold  Janssen  would  be  more  effective  than 
the  satiny  soft  Caroline  Testout.  Polyanthas  are  also  very 
effective  from  a  distance,  whether  in  beds  or  as  a  border  of  large 
beds;  but  there,  also,  colors  must  be  brilliant. 

In  enclosed  gardens,  where  the  visitor  is 
in  contact  with  the  Roses  and  the  effect 
does  not  depend  upon  perspective,  the  beds 
may  be  of  mixed  colors,  provided  that  tints 
within  the  same  range  are  not  side  by  side. 
For  example,  two  red  between  two  yellow 
varieties  would  detract  from  one  another,  as 
would  two  yellows  or  two  pinks;  but  a  bright 
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In  mixed  beds  and  bor- 
ders, the  varieties  oj  Roses 
planted  together  should  be 
of  the  same  type  o  f  growth, 
preferably  of  the  branch- 
ing and  sprawling  kinds 
k  no  w  n  as  "  bedders." 
Standard  or  tree  Roses 
can  be  used  to  break  the 
monotonous  flatness  of  the 
border,  as  has  been  done 
in  the  Frothingham  garden 


yellow  between  two  reds,  or  a  red  between  pinks,  would  make 
beautiful  contrasts.  Each  variety  should  be  in  not  less  than  six 
plants,  while  ten  or  twelve  would  be  still  better.  No  matter 
how  judicious  the  selection  of  varieties  and  harmonious  the 
color  arrangement,  the  maximum  effect  sought  for  would 
not  be  attained  unless  the  principle  of  close  planting  were 
adhered  to:  Hybrid  Teas,  fourteen  inches  apart  on  all 
sides.  A  show  garden  is  a  display  of  masses  of  Roses,  not 
of  the  skill  of  the  hoe  wielder,  and  the  ground  should 
hardly  ever  be  in  the  picture.  Another  important  factor  for 
mixed  beds  is  the  form  or  habit  of  the  plants;  all  varieties 
in  a  bed  should  be  of  about  the  same  type  of  growth,  prefer- 
ably branching  and  sprawling,  of  the  kind  called  "bedders". 

B^ose  gardens  of  country  estates  generally  cover  a  rather 
large  area,  and  flatness  must  be  relieved  by  topiary  work. 
Standard  or  tree  Roses,  umbrella  or  weeping  Roses  can  be  used 
to  break  monotony.  Pylons  are  wonderful  accents  in  conspicu- 
ous places  and  corners;  garlands  or  rose  chains  make  a  beauti- 
ful frame. 

I  believe  that  a  rose  garden  is  not  complete — I  think  that  full 
advantage  of  the  opportunities  offered  by  climbing  Roses  is  not 
taken— without  supporting  structures  of  some  kind,  such  as 
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posts  or  trellises  or  a  pergola.  One  can  have  an  inexpensive 
pergola  made  of  rustic  timber  gathered  in  the  woods,  or  a  very 
costly  one  of  Carrara  marble.  I  have  seen  both,  and  I  can  safely 
say  that  usually  the  cheaper  was  the  more  beautiful.  One,  most 
artistic,  was  made  of  old  weathered  fence  rails.  The  dimensions 
of  a  pergola  should  be  proportioned  with  the  near-by  buildings 
and  surrounding  grounds.  Selection  of  rose  varieties  for  it  is 
important.  Large-flowering  climbers  must  be  used  to  obtain  a 
permanent  covering,  and  these  are  trained  straight  up,  one  to 
each  post.  With  these — at  the  same  post  or  at  a  short  distance 
— a  rambler  is  planted  which  is  twined  about  the  post,  and 
when  the  stems  reach  the  top  they  are  festooned  around.  In 
this  fashion  the  rambler  is  easily  taken  down  each  year  for 
pruning,  and  the  pergola  is  completely  and  beautifully  cov- 
ered. I  must  caution  against  planting  other  climbing  vines  with 
Roses;  they  do  not  associate  well. 

For  a  long  time  rose  gardens  were  of  but  two  styles:  French, 
typified  by  geometric  designs;  and  English,  oval  beds  (corbels) 
along  rhe  edges  of  large  lawns.  To-day,  in  general,  modern  rose 
gardens  are  conservative  and  designed  to  meet  the  surrounding 
landscape  and  contour  of  the  land.  Water,  in  the  form  of  riv- 
ulets, lily  ponds,  or  playing  fountains,  not  only  enhances  the 
beauty  of  the  rose  garden,  but  also  helps  the  plants  by  main- 
taining a  certain  humidity  in  the  air  during  the  warm  weather.

I  II  ""v  OGS,  like  people,  travel  from  place  to  place.  They  go 
1  at  the  direction  of  their  owners,  and  by  the  same 
I  II S  means  of  transportation  as  those  used  by  human 
beings.  Their  comfort  and  safety  are  looked  out  for  by  the 
common  carriers  with  great  care,  so  that  it  is  quite  easy  not 
only  to  send  dogs  from  one  part  of  the  country  to  another  but 
to  import  them  from  abroad,  and  to  take  them  by  land  and 
sea  around  the  world. 

Private  individuals  often  ship  their  pets  uncrated;  but,  while 
there  are  advantages  in  freedom  of  movement  while  traveling, 
there  is  danger  from  baggage  falling  over  on  unprotected  ani- 
mals or  of  their  own  excited  condition  causing  damage  to 
themselves  or  to  those  who  have  to  handle  them.  Muzzles  and 
leashes  have  been  known  to  become  loose,  and  an  animal — 
frightened  because  of  his  noisy,  strange  surroundings,  and 
without  the  soothing  voice  of  his  master  to  assure  him  that 
all  is  well — becomes  a  menace  to  himself  and  to  others. 

As  for  travel  by  water,  there  are  several  countries  where 
dogs  are  detained  in  quarantine — England,  Scotland,  Ireland, 
Denmark,  and  Hawaii.  The  former  countries  keep  dogs  six 
months  in  quarantine,  and  Hawaii  half  that  time.  Sweden 
quarantines  dogs  from  one  to  several  weeks.  Owners  taking 
dogs  to  a  foreign  country  are  wise  to  have  their  papers  and  a 
veterinary's  certificate  with  them  and  should  declare  them, 
with  sufficient  identification  for  their  coming  home  without 
question. 

On  ocean  liners  a  dog  may  travel  either  in  the  care  of  his 
owner,  or — having  been  received  by  the  navigation  company 
— in  charge  of  the  ship's  employees.  He  may  be  fed  and 
exercised  by  his  owners  during  the  day. 

When  accompanied  by  a  passenger  presenting  valid  trans- 
portation, dogs  which  are  not  intended  for  other  persons  nor 
for  sale  may  be  transported  in  baggage  service,  but  they  are 
not  accepted  at  a  higher  valuation  than  twenty-five  dollars. 
This  fact,  while  not  important  if  everything  goes  well,  would 
naturally  keep  people  from  checking  dogs  whose  value  was 
considerably  higher,  and  few  if  any  dogs  of  any  pedigree  are 
to  be  had  for  that  amount. 

Uncrated  dogs  must  wear  harness  or  close-fitting  collar  and 
muzzle,  and  be  under  leash  by  strap  or  chain.  When  dogs  are 
crated,  the  containers  must  have  handles  and  be  so  constructed 
as  to  comply  with  regulations  for  comfort  and  safety.  Two  or 
more  dogs  may  be  placed  in  one  crate,  but  the  crateful  is 
assumed  to  be  worth  but  twenty-five  dollars,  regardless  of  the 
number  of  dogs  in  it. 

The  railroad  companies  do  not  regard  dogs  as  any  part  of 
the  baggage  of  a  passenger  (although  they  are  accepted  only 
when  a  passenger  has  a  valid  ticket  to  the  same  destination 
as  that  of  the  dog)  and  a  charge  is  made  for  the  baggage-car 
service.  A  revenue  check  is  attached  to  each  dog  or  crate,  and 
the  minimum  charge  for  each  uncrated  dog  is  the  same  as  for 
a  hundred  pounds  of  excess  baggage,  while  that  for  crated  dogs 
is  rated  the  same  as  for  that  of  each  fifty  pounds  of  excess 
baggage.  When  dogs  are  shipped  from  a  station  where  an 
agent  is  on  duty,  all  charges  must  be  prepaid.  Dogs  must  be 
claimed  immediately  on  their  arrival  at  their  destinations,  and 
passengers  with  animals  in  the  baggage  car  must  attend  to 
feeding  and  watering  en  route,  at  stations  and  transfer  points. 

When  dogs  accompany  owners,  and  are  intended  and  used 
for  public  entertainment,  the  minimum  charge  for  checking 
in  the  baggage  car  is  two  dollars  and  forty  cents;  but  dogs  that 
are  intended  for  exhibitions,  bench  shows,  field  trials,  races, 
or  coursing  matches  are  not  regarded  as  public  entertainment 
paraphernalia.  Pets  are  not  checked  beyond  junction  points

where  ferry  or  other  vehicular  transfer  is 
required.  With  variations,  according  to 
unusual  circumstances,  there  is  hut  little 
difference  in  these  regulations  for  dogs 
traveling  in  baggage  cars  in  any  part  of 
the  United  States. 

It  would  seem  that,  when  his  master  is 
on  the  train,  a  dog  is  as  safe  in  a  baggage 
car  as  anywhere  else,  and  generally  it  is 
too;  but  it  behooves  the  careful  owner  to 
make  sure  that  his  animal  is  so  placed  in 
the  baggage  car  that  be  gets  enough  air 
for  his  comfort  yet  is  not  in  a  draft.  Day 
journeys  are  easier  than  night  trips,  so 
far  as  personally  looking  after  animals 
checked  on  the  train  with  passengers  is 
concerned.  The  railway  express  has  de- 
railed regulations  that  explicitly  cover  the 
shipment  of  dogs  and  other  animals.  They 
may  be  valued  at  their  appraised  price, 
and  insured  under  certain  conditions. 

The  contract  is  a  more  or  less  compli- 
cated document.  It  provides  as  far  as  is 
practicable  for  the  shipment  of  other 
larger  and  smaller  animals  as  well  as  for 
dogs.  Its  items  include  a  description  of 
the  number  and  kind  of  animal,  their 
registration  number  and  the  value  of 
each,  and  specifically  says  that  the  com- 
pany is  not  liable  for  the  acts  of  the  dogs 
or  other  animals  to  themselves  or  to 
each  other,  nor  for  loss  or  damage  to  each 
other  through  the  exercise  of  their  animal 
propensities. 

When  animals  are  sent  in  large  numbers 
in  one  car,  the  company  permits  an  owner 
or  an  attendant  in  his  employ  to  accom- 
pany them,  and  the  company  then  ex- 
pects the  shipper  to  load,  unload,  and 
transship  the  animals  at  his  own  risk. 
The  company,  however,  furnishes  laborers 
to  assist  in  handling  the  animals.  Such 
attendants  are  allowed  to  be  transported

free,  but  they  may  ride  only  in  the  animal 
car,  in  the  smoking  car,  or  in  second-class 
cars  when  such  are  on  the  train,  and  they 
must  attend  to  feeding,  exercising,  and 
watering  the  animals  en  route. 

It  must  be  said  that  express  companies 
are  exceedingly  careful  of  animals  put  in 
their  care,  and  on  the  tag  which  goes  with 
the  animal  must  appear  a  record  of  what 
is  done  by  each  employee  handling  the 
animal,  and  a  full  record  of  its  food  and 
other  attention  necessary  during  the  trip. 

The  wise  owner  will  see  to  it  that  his 
dog  is  in  fit  physical  form  to  travel.  If 
anvthing  seems  wrong  with  him,  a  day 
or  two  under  care  is  better  than  to  risk 
losing  him  should  he  grow  worse  on  his 
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Spot,  fox  terrier,  be- 
longing to  Mrs.  H.  A. 
Gil  more  of  New  York, 
judging  from  the  num- 
ber of  labels  from 
hotels,  etc.,  that  have 
been  pasted  upon  his 
blanket,  must  be  the 
Nellie  Bly  of  the  can- 
ine world 


ft hen  it  comes  to  preferences,  J.  M. 
Goodhue,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  is  an 
internationalist,  for  he  brought  with 
him  on  the  Bremen  a  French  bull 
terrier  and  a  Belgian  schipperke 


journey.  Too  much  food  should  not  be 
given — in  fact,  it  is  better  to  feed  a  dog 
sparingly  both  before  his  trip  and  after 
he  is  en  route.  Animals  in  strange  and 
noisy  surroundings  are  excited,  and  re- 
quire much  more  water  than  food.  Some 
fanciers  ship  dogs  on  a  journey  of  two  or 
even  three  days  and  do  not  feed  them 
while  traveling;  others  nail  dog  biscuits — 
in  their  package,  with  the  end  open— in 
the  crate  so  that  he  may  help  himself 
to  as  much  as  he  thinks  he  wants.  Opin- 
ions and  dogs  differ. 

The  ideal  way  to  transport  a  dog  and 
give  him  a  good  time  is  to  take  him  with 
you  in  your  automobile.  In  your  automo- 
bile. Not  on  the  running  board,  whether 


in  a  straight-jacket  crate  where  he  can't 
move  anything  but  his  eyes,  nor  yet  un- 
crated.  There  is  no  more  pathetic  sight 
than  that  of  a  dog  perched  on  the  running 
board  of  a  motor  vehicle,  seemingly  and 
perhaps  really  enjoying  himself,  but  not 
knowing  that  just  ahead  of  him,  just  at 
that  curve,  over  by  that  big  rut,  lies  the 
end  of  his  existence.  And  rumble  seats 
are  not  safe  places  for  dogs,  either  on  or 
off  leashes. 

A  dog  in  a  car  is  not  only  a  companion; 
he  is  a  protection,  and  exercising  him 
frequently  along  the  way  gives  the  owner 
a  chance  to  stretch  his  own  legs  and  his 
arms,  and  to  rest  his  eyes  from  the  long 
gray  ribbon  that  never  ends  while  the 
wheels  are  turning. 

Feeding  a  dog  while  motoring  is  quite 
as  easy  as  at  home,  but  lest  food  that  is 
good  for  him  be  occasionally  hard  to  get, 
it  is  well  to  provide  him  with  a  supply  ot 
dog  biscuits  or  other  easily  carried  food 
for  emergencies. 

Hotels  are  pro  and  con,  so  far  as  enter- 
taining dogs  in  the  rooms  of  their  owners 
is  concerned — generally,  con;  but  occa- 
sionally even  a  big  dog  gets  in.  Personally 
I  have  done  more  than  twenty-five  thou- 
sand miles  motoring  with  my  airedale, 
and  only  once  did  the  hotel  charge  me 
for  keeping  him  in  my  room.  Many  hotels 
refuse  to  allow  dogs  to  go  to  one's  room 
but  provide  kennels. 

Dogs  should  not  be  compelled  to  go 
visiting.  Like  children,  they  behave  better 
when  at  home,  and  no  matter  how  well 
mannered  a  dog  may  be  it  would  be  an 
intrusion  to  take  him  with  us  when  we  go 
to  see  relatives  or  friends.  But  traveling 
with  dogs  has  become  so  easy  there  is  no 
excuse  nowadays  for  leaving  poor  Fido 
languishing  at  home.

I^^^J  Lilac.  It  thrives  in  almost  any 
soil  or  situation  and,  save  for  "an  en- 
vious, sneaping  frost"  which  sometimes 
blights  its  buds,  will  produce  its  en- 
thralling flowers  in  riotous  profusion 
each  spring.  Its  very  name  is  like  a 
lilting  spring  song.  It  is  known  and 
loved  by  every  one.  The  very  house 
cats  sharpen  their  claws  upon  its  bark 
and  bask  beneath  its  shade,  as  though 
it  were  nearer  to  them  than  other  trees. 

Both  the  flower  and  its  odor  recall 
something  half  forgot,  quite  unattain- 
able, infinitely  to  be  desired;  suggest  some  intolerable  but 
never  quite  necessitated  renunciation.  In  short,  they  are 
provocative  of  a  not-too-poignant  melancholy  which  to  many 
of  us  has  limitless  appeal.  With  this  object  I  recommend 
Lilacs  to  the  sentimental;  since  growing  them  "I  have  used 
no  other!" 

Incongruous  though  it  be,  the  plant  is  a  native  of  wild 
Bulgaria,  from  which  land  it  escaped  into  Western  Europe 
where,  since  the  sixteenth  century,  it  has  been  a  fondling  of 
gardens  and  as  domestic  as  a  house  cat. 


The  dignity  of  the  beautiful  Colonial  en- 
trance to  the  II.  J.  Nicholas  residence  at 
East  Norwich,  L.  I.,  is  enhanced  by  the 
tall  Lilac  bushes  that  have  been  planted 
close  to  the  house.  Lilacs  and  Colonial 
architecture  seem  to  supplement  each  other

Lemoine,  the  great  French  hybridizer,  has,  since  1870,  con- 
tributed dozens  of  super-Lilacs  to  our  gardens,  and  a  number 
of  them  have  become  familiar.  I  have  wondered  whether  he 
visualized  an  ideal  Lilac  and  strove  to  produce  it;  or  whether 
the  Lilac,  appreciative  of  his  efforts  in  its  behalf,  decided  to 
show  him  what  it  could  do  for  him  if  it  tried. 

The  hybrids,  with  few  exceptions,  are  quite  as  hardy  as  the 
old  Syringa  vulgaris,  and  have  added  many  tints  to  a  flower 
which  was  formerly  either  mauve  or  white.  The  trusses  on  the 
French  Lilacs  are  usually  considerably  larger,  the  individual 
flowers  at  least  twice  their  size,  and  the  hybrids  will  bloom  at  a 
much  earlier  age,  not  infrequently  bearing  flowers  on  plants 
not  more  than  two  feet  in  height.  The  panicles  of  bloom  on 
some  of  them  are  changed  in  shape.  Toussaint-Louverture,  for 
example,  a  charming  deep,  claret  purple  with  buds  which  are 
actually  black,  bears  long,  cylindrical  trusses,  held  stiffly  erect 
except  at  the  tips,  like  the  plumes  of  the  Prince  of  Wales'  crest. 
Its  flowers  are  single  and  rapturously  lovely.  Lamartine,  a  very 
early  single,  wears  its  flowers  rather  widely  separated  in  light 
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Hardly  a  farmhouse  or  coun- 
try dwelling  but  has  its 
Lilacs,  often  planted  as  a 
hedge  between  itself  and  the 
road.  No  shrub  is  more  en- 
during; it  will  thrive  in  any 
soil  or  situation,  and  will 
reward  even  neglect  by  a  riot 
of  bloom  each  spring

aigrets  of  a  shade  quite  near  to  pale  pink,  with  buds  of  a  much 
deeper  hue.  Ellen  Willmott,  probably  the  best  double  white, 
has  flowers  in  irregular  trusses  like  puffs  of  foam  and  looks  like 
a  luscious  dessert. 

Several  of  the  newer  Lilacs  are  of  the  most  startling  shades 
of  red-purple,  among  them  Pasteur,  Congo,  L'Oncle  Tom, 
Ludwig  Spaeth,  and  Toussaint-Louverture.  Congo  is  an 
especially  fine  sort,  but  Pasteur  is  a  very  weak  grower  and,  al- 
though its  bloom  is  regal  in  splendor,  it  is  scarcely  suited  to 
the  amateur.  Louverture  I  particularly  like;  it  is  distinct  in 
both  flower  and  habit  of  growth.  The  bush  is  pyramidal  in 
form  and  when  topped  by  the  long,  erect,  cylindrical  trusses — 
like  purple  minarets  against  a  Turkish  sunset — it  is  magically 
lovely. 

In  my  tenser  moments  I  am  prone  to  decide  that  some  cer- 
tain Lilac  is  my  final  choice  above  all  others,  but  it  becomes 
increasingly  clear  to  me  each  year  that  such  preferment  usually 
undergoes  a  change.  It  is  not,  I  hope,  that  I  grow  vacillating; 
but  the  season,  and  the  effect  that  weather  may  have  on  some 
especial  flower,  may  bring  new  beauties  to  light  in  any  bloom- 
ing season.  Inconstancy,  I  am  inclined  to  believe,  is  the 
dominant  weakness  of  the  flower  lover;  but,  after  all,  no  one 
suffers  from  it  and,  at  least  in  things  horticultural,  it  is  to  be 
preferred  to  obstinacy. 

I\k  young  friend  of  mine  not  long  since,  when  I  derided  his 
propensity  to  reverse  his  opinions,  said,  "I  am  still  young 
enough  to  change  my  mind."  Impertinent,  if  you  will,  but  it 
gave  me  pause.  I  have  no  wish  to  become  static. 

As  I  have  said,  the   best  white   among  the  doubles  is 


undoubtedly  Ellen  Willmott.  The  second  best  is  possibly  Jeanne 
d'Arc,  a  soft,  creamy  white.  Edith  Cavell,  quite  new,  is  a 
splendid  single;  and  both  La  Vestale  and  Marie  Legraye  are 
good  in  every  way.  The  old  single  white  is  scarcely  worth 
growing,  but  sentiment  has  moved  me  to  retain  a  tree  or  two. 

Lamartine  and  Belle  de  Nancy — the  latter  double — are 
both  delectable  mauve  pinks.  Lamartine  grows  with  great 
vigor  and  is  with  me  the  first  hybrid  to  bloom. 

A  light  bluish-lilac  is  President  Grevy,  with  pinkish  buds, 
and  President  Poincare,  one  of  the  largest  and  most  beautiful, 
is  similar  in  tint. 

Charles  Sargent  is  a  Lilac  which  I  have  seen  on  no  place 
except  my  own,  and  it  is  not  listed  in  most  catalogues.  I  like  it 
immensely.  Though  described  as  mauve,  the  color  is  to  me 
remindful  of  that  flower  beloved  of  children,  Quaker  Lady 
(Houstonia),  which  spreads  bits  of  blue  sky  on  damp  meadows. 
It  is  double,  the  individual  flowers  large  and  thick  petaled,  and 
its  hue  an  ethereal  pale  blue  washed  with  faint  pink  tints.  My 
bush  is  a  strong  grower  with  a  predisposition  to  sucker. 

As  with  Iris  and  Peonies,  there  has  been  a  tendency  to 
introduce  too  many  named  sorts  of  Lilacs,  many  varieties 
scarcely  distinguishable  from  each  other.  I  regard  thirty  kinds 
as  quite  enough  for  a  representative  collection,  and  even 
fewer  enough  for  most  places.  But  plant  all  you  can  ac- 
commodate! Single  shrubs  and  groupings  are  both  charming, 
notably  groups  of  the  same  color,  and  of  pink  mingled  with 
white,  and  blue  with  mauve. 

The  Rouen  Lilac  ( Rothomagensis)  is  a  fine,  vigorous  single, 
with  gigantic  clusters  of  fragrant,  star-like,  reddish-purple 
flowers.  It  is  most  satisfying  in  all  respects,  and  will  grow  lux- 
uriantly almost  anywhere.  {Continued  on  page  80)

I  I  HOMAS  EDISON  will  undoubt- 
edly be  known  throughout  all 
history  as  the  Great  Electrical 
Wizard;  but  this  title  will  have  its  fullest 
significance  only  for  the  adults  of  the 
present  generation  who  have  experienced 
the  miracles  which  electricity  has  intro- 
duced to  their  homes.  How  can  the 
younger  generation  appreciate  the  con- 
trast between  candles  or  oil  lamps  and 
electric  lights,  or  the  even  greater  con- 
trast between  the  drudgery  of  hand 
laundry  work  and  dish  washing  and  the 
mechanical  perfection  of  modern  electric 
washing  machines  and  dish  washers! 
Even  this  generation,  which  has  witnessed 
the  evolution  brought  about  by  electrical 
developments,  has  ceased  to  marvel  at  the 
refinements  and  improvements  that  are 
constantly  taking  place — and  if  the  truth 
be  told,  it  often  looks  upon  the  newer 
conveniences  and  comforts  which  elec- 
tricity brings  to  us  as  merely  another 
draft  upon  the  home-owner's  purse. 

This  is  an  unfortunate  attitude  because 
such  indifference  merely  deprives  the 
modern  home  of  economies  and  con- 
veniences that  make  for  happier  living. 
But  more  regrettable  than  indifference  is 
unfamiliarity  with  recent  improvements 
especially  among  those  who  want  the  ut- 
most that  electrical  wizardry  can  offer. 

No  home,  however  remote  from  com- 
mercial sources  of  electrical  supply,  need

These  home  generat- 
ing plants  are  far  different 
from  those  of  a  decade  or 
two  ago.  They  are  available 
in  all  sizes,  from  a  lightweight 
portable  unit  that  can  easily  be  trans- 
ported to  a  backwoods  hunting  lodge 
to  large  stationary  units  that  will  ade- 
quately supply  the  largest  country  es- 
tate, including  all  of  its  farm  buildings. 
These  machines  are  driven  by  gasoline, 
kerosene,  crude  oil,  or  natural  gas  engines 
which,  in  themselves,  have  been  made 
silent  in  operation  and  sturdy  enough  to 
require  but  little  attention.  The  emer- 
gency units  are  particularly  interesting. 
They  are  used  as  secondary  sources  where 
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plant  in  his  cellar  or  out- 
building is  operating  in- 
stead of  the  central 
power.  When  the  pub- 
lic service  is  restored, 
the  standby  plant 
automatically  stops. 
The  cost  of  these  pri- 
vate generating  plants 
is   relatively  low,  fre- 
quently being  consider- 
ably less  expensive  than 
the  cost  of  extending  a 
power  line  from  the  nearest 
central  source,  and  they  are  dependable. 

Thus  electricity  has  already  become 
universal.  This,  in  itself,  is  modern  wiz- 
ardry of  the  first  order.  But  to  the  family 
that  has  never  experienced  the  lack  of 
electrical  supply,  it  is  of  greater  interest 
to  examine  the  more  important  contri- 
butions of  recent  years  which  electrical 
equipment  has  made  to  domestic  comfort 
and  convenience.  Of  first  importance  are 
the  devices  that  eliminate  much  of  the

Inclosed  is  a  snapshot  of  a  glass  pitcher  about 
eight  inches  high,  which  weighs  two  pounds 
and  which  shades  from  white  at  the  bottom  to 
robin's-egg  blue  at  the  top.  Can  you  tell  me 
what  ware  this  is? — Adria  L.  Harrison. 

Glass  of  this  type  was  made  in  various 
European  countries  as  well  as  in  glass  factories 
at  Sandwich,  New  Hampshire.  I  would  say 
from  your  history  of  the  piece  that  it  is  of 
Sandwich  make  of  a  comparatively  late  date. 

I  am  interested  in  the  Willard  clock  makers 
as  I  own  a  Simon  Willard  hall  clock.  Can  you 
tell  me  about  the  different  members  of  the 
family? — Martin  Wild  Macbaron. 

Benjamin  Willard  (i  743-1 803)  was  the 
first  of  this  family  to  engage  in  the  clock- 
making  business.  He  started  around  1764  in 
Grafton,  Mass.,  later  moving  to  Lexington 
and  still  later  to  Roxbury.  His  brother  Aaron, 
of  Roxbury  (1757-1844),  learned  clock  mak- 
ing from  Benjamin  and,  while  a  far  better 
business  man,  was  not  perhaps  so  skilled  in 
craftsmanship.  His  son  Aaron,  Jr.,  (1806- 
1850)  originated  the  lyre  clock,  while  another 
son,  Henry  (1 802-1 887),  also  worked  at  the 
business.  Ephraim  (1755-1805),  a  third 
brother,  was  also  a  clock  maker  but  extant 
examples  of  his  timepieces  are  rare. 

Simon  (1753-1848)  was  the  fourth  brother 
and  most  famous  of  the  family.  At  the  age  of 
thirteen,  while  apprenticed  to  an  English 
clock  maker,  he  made  his  first  hall  clock  and  so 
excelled  his  master  as  to  draw  comment.  His 
son  Simon,  Jr.,  carried  on  his  father's  business 
with  Benjamin,  another  son  who  later  became 
a  silversmith.  Collateral  lines  of  the  family 
include  brothers  Alexander  and  Philander, 
third  cousins  of  Simon  and  also  engaged  in 
clock  making. 

Please  tell  me  about  the  following:  (1)  Bottle, 
greenish  brown,  on  one  side  eagle  and  shield, 
on  other  shield  with  hands  clasped  and  thirteen 
stars.  (2)  A  picture,  "The  Tomb  of  Washing- 
ton," by  E.  B.  and  E.  B.  E.  Kellogg,  of  87 
Fulton  Street,  New  York  City,  and  73  Main 
Street,  Hartford,  Conn. — Mrs.  A.  II.  Davis. 

From  your  sketch  I  judge  the  flask  was 
made  in  Pittsburg.  Some  were  of  amber  glass, 
others  of  green  and  aquamarine.  Many  times 
we  find  the  letters  H.S.  in  an  oval,  and  in  some 
cases  the  word  "Union"  over  the  stars.  The 
bottle  comes  under  the  classification  of  a 
Masonic  flask.  The  print  is  one  of  the  Kellogg- 
Washington  subjects — not  rare  but  interesting. 
1  hese  prints  were  contemporary  with  some  of 
the  Curriers,  but  attract  less  interest. 

Da  Currier  &  Ives  ever  make  any  small 
pictures  other  than  what  are  known  as  their 
small  folios?  And  did  they  confine  their  ef- 
forts only  to  the  pictures  we  know  so  well  from 
auctions,  etc.  ?— Rachel  White. 

Although  it  is  not  generally  recorded  in  the 
contemporary  books  on  print-makers,  Currier, 
in  his  first  years  in  business,  made  black  and 
white  covers  for  sheet  music,  and  many  of 
these  covers  were  superior  to  his  later  gaudily 
colored  prints.  Through  the  next  half  of  the  cen- 
tury we  find  Currier  &  Ives  making  every- 
thing from  window  displays  to  optic  pictures, 
souvenir  cards,  and  raucously  colored  posters.

How  delightful  is  the  combination  of  antiques 
with  Paris  frocks!  This  is  not  a  paradox, 
strange  as  it  may  seem,  for  none  other  than 
the  well-known  house  of  Bergdorf  &  Goodman 
Company  has  recently  installed  an  antique 
department.  Not  just  a  floor  or  a  corner  de- 
voted to  old  furniture — they  have  with  great 
foresight  recognized  that  the  quality  of  the 
old  pieces  placed  throughout  the  establishment 
gives  charm  and  vitality  to  the  background, 
and  serves  as  a  foil  to  the  creations  there  dis- 
played, while  providing  a  new  range  of  inter- 
est for  their  patrons. 

It  is  not  at  all  surprising  to  find  that  the 
pieces  which  the  firm  have  selected  are  such 
as  will  appeal  to  their  feminine  trade.  Grace- 
ful lines,  soft  colorings,  and  exquisite  detail 
are  typified  in  the  articles  on  display.  And 
moreover,  it  is  no  more  surprising  to  find  in 
this  establishment — which  for  years  has  been 
the  link  between  French  couturieres  and  the 
American  woman — a  tendency  to  confine  all 
antique  pieces  to  those  of  French  design. 

The  fragility  and  daintiness  of  a  Louis 
Seize  straw-inlaid  marquetry  table  typifies 
the  feeling  we  have  described.  The  soft  blending 
of  yellows,  tans,  and  browns  in  an  exquisitely 
wrought  Chinese  pattern  will  appeal  to  all 
lovers  of  intricate  and  well-executed  work- 
manship. I  his  table,  it  is  said,  was  made  in 
China  for  the  French  market. 

During  the  Napoleonic  wars,  straw  work 
was  used  as  employment  to  fill  the  tedious 
hours  of  French  prisoners.  After  staining  the 
straw  with  coffee  or  tobacco  juice,  and  soaking 
it  in  hot  water  to  render  it  flexible,  they 
worked  patiently  and  tenderly  for  many  a  long 
hour  to  make  a  small  box,  a  picture  frame — 
or  even  a  picture — of  these  bits  of  straw. 

Close  by  stands  a  Louis  Seize  bergere  cov- 
ered in  original  Droguet  and  painted  the  typi- 
cal gray  of  the  period.  This  chair  is  small  in 
scale  but  roomy,  as  are  all  French  bergeres. 
Behind  it  is  a  Decompage  screen,  which 
makes  a  most  decorative  and  delightful  back- 
ground. The  coloring  of  dull  blue  sparkled 
with  amusing  paper  figures  which  had  been 
pasted  upon  it  and  glazed  many  times.  Age 
has  mellowed  the  whole  piece  and  crackled 
the  glaze  with  its  own  beauty. 

H  ow  different  in  contrast  appears  the  col- 
lection of  Daniel  P  arr,  a  near  neighbor,  for 
here  we  feel  a  strong  masculine  note.  Hunting 
prints,  portraits  of  historic  generals  and  ad- 
mirals, deeply  colored  needlework,  with  flashes 
of  burgundy  velvet,  bespeak  masculine  appeal. 

A  large  upholstered  eighteenth  century 
English  wing  chair  commanded  immediate 
attention.  It  was  not  just  another  wing  chair 
but  one  with  wings  so  gracefully  molded  that 
the  chair  ceased  to  be  a  large  heavy  bulk 
and  became  a  thing  of  delicacy  and  great 
comfort.  The  carved  cabriole  legs  of  walnut 
terminate  in  scrolled  toes  and  a  pad  foot.  The 
upholstery  is  of  rare  eighteenth  century  bro- 
cade, in  that  well-known  blue  background  with 
a  scattered  pattern  of  roses  in  gold,  rose,  and 
green  that  is  so  typical. 

A  silver  table  of  the  same  period  made  a 
delightful  companion  piece  to  the  chair.  A 
raised  rim  and  the  acanthus  carved  knee  ter- 
minating in  a  rosette  are  noteworthy  features.

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work.  Into  this  category  fall  electric  ranges, 
clothes  washers,  dish  washers,  towel  driers, 
power-driven  kitchen  utensils,  refrigerators, 
and  vacuum  cleaners.  Little  need  be  said  of 
the  range  with  its  uniform-control  heat — 
which,  as  a  scientist  recently  observed,  may 
not  make  a  poor  cook  into  a  good  one,  but 
which  enables  a  good  cook  to  reproduce  epi- 
curean delights  with  greater  assurance  of  satis- 
factory results. 

Undoubtedly  electric  clothes-washing  ma- 
chines have  done  the  most  to  lighten  house- 
hold drudgery.  Even  the  family  that  patron- 
izes the  highly  efficient  modern 
commercial  laundry  finds  con- 
stant use  for  these  devices. 
Recent  improvements  include 
self-draining  mechanisms;  more 
efficient  wringers,  or  the  elim- 
ination of  wringers  by  the  use 
of  whirling  tubs  that  damp- 
dry  the  clothes  through  centrif- 
ugal action;  the  introduction 
of  Monel  Metal  or  nickel  alloy 
steels  which  cannot  chip  or 
stain  the  clothes,  or  as  an  al- 
ternative the  use  of  higher 
grade  stainless  porcelain  en- 
amels. 

The  success  of  the  domestic 
clothes-washing  machine  is 
now  being  repeated  by  the 
domestic  dish  washer,  which 
has  had  to  fight  the  habits  of 
countless  generations  accus- 
tomed to  hand  washing  and 
drying  of  dishes,  glassware, 
and  silver.  Science  has  firmly 
established  the  fact  that  mod- 
ern dish-washing  machines  are

more  sanitary  and  more  effective  in  their  clean- 
ing action  than  the  most  meticulous  house 
wife,  and  that  the  self-drying  of  hot  china  in 
the  dish-washer  racks  is  better  than  hand  dry- 
ing with  towels.  Only  the  glassware  and  silver 
need  the  polishing  effect  of  final  drying  with  a 
cloth.  The  reason  is  simple;  no  man  or  woman 
can  stand  the  high  temperature  of  the  water 
used  in  electric  dish  washers.  It  is  this  high 
temperature,  coupled  with  the  powerful 
swirling  action  of  the  electrically  impelled 
streams  or  currents  of  water  followed  by 
rinsing  in  perfectly  clean,  very  hot  water. 


Gary's  residence  was  planned  by 
Mrs.  Christine  Frederick.  Everything  possible  is  run  by  electricity; 
the  result  is  high  efficiency  with  the  minimum  of  fatigue 


that  produces  results  superior  to  those 
achieved  by  hand  methods.  These  new  ma- 
chines are  self-draining  and  self-cleansing,  and 
they  tend  to  protect  dishes  from  breaking 
rather  than  to  increase  the  hazard  of  breakage. 

A  more  recent  introduction  of  great  con- 
venience is  the  electrically  heated  metal 
cabinet  which  can  be  built  into  the  wall  of  a 
kitchen  for  drying  dish  towels  and  other  small 
washings  that  are  a  daily  occurrence  in  the 
well-managed  household. 

The  recent  introduction  of  power-driven 
machinery  into  the  modern  kitchen  has  given 
delight  to  the  cynical  humor- 
ists who  have  hinted  at  the 
need  for  college  degrees  in  me- 
chanical engineering  on  the 
part  of  "kitchen  mechanics". 
With  electrically  driven  fruit 
extractors,  silver  buffers,  egg 
beaters,  mayonnaise  mixers, 
and  a  host  of  other  labor- 
saving  devices  of  similar  char- 
acter, it  would  indeed  be  nec- 
essary to  choose  domestics  with 
a  talent  for  mechanics  if  these 
devices  were  not  so  simple  and 
reliable  in  operation.

Among  the  more  important  con- 
tributions which  electricity  has

the  Keene  Stable  to  win  The  Bel- 
mont, beating  The  Duke  of  Or- 
monde easily.  He  led  the  winning 
sires  in  1918. 

Tanya,  winner  of  1905,  was  "one 
of  the  best  fillies  William  C.  Whit- 
ney ever  bred."  She  was  by  Meddler 
out  of  a  dam  by  Hanover,  and  came 
by  her  speed  by  inheritance.  In  the 
following  year  the  burly  Burgomas- 
ter, son  of  Hamburg-Hurley  Burley, 
"whose  legs  were  hardly  able  to 
sustain  his  1,300  pounds,"  took 
the  measure  of  The  Quail  in  the 
Belmont,  under  the  Whitney  colors. 
In  191 8,  another  Whitney  horse, 
Johren,  by  Spearmint  out  of  a  Med- 
dler dam,  proved  a  sensation  in  his 
three-year-old  form,  defeating  the 
odds-on  favorite,  War  Cloud,  in 
the  Belmont  by  more  than  a  length. 

J.  K.  L.  Ross's  Sir  Barton  won 
from  Sweep  On  in  1919,  the  year 
in  which  this  son  of  Star  Shoot  also 
won  both  the  Preakness  and  Derby 
— a  record  equaled  only  by  Gallant 
Fox.  Zev  won  the  Derby  and  Bel- 
mont, but  was  out  of  the  money 
in  the  Preakness;  Pillory  won  the 
Preakness  and  Belmont  but  did  not 
run  in  the  Derby;  Man  O'  War 
won  all  of  his  races  at  three,  in- 
cluding the  Preakness  and  Belmont, 
but  did  not  run  in  the  Derby. 

The  decade  from  S.  D.  Riddle's 
Man  O'  War  to  William  Wood- 
ward's Gallant  Fox  produced  some 
splendid  horses.  H.  F.  Sinclair's 
Grey  Lag,  Zev,  and  Mad  Play 
were  a  sterling  trio,  the  first  named 
being  a  capable  performer  at  all 
times.  Samuel  D.  Riddle's  Ameri- 
can Flag  and  Crusader,  J.  E.  Wid- 


ener's  Chance  Shot,  A.  H.  Cosden's 
Vito,  and  E.  R.  Bradley's  Blue 
Larkspur  each  contributed  his  bit 
to  the  fame  of  the  Belmont,  also; 
but  none  of  them  attained  the  emi- 
nence of  the  sons  of  Fair  Play  and 
imp.  Sir  Galahad  III.  In  their 
days  upon  the  turf  they  were  the 
highest  expression  of  the  breeder's 
art.  And  there  was  a  wide  differ- 
ence in  their  racing  temperaments. 
Man  O'  War  loved  to  go,  but  Gal- 
lant Fox  was  only  at  his  best  under 
the  spur  of  competition. 

I"he  1 93 1  classic,  on  Saturday, 
June  13th,  has  thrilling  possibili- 
ties. A  strong  field  will  compete 
for  a  record  purse.  Among  the  464 
horses  originally  entered  nearly  two 
and  a  half  years  ago,  a  number  of 
top-notchers  will,  barring  accident, 
compete.  These  include  George  D. 
Widener's  Jamestown,  C.  V.  Whit- 
ney's Equipoise,  the  late  Gifford 
A.  Cochran's  Epithet,  Mrs.  Payne 
Whitney's  Twenty  Grand,  William 
Woodward's  Ormesby,  Walter  J. 
Salmon's  Ladder,  and  J.  E.  Widen- 
er's Novelist. 

The  race  will  have  a  gross  value 
of  more  than  $75,000,  of  which 
$7,500  goes  to  the  second  horse, 
$2,000  to  the  third,  and  $1,000  to 
the  fourth;  the  nominators  of  the 
first  three  horses  will  receive 
$2,000,  $1,000,  and  $500  respect- 
ively, whether  they  are  owners  of 
the  horses  when  they  race  or  not. 
No  matter  who  wins,  it  will  be  a 
great  race  and  worthy  of  the  tradi- 
tions and  associations  of  its  time- 
honored  and  historic  past. 


IN  PRAISE  OF  LILACS 


{Continued  from  page  6)) 


A  late  Lilac  is  the  old  Persian 
(Syringa  persica)  and  it  comes  in 
both  lilac  and  white.  The  white  is 
faintly  tinted  and  both  are  delici- 
ously  fragrant.  The  growth  is  spin- 
dling and  the  blooms  weight  down 
the  flexible  branches. 

In  planting  Lilacs  I  suggest  the 
avoidance  of  crowding.  Six  feet  be- 
tween the  plants  is  not  too  much.  I 
spray  with  lime-sulphur  late  each 
fall  and  am  not,  therefore,  troubled 
by  scale.  Borers  are  sometimes 
troublesome  and  should  be  watched 
for,  but  in  my  own  case  these  wholly 
pernicious  grubs  are  too  busy  with 
the  locust  trees  to  give  the  Lilacs 
much  attention. 

And,  most  happily,  ingratitude  is 
not  among  the  Lilac's  vices.  Its  cul- 
ture is  the  simplest:  a  good  soil,  some 
cultivation,  not  too  much  crowding, 
and  plenty  of  lime,  and  it  is  ingratiat- 
ingly responsive. 

In  addition  to  the  varieties  I  have 
already  mentioned,  the  following 
will  also  be  found  most  attractive: 
Leon  Gambetta  and  Charles  Joly, 
double  rose;  Cavour  and  de  Miribel, 
single  violet;  Gilbert,  Victor 
Lemoine,  and  Rene  Jarry-Desloges, 
double  bluish  mauve;  Mirabeau  and 
Mme.  Francisque  Morel,  single  red 


violet;  and  Mme.  Lemoine,  another 
dependable  double  white. 

Until  lately  it  was  conceded  by 
authorities  that  plants  grown  on 
their  own  roots  are  far  superior  to 
those  grafted  on  Privet.  But  change 
of  opinion  is  making  itself  manifest, 
and  many  now  admit  that,  with 
proper  care  as  to  deep  planting,  the 
grafted  stock  soon  establishes  itself  on 
roots  of  its  own.  As  it  may  be  grown 
in  less  time,  it  is  now  largely  planted. 

Washington  carefully  tended  his 
Lilacs  at  Mount  Vernon;  the  proud 
and  agonized  Marie  Antoinette 
walked  sadly  among  them  at  Petit 
Trianon.  Stern,  tired  New  England 
housewives  have  paused  for  a  mo- 
ment in  the  daily  drudgery  to  look, 
with  softened  faces,  at  their  flaunt- 
ing, odorous  plumes.  The  flowers, 
white  or  "lilac,"  watch  over  little 
graves  in  lonely  country  church-

□ HAVE  decided  that  my  friend  who  was 
building  the  land  yacht  on  the  Ford 
chassis  was,  after  all,  just  a  piker.  There 
is  floating  about  the  highways  a  land  yacht 
that  makes  the  other  one  look  like  a  dinghy. 
It  was  built  originally  by  an  official  of  the 
Pullman  Company  who  never  got  around  to 
using  it,  and  it  was  subsequently  bought  by  a 
lady. 

I  his  "yacht"  is  mounted  on  a  double-ender 
bus  chassis  powered  with  two  seventy-five 


horsepower  motors  that  kick  it  along  at  sixty 
miles  an  hour.  It  carries  a  crew  of  three  who 
sleep,  if  they  can,  in  the  driver's  compart- 
ment, the  galley,  and  the  pantry.  It  has  a 
double  stateroom  and  a  single  stateroom,  a 
glass-enclosed  observation  platform,  a  radio. 
It  carries  three  hundred  gallons  of  water  and  a 
frigidaire,  electric  heaters,  hot  water,  and 
electric  fans.  There  are  duplicate  speedometei  s, 
oil  gauges,  and  so  forth  in  the  observation 
compartment. 


But  the  pithy  part,  the  real  nubbins  of  the 
thing,  is  that  it  has  a  Ford  convertible  coupe 
for  a  tender!  There  is  a  platform  astern  with  a 
swivel  post  on  it.  The  Ford  is  run  right  up  on 
it,  hooked  on,  and  there  you  are! 

I  ran  across  another  odd  form  of  towing  the 
other  day.  I  was  on  a  trip,  and  in  a  certain  city 
I  saw  automobile  after  automobile  pulling  a 
motorcycle  along  behind.  Two  little  extra 
wheels  on  the  motor  cycle  balanced  it,  and  the 
front  wheel  was  attached  to  the  car  by  a  rod 
that  would  make  it  steer  with  the  car.  I  asked 
what  it  was  all  about,  and  received  the  some- 
what flippant  answer  that  it  was  just  that  the 
automobiles  in  this  particular  city  carried  their 
young  about,  as  did  the  kangaroo! 

I  nsatisfied  with  this  sort  of  badinage,  I 
followed  the  thing  to  its  logical  source  and 
learned  that  garagemen,  delivering  cars  to 
owners  and  chauffeurs,  on  their  way  home  use 
the  motor  cycle.  Tenders,  that's  what  they 
were — and  not  such  a  bad  idea  at  that. 

r/o  return  to  the  land  yacht  tor  a  second,  I 
forgot  to  tell  those  whom  it  may  concern  that  it 
costs  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  build,  and  that 
all  berths,  etc.,  are  genuine  Pullman. 

A  leaf  that  the  American  manufacturers  are 
beginning  to  tear  from  the  books  of  our 
brothers  over  the  sea  is  going  to  help.  Several 
of  the  newer  cars  are  installing  compartments 
in  the  dashboard  for  carrying  cigarettes, 
flasks,  empty  bottles,  or  what  have  you.  For 
the  owner-driver  these  are  just  about  the  most 
convenient  thing  in  the  world.  Our  cars  used 
to  have  such  little  cupboards  years  ago,  and 
then  they  disappeared.  Some  of  our  cars  used 
to  have  this  free  wheeling,  too — and  the 
Victoria  tops,  as  I  said,  are  coming  back. 
Mayhap  the  era  of  the  bicycle  is  just  around 
the  corner!

add  to  the  comfort  of  the  owner- 
driver  is  a  cigarette  box  that  hooks 
onto  the  dash.  With  this — if  it 
works  and  you  succeed  in  getting 
the  cigarette  out  at  all — the  ciga- 
rette comes  out  fully  weaned  and 
already  lighted !  I  haven't  seen  these 
things;  I  have  heard  about  them  and 
know  who  sells  them.  The  person 
who  told  me  about  them  is  honest 
and  a  friend  of  long  standing;  but 
perhaps,  in  spite  of  that,  the  story  is 
a  myth.  If  anyone  writes  me,  we  can 
both  find  out  whether  it  is  or  not. 

No  myth,  however,  are  the  new 
"gypsy"  tops  for  Fords  and  other 
cars.  These  tops,  instead  of  going 
up  straight  from  in  back  of  your 
head  and  being  heavy  with  supports 
and  what  not,  rise  in  an  arc,  some- 
what after  the  manner  of  the  stand- 
ard tops  on  Rolls  roadsters.  They 
are  very  easy  to  put  up  and  take  off, 
and  quite  cheap  to  install — which 
s  nice  for  the  man  who  has  had  a 
telephone  book  or  something 
dropped  through  the  roof  of  his  car. 
1  here  must  be  some  other  advan- 
tage to  them,  because  it  seems  to 
me  there  are  more  cars  than  there 
are  telephone  books,  and  that  would 
limit  the  market  too  much  for 
profitable  production  of  the  tops. 


friend  of  mine  recently  came 
in  from  the  West.  He  told  me  some- 
thing about  sandstorms. 

It  seems  that,  while  driving 
across  the  deserts,  sandstorms  will 
come  up  quite  suddenly  at  times. 
Sometimes  the  wind  blows  so  hard 
that  there  are  stretches  of  road 
which  it  is  a  physical  impossibility 
to  cross.  On  one  occasion  he  got 
caught  in  the  middle  of  a  sand- 
storm and  had  to  keep  going. 
Presently  he  found  he  could  no 
longer  see  through  the  windshield, 
because  the  sand  had  imbedded 
itself  in  the  glass  to  such  an  extent 
that  it  would  be  of  no  further  use 
for  anything  except  as  a  bathroom 
window — it  was  entirely  frosted. 

He  opened  the  windshield,  tied 
a  wet  handkerchief  around  his 
mouth,  and  pushed  forward.  At  the 
end  of  an  hour  he  came  out  of  the 
storm,  got  out  and  looked  at  the 
car.  It  had  been  an  almost  new  car 
with  a  nice  black  paint  job  when  he 
had  started.  Now,  on  the  side  ex- 
posed to  the  wind,  there  not  only 


wasn't  an  atom  of  paint,  but  the 
metal  of  the  body  had  been  polished 
to  a  high,  bright  finish  by  the  sand!

ot  long  ago  a  car — which  doubt- 
less for  good  reasons  is  known  as 
the  Hudson  Greater  Eight — made 
what  is  known  as  an  economy  run. 
It  went  a  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  and  four-tenths  miles  and 
used  up  only  six  gallons,  one  pint, 
and  twelve  ounces  of  gas.  The 
mileage  figures  to  twenty  and  six- 
tenths  per  gallon. 

This  is  interesting.  I  have  owned 
all  sorts  of  cars  and  I  have  never, 
never  gotten  anything  like  that 
mileage  out  of  them,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  an  old  Model  T  Ford. 
With  this  car  I  once  took  a  gallon 
can,  filled  it  with  gas,  hooked  it  up 
to  the  carburetor,  and  cut  off  the 
regular  tank.  Then  I  ran  the  thing 
until  it  stopped,  and  found  I  had 
covered  between  twenty-nine  and 
thirty  miles!  The  new  Fords,  I  find, 
go  between  fourteen  and  eighteen 
miles  to  the  gallon. 

In  ordinary  driving  we  go,  say, 
thirty  or  forty  or  more  miles  an 
hour.  We  slow  up  and  speed  up  and 
shift  gears.  The  economic  cruising 
speed  of  most  cars  is  between 
twenty-five  and  thirty  miles  an 
hour.  If  you  run  them  at  just  about 
that  speed,  having  an  eye  to  select- 
ing a  level  country,  the  results  of 
the  test  are  amazing — but  they 
don't  necessarily  mean  much  so  far 
as  general  conditions  of  driving  are 
concerned. 

I  was  much  amused  the  other  day 
to  read  about  one  Captain  Frank 
Hawks,  the  holder  of  the  airplane 
records  between  almost  any  two 
cities  you  can  name.  Captain 
Hawks  was  driving  a  Franklin  and 
then  writing  a  nice  letter  to  the 
Franklin  Company  about  it.  That's 
all  right;  Franklins  are  nice  cars. 
But  what  amused  me  was  that 
Hawks,  who  is  hardly  ever  on  the 
ground  for  more  than  five  minutes 


at  a  time,  says  the  great  need  of  the 
country  is  express  highways.  That 
from  a  man  who  flies  over  fenceless 
meadows  on  the  greatest  express 
highway  of  them  all. 

He  did  say,  however,  that  it  was 
safer  to  fly  at  three  hundred  miles 
an  hour  than  it  was  to  drive  at 
eighty.  He  says  it's  safer  because 
of  the  strict  traffic  regulation  of 
the  airways.  I  can  think  of  a  lot  of 
other  reasons  why  it's  safer! 

Cadillac  has  recently  turned  out 
a  mighty  smart  phaeton  job,  utiliz- 
ing a  brand  new  idea.  The  tonneau, 
beginning  with  the  panel  after  the 
door,  is  of  aluminum,  and  the  rest 
of  the  car  is  painted  in  the  ordinary 
manner.  Aluminum  looks  awfully 
nice  on  cars.  Heretofore  it's  always 
been  the  front  end,  though,  that 
has  had  this  treatment,  and  the 
result  of  that  has  been  that  the 
aluminum  has  reflected  the  sun 
into  the  driver's  eyes.  Now  only  the 
bystanders  suffer  from  any  glare.

But  what  can  be  done  about 
it,  when  even  boats  are  being  made 
without  any  deck  space  that  isn't 
enclosed?  Nothing,  nothing  at  all.

Sometimes  the  long  table  is  in-

VISBY,  a  mass  of  crumbling  ruins, 
centuries  old,  and  within  their  very 
shadows  the  quaintest,  smallest  cot- 
tages where  old  women  sit,  placidly  knitting; 
Visby,  a  riot  of  roses — crimson,  shell  pink, 
golden  topaz  and  ivory  white,  and  beneath 
the  ground  the  skeletons  of  thousands  of  Clot- 
landers  who  died  in  defense  of  their  city; 
Yisby,  in  its  peaceful  beauty  the  most  en- 
trancing town  I  have  ever  visited  and  yet,  on 
a  lull,  still  stand  three  gallows  posts,  and  the 
name  itself  means  "village  by  the  place  of 
sacrifice, "  reminding  one  of  heathen  rites 
practiced  there  ages  ago.  Such  is  the  capital 
of  ( iotland. 

A  night's  sail  southeast  from  Stockholm 
lies  Gotland,  a  Swedish  possession,  an  island 
of  low,  limestone  cliffs,  remarkably  fertile 
and,  most  of  the  year,  luxuriant  with  roses. 
As  early  as  the  sixth  century  before  Christ 
there  were  inhabitants  here,  but  it  was  not 


until  after  the  eleventh  century  A.D.  that 
Visby  reached  her  full  glory  and  became  the 
largest  and  richest  city  on  the  Baltic.  At  that 
time  every  ship  from  every  port  poured  gold 
and  jewels  into  her  treasure  vaults  and,  being 
consequently  puffed  up  with  pride,  she  built 
about  herself  a  crenellated  wall  with  gate 
towers  and  saddle  towers  for  defense.  Then,  in 
the  fourteenth  century,  came  fire,  famine,  and 
plague,  and  at  last  surrender  to  the  Danes. 
However,  three  hundred  years  later  Sweden 
regained  the  island,  bringing  peace  and 
security  back  to  her. 


If  hen  Visby  became  a  world  power  in 
the  twelfth  century,  she  surrounded 
herself  by  a  crenellated  zvall  ten  thou- 
sand feet  in  length  that  encircled  the 
entire  city.  Its  crumbling  remains  and 
thirty-seven  of  the  towers  still  stand 


I  first  glimpsed  the  town  from  the  ship,  and 
even  from  that  distance  it  lured  me  magically 
and  1  felt  that  I  wanted  to  be  alone  there. 

At  the  end  of  a  crooked  street  or  narrow 
alley,  there  would  suddenly  appear  a  vista  of 
blue  sea,  framed  in  roses;  then  again  one 
would  be  completely  hedged  in  by  such  cot- 
tages as  surely  belong  only  in  a  fairy  tale;  or 
there  would  be  but  crumbling  ruins. 

On  one  street  near  the  burgomaster's  house 
I  turned  to  the  left  along  a  shaded  walk;  I  was 
on  the  outside  of  the  great  wall,  but  through 
the  openings  I  could  see  the  restless  waters 
of  the  Baltic.  Away  to  my  right  stretched  tine 
rambling  old  town  like  a  patchwork  spread. 
Further  on  I  came  to  the  Powder  Tower,  which 
was  used  as  a  watch  tower  long,  long  ago; 
and  then  the  Maiden's  Tower  where,  in  the 
fourteenth  century,  the  burgher's  daughter 
was  imprisoned  for  treachery.  And  this  is

What  must 
have  been  her  disillusion  when  she  saw  his 
soldiers  looting  Visby  of  all  its  treasures,  and 
how  must  she  have  felt  later  when,  immured  in 
the  tower,  she  was  told  her  faithless  lover  had 
set  sail  with  all  the  city's  wealth — even  to  the 
sacred  ruby-red  carbuncles  from  the  west  wall 
of  Sr.  Nicholas  Church?  lint  the  <rods  avenged 
her,  for  they  visited  upon  the  marauding  ships 
a  terrific  storm  which  wrecked  the  whole 
fleet.  The  carbuncles — so  the  fishermen  of  to- 
day swear — are  still  glowing  like  eyes  of  fire 
at  the  bottom  of  the  sea  and  serving  as 
beacons  for  all  mariners. 

Beyond  the  Maiden's  Tower  the  wall  turns 
at  right  angles  and  runs  in  a  semicircle  about 
the  western  and  southern  sides  of  the  town, 
finally  terminating  in  the  ruined  castle  of 
\  isborgs  Slott,  once  the  most  noted  strong- 
hold on  the  Baltic  Sea. 

I  here  are  fourteen  old  churches  in  Visby 
and  of  these  St.  Catherine's,  with  its  Gothic 
arches  and  pentagonal  apse,  is  by  far  the  most 
beautiful.  The  floor  is  of  velvet  grass,  and 
flowers  and  ferns  grow  in  the  crevices  of  its 
ruined  and  shadowy  pillars.  Over  the  entrance 
door  is  a  flower,  stone  carved,  telling  the  story 
ol  .1  monk's  unlawful  love  for  a  nun. 

The  town's  marketplace  adjoins  St.  Cather- 
ine's and,  during  some  excavations  here  a  few 
years  ago,  a  grave  was  discovered — a  grave 
many  hundreds  of  years  old.  In  it  was  found  the 
body  of  a  woman  with  two  men  at  her  feet. 
As  I  walked  across  this  public  square,  I 
thought  of  the  woman  and  wondered  who 
the  men  were  that  had  been  buried  with  her  — 
were  they  sons  or  lovers  or  slaves,  and  had

they  rested  peacefully  together  through  all 
these  centures?  (I  doubted  this,  as  there  was 
a  hatchet  found  by  her  side.)  In  the  Visby 
Museum  I  gazed  at  the  almost  perfect  skeleton 
of  this  woman  and  wished  that  it  could  speak 
and  tell  me  its  curious  story. 

By  the  ruins  of  the  two  small  churches,  St. 
Hans  and  St.  Bers,  was  situated  the  "place  of 
sacrifice,"  where  now  only  the  sunlight  drows- 
ily warms  the  stones  while  flowers  sway  about 
a  tiny  cottage  where  children  play. 

I  shivered  as  I  entered  the  sepulchral  Church 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  I  ran  up  the  narrow,  dark, 
stone  stairways  to  the  broken  roof  for  a  view 
of  the  city,  and  drew  a  breath  of  relief  w  hen 
I  found  myself  in  the  open  again. 

Leaning  over  the  parapet,  cushioned  with 
brown  and  ^reen  moss,  I  allowed  my  eyes  to 
run  along  the  line  of  that  marvelous  old  wall, 
ten  thousand  feet  in  length.  It  entirely  sur- 


rounds the  site  of  the  ancient  city — which,  by 
the  way,  occupied  a  much  larger  space  than 
that  covered  by  to-day's  town.  At  close  inter- 
vals along  this  wall  rise  towers,  thirty-seven 
of  which  are  still  standing.  A  sky  of  indigo 
curved  protectingly  overhead.  Here  and  there 
below  me  w  ere  vivid  splashes  of  color  from  the 
roses. 

In  the  distance,  beyond  the  walls,  I  could 
see  the  site  of  Waldemar's  Grave,  as  they  call 
the  section  where  three  thousand  Gotlanders 
died  in  battle  anil  were  hurriedly  buried  in  a 
common  grave.  Earlier  in  the  day  I  had  read 
tin-  Latin  inscription  on  the  stone  cross:  "In 
the  year  of  our  Lord  1361  on  the  third  day 
after  Saint  James  fell  the  (lotlanders  before 
the  gates  of  Visby  at  the  hands  of  the  Danes. 
Here  lie  they  interred.  Bray  for  them."  No 
wonder  the  treacherous  maiden  was  im- 
prisoned in  the  tower  for  the  rest  of  her  life!

1  I  I  HE  old  order  changes.  It  has  changed 
decisively  in  the  manner  of  flower 
shows.  Compare,  if  you  can,  any  of 
the  big  spring  flower  festivals  of  this  year  with 
the  flower  shows  of,  say,  twenty-five  years  ago. 
The  present-day  exhibition  is  a  demonstration 
in  the  use  of  plants  and  flowers;  in  the  older 
time  they  were  demonstrations  of  cultural 
skill.  I  am  not  entirely  satisfied  that  the 
tremendous  swing  to  displaying  the  utilization 
of  plants  is  entirely  "to  the  good."  Haven't 
we  indeed  gone  to  the  extravagant  extreme 
in  the  present  direction  just  as  formerly  we 
went  to  the  other  extreme? 

The  cultivator  derives  considerable  pleas- 
ure— kick,  to  use  the  expressive  contemporary 
phrase — out  of  a  magnificently  grown  plant 
of  any  kind  whatsoever.  Cultural  skill  is  still 
the  acid  test  of  a  good  gardener,  in  one  direc- 
tion. In  the  contemporary  flower  show  the 
culturist  has  to  hunt  into  the  remote  corners 
and  byways  to  find  the  finely  cultivated  ex- 
amples. The  space  provided  for  them,  even  in 
schedule,  is  getting  noticeably  less  and  less. 
Yet  cultural  skill  is  the  horticultural  foun- 
dation on  which  the  proper  use  and  effective 
display  of  plants  are  built.  In  no  way  do  I  want 
to  be  misunderstood  as  depreciating  the  im- 
portance of  the  proper  uses  of  plants.  Unless 
those  that  are  grown  are  effectively  used,  the 
original  effort  is  in  vain. 

The  attention  given  to  and  the  interest 
evoked  in  decorative  arrangements  of  cut  flow- 
ers are  parallel  interests  nursed  into  an  im- 
portant place  by  individual  members  of  the 
multitudinous  garden  clubs.  Practical  usage 
of  flowers  in  decorative  arrangement  offers  a 
competitive  field  for  many  a  woman  who  is 
concerned  just  as  much  indoors  as  outdoors. 
Floral  decorative  manners  are  subject  to 
fashion  and  undergo  changes,  too.  We  are 
pleased  to  flatter  ourselves  by  saying  that  we — 
the  people — have  become  more  artistic,  which 
is  to  say  that  we  of  to-day  feel  that  we  are

much  more  enlightened  and  much  more  ar- 
tistic, whatever  that  may  be,  than  our  fore- 
fathers. Even  if  it  be  not  so,  it  is  a  happy 
conceit  that  can  injure  nobody.  The  old-time 
compact  "posy"  that  was  a  kind  of  glorified 
cauliflower  to-day  awakens  a  reminiscent 
interest  because  of  its  pure  quaintness,  and 
we  feel  that  it  belongs  to  the  age  of  hoopskirts 
and  crinolines. 

Then  came  the  era  of  the  more  naturalistic 
bouquet,  with  the  same  conglomeration  of 
color  but  the  individual  flowers  singly  dis- 
played in  a  fairly  natural  manner.  The  same 
thing  applied  to  vase  arrangements  and  table 
centerpieces.  Later  came  the  phase  of  worship 
of  the  Japanese  cult  of  flower  arrangement 
which,  to  a  large  extent,  we  still  have  with  us. 
Its  very  simplicity  was  intriguingly  intricate, 
and  it  taught  the  effectiveness  of  a  few  flowers 
used  in  a  perfectly  balanced  design — design 
based  on  definite  laws  and  principles.  Un- 
fortunately, some  flowers  would  not  obey  these 
laws  which,  starting  originally  on  a  basis  of 
naturalness,  became,  as  all  such  laws  even- 
tually must,  quite  artificial.  A  few  of  the  most 
available  flowers  could  not  be  employed — as 
for  example,  the  Carnation,  which  develops 
an  "  un-Japanesey  "  type  of  arrangement. 

But  progress  rules,  and  at  last  came  the 
"modernistic."  Just  what  modernistic  is  may 
be  hard  to  define;  but  as  soon  as  it  is  accu- 
rately defined,  it  will  become  restrictive  and 


Even  in  the  absence  of  color  these  exhib- 
its of  the  several  garden  clubs  of  Illinois 
display  the  effective  line  and  mass 
harmony  of  the  flower  and  container 


lose  a  good  deal  of  the  charm  of  daring  origi- 
nality that  it  now  allows  those  who  follow  this 
scheme.  Broadly,  we  may  say  that  modernism 
in  flower  arrangement  symbolizes  pure  solid 
masses  of  color  boldly  used  in  emphasis  of 
structural  line  and  mass.  To  me,  modernistic 
flower  arrangement  has  an  irresistible  appeal. 
Certainly  it  affords  opportunity  for  the  dis- 
play of  the  intrinsic  quality  of  each  and  every 
kind  of  flower.  Some  of  its  exponents  do  not 
stop  there;  they  use  anything  that  grows, 
borrowing  from  the  kitchen  garden  even 
blanched  celery  stalks.  In  one  display,  I  saw  a 
combination  of  globe  artichokes  laid  in  a  flat 
dish  with  a  head  of  blanched  endive!  Every- 
one to  his  taste!  That  wasn't  mine. 

Particularly  noticeable  this  year  was  the 
contest  in  modernistic  displays  that  was  the 
chief  feature  of  attraction  in  the  flower  show, 
at  Chicago,  of  the  Garden  Club  of  Illinois. 
Practically  every  club  within  a  reasonable 
radius  participated.  To  me  it  was  a  trium- 
phant vindication  of  modernism  in  flower  ar- 
rangement. Reproduced  in  black  and  white  as 
on  this  page,  the  display  loses  much  because 
color  was  such  an  important  factor.  The 
background  was  of  black  velvet  with  silver 
trim.  The  exhibitors  were  allowed  unlimited 
freedom  in  their  selection  of  schemes  and  in 
choice  of  container. 

Modernism  is  bringing  into  legitimate  use 
flowers  that  have  been  more  or  less  difficult 
of  arrangement  in  the  past.  Stately  statuesque 
Callas  and  Anthunums,  for  example.  If  for 
no  other  reason,  this  present  trend  serves  a 
useful  purpose  in  that  it  is  teaching  us  to 
appreciate  freedom  in  utilizing  every  flower 
that  grows,  and  each  one  for  itself.  I,  for  one, 
feel  that  there  lies  concealed  in  every  flowei 
some  element  of  beauty,  and  that  the  skill  of 
the  artist  is  challenged  in  devising  a  method 
to  display  it.  Anything  that  will  liberate  us 
from  the  trammels  of  ironclad  convention  in 
flower  arrangement  is  surely  worth  while.
